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T H E following flieets were written to-guard the minds ;tff‘iny 
fuperiors againfl: the fiilpicions to which all great political 
movements are liable, efpecially fuch as pal's at a diftance fioin^ob- 
fervation, and are attended with violent convulfions, or revoluti- 
ons in any of the great dependencies or relations of Government, 
and to which from their conformity to that defeription my late tran- 
fa6lions in Banaris were particularly expofed. On the fame grounds 
they are now made public for the purpofe of effacing the like unfa- 
vorable imprelTions from the breads of my countrymen, if I, or my 
a6lions, fliall have been deemed of fo much confequence as to have 
drawn on me that effeft of their attention. Had I been prompted 
by the vain ambition of difplaying my ow’n importance, a levity of 
which I have never betrayed any fymptoms, I lliould certainly have 
felefted other paffages of my public life, for the gratification of 
fuch a difpofition. 1 claim no merit in having furmounted, by 
the fuccefsful zeal and exertions of others, the troubles, of which 
though lon^ l^fore conceived, my own a6ls had accelerated tlie 
birth ; uitiefS*lm^ be allowed a fmall portion of applaufe, that I 
never fuffered them to embarrafs the hands in which I had left the 
care of the fuperior Government^, nor myfelf to delpair of the pub-

NARRATIVE &c. 


C H U N A R ift September 1781. 

I N whatever manner the feene may clofe in which I am now engaged, the ca- 
lamities with which it opened will not fail, in their firft impreflion, to in- 
fluence in fome degree the minds of all men in forming their judgment of it. In 
the_following narrative, if I can truft to my own fentiments; or if thofe who fliall 
read it will credit this declaration of them, I fliali left ftudy to efface that impref- 
~ fion, than feek to diveft my mind of all partial bias, and to deliver all the pall 
tranfadlions an^t or't-urrences with the ftrifleft and raoft faithful regard to truth ; in 
which if I Ml,^ail unknowingly : And may the God of Truth fo judge me, as 
my ownr'confcicnce fliall condemn or acquit me of intentional deception. 

The motives and objcfls of my Journey were various. With thefe the defign 
^ cfmy tranfadions at B^ja4ris had but a remote and fecondary connedion. I left 
'Galijuita on the 7 th of July. At Buxar Rajah Cheit Sing paid me the cuftomary 
duty of refpedv by- advancing to that place, which lay the ncarefl to the bounda- 
ry-linc of his Zcmecc.-vry— He brought with him a great fleet of boats, whicli, 
as I afterwards learned, '^cre crouded with two thoufand armed and chofen men. 
This circumftance was noticed by many of the gentlemen who accompanied me, 
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.^andwas cVrtainly a de"vi»tion*ff6m‘the^ft|blHlied rules of decorum ; not only Axch,

as atv,obferved from valTals to their fuperiors, but even fuch as pals between c» 

' quals, * An inftance of this will be remembered by many to have happened at Ba- 
naris in the year 1773, in the meeting which took place there between the late Vi- 
. zecr Shujah-ud-Dowlah and myfelf. He had left hisCapital with a large retinue 
but hearing that I came unattended, he difmiffed his followers, and met me with, 
a ftatc as humble as mine. 

I received the Rajah with civility, and without any expreflion of difpleafure. I 
left Buxar the next morning, and received a fecond vilit from the Rajah in my boat. 
After a lliort fpace he defired to fpeak to rnc in jirivate. The particulars of our 
converfation I do not cxaflly remember : I can only rebte the fubftance of it. He 
profefl’cd much concern to hear that I was difpleafed with him, and contrition for 
having given caufe for it ; alfuring me tliat his Zemcedary, and all that he 
poflelfcd were at my devotion ; he expreffed his fears lor Owfan Sing who had been 
fome days in my fuit, and of the intrigues of his relations ; and he accompanied 
his words by an aflion either ftrongly expreflive of the agitation of his mind, or 
his dcfirc to imprefs on mine a conviflion of his fincerity, by laying his turband on 
my la]). I replied, that I had not feen Owfan Sing, nor concerned myfclf about 
him, nor fhould I dofeend to be a party in his family difagreements ; that my bu- 
fincfs was with him, and with him only ; that what he had heard, or might have • 
conjeflured, of my difpleafure was true, and I entered into^? f ,11 difeuffion of 
tlie caufesof it ; that I had been already once deceived b*y*iiifd 3 tl! 8 ‘aad protefla- 
tions, and lliould not fulTer my purpofe to, be changed, or my duty to be uyer-rul- 
cd, by any verbal conceflions or declarations, which were made with little coft, . 
and for the obfervance of which I had no pledge, nor warrant to credit them.. -He 
pleaded his inability to anfwer my charges againft him*^dmitted that he - 

O cry rcf]iea faulty ; but defired that iVould forget the paft, aj^ form my opini-r 

qn of him on his future behavior. I declined any tirth^,z;Jn^rfation upon the 
and he look liis leave. « 

As the preceding converfation was accidental, and ma^e no pant of the plan 

which., 
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'which I had concerted in my own mind for my conduft with tltffllajahf 1 kept no 
minutes of it, nor Ihould have thought it deferving of a place in this na<^uiive, 
but for the weight which he has fince given to it, and that it niiglit ndl be im- 
puted to me as a defigned fuppreflion, if I made no mention of it. 1 lhall proceed 
to relate the fubjefls to which it alluded, and add the purpofcs which I had in 
contemplation concerning them. 

On the firft intelligence of the war with France, in July 1778, it was rcfolvcd 
in Council that Rajah Gheit Sing Ihould be required to contribute an extraordina- 
ry fubfidy, for the expcnce which this new exigency had impofed on our Govern- 
ment ; and the furn was limited to five Lacks of Rupees for the current year. Af- 
ter many excufes and proteftations of inability, he at length confented, with a 
very ill grace, to tbe payment, and with a much worfe difeharged it. The next 
year the fame demand was repeated, and he attempted in like manner to elude it, 
affefling to borrow money in fmall fums, and to fell his plate and jewels to raife 
it ; nor was it paid at lad till he had reduced the board to the extremity of order- 
ing two battalions of Seepoys to the neighbourhood of Ramnagur, and quartering 
them upon him with their pay charged to his account, unlil the whole payment 
was completed. 

Early in the following year about the month of May, he deputed Lalla Sud- 
danund, who was his Buxey, and the confidential manager of his affairs, on a 


private comm 'fTid^i to me to folicit my forgivenefs of his pall condufl, and to give 
me aflu raphes, confirmed by oath, of his future fubmiffion to the orders of my go- 
vernment, and compliance with my advice. 1 accepted his excufes, and promifed 


him an oblivion of all that had paffed of exceptionable in his condufl, and iny 


future proteSion and ^^wry good office in my power, fo long as he adhered to his 
profeflions; requiring only as the pledge of their fincerity, that he would imme- 
diatcly notify ready and unreferved confent to the demand which would be made 
upon him, this bcii period for it, of the fubfidy for the current year, and 
that he would ufe nqVjay in difeharging it. I at the fame time cx])lained to 
Suddanund the nature of the demand, its conforpiity to the cufloms of all flates 


in 



in times ofxixtraoi'Liinary emergency, and aflured him that though he muft expeft 
a reptt-^on of it every year fo long as the war lafted, yet it could not be juftly 
drawn irito a precedent for exading an increafe on his regular and ftipulated rent; 
and fo far as it could depend upon me, I gave him the ftrongeft affurances, and I 
, believe, very folcmn affeverations, that it Ihould not. Suddanund vowed the 
fulleft obedience on the part of his mailer ; the demand was accordingly made v 
and the Rajah anfwercd it with a liberal and unreferved declaration of his acqui- 
cfccncc. I exptded the immcdi.atc payment of the whole fum according to his pro- 
mife, and I placed ajeliance upon it fo far, as to deftine the appropriation of it to 
the fuj)port of the detachment, whicli was then ading in the province of Malva, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Gamac, not apprehending any policy 
which could warp him from the ftrong obligation of fuch an engagement, and from 
the evident intercfl which he had in fulfilling it. I was miftaken. The firft pay- 
ment was made in different periods in the courfe of a month, amounting to about 
a Lack of Rupees ; and there, as I recoiled, he flopped, and even defeended to the 
meannefs of writing to folicit the forbearance of the remainder, that it might be 
included in the regular payments of the enfuing year which was then approach- 
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ing. I aiTi not poflcflcd at this time of the materials for afeertaining 

the demand and of his letter written in acquiefccnce of it, nor the dates and cor- 
rcfpondenl fums of the fubfequent payments; but bdefire that thefe may be in- 

ferted by the Secretary as a note to this jiage of the narrative. f f it /s fuflicient to

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fay that the demand was made, and the whole payment confeqBcntly d^c in^uly •, 
that it was not until the month of Oflobcr, nor until the fame conftraint vy. : prac- 
tifed to compel his obedience as had been ufed in the preceding year, by 'an order 
lor the advance of two battalions of Sce]X)ys for that purpofe, that the balance of 
the fubfidy, which was two lacks and a half of Rupees, was difeharged. In the mean 
time the refident received an order from the board to remit the money, as he receiv- 
ed it, by bills to the Pay-maftcr of Lieutenant-Colonel Camac’s detachment ; but 
thefe from the lalencfs of the receipts were not fent until the detachment had iuf- 
ftred the extremity of diflrefs from the want of money, and very great defertions ; 
all which calamities I charge to Rajah Chcil Sing’s account, as it is certain tliat 
my reliance on his faith, and his breach of it, were the principal caufes that no other 
provifion had been made for the detachment, and that it fulTcred fuch want in con- 
fcquenoc. 

It is with the greateft tendernefs that I recur to the paft diffentions in our go- 
vernment ; but I am compelled to it on this occalion for the elucidation of the 
condufl of this man, which had the appearance of being invariably guided by the 
reports which were made to him of the hale of my influence. When he deputed 
his Buxey Suddanund to me in the manner which I have mentioned, an apj)arcnt 
harmony had taken place in our Councils, with the general expeflation of its Icing 
permanent. The powers o^ur government whenever united, and, if I may ufe 
the term, cor foli^atcd, by fuch an event, will ever recover the rcfjiefl which is 
due to thcpv,^l:jfj^ially from thofe who have rendered thcmfelves obnoxious to its 
terrors..o'Thc fubjed which produced the fubfequent conteft between Mr. Francis 
and myfelf originated a little before the departure of Suddanund from the I’rcfi- 
dcncy, but was not perhaps either generally known, or known to have grown in- 
to..a decided breach, till the latter end of July. A reference to the proceedings of 
thaLperiod vjll prove the grounds of thi^TuppoCtion. It was the preferibed du- 
ty of Cheit Sing’s ’^.jikecls in Calcutta to furnilh him with every little anecdote 
which bore any r^latus-n to the ftate of our government. I believe tliat the deli- 
berate manrer in which he made the firft payment of the fubfidy of that year was 

diflated 
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diflaled by'the doifbts fuggeftcd of the firmnefs of my authority ; and I am m0» 
rally Hl^tain that his fubfcquent excufes and delays in the payment of the refidue 
of (he fubfidy were caufcd by the belief that I was no longer able to enforce it ; and 
pc flibly, for fuch was the report, that a few months would clofe the period of my 
adminiftration altogether. That I had his folcmn promile in the manner which 
I have^ recited to pay the fubfidy, I as folemnly affirm ; and his letter affenting to 
the payment, which is recorded on our confultations, is a llrong prefumptive evi- 
dence of it ; and that he evaded the performance of his promife, that he attempted 
to the utmoft of liis power to elude it altogether, is alfo proved by the record of 
the dates of the different payments, the minutes of the board relating to them, and 
the order of the board for the march of a detachment lor the purpofe of compell- 
ing him to perform it. That this order had a principal effeft in bringing him to 
a compliance I believe ; but I alfo attribute a lliare of it to the approaching depar- 
ture of Mr. Francis, which was publilhed and generally expefled. 

I OWE it in candor to the gentleman whofe name I have relu£lantly repeated 
in this digreffion, to obviate an inference which might otherwife be unwarilydrawn 
from it, by declaring that I mean not by the molt diftant hint to impute any part 
of (his policy to him, and in my heart do totally and deliberately acquit liini of 
any concern in it ; liowcver in tlic rcfcntincnt ofinftant difappointment I may 
have fullered my mind to catch fuch a fuf])icion ; although I believe that, if I have, 
it has been facrcdly confined to my own breaft. /. 

Tji I s was (lie firfi direfl charge which I had to prefer againff tlie The fe- ' 

cond w'as fiiiiilar in its quality and principle. On the 2d of the month of November 
1780, arefolution palled the board, that a letter Ihould be written to the Nabob 
Vizecr, advifmg him to require from the Nabob Fyz-OftlJ^ Klian the number of 
troojis fiijndattd by treaty, expreffed, as it was then underllood to be, 5000 horfe ■, 
and that tlie like demand Ihould be made onRajah Gheit Sing for all ^ecavaliy in 
his pay which lie could fpare for our fervice. At that tim€a:':idfood in need of eve- 
ry aid that could be devifed to repel the multiplied dang^^ winch furrounded us. 
Tlic Rajah wasfuppofcd to maintain a very large and expenlive Handing force, and 

the 
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the ftrength of his cavalry alone was cftimated at two thoufandf I hfftl forfncrly 
experienced their utility in the war with the Scnaflecs, in whicirthey were 

t * 

fully employed, 3 nd liberally rewarded. The demand was forn\ally made both in 
a letter from myfelf, and in perfon by the Refident, Mr. Fowke, in the eafy and 
indefinite terms mentioned above. His anfwers were evafive, pleading ( as I rc- 
colle<S, for I am not in poU'eflion of them) the feantinefs of the eflablilhmenl, its 
employment in enforcing the cullccaions, and the danger of thcfi; failing, ' ii the 
detachment were, withdrawn. At length a more peremptory order was fen t to 
him, and repeated by the prefent Rcridcnl, Mr. Markham. The number requir- 
ed was 2000, and afterwards reduced to the demand of 1500,, and laflly to 1000, 
but with no morefuccefs. lie offered 250, but furnilhed none. 

These inftanccsof contumacy and difobalience, criminal as they were in them- 
felves, and aggravated by the extreme and known diftreffes and dangers of the fu- 
perior ftate, to which he owed not only ijerfonal lealty, but every voluntary aid 
which all the refources of his Zemeedary could contribute, ajipcarcd to me of lefs 
confidcrafion as fuch, than as they were evidences of a deliberate and fyfleniatic 
condufl, aiming at the total fubverfion of the authority of the Company, and the 
ercajon of his own independency on its ruins. This had been long and generally 
imiiuted to him. It was rejxirtcd that he had inlieritcd a vaft mafs of weal lli from 
liis father Bulwant Sing,, j^liich he had fecured in the two ftrong fortreffes of 
Bidjeygur and Luttcefpoor, and made yearly additions to it ; that he kept up a large 
military c^bl.jJ&uen I both of cavalry, of difciplincd and irregular infantry, and 
of artill<;ry ; tliat he had the above, and many otlier fortreffes of flrong conffrufti- 

jmy and in good repair, and conftantly well ftored and garrifoned ; that liis Au- 
mils and Tenants were encouraged and habituated to treat Englilh paffengers witli 
inhofpitality, and Iviih enmity •, that he maintained a corrcf])ondencc with the 
Myattahs, and other Powers who either were, or might eventually become, the 
enemies of ear fta-e; and if the difaffefled Zemeedars of Fyzabad and Behih were 
not included in the report, which I do not recoIlcQ, we have had woful jiroof that 
latere. was qjjuai room th have fufpeQcd the like inlcrcourfe bctw^ccn them ^ and 

laftly 
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laftlyj tlia\ he wfe colleQing, or had prepared, every provifion for open revolt, 
wraitt«^,only for a proper feafon to declare it, which was fuppofed to depend either 
on the arrival of a French armament, or on a Marattah invafion. 

This defign had been greatly favored by the unhappy divifions of our govern- 
. ment, in which he prefumed to take an open part. It is a faS that when thefe had 
proceeded to an extremity bordering on civil violence by the attempt to wreft 
from me my authority in the Month of June 1777, he had deputed a man, named 
Sumboonaut, witli an exprefscommiflion to my opponait •, and the man had pro- 
ceeded as far as Moorlhedabad, when hearing of the change of affairs which had 
taken place at the Prefidency, he flopped, and the Rajah recalled him. 

It may perhaps be urged in favor of Rajah Cheit Sing, that he was juflifiable 
by the principle of good policy in feeking a flate of independency ; that we had no 
natural right to his vaffalage, having acquired it, with all our other rights of do- 
minion, by no other cliarter than the fuccefsful fpirit of cnlerprize. Were this 
truly the cafe, it would reduce the relation between us to the primitive law of 
nature; and it would be equally incumbent on us on that ground alone, toufc every 
means to confirm and pcrjictuate his fubjeflion, as it would be allowable in him to 
emancipate himfell from it. But Ibmething more, I apprehend, was due bath as 
a political, and even moral obligation from him. Ilis father Bulwant Sing derived 
the degree of indtqx ndency which he poflefled, during tiie latter period of his life, 
from the proleflion and intervention of our government. Ilis Son Cheit Sing ob- 
tained from our influence exerted bymyfelf the firft legal titl<rtUaf^‘s fimiily ever ' 
poflefled of property in the land of which he till then was only tlie Aumi\-'X(nd of 
which he became the acknowledged Zcmccdar, by a Sunnud granted to hiraliy- 
the Nabob Shujah-iul-Dowlah at my inflance in the moplji of September 1773. 
On llic facceflion oi the Nabob Aflbf-ud-Dowlali the riglits of fovcrcignly which 
wore held by him over the Zemeedary were transferred by treater tq-^he Conipa- 
ny. Thole rights were indilputably his, and became by-lK€-j^^cnation of them as 
iiulifputably the Company’s ; and every obligation of fidelity ?nfl obedience which 
i'^ due from a Zcmccdar to the fuperior Magiftrate by the conflitution of Ilindo- 

ftan 
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flan became as much the right of the Ck)mpany from Cheit Spg, as jit had been 
due to his former fovereign, with the additional tics of gratitude for the fuperiot ad- 
vantages which he was allowed to poffcfs with his new relation. The ^*ncxam- 
pled lenity of our government in rclinquilhing to liirn the free and uncontrouled 
rule of his Zemeedary fubjedl to a limited annual fine, and the royalties of the 
mint, adminiftration of juflicc, and police, ought to have o^jeratod as an adlitio- 
nal claim on his fidelity ; but evidently ferved to ftimulate his ambitlod, and 
perhaps to excite in his mind an opinion that he poflefled an inherent right offclf- 
dependcncy. 

I confidered Cheit Sing as culpable in a very high degree towards our ftafe, and 
his punilliment, of which I had given him frequent warnings if he did not amen I 
hiscondu£}, as an example which juftice and policy required equally for the repa- 
ration of the wrongs which its dignity had fuftained, and for the future prefervati- 
on of its authority. I was refolved to draw from his guilt the means of relief to 
the Company’s dillreflcs, and to exad a penalty which I was convinced ho was able 
to bear, from a fund which I was alfo convinced he haddellined for purpofes of the 
moll dangerous tendency to the Company’s dominion. In a word, 1 had deter- 
imncd to make him pay largely for his pardon, or to exad afevere vengeance for 
his pafl, dehnquency. 

Those who havc*t»«(wccuflomed to regard Cheit Sing as a vaflal or tri- 
butary Prince may revolt at the idea of treating him with fuch indignity, and 
call it an oppreflion. Tlrey will fuppofe nothing due from him to the Company 
'but the payment of his ftipulated tribute, and that the pledge of his exemption from 
jfjcsvy other claim. I fufped too that the deeds which palled between him and the 
Board on the transfer of the Zemeedary to the Company in 1775 are by many 
lindcrfiood to bear tile quality and force of a treaty of optional conditions between 
' cqy/jl hates. To fuch I reply, that fuch an opinion is itftlf criminal to the ftatc 
ofwhich he' was a i.'b;efl, and that he was himfclf amenable to its jullicc, iflfc gave 
countenance to ll*e benef. I le paid no tribute to the Company ; but a fixed annu- 
al rent. The deeds by which he held his Zemeedary, and the Company their 

B claim 
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clainf fo tlTjir por:fon of its revenue, were aSunnud or grant, and a Potta or leafe, 
ex^uted on (he part of the Company •, and a Coboolceat or agreement, and Kift- 
bundy or account of payments to be made by inftallmcnts, on his part. Thefe, ex- 
cepting the fpccial priviledges allowed to the Rajah, of the Mint, the Gutwallees 
of Banaris and Jowanpoor, the Fowjdary and Apmeeny •, that is fo far as they relate 
to the Zemeedary alone, aie drawn precifely in the fame forms as inftrun’.ents 
of the fame denominations interchanged with the Zcraecdarsof Bengal. I reltr 
to the inftrumcntsthemfclves, which will make a number in the Apjxindix to this 
narrative, in whieJj it will be feen on how dilfercnt a tenure, and how infi- 
nitely below independency, he really held his Zemeedary. 'I’he Suunud and 
Cobooleeat are counter-parts of each other. The former jirtferibes the revenue, 
which was to be paid, and the duties which were to be jierlbrnicd, as the conditi- 
ons on which the Rajah was confirmed in the pollcflion of his Zemeedary , ami 
of thefe conditions the Coboolceat is a pledge or engagement for the performance. 
In the firll the Government and Sovereignty of the Zemeedary transferred by tl,e 
Nabob Aflbf-ud-Dowlah to the Company, are dated as the bafis of it : 'Ihc Ze- 
mcedary is confirmed to him : A ftrid obfervation and execution of the duties in- 
fumhent on him ; — to behave with moderation and hindnefs to the lityots and l\eopIe ; 

to promote the cultivation and increafe of the inhabitants and produce of the lands ; to 

preferve the iieace and punijh the diflurbers of it ; and U.' p«.y a yearly nml of twenty 
three lacks, forty thoufand, two hundred and forty-nine Mahidar Rupees in month- 
ly payments agreable to the Kidbundy ; are mod driflly and pbfitivcly.command-' 
cil and enjoined ; And the officers of the Zemeedary are commanded k) regard 
him as the Zemeedar, and to achnowledge his authority in the feveral a&s appeKam- 
ivg thereunto. I mull obferve that in the tranflation of the Sunnud the yearly re- 
venue is in one place through the negligence of the tranflTtoFcxprcffed by the word 
tribute; but it is not on the tranflation, nor on the will of a tranflator, ih:^ the 
righta; of the Company depend. I affirm the word to be falfi^.s itNi inconfident 
with the proper term revenue immediately following in th^nc tranflation, and 
with the fame term revenue occurring in the tranflation (?f the Cobcojeeat or agree- 
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The Gobooleeat alfofcts ofF with dating the Company’s fova^ignty4s thi bafis 
of the agreement, and acknowledges the grant made by the Company to Rajah 
Chcit Sing of the Zcmeedary, and other privilcdges recited in the Sunnud*: And 
it proceeds to exprefs, that it Jhall be his duty to do everything that may he needful and 
tifual fur the inter efi of the country ; to provide for the welfare of the inhabitants ; to be 
attentive to the increafe and fecurity of cultivation and improvement of the revenues ; to ufe 
his endeavours — to expel robbers &c. and pay the annual revenue of Government in the 
manner preferibed by the Sunnud. 

To obviate mifapprehenfions I think it proper to remark, that in the above re- 
citals I have abridged the text where it was too prolix and involved for literal quo- 
tation, and given the fubftance in the clofeft fenfe of it ■, but where 1 have ufed 
the original words of the tranflations I have diftinguilhed them by Italic letters as 
fuch. The copies in the appendix will Ihcw with what fidelity I have confor- 
med to the text in both infiances. 

I have dwelt with a greater firefs, and with a more minute cxa6lncfs, on the fore- 
going fubjefl, becaufc it is on this point that the juftice and propriety of my con- 
du61 muft wholly turn. If Rajah Cheit Sing poffeircd the Zemcedary ot Banaris 
in^ ii<t5Wn right, and with an inlierent and exclufivc authority •, il lie owed no 
allegiance to the Company, nor obedience beyond tlie payments of a flipulated tri- 
bute i I am liable to^cotSTErttnation for exading other duties from him, and for 
all the confequences of that exadion •, and he is guiltlefs : but if the Company 
poflcHing the acknowledged rights of his former fovereign held an abfolule autho- 
'^•ity oj er him if in the known relation of Zemeedar to the fovereign authority, 
of the power delegated by it, he owed a jierfonal allegiance and an implicit and 
unreferved obedience to .that authority, at the forfeiture of his Zemcedary, and 
-even of his life and projierty, at the diferetion of thofc who held or fully reprefented 
*ther^ovcreign authority ■, if in corroboration of the general and imjilicd obligation, 
he was bound to it ey, written engagements and fpecific conditions-, I am wa>ranl- 
ed in my affertion of the rights of government which were fully and wholly de- 
legated to me ; and he a*lone is rcfponfiblc for his opj^ofition to them, and for all

the cbhfeqJenccs ^"hich have attended that oppoGtion. 

Whether I have exercifed the power vefled in me with juftice and with mode- 
ration, will appear from the preceding relation, and the following parts of this 
narrativT. 

Before I quit this digrefTion, I mud further trefpafeon the patience of the board, 
and ofthofefor whofe judgement it is ultimately written, by a more pointed ap- 
plication of the above to my own pcrfonal condufl and charafler. 

I will fuppofc for a moment, that I have erred ; that I have a61ed with an un- 
warranted rigor towards Cheit Sing, and even with injuflice. Let my motive be 
confulted. I left Calcutta imprefTed with tlic belief, that extraordinary mean* 
were ncccffary, and thofe exerted with a flrong hand, to preferve the Company’s 
interefts from finking under the accumulated weight whitli opprelTed them. I faw 
a political neceffity for curbing the over-grown power of a great member of their 
dominion, and making it contribute to tlic relief of their prefling exigencies. If 
I erred, my error was prompted by an excefs of zeal for their interefts operat- 
ing with too ftrong a bias on my judgment. But rare are the inftances in which 
the judgment fuflers the bias of fuch an operation ; and much ftrongcr is the pre- 
fumption, that a6is prompted by an unmi.xed attention to the public inl.«r>-efts are 
founded on juft principles, than that they are the rcfull of a mifguided judgment. 

PoftTibly it may be fufpeacd,- and may God forgtv£L«-,!^oie wlio know me, and 

countenance the fufpicion •, I have no title to an exemption from it with others : 

that I was influenced by a fecret and mercenary intcreft. I have heard of the pra£l- 
icc of holding out the terrors of authority, and the denunciations of difgrace, dif- 
miflion, and war, as tlic inftruments of private rapacity. Though the chargejf 
true, is capable of pofitive conviflion, yet I know of no direfl evidence which could 
refute it, where it were falfe ; for no one can be confcious^ike receflhs of another’s 
mind. I can therefore only offer fuclirprcfumptive proofs of my intention as the 
nature of it will admit, and accident has provided. Thcfe arc my early and con- 
fidential declaratibns, and the atteflations of thofe to whom were made. In 
a point of fuch public moment, independently of the nd'ar ‘intereft y:hich I have 
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in eftablifliing the truth ofit, Mr. Whelcr will pardon my appeal lohim, aUhb:;,Vi 
in one light it may tend to involve him in a participation of tlie rcpro icli of iliol’; 
who may regard e^cry feverity Ihewn to CheitSing as criminal, however. foLi id- 
ed. Hewill doubtlcfs recollefl the converfation which I had with hi.n on tlic foL- 
jedl, on the eve of my departure from Calruttai our mutual opinion of Cheit 
Sing’s paft condud ; mine of the juftice and policy of exacling an exemplary p.i- 
nilhment for it by a large pecuniary mul£l ; the fum to wliich I then dcclaral my 
refolution to extend it ; my conviflion of his ability to pay it ; and the two alter- 
natives on which I had refolvcd, if he refufed to fubmit (o it. He will alfo re- 
member, that I befpoke bis confidence in the means which I Ihould ufe for thiseiul,, 
and his fupport in the ilfuc of them. I entreat him to give me his f rmal and cir- 
cumftantial attellation of thefe fa£ls, and that he will permit it to be infcrtcd in 
this part of my narrative J After fuch an appeal it would be as fujKrflacus as in- 
delicate to call in the aid of other teflimonies, if all that W’crc rcqtiirtd were no 
more than toafeertain that I did hold fuch a converfation as tliat which I allude to 
with him. The conclufion will be much ftrengthened by its agreement with de- 
clarations made by me on the fame fubjcfl, and nearly at the fame point of time,

tation. * With thefe references and their refult, I (hall make my laft and folemn 
apjieal to the breaft of every man who (hall read this ; whether it is likely, or 
. morally ix)flible, that I Hjould have lied down my own future conduQ to fo decid- 
ed a j^roccls and feries of a£ls, if I had fecrctly intended to threaten, or to ufe a 
degree of violence, for no other purpofe than to draw from the objeft of it a mer- 
cenary atonement for my own private emolument, and fuffer all this tumult to 
terminate in an oftcnfible aud unfubftantial fubmifllon lo the authority which I 
reprefented : Whctlier it is likely, or morally poflible, that I fliould have chofen 
to irritate the feelings of my colleague in office, and expofe myfelf to all the effeSs 
of his indignation, by fo wanton and unncceffary a deception ; or lower my own 
dignity and character, and afford fo bafe an example to my inferiors, by pretend- 
ing to make them privy to ads which I never meant to perform, and from which 
I could not depart with any poffiblc Ihcw of rcafon, but the manifeft facrifice of my 
integrity. A man aduated by fuch a motive, and poffeffing the trufl which I held, 
would liave ufed a cover to Ids venality ; He would not have compromifed him- 
felf by pofitivc declarations of what he would do, much lefs by detail:.n5 ‘hik':.-<tcn- 
tions in a feries of trials, as they might fucccffively fail ; bi’t' would have been 
contented withdiflanl and indefinite intimations ancTlug^geftions, which obvioufly 
left his adions open to inquiry and variation ; which could not fubjed him to the 
imputation of inconfiflcncy, if they were produdive of no effed ; and which he' 
might ufe asjuflifications, if his artifices fhould chance to operate with the eifed 
oflcnfibly portended by them. 

I now return to my narrative. ^ 

I arrived at Banaris on the morning of the Hth of Auguft i'the Rajah fome hours 
latcr.^ I lorbad his cc ming that evening to my quarters, as he had intended ^'.and 
required him to defer his future vifils until he fhould receive my fiefhiiffion, as I 
had fomc previous matters to fettle with him, of which he would be informed by 
the Refident, whom I fhould depute to him the next morning for iha-t purpofe.

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My narrative will be beft continued, nor will the thread of it be broken, by 
the following copy of my report of my proceedings, and of the confequcnccs which 
* attended them, trfMr. Whcler, then the only effeflive member of the Bdard.

“ I arrived at Banaris on tlic I4,th inftant. My tranfaflions with the Rajah 
“ being of a moft important nature to the prefent and future interefts of theCom-

“ The firft ftep which I judged it neceflary to take, as the ground on whicli my

This aiifwor you will perceive to be not only ilnfatisfaflory in fnbftance^ 
oflenfivc in ftile ; and left a vindication of himfelf, tlian a recrimination 
‘‘ Ai me. It cxprcfTes no concern for the caufes of complaint contained in my Ict- 
ter, or dcfire to atone for tliem ; nor the fmalleft intention to purfuc a diftcr-

V fitions of fo ferious a nature, I could not but confidcr as a ftrong indication of

“ Ijndcr thefe alarming appearances of the Rajah’s condufl and difpolition, I 
“ conceived myfclf indifpcnfably obliged to form fomc immediate and decifivc plan 
“ for obviating their confcquenccs, and for the prefervation of the Q^mpany’s 
** rights and intcreftsin this Zemeedary. To have left him in the full exercife of 
“ powers he had notorioufly abnfed, and wliich it was to be apprehended he would 
“ employ to the moft dangerous purpofes, was totally inconfiftent with the max- 
“ ims of jufticc and prudence. To dived him entirely of the Zemeedary, though

At this time I haiJ^repared Mr. Markham’s fccond inllruflions ; but bcibre lie

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“ could fct out vv-i(Ii them, injclligencc came that large bodies of armed men had 
“ n olfcd ilic river from Ramnagur, and had proceeded to tlie Rajah’s lioufe. What 
‘‘ foUo\V.s is a fccnc of fuch horror, that it is with the greateft rcluflancc I fubmit 
“ to the painful duly of relating it. The guard placed over the Rajah confiftcd 
“ of two companies of Grenadier Sepoys, as above mentioned, from Major Pop- 
“ ham’s detachment, commanded by the oflicers already named ; who were fta- 
“ lioned in an cnclolcd fcjuare which furrounded the apartment wliere tlic Rajah 
“ veas. The Refident’s guard had returned with him. It now appeared that thefc 
“ troops had taken no ammunition with tliem. Major Popliam font anotlicr com- 
“ pany of vSepoys under an ofiiccr, with ammunition, to reinforce and fupport 
“ the firft parly. When the latter arrived at the Rajah’s lioufe they found it 
“ furrounded, and all llic avenues blockaded, by a multitude of armed men who 
“ ojjpofed tlicir paffage. The minds of this tumultuous aflembly becoming foon 
“ inllamcd, fome of tlicm began to fire upon the Sepoys witliin the fcjuarc ; and 
“ immediately, as if this bad been the concerted fignal, made an inftanUmeous

“ This order was executed witli all poffiblc expedition •, but Major Pojiham ar- 
“ rived too late, and had the mortification to lie a fpeflator of the efiefis of a maf-

‘ No. IX. Major Popham’s Report. 

‘ Confequent to an order for the detachment under my command to proceed to 
the fupport of the Grenadier Companies under the order of Lieutenant Stalker, 
I carried it with as much expedition as poflible to Cheit Sing’s palace, which I 
found to be entirely evacuated by the Rajah’s pcojde who were already landed on 
the oppofite fide of the river. 

‘ O f the two companies commanded by Lieutenant Stalker very few remained 
tli^^ajority of thofe appeared to be feverely wounded. Tlic bodies 
of Lieutenants Stlhlt&r,. ,Sco tt, and .Simes were lying within a fmall dittance of 
ipach other, fliockingly mangled, and without any figns of life. 

‘ It may be neceflary to obferve that Lieutenant Birrcll was difpatchcd with 
one company of Sepoys upon the firft rumor of the Rajah’s coercive intentions; 
Iwt the fate of the companies which preceded him was decided prior to his being 
yle to enter the palace : There were however fome of tlic Rajah’s people, 
^^TM^he effefluallf cleared it of. In his attack he met with fome lofs. My 
utmoft endeavors have hitherto proved infufilcKnt to procure an cxa6l detail of 
tfie killed and wounded in this unfortunate tranfaftion. I thought it'necoflary 
to leave a c jmpzm y with a Subaltern in the palace.

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I cannot learn with certajnty what is become of the Rajah, but the prevailing 
report is tliat he fled from Ramnagur, liis ufual refidcnce on the other fide of 
iJic river, in the middle of the night, and proceeded with his iJenanna and effefls' 
to Lutteefpoor, a ftrong fort of his fitualcd about ten miles from Chunar. He 
was accompanied by Sujan Sing, his brother, and Munnihar Sing a relation and 
fon by adoption of Rajali Bulwant Sing. He lias alfo had tlic precaution to 
take wifh him Ranny Goolaub Kooer, the widow of Rajah Bulwant Sing his 
fatlier, lier fon-in-law Doorgbijey Sing, and his two Tons, her grandfons. In 
them lie jioircflcs every member of his family who can have any plea toclilpute 
with him the right of inheritance from his father Rajah Bulwant Sing, if that 
wore ever a queflion, his right to the Zemcedary being derived exclulivcly from 
Sunniids which his father never poflefl’ed, but whic:h were firft granted to Cheit 
Sing by the late Vizeer Shujah-ud-Dowlah through the influence of our govern- 
ment in 1773, and fince repealed by limilar grants from our government, when 
the fovereignty wxs ceded to the Company by the prefent Nabob Alfof- ud-Uow- 
lali. 

“ I have made choice of Baiiboo Owfan Sing who held the ofllce of Dewan dur- 
ing leveral years of the life of Rajah Bulwant Sing, and for a confidcrable peri- 
od fince the acceflion of the prefent Rajah, to adminiftcr thq/?venucs^^t^4'o- 
vernment of this country in the quality of Naib, unti l ietan be determince' j 
whom the Zemcedary may legally belong, anti who may be in a capacity to re- 
ceive it. 

“ To this effefl I have caufed a proclamation to be made through the city of 
Banaris, and have notified it by circular Perwannahs to all the Zemeedars r'lid

'I’d enforce the execution of thefe afls, to maintain tranquillity and jir'^'er •‘,1 
tlic country, and proteR the^'whabitants, I have ordered one battalion oi Se- 
pqj's from (Ihunar-gur, the remainder of Major Popham’s dcti^hmcnt IMm 
Mirzajioor, and one regiment of Sepoys from Dinajxior, to nf.arc]fl immediately 
to Banaris.

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It was truly reported that (Jheit Sing after his efcape from Shcwallah Ghaut im-* 
mediately fled to Lutteefpoor, taking his family, and his whole force, with hira^ 
<xcept'thc ordinary guard which had been early appropriated'in the time of his 
father BulwantSing, under the command of Gudgerauge Sing, who had the title 
of Kclladar, to the charge of Ramnagur. This was a vaft pile of irregular but 
mafly buildings conflruflcd of ftone on the river-fide, and within the bed of the 
river. To its original ftrength Cheit Sing had added two or three fmall baftions 
of ftone and earth: A large town had grown round it, which rendered the ap- 
proach to it fuf])i( ious i and the intricacy of the apartments and pafl’ages of the 
palace was fuch, that a cautious officer would hefitate under almoft any encour- 
agement to enter it. I had early information that it was in effcfl evacuated, and 
I believed it ; but not being certain, I did not chufe to hazard a repulfe, nor had 
I a force equal to any operation of doubt I'ul fuccefs, mucli Icfs of enterprizc. My 
whole ffrcngth had conlifled originally of lix companies of Major Popham’s regi- 
ment, about fixly Sepoys which I had taken from the garrifon of Buxar for the 
prote^lion of my boats, and a few men who had been newly recruited for the 
Refidcnt’s guard, who had yet neither arms nor difcij)line. Of Major Poj)ham’s 
regiment Sa men had fallen in the malTacrc of Shcwallah Ghau^j_juaiL92 were 
wounded. The whole number of killed and wounded of ever'’ corps an-^-deiiami- 
nation was 2 or.. ^ 

Every circumnancc of an event and lime fo critical to the prefent exifterce, 
and to the permanency of the Britidi inlcrens in India, will merit notice in a relatbii 
of tills kind. If Cheit Sing’s jxople, after they liad cflcflcd liis refeue had procer 1- 
cd to ii^y quarters at Mahadew Dafs’s garden, inftead of crouding after him^n a 
tumultuous manner, as they did, in his palFagc over the river, it is mod p - 
ble that my blood, and that of about thirty Englilli gcntlcnien of my par'Vf ild 
have been added to, the recent carnage ; for they were above 2000 in number, 
furious and daring from the cafy fuccefs of their laft attempt, noj could I alem- 
bic more tlian 50 regular and armed Sepoys for my wliole defopef^. Let it not be 
thought that I attribute too much confcquencc to my b"’ ii perfon ^hen I fuppofe

may be, its accidental properties were acquivalcnt to ihofe which, like the nia- 
gical charaflers 6 f a Talifman in the Arabian mythology, formed the eflence4)f 
the flatc ilfelf •, reprefentation, title, and the eftimate of ))ublic opinion. Such 
a ftroke as that which I have fuppofed would have been univerfally confnlcrcd as •' 
decifive of the national fate; every (late around it would have flarted into arms 
againfl it •, and every fubjetl of its own dominion would according to their fevoral 
abilities have become its enemy. What really paffed approaching to fuch an d- 
fc 6 l from the foie ajjprehenlion of fuch acaufemore than warrants the conclufionof 
what would have followed the caufc itfelf, liad it exilfed. 

The efictls of thefirft conllernation having fubfidcd, a number of men, reputed 
2000, returned toRamnaguron the 1 8 th under the command of Uamjeeawun, a 
confidential anddomeftic Chief of tlie family. 

The remainder of Major Popham’s detachment, confifting of four companies of 
Sejioys, one company of Artillery, and tlic company of French Rangers, l.iy at 
Mirzapoor. 

Thcfe were ordered to marcli immediately to Ramnagur. Lieutcnant-Giloncl 


Bblir'Wa^'msJ^rcd to del.icli a b ittalion of Se])f>ys from the garrifon of (^hunar on 
tfic iJlnBje{lina:fqn. It was intended that as loon as thcfe corps liad joined, and 
were pro])crly equipjicd for liit^ice, Major Popham (hould take the command, and 
proceed againfl; the forces quartered in Ramnagur. I wrote an order exprefs to 
Captain Blair who commanded the battalion from Cliunar, commanding him to 
halt at a fecure diliance from Ramnagur, and wait lor furllicr orders ; and Ma- 
Ir Popham, whom I had afterwards vefted willi the command In form," wrote a 
ll&iiaa order to Captain Mayaffre, the officer commanding llie refliue of his de- 
nt, with an*additional caution ,to avoid hoftilitics and /fiend to llie file- 
ty of the whole party, of which being the fcniorX%c»*#trvv’ould have (he com- 
t^and till IJIajor Popham aflumed it.

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( ci’.n there be a doubt that a p)£cc fo peeuliarly ill formed for fueh a mode of 
attack, .and in no ftate of defence againft a wary alfailant, would have proved 
a» cafy conqueft. Unhappily the ill-timed ambition of a ralh individual defeat- 
ed this plan, and had nearly caufed the deftruaion of the whole party. Captain 
• Mayaffre unwilling, as it appears, for no other poffible motive can be afeibed to 
fo precipitate and irregular a condua, to lofc the opportunity which his prelent 
and cafual command afforded him of acquiring a military rcimtation, without 
plan, without inquiry, againft the advice of his officers, and againft order, ordered 
the detachment to march into the narrow lanes of tlje town, where they were 
ojjpolcd by tlic fire of an enemy furrounding them unfeen ; and the party which 
entered was in an inftant annihilated rather than defeated. Twenty-three men 
of the corps of Rangers, with their commander Captain Doxat who led the attack, 
were killed, and ten wounded. The ift battalion of the 6tli regiment of Sepoys 
commanded by Captain Blair which followed loft 57 killed and 4, i wounded. The 
whole lofs fuftained in all the corps was 107 killed, and 72 wounded. Captain 
Mayaffre was killed. The detacliinent inftantly retreated. Tlie retreat appears 
to have been conduced by Captain Blair, and in a manner that did him much cre- 
dit. Tlic enemy' purfued wit]) little efliiS, tlieir numbers gradualljJ^f?nTftigx,l ill 
the detachment arrived within four milts of Chunar, which it r-gained llie'faiSL- 
evening, t \ , i>'5H ^ ’ 

This unfortunate affair happened on the morning of the 20th of Auguft. 

I confidcred myfclf now as plunged in a decided war, and made every provifion 
both for its fpcedy termination, and for its confinement to the feene in which it 
had opcncdl ' 

Orders w^SiQwrittcn and difpatched in multiplied copies to the different n:uli*^r.^^ 
ftations for affifta^ •, to the Rcfident of the Vizeer’s Court for a fupply C 
fore, and to LicutenanfsColonel Blair for an inftant reinforcement. The detail 
of thefe orders will be found in the Appendix. Very few reached tlieir dellina- 
tion, the communication with every quarter being intercepted, -.td :(d the coun-

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made prifoners, or not daring to execute it, and fccreting their difpalches. * 
of my letters readied Gilonel Blair, who ordered Captain M’ Dougal with the*' ] 
2nd battalion of the 6 th regiment to mardi on the next day, which was tlic 21ft, 
toBanaris. I now pafled an inicrval like tliat of a dead calm preceding a violent 
ftorm, and fraught with all the fymjitoins of its certain approacli. Succeflivc ^ 
notices were brought to me by various cliannels of preparations making at Ram- 
nagur for an alfault on ray quarters, which flood in the midft of the fubiirbs of 
Banaris, and confifled of many detached buildings within one large cnclufure, 
furrounded by houfes and trees, which intercepted every otJicr profped. I'hc ' 
wdiolc force which I had left amounted to about 450 men. The reports of an 
intended aflkult, which was fixed for that night, grew ftrongcr as the day advan- 
ced ; the boats on the other fide of the river were fecn to be in motion and befides 
the moral certainty of the real cxiflence of filch a defign, the obvious advantages 
which it prefented to the enemy wdio li.id nothing left to fear, and nothing clfc 
to dp, precluded all hefitation but on the I’linjre of expedients lor defeating it. 
There were but two, ivhich were, to wait the danger and try the chance of re- 
pelling it, or to retreat to a place of greater fccurity or of equal advantage for the 
encounter^ The confined ftate of iLc place, of which any delci iption will be in- 
fiKTiciegt to colVycy an adequate idea, rendereil the firfl jdaa impradicable. We 
md not a mrce fufiiCient to guard all the delences of that place, nor a llore for 
^c provifioirs of a day, even for that fniall number. The only arguments for it 
were the difgracc of a flight, and the confideralion of our wounded Sepoys whom 
might leave at the difcrction of a mcrcilels enemy. The ibrincr eonfideratiun 

i ded to the fujtcrior weight of necelfity : The latter to the impoflibihV-nfjrro-'' 
ng the wounded men in either cafe, as they were (luarlered at llie/iflance of 
J:a*4:/iilc from Mqjiadew Dafs’s gaiden ; nor would it liavc U-ha jioHlble in 
^the'if'c’llndition, and in the multijilicity of jircffing cxigiji^v/wdiich the refolu- 
to remain would have created, to remove them. Yet thefe confulenklioi;? 
held me fufjxuidcii during the wdiole courfc of the day. In the evening it bo 
came ncc^ffi^yflocc^^o^a final determination, as the delay of a few Janirs might

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preclude every option. I confulted Major Popham. He declared the de- 
fence of that place impoffible and advifcd a retreat to Chunar. There were other 
Field-ohiccrs with me. I alked for their opinions feparately. 'They clearly and 
unlicfitatingly agreed in the fame advice. My opinion had been determined from 
the inftant that I received the certain information of Captain Mayalfrc’s defeat. I had 
not yet received the news of Captain M’ Dougal’s march, nor any anfwer to the 
letters which I had written to Lieutenant-Colonel Blair for a reinforcement ; nor 
could I know wliethcr thefe had reached him. I yielded to the relufiance of a 
few minutc-s. My refolution was taken, and declared, and orders given to form 
our little corps, that we might have time to gain the open country before the 
enemy having notice of the defign could crofs and attack us at the difadvanlagc 
of the ftreets, lanes and broken ground which we had to pafs before we could reach 
it. Thefe orders were iffued between feven and eight o’ clock, and by eight the 
the line was in motion, having been much retarded and impeded by an incredible 
tumult of fervants. Palankeens and baggage of every denomination, which for a 
time threatened a total obftruQion to our march. Fortunately this enormous mafs 
took the wrong road, which left the right with a free and undifturbed paffage for 
the Sepoys. On the way we paffed Captain M’ Dougal’s battalion ..about nine 
o’clock. We fent him timely notice of our movement : He turned ’jsef 'jtj.'n- 
ed us. Early the next morning we arrived at Chijnar. 

It is proper to mention that as foon as I had forrhed my refolution to leave 6an/.- 
ris, I fent my Moonlhy to the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan to inform him of it, and 
to recommend the wounded Sepoys to his care, believing that the Rajah from a con.- 
fidcr^tibn of policy would not chufc to moleft them, efpecially as he could h^.vc 
no motiv^^r objefl to it but revenge, if he would (liew a determined rcfolui;pn- 
to protcdl theihx^ The fame requeft I made to him in writing after my a^’iy^f ‘it 
Chunar. 1 owe hirt^the jufti^'to atteft that he faithfully and liberally co’mplicd 
with* my requeft. He vifiled them himfclf, and furniflicd them with proviftanf 
and with money, and appointed native furgeons to attend them'^aitf'l as they were 
able to bear it he caufed them all to be removed to his quarters^^ ; 
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Many reports and fufpicions have prevailed of his being concemed in ibme bf 
<defigns which were formed againft xis. 1 can neither credit nor refute them. The^ 
evil imputed to him is at beft doubtful : The good which he did is certain, and 
he is entitled to the entire merit of it. 

I avail myfelf of this repofe in my narrative to relate another inftancc of private 
merit in Beneram Pundit the Vakeel or mtnifter of the Rajah of Berar, and his 
brother Biffumber Pundit. Thcle perfons had come to pay their cufiomary attend- 
ance at my quarters about the time that the line was already on the march. They 
immediately joined it. Some time after I faw, and fpoke to them, exprefling fomc 
concern to find them in that fituation. They were on foot without a fingic ler- 
vant or attendant. I fuffered them to actom])any me till we came to the plain 
and halted. I then thanked them for the proof which they had fhewn of their 
attachment, with which I was fatisfied, and dcfired them to return, as they had 
a large family in Banaris which would be expofed by their continuance with me 
to the refentment of Cheit Sing, and jjcrhaps to the worft effeSs of it ; nor could 
by their prefence afford me any fervice which could repay what I myfelf Ihould feel 
of compunQion for fuffering them to be expofed to fuch hazards. They refufed me 
in aj>eremptory manner, without compliment, or the oftentation of performing 
i^^ritO?i«!J^fcrvice v and perfifted, although I as peremptorily infifted on their rc- 
.^prn. I then defired tliat thc^klcr brother who was corpulent, and of a confti- 
t^tion lefs equal to fatigue, would return, and the younger only remain ; but 
could not prevail, A few days after my arrival at Chunar I cafually mentioned 
tO tlicm my diftrefs for provifions, which was occaGoned principally bv the want 
ofVoncy ; for fuch was our total lofi of credit that wc could not raife a fyfflStenc^y ' 
ordinary wants of our fmall detachment ; and it was witlj/great dif- 
* degree fcf violence that Lieutenant-Colonel Blair e:^cted from the 
^hr(«s*of Chunar, who had lived and grown opuk^t und5».>tfic protcvlion of the 
gg^'^’ifon, theiTmall fun; of 2,500 Rupees, which was diflributed among all tlife Se- 
poys, and affOTjjp/^a fatisfadory relief. Beneram Pundit immediately, and with 
an cagcrn^i^^hich ^^ed to his charader, told me that he had a Lack of Ru- 
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^cs In ready-money lying ia his houfe at Banaris, wliich I might take, if I could' 
find any means to receive and convey it to Chunar ; and the younger brother ad- 
vifed, as llie fimpleft expedient, to fend a battalion of Sepoys for that purpofe, which 
could cafily go and return without interruption, as there were no troops ftationed 
near the town on that fide of the river, ofiering to accompany it himfelf, and 
to bring away the money. I rcjcfled this propofal for an obvious rcafon, and pre- 
ferred the trial of the means which the Shroffs arc fuppofed to praflife for the con- 
veyance of money on fuch occafions. I accepted a draught on their family for 
the fum, i)ayable to Gontoo Bauboo, my Dewan, who had been left in Banaris, 
and fent itinclofcd in a letter to him, with diredions to concert withGopaul Dais 
the means of conveying it to Chunar. This proved ineffedual. Gontoo Bauboo 
could not be found. Gopaul Dais was feized, I forget at what exad period of 
time, and fent a prifoner to Lutteefpoor ; and in a fhort time after Gontoo Bau- 
boo was alfo taken, and conveyed to the fame place of confinement. I was o- 
bliged therefore to wait for a more favorable opportunity, which never happened 
while I remained at Chunar. After my return to Banaris, Beneram again re- 
peated the offer. I accepted it, and received the whole amount on the inflant, 
giving him a note in the Company’s name and in the ufual form for th.e f^mc. 

Examples of fidelity and national attachment merit the firfl reward of-krfng' -c- 
corded.. In me it is a duty both of public and ppvate obligation to relate wha>. 

I liave related. Their merit is national •, for under whatever imprelTions th/ir 
alTiftancc was offered, its objeft was the national fcrvice •, nor can my perfon in 
fuch an inflance be feparated from my public charafler. 

Oh the 20 th or 2 ill, I forget which, I received a letter from Rajah Cheit S'hgj 
Idled witVycxprelfions of flight concern for what had paffed, and profefliongj.CiU'' 
indeflinite aricK^napplied, of fidelity. I did not think it becoming to v 

reply to it, and I Ihiqjv I orjjefcd the bearer of the letter to be told that it^requirr 
cd n6ne. < V;. 

On the morning of the 2 ift a perfon came to Mr.R. JohnfonjjBi>.(#was one of my 
party, and defired his interpofition with me to receive aj^’^r and i^^iger from 

\ the 
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<Tie Rajah in the evening with propofals for an accomodation. The like applicl^ i 
tion was made by Myrza Abdullah Beg, the Rajah’s Vakeel, to tny Dewan Con- 
too Bauboo-, and with my pcrmiflion ContooBauboo returned to his own houli 
in the evening to meet the Vakeel by appointment for that purpofc ; by whicli 
means he miffed the opportunity of going off with me, the intelligence of my in- 
tention reaching him too late for him to join me, 'or his infirm ftate of body not 
admitting of his taking fo hafty a refolution. ’rhefubftanoe of the men’age, as it 
has been fince delivered to me by Abdullah Beg in writing, was to exculpate him- 
felf from any concern in what had paffed, which he charged to the infolcnt be- 
havior of a fervant of the Refident who was prefent, and the refentment of his 
own people \ and to profefs his obedience and fubmiffion to my will in whatever 
way I fliould diflatc. 

I regarded this as an artifice to gain time, fince the meffage, whatever were the 
fubftance of it, might ascafily have been deUt'crcd in the morning as in the even- 
ing, and the meffenger might have obtained an cafy accefs to me without the in- 
trigue and myftery of fecret and indircil: applications. 

I have been fince confirmed in this opinion by the two following anecdotes , 
and llieir cxaQ coincidence with the defign to wliich I attribute that jud recited. 

•Kjn iiwi- morning of th.’ 2 ift, while preparations were making to crofe Captain 
Dougal’s battalion, three two ftrangers, and all volunteers, went fuccef- 

fi^ely to Colonel Blair with intelligence that a defign was formed to cfcalade the 
fort of Ghunar with a numerous force on that night, and an earned caution that 


' Ihould not diminilh the drength of his garrifon. 

The intelligence and advice delivered by each were exprefled nearly in»tlic lame 
^When M‘Dougars battalion was on the road, three men, drmgers and 
j4''ipie<t»s like the foAier, came to him fucceffively with intelligence that a large 
fcody of armed men lay wait to intercept him at a vU,lage^p;i-lied Becteeburr, and 


■»statrned him i|ot to proceed. He proceeded, but did not meet a man. Ijicuie- 
nant-Coloncl caufed a more than ordinary watch to be kept on tliat night in 
the fort, iijfcmot a man >tipcared to attack it. Not one of thefe cmiffaries has ever 
been fecn'Vnce. 


As 
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y'As it had been my origmal intention to make but a fiiort ftay aA Banaris, the 
Nabob Vizeer in the expefiatkm of my vHit liati already left his capital, and ad- 
vanced to a Ihort diftance to meet roc. I oonfidcred that his preYcnce would prove 
ofmuchfcrvice by its influence on our credit; and his troops, rabble as they were, 
might ferve to keep the country in awe, and to divide the attention of the enemy.. 
But tjiefc advantages would invert the relation of our alliance, and give him a 
fuperiority in our meeting which would defeat the purpofes of it : Befides that I 
did not think it confiftent with the dignity of our government to employ a foreign 
aid for the fuppreflion of a rebellion of its own fubjefls. I therefore wrote a letter 
to the Nabob requefting him to return to Lucknow, and remain there- until Ilhould 
have leifurc from the a£lual difturbances to profecute my original journey. The 
Nabob refufed to comply with this injunflion, and on the firft intimation of my 
difficulties refolved to join me ; and he executed this purpofe with fuch apparent 
earneftnefs, that he made his firft ftages with no other attendance than about loo 
horfe, and about four companies of his body-guard, with his ufual domcftic attend- 
ants. As foon as I was informed of this, to remove any unfavorable impreflion 
of my former letter under the conftruflion of diftruft, I wrote another to the Na- 
bob exprefling the warmeft fenfe of fuch a teftimony of his attention, apolpgiz- 
ing for what I had before written from an unwillingnefs to involve him -itraTc&'e 
of trouble, and expreffing my defire to fee him ^ Chunar according to his own. 
willies. •’ 

In the mean time I had received fevcral intimations imputing evil defigns to* 
the Nabob, and warning me to guard myfelf againft them ; and efpecially to he 
carcfioltl^t I did not expofe myfelf to the effefls of concealed treachery by vjlit- 
ing him wi,t^ut a ftrong guard. Many circumftances fevored this 
Nofooncr hacTHie rebellion of this Zeroeedary manifefted itfelf, than its 
inftantly flew to the extenfive territory lying on the north of the 

river Dewa, and known by the names of Gooruckpoor and Bareechj In the cky 
df Fyzabad Nawaiib Allea aoad Jenauby Allca, the mother miiWtnd-mothcr of 
the Nabob, opftoly cfpoufijd the party of Chek Sing, ^6uraging.1!t<ij^ inviting 

^ \ people 
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people to enlift for his fervice ; and their Cbrvants took up arnn againft th<f Ei^' , 
lilh. Two battalions of regular Sepoys in the Vizecr’s fcrvicc under the command 
of Lieutenant-Coionel Hannay, who had been cntrufted with the charge cf that 
diftrid, were attacked and Currounded in various places ; many of them cut to pieces,, 
and Colonel Hannay himlelf encompafled by multitudes narrowly cfcaped the ^ 
fame fate. The Nabob Vizeer was charged with being privy to the intrigues whicK 
had produced and fomented thefe difturbances, and the little account that he feem- 
ed to make of them ferved to countenance the fufjMcion. I can truly fay for my* 
felf, tliat I never afl'orded it the flighteft degree of credit, neither his charader, 
the tenor of his paft condud, the expedations whicli I knew he entertained of af- 
fiftance and relief from myfelf, nor his inability to fupport himfclf without the 
protedion of our government, allowing me for a moment to entertain a thought 
fo injurious to his fulelity, and fo contrary to-probability. Yet I was not perfed- 
ly free from apprehenfions fimilar to fuch a fuggeftion. The Nabob was furround- 
ed by men bafe in their charaders, and improvident in tlieir underftandings, his 
favourites, and the companions of his loofer hours. Thefe had every caufe to 
dread theeffed of my influence on theirs; and both thefe, and the relations of the 
fa^mily, whofe views of confequence and power were intercepted by our partici- 
T’ation if, die adrainiftration of liis affairs, entertained a mortal hatred to our na- 
tion, and openly avowed it. - Thefe all joined in preferibing the moft pernicious 
and fatal counfels to the Nabob, reprefenting this as the time to deliver himfelf 
from what they deferibed as the yoke of fervitude. Although he'firmly rejeded 
aU their perfuafions, and I was affured of it, yet he himfelf was at their mercy ; 
an'd it was in tlieir power to ufe both his authority and his perfon for the perpe- 
/..aiicsi if their own defigns ; nor could I ufe any precaution to avoid them, which 
''jld hot appear to proceed from a diftruft of the Nabob himfclf. 1 never cora- 
*muntcated my apprehenfions, nor aded from them;: and had the fatkfadion of rc- 
•bfeiving the ](^abob, of maintaining an intercourfe with him with every mark of 
Idhe moft fccj/fe'' a',.d^piulual confidence, and of parting with him with every de- 
inonftrati4i*of mutual '.vtirfadion. 
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/A had before written to Colonel Morgan for afliftancc. I now repeated the or- 

j * 

•ycr ; and as the ilfue of a war begun with fuch difadvantages on our fide, and 
\silh the total lofs of the country, was doubtful, I added an order to follow with 
l)is whole force, with another to Colonel Sir John Gumming, who commanded 
at Futtehgur, to fupply his place at Khaunpoor. I confidcred that if we were 
fuecefsful with a Icfs exertion, it would be eafy to countermand thefe orders be- 
fore the troops could have advanced far in the execution of them ; but if we fail- 
ed of fuccefs, and fuch orders were not fent, it might be too late to ilfue them with 
any hope of efiefl from them, or even of thcir’being received, fince the communi- 
cation which was now very difficult and uncertain, might then be abfolutely pre- 
(lud.d. None of my letters reached Colonel Morgan till he had taken his refolu- 
tion. Reports were conveyed to him of my fituation, and paft mifadventures. The 
fudden failure of intelligence convinced him of the truth of what he heard ; and 
jullly concluding that orders had been fent which had been flopped in their way to 
him, he at once refolved to execute their fuppofed and obvious purport, and de- 
tached a force fuperior to that which 1 had required, to my affiflance. It confifted 
of two regiments of Sepoys, thirty European Artillery-men , and two com- 
panies of the European regiment, with four fix-pounders, one howitz, tumbrils, 
ammunition, draft and carriage cattle. For the greater expedition he oiQered this 
detachment to proceed by water. I'lie zeal of tj>- officers fo well feconded that 
of their commander, that although it appears that the rcfolution was taken on 

N 

the 29th, the whole were embarked, and in movement on the 3ifl of the month. 
M^or Crabb commanded the detachmen-t. 

A long'intcrval of time, which acquired its full meafure from the magnitifdc 
of the events which were expefled to grow out of it, and their uncertain 
tion, palfed in total ignorance of the fuccefs of the various orders which hrsfLfc'.xni 
difpalched, and of thefuccors which might be preparing for us. One half of the 
province of Owd was in a flate of as complete rebellion as that of Br naris. FuV--. 
tch Shah had invaded Sirkar Saurun in our own province, Supported by 

fujiplies of money, and encouraged with promifes of more^^m Cheit6^g ; many 

of 
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of the Zcmeedars of bahar had difcovercd fymptoms of difaffedion ; and reporis 
were made to me of levies of men openly entertained for the enemy from our own 
fubjeds in that pjovince v even the wretched fubjeds of Napaul dared to Tcizc Ijy 
force fome villages to which they had x claim, and had fometime l)eforc fupplicat- 
ed the attention of our government to it. In my impatience for advices I dread- 
ed tliat every packet would bring a freih accumulation to our diftrelles, and the 
news of commotions in every quarter. At this period a letter found its way to me 
from Colonel Muir, who commanded the army employed againft Malidjjec Siiir 
dia, informing me of overtures made by tliat (^hieffor afeparate peace. This had 
been one of the objeds of my journey to this quarter •, but eagerly as I had fcnight 
fuch an event, I was proportionably mortified to learn with what facility it miglit 
have been accomplilhcd, and how unfeafonably ourdomeftic misfortunes had hap- 
pened to defeat fo lair a profped of it. 1 had no money, nor credit equal to the 
fupply of 3000 Rupees •, and by an unfortunate train oi olficial perplexities, which 
had happened fome time preceding this, both Major I’ojiliam’s regiment, the Ran- 
gers, and all the corps of the garrifon of Chunar, were four months in arrears. 
This was our fituation. 

What force could be fparedfrom the garrifon of Chunar, added to Major Pop- 
h?m’s regiment,, was formed into a detachment under his command, and encamp- 
ed on a plain about a mile to the callward of Chunar. The greateft flrength of 
ihc enemy was collcdcd at Pateeta, about feven miles from Chunar in the fame 
di red ion. 

• On the xytli ofAugull Lieutenant Polhill arrived with fix companies of Sepoys 
btjonging to the Nabob Vazecr’s body-guard (lationcd at Illahabad. lie was or- 
dered to encamp on the oiipofitc bank of the river for the purjiofe of keeping our 
c.j;:4T’uaication opcftwith that fliore. On the 29th he altaJ.ed and defeated a 
^coniid^rablebody of troops under the command of a principal thief, named Shehauh 
Khan, who ivas flationed at a finall fort and town called Seeker, within fight of 
Chunar. Tip advantages gained by this fuccefs were the removal of that ];art of 
the enemy, -ind the a'^qqifiticut of a. confidcrable booty in grain, wliith had been 
the objed of the enterpnj" On 
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On the 3d of September Major Popham detached Captain Blair vn’th hisbattali- 
on and two companies of his own grenadiers to furprize the camp at Patccta. 
Xhey marched at three in the morning, and arrived at the ground by day-light ; 
but found it abandoned, and the enemy waiting for them in complete order at 
about a mile beyond it. A bloody a8ion enfued ; in which the enemy, as might 
be ex^efled from men llullied with recent fucccffcs, fought with a defperate intre- 
pidity. Our Sepoys began to break into diforder, when by a well-timed and fuc- 
ccfsful attack of the enemy’s guns by two companies of grenadiers headed by 
Lieutenants Fallon and Birrell, the fortune of the day turned in our favor, and 
the field was left to our poffeflion, with four guns and four tumbrils. One 
of the guns, its carriage being broken, was fpiked and left. The other three, 
with one of the tumbrils loaded with as much ammunition as it could carry, were 
brought away. The other three tumbrils, witli 200 Maunds of loofe powder, 
were blown up. About 1500 round fliot of different weights, and moftly ham- 
mered, were found and left in a village adjacent. 

Our lofs in this aflion was very great. We had 48 men killed, and 85 wound- 
ed. That of the enemy was unknown, but muff have been confiderablc. Their 
guns were well ferve<l, and it was from their execution that we principally fuf- 
fered. It was remarkable that they had all tlie apparatus of our artillery, Tu«h 
as port-fires, tubes, cliain and quilted grape £Iiot..>’;c. equal, or nearly equal, to 
the produQion of an European laboratory. Samples of each kind will be font to 
the board. Their artillery did not atifwer to the quality of tlie ftorcs. One gun 
was of modern call, and with its carriage, which was not bad, faid to have been 
made at Ramnagur. The others were of a very old call and conffruSion, and their 
carriages bad and much worn. This was the general charafler of all the 
taken in tlie courfo, of tlic war. 

Dearly as this viflor'y was purchafod, with the expenditure of one fourth of the 
party, it was yet a viflory, afeertained and acknowledged; and lia<f its due effl^Q 
of imprefling the enemy with difeouragement, and our own^mtw'fwli^ confidence ; 
and it was an earneft of our future fuccefs in the public o^jlflion, whidi at all times 
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«of high importance to our political-influence, was ef])ccially fo at tliis, in which the 
minds of all men were fufpended for the dccifion ol" tlie part whicli they were to 
take, either in thfi immediate coated, or in tlicir own coaduclas dependant on U. 

I muft not omit in this place an indance of vengeance whicli marks tlio fangui- 
nary charafler of Cheit Sing, and too drongly jirovcs, tliat if the other cxcclf s 
committed by his people were not authorized by his exprcls order, they were per- 
petrated under the influence ol his exanijilc, ami llic knowleilge of his inclination. 

Fourteen men of the corj;s of Rangers had been left fick at Mirzapoor when 
the remainder of Major Popluun’s detachment marched under the command oftfij)- 
tain MayafTre to Ramnagur. I’hcy were made prifoners, and fen t to rAittc ’f- 
poor. They arrived there on the 3d of Sejitcmber, about the fame time that news 
was received of Captain Blair’s aflion at Patecia, which happened on that mor- 
ning. What jirovocation they gave, or whether any, is not known. It is fur- 
mifed, but I know not the authority, that one of thefe unhappy men exprefled 
a joy on hearing that our arms had been fuctcdful. They w'crc all butchered on 
the fpot, and almod in the immetliale prclcnce of the Raj.ih ; except one man who 
made a fliift to crawl with a mangled body to the neighbouring woods, where he 

fubflfted for a few days ; returned to the fort, received mercy, and is ftill living, 
ard in ou’’ camp, (a) 

On the loth of 5 e])tember at about 7 in the morning Major Cr.ibb’s detachment 
appeared on the opjrolltc Ihore. It conlifled ol the eorjis already related. It had 
proceeded as far as Illahabad by water, but much retarded in its courfe by ftrong 
and advcrie winds j on w'hich account, the courlc ol the river alfo winding very 
much between Illahabad and (Jiunar, Major (irabb had prudently difembarked 
■•he men and ftorcs, and marched them by the high road, remanding the boats to 
J<haunpoor, whither<indeed their return would have been impradicable, had they 
jiafled the boundary of this Zemeedary.

(a) The particuersorthismafface iiavc bean lines vcn.'.rl witlklomi uncffBatwl vanaljon* fiom ni;- laiat.wa

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Major Roberts with his regiment, and a Lack of Rupees in filver, arrived' om 
the 1 3th of September from Lucknow, to which place, as I have before related, 
he had been ordered to repair for the guard of my perfon in my intended vifit tO’ 
to that capital. A further fupply of 50,000 Rupees was a few days after received 
from the Nabob’s Aumil of Illahabad. 

The money was immediately diftributed among all the troops in equal'proporti- 
ons, and by fatisfying their wants facilitated Major Popham’s preparatives for the 
commencement of adive operations. 

I have a plcafurc in teftifying that, diftreffed as the Sepoys had been for the 
want of money, they had never manifefled the leaft fymptom of difeontent. I had ' 
i'rcquently vifited the camp, and paffed the lines each lime in review. Once, 
and only once, I heard one or two voices of complaint, but neither clamorous 
nor difrefpeflful. 

On the nth, the Nabob Vizeer arrived at his encampment, which had been 
formed on the op]X){ite Ihorc. I chbfe to make him the firft vifit, which was 
IXJrformed on the fame morning, and was returned by him on the next. 

Hyder Beg, the Nabob’s fecond minifter, arrived at the fame time. He had 
been deputed early to meet me at Banaris, and had arrived there about two davs 
after my departure from it. Inftcad of following me to Chunar, he had fuffered 
Ifimiclfto be detained by Lalla Bucherauge, the Siiroff,. who had promiled to ac- 
company him with a fupjdy of money. In the mean time a hidden and great 
fwell of the river rendered the Burna Nulla, behind which he was encamped, 
impaffable. The Rajah’s people at the fame time carried away all the boats ; and 
after a long and fruitlcfsnegociation with them for an unmolefted paflage, which 
he did not think it prudent to attempt at the hazard of an oppofition, he at IdT^h' 
did attempt it, and met none. Ilis indecifion on this occafion furnilhed 
for various fufpicions; but I know, and had affurances from a pcrlbn in my fuitc 
who had taken refuge with him,, and acquired his confidence, and 6n whofc au'^ 
thority I could implicitly rely, that they were wholly devoid onodfidalion. I 
Ijad a .pleafing and incontrovertible eyidepce of his fideliti* foon after Che conclufi- 
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‘on of our troubles, in a letter which Captain Blair picked up at Lutteefpoor, and 
which I fhall add to the appendix ; not merely al a juftification of the minifier, 
but as a relief to'the dry and unentertaining materials with which it is aflfociat^d, 
if it lhall convey the fame o])inion of the good fenfc of tlic writer to other minds 
as it has done to mine. 

On the 15th Lieutenant Polhill crolTed and joined Major Popharri’s camj). The 
whole detachment now confifted of the following flrength. Viz.

Til ESE forces were divided between Lutteefpoor, Patceta, and Ramnagur. The 
beft reputed of them were at Pa tecta, and the great mafs compofing the laft corps, 
with a ])art of the others, at Luttcefi>oor witli the Rajah, who had fixed his re- 
fidence at that place fmee his flight from Shewallah Ghaut. ^ 

Before I proceed it may not be im])ropcr to ftate the Other refourcts on which

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Be not very unreafonably depended for lengthening the war, if not for fuc(fcl& in 
the courfe of it. 1 

Firft, Ills fortrefl’cs, of which there arc many, aAfl fomc of confiderablc extent 
and llrength, crefled in various parts of the Zemeedary. Of tlicfe the two princi- 
]jal are Bidjeygur and Lutteefpoor. Ramnagur fcarcely deferves to be named with 
them, and Pateeta has been rendered confiderable only by its having been a capi- 
tal feene of his opjiofition, and of our viQories. 

Bidjeygur is a fort erefled on the folid rock of a hill rifing to the height of 
745 jx;rj)endicular feet from the level ground. It lies about fifty miles in a fouth- 
eaft dirc£lion from Ghunar. It was the depofitory of all his and liis fatlicr's trea* 
fures. 

Luttcefiwor is a large fort built with ftone, and furrounded by hills, and either" 
from negle 61 or defign obftru 61 ed from diftant view by trees and thick llirubs fur- 
rounding it. It lies about 14 miles eaftward from Cliunar. 

Pateeta is a very large town furrounded by a rampart of earth extending to 
great diftance beyond it to the hills adjoining. The fort itfelf is a finall fquare 
houfe of ftone, itfelf fortified with four round towers, and enclofed willi a high ram- 
part, and a ditdi, which is in moft ])arts broad and deep. Its greateft advantage 
againft an enemy to whom delay was defeat, was that it was invifiblc to its af- 
failants. 

Ramnagur has been (Icfcribed already. The other forts, whatever their con- 
fequenee under a different train of fucccffcs migljt have been, are of none to the 
events of this narrative. 

H'b next great rcfburce was his wealth, on wliich he looked, <ind tliought him- 
fclf invincible v an cxi)reffion which I borrow from one of the meaneft of his de- 
penda-nts. It is credftly affirmed that he inherited from liis father, IkilwantSing, 

A complete Grorc ot Rupees, to which it is believed that he made confiderable a<l- 
cHtions. * 

Tlie diftreffes of* oar government, and the power and number of its crK.mics, . 
may al'fo be rsekoned, though negative, yet amongft his rcfourc es. TJie reft were 

dclufory, , 
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rdcjufory, which the falfe and violent counfcls of his brother, Soojaun Sing, and 
his Buxey, Suddanund, inipctfcd on his inexperience, and the pliancy and aptitude 
of liis difjofition. J > 

It would break the attention, and perplex the thread of the narrative, to re- 
late every dlftinfl event in its exafl order of time : I have therefore in the minu- 
ter points endeavoured rather to arrange them according to their relation to the 
greaftir, or to find a place for them in the vacant intervals and paufes of it. It 
may be proper in thisjdaec to mention, that during the time of inaflion which 
fucceeiled to my arrival at Chunar, I received feveral letters fromCheit Sing, befides 
letters I'rom Mr. Barnet, and one from Contoo Bauboo, who were both his prifoners 
at Luttcefpoor, which were written by his order. Thefc were all alike in fub- 
ftance, containing acknowledgments and profeflions of fubmiflion to my authority ; 
affertions of his own innocence, charging the maflacre at Shewallah to the Chubdar 
whofe infults jirovoked the refentment of hisiervants whom he could not reftrain, 
and claiming a merit from his having in the three paft aSions been the fufl’ering 
jiarty, though fuccefsful, and in none the aggreffor ; adding general offers of ac- 
commodation, and in the letters written by his order a pomjx)Us difplay of his in- 
cxhauftiblc wealth, the multitude and bravery of his forces, and the devoted affec- 
tion and fidelity of all his fubjefls. I refufed to anfwer them, letting him know 
that they were written with too much prefumption, in the ftyle of equality, and 
with inapidicablc profeffions, which were no better than none. Some of thefe 
letters will aj)pear in the appendix : The reft were loft.

It had been intended to begin our operations with the attack of Ramnagur ; part- 
ly bccaufe it had been the fcenc of our firft difgrace, and principally bccaufe the 
rcpoflcffion of the cajiital, which would follow the capture of Ramnagur, would, 
it was thought, redeem our credit with the public, and be deemed equivalent, 
in the diftant reports of it, to the complete recovery of o'ur authority over the 
country •, as the exiftence of a fugitive chief in the wilds and mountains would 
be little regarded, when he was expelled from the capital of his government and 

ilie feat of his colleflions. For this purpofe battering cannon* and mortars were 

« 

ordered 
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ordered to Major Popham’s Gamp, and every other preparative made for a fie^. 
This caufed tlie delay of fome days. In the mean kime a man, named Bundoo 
Khan, a native and inhabitant of the town of Chuftw, gave information, that 
as the Rajah’s force was principally collcfled at Lutteefjxjor and Patecta, and was 
daily accumulating, it would become exceedingly diflicult to dillodge him, if he 
was allowed to gain too great ftrength there by a procels of detailed and consecu- 
tive operations ; that the approaches both to Pateeta and Lutlecfpoor were ftrong- 
ly guarded, and efpecially thofe of Lutteef]XK:)r, which he deferibed as unaflaila- 
blc, but with a great and certain loft, on this fide, the only road to it lying 
through Pateeta ; and even if carried, untenable from the ftrength of the pats l)e- 
hind it, of which the enemy would keep jKjfletllon in defiance of all our efforts, 
and againft any fuperiority of numbers. This paft takes its name from the adja- 
cent village of Suckroof. He advifed a divided plan of attack, to be executed at 
the fame point of time ; one on the fort of Patecta, the other on the jiaft ofSuck- 
root ; of which, our forces coming on it by furprixe, it being unguarded and eafi- 
er of accefs from above, might eafily obtain {xjflcffion, and by that means gain 
the fame advantage over the garrifon of Luttcefpoor, as that would have over us 
if we firft took pofl'etfion of the fort ; with the command of every road ofcommu- 
nication, if, which he did not doubt, we fuccecdcd againft Patecta. He offered 
to condufl the party which fliould be deftined on the fcrvicc againft the paft of 
Suckroot, by a road unfrequented, and unknown, which he deferibed with a mi- 
nute, and as it has fince ajjjxrarcd, correft detail. The confidence with which he 
fpoke, and tlife confiftency of his affertions and rcafonings upon them, acquircil 
a great additional ftrength from his former recent conduiS. He had accompanied 
Captain Blair in both afiions of Ramnagur and 'Pateeta, and had been very fer- 
viccablc to that officcf by his knowledge of the ground, and by his advice in the 
application of it. His fervice on botli occafions had been gratuitous, nor did he 
profefs any motive for that which he now oflcrcdj but the intcreft and fofety*of a 
large family, whicli' depended on our fucceft. 

Major Popham at once»faw the propriety of his advice, and adopted it. The 


evening 
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rtrvdning of the 1 5lh was appointed for the firft execution of the plan. In the mean 
time it was concealed with thJ moft profound fecrecy. As a fecurity for the fide- 
lity anrfficadinefs of Bundoojthan he had a promilc of a Jagheei in perpetuity fqr 
himfclf and his family, if the enterprize fucceeded. This engagement has been 
fince amply performed. Major Popham formed his army into two divifions, one 
deftined for the more diftant enterprize, and commanded by Major Crabb. It con- 
fifted of the 7 th regiment Major Crabb’s, the ift battalion of the 6th regiment, 
Lieutenant Polhill’s 6 companies of the Nabob’s body-guard, four fix-pounders 
and a 5i iiicli liowitz. Thefe corps were told off, and began their march about 
1 1 that night. Major Popham began his march with the other divifion at about 
3 o’clock in tlie morning to Patccta. 

On his arrival there he found the works much flronger, and the approach more 
hazardous, than he had expelled from thedefeription which had been given of the 
place. lie applied for the two battering cannon, and the mortars which had 
been originally intended for the attack of Kamnagur, and remanded on the change 
of plan. They were font, but made no imprelfion ; and he refolvcd on the en- 
couragement of a live-days experience, and from the fear of a delay operating a- 
gainft the other part of his plan, to attempt a ftorm. This was ordered and ex- 
ecuted on tlic morning of tJic 20th with an inftant and complete fuccefs. Major 
Roberts commanded the llormii;g party, d’hc enemy made a flight Hand at the 
outer entrenchment, and fled through the fort, our men following without op- 
pofition. A fliglit attack was made at this time on our camp, but repelled with 
fomc lofs on the ])art of the enemy, and none on ours. We loll during the fiege 
eleven men killed, bclidcs ten wounded. 

On the fame morning Major Crabb having conduced his divifion through al- 
moll impratlicable ways arrived at a village called Lora, which lies about two miles 
from the pafs. Here he found a body of men with three guns polled to oppofe, 
him. ‘ I’hey made a firm Hand, but were defeated with a confiderable lofs. Ours 
was twelve men of every denomination killed, and twenty- two wounded. The 
enemy fled through the pals to Luttcefpoor. Our detachment followed to the 

head 
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'liead of the pafs, and* there encamped for the remainder of tlic day. 

The news of lliefc concurrent fuccefles being conveyed to the Rajah at t)ic 
fame inftant of time alarmed him exceedingly for l^own pcrfunal fafety., llis 
fears were excited with a more forcible im}»reirion by the furprize of the ad- 
vance of fo great a force from a quarter wlicre he had not cxijcfled any. With 
his face turned towards Chunar, and his whole attention and that of his people 
direi5led to the movements which were made on that fide, they had no fufpieion 
of any defign being formed behind them. The firfl. intelligence which was re- 
ceived of Major Crabb’s party delcribed it as tonfifting of the fhlloweis of Owfan 
Sing, and only three companies of our Sepoys ; the Hircarrahs who conveyed the 
news poflibly miftaking the advanced-guard for the whole force, and reporting it 
accordingly ; nor was the real ftrength of the party known even by that which was 
detached to oppofe it, until the inftant ofthea/^lion. This circumftancc was related 
at the time, and has been fince confirmed to me by an officer named Myhcr, who 
commanded a finall body ol the Rajah’s Sejxiys and the guns in the a61ion. No 
defign could be more judicioufly planned, or more happily executed. Lven llic 
impediments and difappointments which attended it ferved but to promote the 
coincidence of the final movements of its operation, withfo w'^ell-limed an elTefl, 
tliat the difference of time which jiafled between the engagement at L<ira and 
the conqueft of Paleeta, was little more than that which would be requned by 
the difference of the diftancesof each from Lultccfpoor, for the news of each fuc- 
cefs to reach Lutteefpoor at the fame inftant. 

Cheit Sing inftantly prepared for flight. llis road to Bidjeygui, which was 
his laft refuge, lay through the pafs, which he durft not attempt. He left IjUltcef- 
poor about tlirce or four in the afternoon ; and making a circuit over the hills 
gained the high roa^ at the diftance of fomc miles beyond the pal-, and proceeded 
with a few follow’^ers to the neigh'.iourhood of Bidjeygur. Some others followed 
^and rejoined him. » The reft left without orders flayed but to plunder the place, 
and evacuated it.* The Gaung-wallalis, or Militia compofed of the hulbandmeii, 

who had been fumraOned to attend him, all lied to their own homes. So rajilJ 

Q was 
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WM tfie report of this event in its communication, and fo decifive in its eflfeft, that 
the fort of Suttcefgur, which llies about feven or eight miles to the nortliWard of 
Lptteel]}Oor, and the palacg/n'Ramnagur, were evacuated on the fame evening ; 
and the allegiance of the Avhole country reftored as completely in the courfe of a 
few hours from a Hate of univerfal revolt to its pro])er channel, as if it had never 
departed from it. 

On the next morning, the 2 ift. Major Grabb marched through the pafs to Lut- 
teefpoor, and found it abandoned. 

On the fame day Major Mofes Crawford, with the 28 th regiment of Sepoys, ar- 
rived from Dinapoor, and joined the detachment. 

Major Balfour was detached on the morning of the 2 2d toRamnagur, of which 
he took quiet poffcflion. No one remained to oppofe him. 

Being dcfirous of returning without lofs of tinvi to Banaris, and the prefence 
of the Nabob Vizecr being more urgently required for the quiet of his country, we 
parted on the 25th witli every expreflion of mutual and real fatisfaSion. The 
annexed copy of my letter to the Board dated the 2gth of November contains, tlie 
detail of njy tranfaflions with him (a). 

On the next morning I arrived at Ramnagur, and on tlic 28th returned to 
my old quarters at Mahadew Dafs’s garden at Banaris. 

To quiet the minds of the people proclamations were ifl'ued, offering pardon to 
all who fliould ])eaceably return to their obedience, excepting the j^erfons of Cheit 
Sing, and his brother Soojaun Sing, whom their late rebellious condufl, and their 
rancour manifcflcd to our nation in the deliberate murder of our foldigrs, and 
even dcfencclcfs paffengers, who had the misfortune to fall into their hands, had 
precluded from every title to lenity. Among the unhappy fufferers to whom the 
above exception alluded was a perfon of the name of Hooker, who had followed 
the occupation of a dealer in European wares to our camps, and had ventured to' 
pafs ill hisBudgerow, alittle after the unhappy affair of Shewallah, near Ramnagur, 
where he was feized, and unarmed as he was, and pleading the innocence of his 
profeffion, murdered in cold blood. Soojaun Sing liad the coramaud*at that time 
(a) See Appendix Part /. M. i. Jn 
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in Ramnagur. Two foldiers alfo of Major Grabb’s detachment having 
^ cd from the line were taken and murdered at Gopei Gunge. For this reafon tliat 
town was excepted in the proclamation, and has been deftroyed. * 

My lirft care after my return to Banaris was to determine the fuccclTion to the 
Zemeed iry and Rauje vacated by the forfeiture of Cheit Sing. The right of the 

Company to the difpofal of it certainly had not fullered by the paft events. The 

«... * • 
territory had been wholly loft to their dominion, and wholly conquered by their 

arms : Yet the reft of the family who formerly pollefted it had nor merited l)y 

any aS of theirs to be involved in the punilliraetit of a man who had been cijual- 
ly their enemy, and whom they had regarded as the ufurper of their more legal 
rights i nor perhaps would it liave been prudent to have jmt the fubmillirm ol' 
the people to tlie teft of a new fpeciesof dominion. I therefore refolvcd, in vir- 
tue of the lull powers which I polTefled from the board for that purpofc, to bc- 
ftow it on the next lineal heir. This was Bauboo Mehipnarain. He was the 
grandfon of Rajah Bulwant Sing by a daughter married to Bauboo Doorgbijey 
Sing. The widow of Bulwant Sing, named Ranny GoolaubKooer, was flill liv- 
ing and in an extreme old age. By the Hindoo law Ihe might claim the inheri- 
tance. Her daughter alfo, the wife of Doorgbijey Sing, might alfcrt the like pre- 
tenflon. Had it become a matter of conteft, I had relblved to leave it to ihcdc- 
cifion of the whole body of the Pundits of Banaris. But this reference was unne- 
celfary. Doorgbijey Sing yielded up the pretenfion of his wife, and the old Ran- 
ny her own by a writing, fealed with her name, and acknowledged in the j)rc- 
fence of a confidential iierfon whom I deputed to her lor that purpofe, declaring 
it to be her wiOi and requeft, that the Rauje might be conferred on her grandfon 
Mehipnarain. He was accordingly invefted and proclaimed on the 30th of Sep- 
tember. His fathcr^auboo Doorgbijey Sing was at the fame time invefted with 
^thc office of Naib, ^’and is in effed the foie ading manager. He is about thirty-five 
years of age, his f^n nineteen. t 

I have thoughf it proper to eftablidi a diftind and independant magiftrary for 

■ 

the town of.Banaris. T^hc rcafons for this a£l, the defeription of tlic oflice, and 
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of^hc ofHoers fubordinate to it, are detailed in the fubjoined letter to the board" 
daVed the ill of November (A Alke Ibrahim Khan, the perfon chofen for this, 
charge,’ was duly invefted ^iih it on the 2o(h of OQober. 

On the 5th of November I concluded the fcttlement of the revenue which was 
to be paid by Rajah Meliipnarain, being Rs. 33 , 33 , 333 - 5-8 for the current year, 
and a jierpetual rent of 4,0,00,000 Rs. for the future. 

Tlie particulars «f this tranfaflion arc contained in my letter to the board dated 
the 2 lit November (b). 

It lias been already mentioned tliat loon after my flight to Chunar (^olontl Muir 
advifed me of overtures made by Mahdajce Sindia for a feparate peace. I fent to 
Colonel Muir credentials and inftruflions •, and on the i3thOaobcr a treaty was 
concluded with Mahdajee Sindia. 'Fo confirm and improve the advantages obtain- 
ed by it, I deputed Mr. Anderfon to Mahdajee Sindia, and at the fame time fent 
Mr. Chapman, with BifTumber Pundit, on a fimilar commiflion to Moodajec Boofs- 
lah, the Rajah of Berar. The particulars of thefe Iranfaflions, and of my views 
relating to them, are contained in the annexed copies of my inftruflions to Colo- 
nel Muir, and of my letter to the board adjoined, dated the 25th November (c). 

The annexed letter to the board dated 22d November contains alfo the circum- 
ftances of fome new arrangements made in the cufloms (d). 

On the 8th Oflober Major Naylor with the 23d regiment having been detached 
to the relief of Lieutenant-Colonel llannay, arrived on the northern banks of the 
Dewa, defeated a large force which had affembled round Colonel llannay, and 
entirely difperfed them. The return of the Nabob foon after cffeflually reftored 
the quiet of the country. 

About the fame time a regiment of Sepoys under the command of Major Lucas 

c 

defeated and drove Futtch Shah from the diftrifl of Sirkar Saurun. 

After having gained jKilTcffion of Lutteefpoor, Major* Poplfim loft no time in 
profeduting his march lb Bidjrygur. Cheit Sing did not wait Jris approach, but 

■ fled,

fled, taking with him as much treafure as his elepliants and camels could dhrry, 
which has been reported to me to have confifted ofjone Lack of Mohrs, and |if- 
teen or fixteen of*filver (a), bcfides jewels to an un!^oy?'h amount. His wife, a 
woman of an amiable charafter. Ins mother Pauna, and all the oilier women of 
his family, and the furvivors of the family of his father Bulwaut Sing who were 
connefled with his, were left in the fort of Bidjeygur. He took the route ofRc- 
wa, and from thence proceeded to Panna, the capital of Boondelcund, paying and 
plundered as he palTcd. He was by the laft advices in that country, the Rajah 
profeflTing in his letters to me a rcfolution to withdraw his proteflion from him, and 
fecretly favoring him. 

The fortrefs of Bidjeygur furrendered by capitulation on the loth of November, 
yielding to Major Popham the peculiar credit of having furmounted all the ob- 
ftaclcs which nature and art had oppofed to the conqueft of two of the fortrclles 
of Hindoftan which had been before univerfally deemed impregnable. 

Ihave now broughtmy narrative to its proper conclufion, at that point in which 
all the movements wliich form the fubjefl of it, and all their objefls, appear to 
have attained their full and complete termination, I regret the length to which 
it has been drawn ; and fear that it will appear unreafonable to thofe who may 
confider it a jKiint of duiv to give it a thorough pcrufal, and who will fcarce fail 
to rcfle£l, that it contains in effefl the hiftory of but one month. ^Tomyfclf the 
tefleflion affords a different fenfrtion, when applied to the multitude of events, 
and their magnitude, comprizetl within lb fliort an interval of my public life. 

• I have aimed at brevity, both in the fele^ion of fads, and in the narration of 
them i having omjtted every circumftance which, though engaging a portion of 
my attention at the time, had no connexion with the general train of events, or 
influence on the charter by which they arc diferiminated from the ordinary courfc 
^f affairs. For the fatisfadion of fuch as lliall have more patience or leifure to look 
into them, I have^dded as an appendix copies of all the material papers \yhi( h 
liavc a relation toAhe narrative, but which would have encreafed the bulk of it, 
and di{lurbed,the attention, if inferted in the body of it.

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'~^I liave alfo added atteftations of all the principal fa6ls an*d events, fworn before 
thf Chief Juftice, to whofe adiicc I am obliged for having fuggefted it. It did not 
flrike iiy mind, that m^tte^offuch notoriety here would require fome more au- 
thentic verification of them at home, than the recital of the man whofe reputation 
is fp immediately concerned, as mine is, in the judgment wliichmy fuperiors, and 
which the public at large will have a right to form upon it. I am fcnfible of the 
wifdom of the precaution, and forry that it was not earlier intimated, that I might 
have had time to have collc^lcd a larger fund of evidence ; although I have reafon 
to be falisfied witli the weight of that which I have obtained. Let it be alfo re- 
membered that this relation ilfelf has been written under the force of an obligati- 
on as binding as that of an oath adminiftcred and taken in all its legal forms. 

Whatever judgement may be pafl'ed on my particular condufl, I am yet hap- 
py that it has proved the means of calling forth the inherent virtue of my country- 
men, and difplaying to all the powers and peo])!^ of India both the national cha- 
rafler, and the national conftitution, by fuch effefls as have been unrecorded in 
their hifiories, and are fcarcc conceivable by their habits of thinking. 

The fuddennefs of our calamities ; the diftance of affiftance ■, the privation of 
every prefent refource ; the raanifcft inlercfl wliich animated and impelled every 
corps and every individual tothefupport of the common caufc ; and the rapidity 
with which they rulhcd to repel the common danger ; are fafls of univerfal ob- 
fervation \ and will contribute more effcclually to the permanency of the Britiffi 
influence and dominion, than the mod fplcndid vidorics obtained over adverfaries 
ofthehigheft reputation i becaufethey (hew the harmony which unitesall the parts 
of our government, and their augmented ftrength under the compreflion of exter- 
nal violence ; and will be remembered as a moft ftriking example, which every 
man concerned in its operations will apply to his own intefcfts and feelings, that 
its greatefl and moft fuccclsful exertions have arifen out of the ihoft dcf]x;ratc cmcr- 
genejes, and have fallen in every fuch inftance with the moftt dreadful vengeance 
on the heads of its aggicflbrs. i 

For the fenfe which I have entertained of the particular' condud of the officers 

■ who 
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who have diftinguiflied thcmfelves in the late fervicc, I cannot exprefs nriylclt in 
ftronger terms than thofe of the following cxlraQ of my Icier to the board, dated 
the 29th of September, and copy of one dated the yUi.-st Oflober.

1 MUST have recourfe to your indulgence, on thcoccafion of every report of im- 
portance for the delay in tranfmitting it. Many arc the caufes of ihefe delays 
which I need not enumerate, as I am myfclf tlie principal fuflercr by them: In- 
. deed I am almoft teni])ttd to fay that 1 find a fuffitiency for the occupation of 
each day in the evil ll.cicof, and in a thoufand little occurrences Itfs known in 
a regular procefs oi bufincfs, -which cxaQ tlieir lhare of attention and pals with- 
out any fubftanlial eficQ. It was lor this principal reafon that 1 have again Ihif- 
ted my rcfdcnce frem Hanaris to this jdace, where I lhall hope for more Icifure 
to bring up a long arrears of bufinefs, than it would have been poffiblc for me to 
have cleared if I had continucd-lihcrc.

I have alluded to the general reafons which have prevented me from tranfmit- 
ting the reports of my proceedings to the Board with punQuality. I am obliged 
to add a fpecial caufe for the prefent inftance, which is that the Refident having 
carried with him all the authentic papers relating to this bufinefs to Lucknow, 
I have fince waited both for them, and for the preceding eftimates, which are yet 
incomplete, though fulEcient for general elucidation. 

To the copy of the articles of agreement No. 1. I have added the papers No. 
1. A. B. C. which will fully explain my reafons for the feveral articles, and to 
thefe I beg leave to refer you. Upon the whole generally I have only to obferve 
further, that the agreement was drawn up from a feries of requifitions prefented 
to me by the Nabob, to whom I was happy in the occafion of making fuch a re- 
turn for the uncommon inftance of fidelity and attachment, which he had recently 
Ihcwn to our Government, by an inftant and unqualified aflent to each article. 
This was done verbally in his prefence ; and in like manner I requefted and obtain- 
ed his acquiefcence in the Ihort condition which followed mme. I confidered the 
fubjefls of his requefts as elTential to the reputation of our Glivernment, and no 
Icls to our intereft than his : And if the Refident performs his auty in the executi-

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Vizeer declares that he is abfolutcly un- 
able to defray the expence of thefe troops. 
I'liis plea alone, if tlie fafl be ad|nitted, 
will be allowed to be conclufivc : But 
the Vizeer urges an additional claim to 
this indulgence, and to every other in 
the power of our Government tO' Ihew 
him, from the fidelity and attachment 
which he has invariably manilcfted to 
the Company, and which was remark- 
ably exemplified in the late alarming 
conjunflure, when every art was em- 
ployed to fhake his conltancy, and to 
engage him in meafurcs which would 
have been produflive of the raoft fatal 
confequenecs. 

These arguments, though confined 
to the rights and interefts of the Nabob 
will be allowed a complete juftification 
of this engagement ; But I have others 
to offer in fupport of it, affefling with 
equal force the interefts and fccurity of 
the Company. 

I’o whatever caufes it may be attri- 
buted, it is certain that we do not at pre- 
fent reap thofc advantages whicli we 
proinifcd ourfrlves, and which we at 
firfi derived, from the inflitulion of the 
Temporary Brigade. Tlie aflual dif- 
burfements of it have fallen upon our 
own funds, and we fu])port a body of 
'rroc})s eftabliflicd folcly for the defence 
of the Nabob’s poffellions at our own ex- 
pcncc. It is true that we cliarge the 
Nabob with this expence •, but the large 
balance already due from him fhews too 
juftly the little profpcfl there was of 
difengaging ourfrlvcs from a burthen, 
which was daily adding to our diftreffes, 
and muft foon become infupportable. 
Although it were granted that tN; Na- 
bob’s debt, thus fuffered to accumulate, 
might at fonie future period be liqui- 
dated, 
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<lat6d, our immediate wants are too 
preffing, and our means of fupplying 
them too limited, to admit of fuch a 
drain from our funds as is caufed by 
the current dilburfements of the Tempo- 
rary Brigade ; and their recall on that 
ground alone would be indifpenfable. 
In fliort, the exiftence of this corp added 
confiderably to a debt which might ne-- 
ver be realized, and intolerably io our 
current expences. The diflolution of it 
in an economical light will advance one 
great objcQ of my journey, which was 
to obtain inftant relief to our pecuniary 
diftreffes, which this mcafure will fub- 
fiantially eifeS as foon as the redudion 
of the corps withdrawn from the ftati- 
ons of Futtehgur and Daranagur takes 
place. , 

Should thcNabobifind his own ftrength 
unequal to the defence of his remote do- 
minions, and again require our aid for 
that purpofe, we lhall have a right to 
preferibeourown terms, andmay fecurc 
the certain and regular payment of the 
troops, inflead of receiving a fallacious 
credit, and making the a61ual expendi- 
ture our own. 

Notwithftanding the great . benefit 
which the Qjmpany would have derived 
from fuch an augmentation of their mi- 
litary force as thefe troop conftituted, 
ready toaQ on any emergency, prepar- 
ed and difciplined without any charge ' 
on the Company as the inftitution pro- 
feffed, until their aQual fervices ihould 
be required •, I have obferved feme evils 
growing out ofthe^yfteni which, in my 
opinion, more th\n counterbalanced 
thofe advantages, nad they been realiz- 
ed in their fulleft effeQ ; The remote 
ftationsof thofe troop placing the com- 
manding officers 4)e^nd the notice and

confroul of the board aiTorded too much 
opportunity and temptation for unwar- 
rantable emoluments, and excised the 
contagion of peculation and rapacity 
throughout the whole army. A moft 
remarkable and incontrovertible, proof 
of the prevalence of this fpirit has been 
feen in the Court-martial upon Captain 
Er&ine, where the court, compofcd of 
officers of rank and rcfpeflable charaflen 
unanimoufly and honorably, mojl honor- 
abfy acquitted him upon an acknow- 
ledged faft which in times of ftrifler 
difcipline would have been deemed a 
crime deferving the fevereft punilh- 
ment. 

In a political view the removal of 
thefe ftations will be of important ad- 
vantage, by contracting our frontier and 
adding to our interior fecurity and de- 
fence. 

I requcft that the board will take thefe 
arguments into their fcrious confidera- 
tion, and, if they are pleafed to allow 
them that weight which they have had 
in afluating my conduct, that they will 
confult the Commander in Chief upon 
the reduction and diflribution to bemade 
of the corps in queftion, that they may 
not remain an unnecefl'ary burthen up- 
on our funds, and upon fuch a difpofi- 
tiqn of the army in general as may be 
fuitable to our prefent and future fitua- 
tion in every probable variation of it, 
both foreign and domeflic.

influence, as well as that of my col- 
leagues, by narrowing the line of patro- 
nage ; and 1 expofe myfelf to obloquy 
and refentment from«thofe who are im- 
mediately afleded by the arrangement, 
and the long train of' their friends and 
powerful patrons. But their numbers, 
their influence, and the enormous a- 
mount of their falaries, penfions and 
emoluments were an intolerable bur- 
then on the revenues and authority of 
the Vizeer, and expofed us to the envy 
and refentment of the whole country, 
by excluding the native fervants and ad- 
herents of the Vizeer from the rewards 
of their fervices and attachment. 

II. The mifcliiefs to which the Nabob is 
expofed from permitting a number of 
rich independent eftates, fupportinga 
body of military tenants, to be main- 
tained in the heart of the country, are 
of the fame nature which we have re- 
cently experienced from the enormous 
wealth and influence of Rajah Cheit 
Sing ; and in fad the Nabob did expe- 
rience them alfo, and at the fame time, 
and from the fame caufes. 

The Jagheers polfefled by the Begums 
have enabled them to give frequent dif- 
turbance to the Nabob’s Government ; 
and it can be well attefied that they 
principally excited and fupported the 
late commotions in Gooruckpoor &c in 
concert with Cheit Sing, and that they 
carried their inveteracy to the Nabob 
and the Engliih Nation fo far as to aim 
at our utter extiroation. By a defpot- 
ifm fo malignant, Vnd a condud fo of- 
fenfive and even dangerous to our exift- 
ence as have been manifefted by the Be- • 
gums, without th^fmalleft injury or 
provocation on our pi^jrts, they have for- 
feited 
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felted all claim to that proteftion wlucli 
we allordcd them in exadingirojji the Na- 
bob, at the time that Mr. bnitow ailih- 
ed him in obtaining 3v) Lacks ol l{u])ccs 
from them, a ])rc)iiuie to our (Jovern- 
ment that thole Ladies ILould enjoy lull 
poireffion ol their jagheerb uninoleiled.

The llcguins will fufler no ai^lual lols 
by tlie refumptions ot the Jaghfcrs, ex- 
cept of an inllucnce wliieli they have in- 
variably employed to the molt prrniei- 
ous purpofes againll one Hate which had 
conferred, and another which fecured and 
proteded tlicm, fincc it isftipnlalt d that 
they lliall receive the amount of the 
net colleflions ol them in money by the 
hands ot our Kefident. 

Thcfc arguments will apply to the 
filuation ol all the other Jaglieerdars, 
though they may not to tlieir aftual con- 
dufl, or difpofitions ; but as we are nei- 
ther engaged lor tlicir polTelflons, nor 
have any iinmediat(* connexion with 
them, tlie Nabob lliould be lell to the 
cxcrcife ol Ids own authority and plea- 
fure nij.'cfling them.

I'he imbecility oi Mo- 
zuflcr Jung, and the dillradcd Hate of 
his allairs, will not admit ol his being 
left in the uncontroulcd management 
ol them. He mull be in a Hale of pu- 
pillage to fome one ; and it is my dcfirc 
that a proper guardian may be felcdcd 
for him from ilie ancient dejicndants of 
his family. 'Phis was too delicate a mat- 
ter to be made the pofilive article of 
a convention •, and may be better con- 
verted to its profellcd purj)ofes by tlie 
mutual good underllanding which fub- 
fills between the Nabob Vizeer and my- 
fcll, than by a formal obligation wliich 
it would have been dillicult to apply to 
any prccifc and determined point. 

5. The dilTerencc is infinitely wide 
between a jx)lltive and a negative recom- 
mendation, and the right of the latter 
is confined to the Refident alone, as a 
point of oflicial duty. If he abufes it, 
it is at his peril ; and the Nabob has a 
ready appeal, and the encouragement of 
experience to exjjieS redrefs from fuch 
appeal on a juft occafion. The truth is, 
that the ncccllity of the refervation arofe 
from a too well known defefl in the Na- 
bob’s charafler. If lie lhall make choice of 
men of charafler and rank for tlic com- 
mand of polls in his army, the Refident 
has no right to cxcrcife the priviledge 
which tlie Nabob lias yielded to him, on 
the plea that there are other men better 
qualified If this check be witlillrawn, 
and the choice left abfolutely to the Na-

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bob, the firft commands in his army will 
be filled by the moft worlhlefs and ab- 
andoned of his fubjefls. His late Com- 
mander in Chief is a Signal and fcanda- 
lous inftance of this.

Letter of InftruQions/rtwi the Governor General to the Refident at the 

Vizeer’s Court. 


To Mr. N A T H A N I E L MIDDLETON 
Refident at the Court of the Nabob Vizker. 

SIR, 

H a V I N G on the 19th inftant entered into certain engagements with the 
Nabob Vizecr (ending to relieve his finances of a burthen they were no lon- 
ger able tofuftain, withfundry other claules, tlic execution of which is entrufted 
to you, I herewith cnclole an authentic copy of the fame for your guidance. The 
Nabob on his behalfhas fubferibedand fcalcd an Agreement in your prcfencc, and 
in the prcfencc of Mr. Richard Johnfon and Hydcr Beg Khan, refpefling the bet- 
ter adininillration of his affairs, of which I allb tranlinit you an autlicntic copy. 

To ihcfe papers, and to the jioinls confcqucntly and nccelTarily dependant on 
them, I think it nccefl'ary to add the Ibllowing InftruSions, to which I require 
your mod implicit obedience. 

I need fcarcely inform you tluit my chief ubjcfl in rny ncgociations w'ith the 
Nabob has been to induce and aflillt him to bring his government and finances in- 
to fuch regularity as to prevent his alliance from being a clog inflead of an aid to the 
Company ; and to enable him to difeharge his debt in the Ihortcft time polliblc. 
To tiiis end the mod elfential point is to limit and feparate his perfonal difburfe- 
ments from the jiublic accounts. Tliey rnufl not in their total annual amount 
exceed what he has received in any of the lafl three years. This amount in twelve 
equal jiarts fliould be paid him monthly out of the firft receipts; and the remain- 
der of the net collcflions placed feparately in a public treafury, from whence his 
public military and civil eftabliflimcnt muft be paid under the foie management 
and cqr.itroul of the Minifters with your concurrence. It is of courfe to be un- 
derftood that this has no connexion, and is in no lhape to interfere with the Com- 
jiany’s aflignments and the colleflions upon them, which are, to be conduded as u- 
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fual: And as by the addition of the Jagheer lands with their revenues to the Na- 
bob’s regular colledions his income will, or ought lobe, confiderably encreafed, 1 
fliall expeft that the whole of the excels be appropriated to tlie difcharge»of the 
Nabob’s debt to th*c Coinj)any. 

After fettling the amount of the perfonal dill)nrfements of the Kahoh Vizeer 
and his houfchold, the next point that will require your exertion towards ilic -gene- 
ral arrangement of the public charges is to reform the cihiblillicd Motlaiena 
Troop, reducing them into one eftabliOicd corps lor the wludc iervice. li this 
corps Oiould be brought to confitt folely of cavalry, it would bed anlwcrmulual 
benefit, leaving no infantry in the Nabob’s fervicc but whit may be ncielTary lor 
his Body Guard ; and to fujiply the deficiency, Ihoiild any occur from Inch ar- 
rangement, our infantry may be employed wliere infantry are wanted. 

The corp reformed and cftablillied, their pay mull be ilfued from the public trea- 
fury. No alfignmcnts to be in future granted them, and thole already ilfucd to be 
recalled. To complete this, all numbers above what the real fervice m ly nquire, or 
the aflnal net receipts may be ade(|uate to the lull payment of, mull be dilband- 
cd as fall as their arrears can bc^iaid oil. 

The Nabob willlelei'd and appoint his own Commanders; but if he lliould no- 
minate improper perfons, fuch as men commonly known by the name ol Orderlies, 
or others derivvig their influence from them, or of known dilaffedion to our Go- 
vernment, you arc in fuch cafe to remonftrate againll it ; and if llic Vizeer lliall 
perlilt in his choice, you are jieremptorily and in my name to o])])ofc it as a breach 
of his agreement. 

For the management of the collcflions the Mlnificrs with your concurrence 
arc to chufc all Aumils and Colleflors, and in tlieir choice to be guided liy the 
refponfibility, good reputation, and known ability of the perfons they clefi, that 
charges may, as far as pollible, be avoidtxl. 

Much is to be faid, though little may now fuit, upon the fubjefi of the dif- 
llribution ofjufticc in the Nabob’s Dominions. For the jirelenl 1 limit mylclf to 
direfl you to urge the Nabob to endeavour gradually, if it cannot be done at once, 
to cllablini Courts of Adaulut throughout his diltrifls, the Darogahs, Mowla- 
vies, and other officers of which inufl be fcledlcd, as in the cafe of ihc Aumils, by 
the Minifters with your concurrence. The want of thefc courts is equally hurt- 
ful to the revenue, government, and reputation of the Nabob. 

In confequcncc of the clillurbances which the rebellious example of Rajali'ciicit 
Sing has caufed in the Nabob Vizeer’s country, I have infirufled Colonel Morgan 
to alfift you, ongithe requilition of the V'izeer communicated by you to him, or 
at your own*fing^ application if any cafe of emergency fhould make it ncedlul, 
I < with 
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with fuch dctacliments as may be neceffary, exclufive of the regiment of Sepoys 
which is flijHilated to remain with you at Lucknow. This power you arc not to 
cxerciW but in cafes of the moft urgent and manifeft nccelfily. It is direflcd, that 
the regiment ordered for the immediate protection of your oflice and perfon at 
Lucknow {half be relieved every three months, and during its ftay there fhall 
a£l folcly and'cxclufively under your orders. 

It is finally my pofitive order, that you do not permit any Britilli fubjeft, or 
others claiming the name and prote6lion of the (lompany, to rclide at Lucknow, 
or within any part of tlie dominions of the Nabob Vizeer, except the officers and 
foldiers of the army afling in their duty, and fucli perfons as arc officially ajjpoint- 
ed to remain there. And that to fuch as are now at Lucknow, or in any other 
part of his dominions not falling within the defeription of the above exception, 
you give due notice in writing, that they quit the country, allowing them a 
rcafonable time, not exceeding three months, to fettle their affairs •, and in cafe 
of their refufal, you arc to inform the Nabob thereof, that he may ufe his own 
authority to comjx;! them to depart.

G E N T L E M E N, 

H aving thought it neceffary to eftablilli Courts of judicature for the pro- 
teflion of the perfons and proj)Crty of the inhabitants of the town of Bana- 
ns, i now do myfclf the honor to lay before you a copy of the plan on which ihcfc 
courts arc formed. I fhall proceed to fubmit to you the reafons which have given 
rife t(# this plan, and flatter myfclf that they will induce you to honor it with your 
concurrence and approbation, / 

The town of Banaris has long been deficient in all thofc regulations wliich in 

' ' populous 
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|>opulous places are neceflary for the prefervation of peace and good order, and 
the proleftion of the property and jx;ribns of the iuhahilants. Whilft liowever 
the fovercignly over it was retained by the Nabob of Owd, fome appearance 
of public juftice was ttill preferved, and the awe of a dtl'potic prince produced 
reftraints on the minds and aflions of individuals whicli bore a rcfemblance, 
however faint, to the eflcQs of more regular and perfeS inllitutions : But 

thefe reftraints cealed with the caul'c which produced them. By the treaty made 
with the Nabob Alibi- ud-Dowlah on the 21ft of May 1775, the Ibvereignty of Ba- 
naris was ceded to the Cloinpany, and foon after the Gutwallee orSuperintcndancc 
of Police was formally made over by us to the late Rajah. From this period the 
appearance of public juftice was gradually effaced, until at latt without any fyf- 
tem of police, any courts of judicature, or any awe of the fovereign power, the 
inhabitants of Banaris were guilty of enormities and crimes which rellecftcd the 
greateft difgrace on the government to which they were fubjefl. 'Phe relations 
and dependants of the Rajah, or the merchants whofe credit was urcful in the jjay- 
ment of the revenue, might violate the rights of their fellow citizetns with im- 
punity ; and the facred charadlcr of a Braliinin, or the high rank ol the offender 
were Confiderations which ftamped a pardon on the moft flagitious crimes. 

•• 

Sucli was the ftatc in wliich I found the civil government of tlic town wlicn I 
arrived at Banaris. All ranks of jieople joined in their reprefen tat ions of the ne- 
ccffity of a reformation •, and this appeared the more neceflary from a confideration 
of the circumftances which are peculiar to Banaris. Its temples are held in par- 
ticular veneration by the jrrolefl’ors of thcHindoo religion, who flock to them on oc- 
calional pilgrimages Irom the moft remote parts ol Hindoftan and many who have 
acquired independant Ibrtunts retire to clofe their days in a place fo eminently ef* 
tdemed lor its famSity. It may therefore rather be conlidercd as the feat ol the 
Ilindtx) religion than the capital ol a I’rovinco : But its inhabitantsarc not 
pofed of Hindoos only : The litrmcr wealth which flowed into it Irom the offer- 
ings of pilgrims, as well as from the tranfat'^lions ol exchange, for which its central 
lituation is peculiarly adapted, has alfo attraaed numbers ol Mahommedans, who 
ftill continue to relide in it with their families. Amongll luch a mixture of per- 
fons, moflly without enqdoyment, of different countries, and of different leCls 
and religions, it is obvious that every defed of civil government muft be jiroduc- 
tive of more than ordinary evils ; and thefe evils are jiropagatcd m all quarters 
of India, to the diferedit of our government, and to the hindrance and dilcour- 
agement of thofe, who under more favorable circumftances might wilh to rejmir 
with their wealth to Banaris. 

For thefe reafons, after my return from Chunar, when I began to fettle the 
affairs of this Province, the relbrmation of the civil government of the town ol 
Banaris was one of the firft objeds to which I thought it neceflary to turn my at- 
tention. "I’hc pian ^^hich I have formed is now fubmitted to your con li derat ton. 
You will obftrvcVhat I have eftablilhed three diftind departments lor the pijiice 

1 i fcincl 
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and the civil and criminal jurifdiflion, and I have put the whole under the regu- 
lation and controul of one Chief Magiftralc, who is to be fubjed to the immediate 
orders dl the Board. It was at firlt my intention to have included alfo under his 
authority the colleSion of the Revenues and Culloms of the town ; but Hound 
that this would give great difeontent to the new Rajah, and might perha|)s hurt 
his inllucnee in the management of the revenues of the reft of the Province ; 1 

have therefore, left it out; at the fame time I am Icnlible that it is a defed which 
may occalion foine inconveniences from the cladiing of the authorities of the Ra- 
jah and the Chief Magiftrate. 

The perfon whom I have chofen to fill the important Ration of the Chief Ma- 
giftrate is Alice Ibrahim Khan, a man who has long been perfonally known to my- 
felf, and I believe to many individuals of our government, and whofc eharader for 
moderation, difinlereftcdncfs, and g(X)d fenfe will bear the teft of the ftrideft en- 
quiry. On his godl condud muft doubllefs in a great meafure dejjend the fuccefs 
of a plan which is to take efled at fo remote a dittance from the feat of our Go- 
vernment ; and it is chielly from the rclianee which I have in him perfonally that 
I have ventured to delegate a degree of authority to him, which it would perhaps 
be unfafe to veil in a ])crlbn of a lefs cftablilhed tharader. 

In forming the eftablilhment, I have calculated the allowances of the Chief Ma- 
giftrate and his oflicers in proportion to the importance and degree of truft annex- 
ed to their feveral employments ; and I have fixed them at fuch rates as will fet 
them above the nceeliity, and I hope the temptation, of having recourfe for a fub- 
fiftance to the pradices of corruption.

IjlTT' II E R E A S the town of Banaris is, and has been for many years paft, 
Y \ totally delicient in every eflential regulation ufually cftablilhed in all large 
and populous places, for the maintenance of peace, and thf fecurity of the 

^ perlbns 
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perfons and property of the inhabitants : And WHEREAS the faid place 
is the fixed refidcnce or occafional rcfort of perfons of all religions from every part 
of Hindoftan and Deccan •, and in ell’c^l ratlier the capital feat of the religion of 
the Hindoos, tlian of the territory to which it immediately ajjpertains; and from 
that confidcration alone demands a more immeiliale proteflion and attention from 
the powers of government •, for thefe reafons the Governor General, in virtue of 
the powers veiled in him by the Governor General and Gouncil, and in the name 
of the Eaft India Gompany, doth hereby ordain and proclaim : 

T II A T a perfon lhall be invefted with the Chief Magiflracy of the faid town, 
with full and complete authority over every jKjrlbn inhabitant or relidcnt there- 
in, for the prefervation of the peace and adminiflration of juftice, witli the title 
of Chief Magifirate of the laid town of Banaris. 

A N D it is further ordained and proclaimed, that to enable him duly to exe- 
cute the faid duties fo alfigned him, three OlTices as herein alter deferibed lhall 
be eftablilhed in the manner, and with tlic powers lierein after mentioned. 

first, diCutwall; whofc liuty it lliall be to apprehend perfons who lhall be 
guilty or accufed of murder, robbery, burglary, theft, or any otlicr ads of vio- 
lence committed in the town of Banaris againll tlie peace, j)erl()ns, or property 
of the people ; and to deliver over the faid perfons to the Court ol criminal juf- 
tice herein after appointed and deferibed ; and to fupj)rcfs and j)revcnt all riots 
and dillurbances in the faid town, with tlie power of inlliding immediate punilh- 
rnent, with llripes ofa rattan, not exceeding twenty, on aiiy ollender.' For which 
purpofesas aforelaid a certain number of Pykes or IVonsin monllilypay, and dif- 
tinguilhcd by certain known Badges, lhall be put under liisi barge and authority 
by the Chict Magifirate, to jiatroic the llreetsat Inch tim(,s as lie lliall appoint, and 
to be occafionally employed in executing the other fervices oi liis ofiice. And the 
faid Gutw'all lhall receive his appointment from the Chief Magifirate, who lliall 
allb have tlie power of difmilling him and appointing another, and oftlil'milfing 
any of the oflicers employed under him. And the laid Cutwall is retphred to obey 
all orders relative to the duties alorefaid, which he lhall receive from the Chief 
'Magifirate. 

SECONDLY, one criminal Court, ov Fougtdary AJauIut ; which lhall be 
compofed ot one Darogah and three Mowlavies, men of approved integrity and 
Ikill in the knowledge of the Mahommedan laws, for the trial of all perfons who 
lliall be brought before them and accufed of murder, higliway-robbcry, burgla- 
ry, theft, or any other aCls of violence againll the peace, jicrfons, or property of 
the people, committed in the faid town. And the Sooruthall and Futw'ah, or 
Proceedings and vSentence, of the faid Court, lliall on tlie dole of cverv trial be 
laid before the Chief Magifirate, who after a due examination thereof, fl ail rc- 
• turn 
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turn the fame to the Darogah and Mowlavicsof the faid Court, with his warrant 
for carrying the fame into execution. And the Darogah and Mowlavies of the 
faid (]ourt are required and commanded to carry the fame into^execution. And 
the faid Darogah and Mowlavies Ihall receive their appointments from the Chief 
Magittrate, who Ihall alfo have the power of difmiffing them and appointing 
others in their room. And the (jhief M.igiftratc (hall have power to cftablilh 
Rules of Procefs for the faid Court, which Rules the faid Darogah and Mowlavies 
are hereby required to obey. 

THIRDLY, one Civil Court, or Dewanny Adaulut\ which (hall be cora- 
pofed of one Frclklcnt or Darogah, and three inferior Judges, being men of known 
integrity and underftanding, who (hall be chofen from among the inhabitants 
of llic (aid town, for the trial and decifion of all debts, pledges, mortgage'-, 
difjiuted accounts, tran.sfers of property, rights of neighborhood, contefted boun- 
daries, rights of marriage and claims ol inheritance, and of all other claims of pro- 
perty, whether real or peribnal, according to the principles of natural juitice, in 
all cafes not depending on the particular and prclcribed laws and inftitutes of the 
parties ; and in all cafes which (hall dejHind on the particular laws and inftitutes 
of the jiarties, the laid Prefident and Judges Ihall' firlt determine on the faQs as af- 
certained by the evidence before them, and (hall adjudge the right as eftablilhcd 
by thofc (afls, according to the rcf|x:£livc laws and inftitutes of the parties whether 
they be Mufl'almcn or Hindoos. And for this purpofc they lliall be affifted by 
two Muffulinen verfed in the Sherrah or Mahommedan law, and two Pundits 
verfed in the Pootee or Code of Juftice infti luted lor the profeflbrs of the Hindoo 
Religion, wliole opinions (hall be confulted and taken in all cafes referable to them 
as albrdaid. A N D it is further ordained, that in all cafes wherein the Judges 
(liall not at^rce in one judgcracnl, their opinions (liall be fcverally delivered 'and 
recorded, and the greater number of opinions on one point (hall be taken and con- 
fidercd as the comjileat judgement of the Court thereon •, and if the number of 
opinions lliall be equal, that of the Prefidcnl (hall be taken and deemed as equiva- 
lent to tw'o opinions, and the judgement of the Court (hall be palfed accordingly. 
And their judgement (hall be final in all caufes of which the original amount or 
matter in fuit (hall not exceed one thoufand Rupees ; and in all caufes of which 
the original amount or matter in fuit (hall exceed one thoufand Rupees, it (liall 
he allowable to appeal from the judgement of the faid Court, within the limited 
time of one month (rom the date of the judgement, to the Chief Magiftrate, who 
lliall have power to revife the fame, or if he (hall think fit, to try the caufes a- 
gain with (iich further evidence as the parties (liall bring before him, fuffieient 
rfdfons to his fitisfaflion being given for their not having been before produced ; 
and* either to confirm or reverfe the former judgement, or to pafsa new judgement 
an the caufe, and his judgement lliall be final and conclufive. 

AND it is hereby required and commanded, that the ’Chidf Magiftrate and the 

f ' Prclident 
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Prefident and Judges of the faid Court ol’ Dewanny Adaulut fhall keep records of 
their rcfptdivt proceedings, which records lhall be admitted as evidence in all fu- 
ture caufes. And the Prefident and J udges ol the faid Dewanny Adauiut fjiali re- 
ceive their appoiriinents from the Chief Magili rale, who flidll alio have the power 
ofdilmifling them and appointing olliers in tlieir room ; And the Chief Magif- 
trate fliall have the power to eflabliili rules of procefs for the laid Court, wlucli 
rules the Prefident and Judges of the laid Court are hereby required to obey, 

A N D it is further required and commanded, lliat the Cliief Magiflratr do 
tranfmit to the Governor General and Coum il monthly copies of his proecaiings, 
and reports ol all j)erfbriS appointed or difinifjed iii the fuj)orior oHices ; and < i all 
new regulations e'lablilhed by him as aforefaid; and ol all rules of procefs inlt - 
tilled for the two ('ourls of Fougedary and Dewanny Adaulut ; and in general of 
all other matters of confequenee which lliali relate cither to llie general llatc of llie 
town, or to the feveral branches of Jiis department ; and fliall obey all fuch orders 
as he fliall receive from the Governor General and Council. Alihoiigh tlic autho- 
rity of the Cliief Magid rale is for tin: purjiofes of this inftitulion rcflrifted to the 
limits; of Banaris, yet, that the ends of it may not be defeated by offenders flying 
from his jurifdi^lion beyond ihufJ: limits, IT IS IIFHKBY explained and declar- 
ed, that if anyjicrfons fliall be guilty ol Oflcnees witliin the town of Banaris, and 
lhall efcajx: beyond the limits of the fiiil town, the Chief Magiftrale, or his oflicers, 
fliall liave power to a|)prcheud willi a written warrant, and bring them to juflicc. 
And it is required anci coinmaHded, tliat the Zemcedars, Anmils, or other oflicers 
of the diftriQ into which fuch off nders lhall be fo piufucd, do aflift the oflicers of 
the Chief Magiflrate in apjirchendiug tlic Idid oflenders.

I lltall now proceed to tlie explanation of the preceding accounts. 

You will obvioufly perceive that the fix firft numbers ferved as the materials 
on which the fettlement was formed. The firft is an eftiinate of the colledions 
received by Rajah Clheit Sing, and was delivered to me by the Refident ; It cor- 
refponds in its total amount with my recolleition of a fimilar account, whi( h was 
formerly in my polfeflion, and fufliciently with the account No. 3. G. lor the pre- 
fumption of its authenticity. As is was the heft account that I was able to obtain, 
and the accounts delivered by the Naib were confelledly made up of imperfcfl ma- 
terials, all tlie accounts having been cither carried away by Cheit Sing, or def- 
troyed, and all the principal officers of the revenue who could give any infor- 
mation on the fubjeft having accompanied him in his flight, I made this the ground 
for forming the new fettlement. 

^ Although I am convinced that with proper management the Zemeedary might 
yield an amount coriliderably ( xceccling tfiat whicli I have taken as the eftimale 
of Us value, yet I muft cxprels my apprehenfion, that unlefs the Naib can find 
means to avail himfclf of better official affiffance than he at jirefent pofl'cflcs, his 
real profits will fall below their allowed amount •, and on that account I have en- 
couraged him to hope, that if he fhall jirove himfclf diligent in his office, and 
punflual in the difchargcol his Kills to the Gompany, he may hereafter obtain from 
the indulgence of the Board foriie remiffion from the ftipulatcd Jummah, when- 
ever the a6lual demands of the Gompany fhall be leliened, and the ftate of llieir 
treafury will admit of it ; and this 1 fliall recommend as an afl of generofity be- 
coming their former relation to this province, and equally warranted by the prin- 
ciples of good policy ; for there are certain lines beyond which tlic exaflion of a 
public revenue will not only defeat its own jiurpolc, but operate as cffeftually to 
a reduflion as an intentional a 61 of bounty could do. But it is not my wifh to en- 
gage the prefent attention of the Board in a difeuffion upon this fubjeft, my^dcrirc 
being only to premife what I may hereafter find necefl’ary to introduce to their 

further 
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further confideration, fo that any future propofition may not appear toarife whol- 
ly from the inflant oecafion of it. 

I 

I now proceed to the explanation of the particulars of the fettlement as con- 
tained in the account No. 3. H. The lirft deduftion made from the grofs eftimated 
Jummah of Rupees 5'5,oC,o02- 1 2 is the fum of Rupees 61,496 granted in Jagheers 
and other alienations. 'I'hc firft is ajaghcer granted to Bcncram Pundit of the 
yearly amount ol Rupees 25,000. I have already acquainted the Board with the 
faithful fcrvices of this man and his family during the late troubles, which I can 
take upon me to allure the Board, wliatever was our opinion of them at the time, 
and however repugnant it may be to our national charaQer to regard any fitua- 
tion of affairs with the eye of dcipondency, were confidered univerfally by all 
but ourfclvcs, equally by friend and by foe, as utterly defperate. To the merits 
of Beneram I’umlit and liis brother on this oecafion Imuft add a long feries of at- 
tachment and efiiaual fervicc from the year 1773 to the prefent time. Though 
the immediate fervants and confidential minifters of a foreign ftate, to tlie con- 
ftitutional members of which they have always profeffed an alrnoft enthufiaflic 
devotion, they have zcaloufly adopted all my views for the promotion of a con- 
nexion between their government and ours. For this purpofe Beneram Pundid 
at my recpiirillon made one journey to Naugpoor, and attended Colonel Leflie and 
Colonel Godilard in the ftrll ojxrations of their detachment. Another of the bro- 
thers {fill attends General Goddard in the fame capacity, and has been of great 
life by his letl( rs in refining thefalfe reprefentations which were made from Poo- 
na to the government of Berar of the events of the war. Beneram Pundit pro- 
ceeded to Naug])oor, and chiefly at my requifition returned, with a conllitulion 
much imjraind by tlie eiillomary effiXs of tlie malignant climate of the route ly- 
ing between Calcutta and N'augjxxjr. To his influence I entirely aferibe the ge- 
nerous (onduX of ih.at government to ours in many fignal inflances, which Hand 
recorded on I'ur conf'ultatioiis, and will be univerfally acknowledged as fuch 
w'hen time lli iU havecfficcd tlie prfjudici:s with which they have been, and per- 
h.ijjs flill are rt prGented by fome -, and to him I owe the influence which I my- 
felf poireffed with the late Dewan Dewaugur Pnndit, and its effefts while he was 
living. In th(. fame fpirit of common attaclinient Bifl'uniber Pundit, the younger 
brother, went inllruXed by me to Cliimna'.ce Bauboo, the commander of the ar- 
my emj'hiyed lull y< nr in the jirovii.ecof Qriffa, and affillcd Mr. Anderfon in his 
negotiations. In all thefe inflances 1 have confidered and treated them equally 
as the friends of our Government, and the faithful fervants of their own •, and. 
wherever I have been, one or both have been my conflant attendants. 

If tjiefe fcrvic( s fliall be admitted as meritorious, although they fhould be aferi- 
bed to motivrs o! |)crfor.al rtfptQ loniyfelf, flill let it be confidered that it w,as in 
niy cliaraXcr of the firll and executive member of our flate that I received fuch 
jpllanccs of it, or could have the means of infpiring it \ and, that I doubt whether 

a 
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a national attachment in an alien bread can either grow or fubfift on any other 
principle. 

For all thefe united reafons I have tliouglit it incumbent upon me to I'ecom- 
penfe tlie merits of this family by the feafon able grant of a ])ublic income derived 
irom the fettlement of the province in which they reliclcd, and in the recovery of' 
which to our authority they have made to themfelvcs fo near an intcred. / 

/ 

The Board have been pleafed to repofe fo genero'-is a ronlidcuice in me, that I 
perluadc myfelf that I lhall not need their excufi; {or having determined this aft 
by my own authority. It was neceflary to include it in the (I ttlement, as it 
would liavc been thefburce ofmuchcrnbarrairu'.enl, and given rife to unreafona- 
ble claims, had it been ordered alter the fettlement had been runcluded. I might 
indeed havcapjjlicd to the Board, and received their anfwerin fudicient time for 
the concludon of the fettlement, had I known that the latter would have been fo 
long delayed ; but it had been from the beginning my intention to form it im- 
mediately on my return to Banaris, and I was only prevented from fmifliing it 
fooner. by the delays and procraftinations of others which 1 could not conquer. 

Ujxtn this fubjeft I have only to add, that the bounty of our government has 
been rarely exercifed on fuch occafions ; that no occalion ever did more juftly de- 
mand the exertion of that principle; and that it is one of the duties of govern- 
ment, as it is one of its beft inftruments, to cxereife it for the reward of paft, and' 
for the encouragement offuture defects. 

The next article will require little explanation and no apology. Bundoo Khan, 
whofe name is affixed to ajahgeer cd 2000 Rupees annual rent, is an inliabilant of 
the town of Chunar. He attended Captain Blair in the unlortunate attempt on 
Ramnagur, and in the battle fought at Patecta ; and was ofmuch fervice to that 
officer on both occafions by his knowhdge of the Ground, and by a natural good 
underftanding which enabled him to apply that , knowledge lo the incidents before 
him. This man fuggetted the expedition, which v/as afterwards formed, to take 
poffelfion of the Pafl'es lying behind Lutteefpjor by an unknown and fecret route, 

. and was himfelf the guide of the detachment. Although Ins former fervices and 
that which he oflered upon thisoccafion were gratuitous, yet as the fuccefs oftlic 
enterprife appeared to me from his defeription of it likely to prove the crifis of the 
war, I thought it advifable to fecurehis fidelity and animate his exertions by fuch 
incitements as were likely to operate with the greateft power on a man of his rank 
and fituation in life ; Ipromifcd him .a jaghcer in any j>art of the Company’s do- 
minions of which he fhould make choice, to the amount of one thoufand Rupees 
. clear yearly rent, if the enterprife fucceedtd. The event pro'fd the juftice rf his 
advice, and the truth of his reprefentations ; andliis condufl in the courfc ofit ob- 
tained the moft favofJiile teflimony of Major Crabb, the officer who commanded 
I ' the 
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the parly. On liis return to Ghunar I inftantly granted him a Perwannah for the 
village of jalaulpoor, ol which I had allowed him to make choice, fituated in the 
Pergi’.nnaii ol Pateeta. He himfeir told me that it yielded a revenue exceeding 
1500 Itupces, and to prevent luture difputcs it it were more, i have inferted it at 
the round fum of two thoufand. 

jaggernaut Sing, late Commandant in the 3d regiment of Sepoys, having been 
ftrongly recommended to me by Colonels Muir, Auchmuty, and other olHcers of 
rank, whofe recommciulation at this time had particular weight with me, for a 
provition in his declining ycais, alter having patfed thirty ol his life in faithful 
and meritorious fervire, I procured for him a Jaghcer in the Zemeedary to the 
yearly value of 1200 Hupjecs. I am perfuaded that the board will admit the ex- 
pedicnev as well as the juftice and liumanity ot making a more comfortable pro- 
vilion liian our ordinary invalid ellablifllment allows for fuch native fiddiers as 
liavc merited the particular attention of their fujxtriors ; and I Hatter myfelf that 
the prefent inllance, as well as tlie principle on which it is founded will meet 
with their approval. 

The lad article will be exjdaint d in the feparate paper No. 3. 1 . It is a fimple a6l 
ofjuflice, and I was plcafed that our government tliould have the credit of palfing 
it. On tlie fame ])rinei])le I ilfued a Siinmid for the reftoration of certain vil- 
lages which are a jiart of the original endowment of two Durgahs in the precinfls 
of Cihtinar. The jjarticulars of this claim arc fet forth in the accompanying jta- 
per No. 3. K. Thel'e form no part of the diminution of the revenues. 

With refpt^l to the other deduflions, they ftand cxaftly as they were dated by 
tlic Naiii hiintelf, cxcejit the lad article, which I rayfolf inferted merely for ad- 
juttment, that it might make the remaining fum of the net Jummah clear 40 Lacks, 
at wliicli amount 1 had predetermined to fix it. 

The accounts of the fetllemcnt No. 3. L. M. N. O. rcfitiire no explanation. 
The deduidion allowed for the prclenl year from the fixed, |ummah for devadations 
is accounted lor in the term itfelf. In the unequal dims of the Kidbnndee I was com- 
])elled to yield to tlie pertinacious indanccs of the family. I fliould have been 
better pleaft'd lluit fo large a fum had not been thrown upon the lad month of the 
year ; but this advantage may and ought to be derived from it, that as it has en- 
abled them to mak(r their payments with greater facility, it will leave them with- 
out excufe if they fail in any part of them. 

Tjic Agreement No. 3. P. paded againd my inclination as well as mv advice. A 
fubdanlial revenne having been obtained to the Company, I wilhed to pay more 
regard to their credit than to the profecution of any immediate intereds which 
were not of cffeniial importance. I knew that an inquiry mi^ht ferve for an in-. 

drument. 
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ftrumcnt of gratification to private influence, and widicd to prevent the tempta- 
tion. Having already allowed the I’um of Ruixes 6,66,666 lo lo as a deduc- 
tion from the firft year’s Jummah, I witlied to bring the Rajah to agree to tJie pay- 
ment of the arreaPs due from his predcceflbr lor the latl year, amounting to tJic 
fum of Rupees 4'i63,oo6-5-8 in lieu of the agreement ilnee made •, but this\^ 
would not confnt lo. What he is to pay upon this account therefore ixmaii/ 
open for future inquiry. 


The Paper of Requefls, No. 3. Q. as it preceded the Settlement ought rcgu’arly 
to have been inferted belore it ; but as the lettlerneni itlclf was not allcdcd by 
it, it may Hand in its prefent place. 


Refpedling the ifl Requeft, I had very early apprized the Rajali, through his 
Naib, that I lliould not allow hijii the exercife of any privilege or authority, on 
which an opinion of independency could be founded ; that tlie Mini, ilie Culwal- 
ly or Police of the town of Banaris, and the adminiflration of juhife to its in- 
liabitants ; the jwwcr of levying forces and maintaining Ibrtrcfles, were common- 
ly underftood as kinds of royalties or aj)purtcnances o( the fovereign Hate, wliich 
therclbrc could not be allowed Jo him conliftcntly with his relation lo the Com- 
pany, nor with tlie expedations which they would naturally form on the ex- 
perience of the pad troubles, in the arrangement which I might make for tlie fu- 
ture adminiflration of this province. 

I have direded him to deliver over charge of the mint to the Refidcnt ; whom 
I have allb ordered to receive it, and to condud the bufinefs ol it until he lliall 
have your final orders refj)eding it ; to afcerlain the amount of the annual re- 
venue paid from it to Rajah Cheit Sing during the lafl five years, that tlic ave- 
rage thereof may be carried to the credit of the prefent Rajah in the j)ayment of 
his revenue to government ; to ertd proper oflices for the feryiccs ol llie inint, 
which to my great furprize I find have been performed to this time in the ])rivate 
houfe of the Darogalr, and to form and report to me a proper eftablilhmcnt for 
the mint on the moll frugal valuation. 

I beg leave to recommend adual Rcfident as well qualified to condudl this 
bufinefs, and to requeft that you will be pleafed to continue him in the charge 
of it. 


I have already advifed you very fully of the appointrnents wliich I have yelled 
in the perfon of Ally Ibrahim Khan rcfjxidting tlie jxilicc and adminiflration of 
juftice in the town of Banaris. The infcrlion of the other articles comprizal in 
this requeft arofe from my having direded them to be abolilhed, becaufe they ap- 
peared to me to be difcrcdilablc and impolitic. The following is a lift of the jur-

T H E treachery of Rajah Cheit Sing has compelled me to retreat to this 
place, where 1 wait to reduce this Zemeedary, a work I trufl. of no great 
diliiciiliy or time. 1 have received a letter from you mentioning that Sindia 
has offered terms peace. I hereby give you full powers in the name of the Go^^er- 
nor General and Council to conclude a Treaty with him on the Ibllowing fn- 
llrudions, I have lent you credentials in form f. I do not repeat them in this on 
account of the dangers of the road ; but in cafe of their mifiarriage this U tter 
imdl ferve in their Head. Ad accordii gly, and I will ratify it. Agree with

1 ele.i- 
ped \hc danger, and troops arc affcmbling daily, to which he can afford no ojipo- 
fition. While the effeft of thefe inftruflions is pafling to Sindia the Rajah’s total 
exclufion ought to be accomplilhed. I hope it will.

To Colonel Muik. 



I H A V E lately fent you dlfpatclies in duplicate, containing inllrudlions and fiill 
powers for negotiating and concluding a treaty of peace with Mahdajce Sindia, 
cither for liimfelf icparatcly, or with a rclcrvalion in favor of the I’calhwa, in cafe 
it lliould be agreed to include him as a party in the treaty. I havefinre received 
intelligence that one of my difpatchcs has been intercepted, and it is not unlike- 
ly that the other may meet with the fame fate. I have alio fent a fecond letter 
of the fame fubllance with the lirll, but without credentials. As the prefent op- 
]>ortunity promifes a more fife conveyance, I now fend you a dujdicate of my 
lafl letter of infl.ru61ions, together with a more full and regular commilfion than 
it was before in my |x)wcr to forward to you. 

I had yefterday the plcafure to receive your letter of the 1 7th Ultimo. The one 
wdneh you mention to have written on the i3ih has not reached me. I imagine 
it has fallen into the hands of Cheit Sing’s peojile. It is with great fatisfaflion [ 
oblcrve, from the deputation of Chimnajee Row, that Malulajee Sindia has in fome 
degree anticipated the overtures of this government, and that the general expref- 
fions of a delire (jf peace ufed at his firft interview with Mr. Ford indicate adifpo- 
filion fo conlonani wdlh our own. 

If Sindia Ihould urge the return of your detachment beyond the boundaries of 
his dominions, I fee no objeftion to this condition being granted. On the contra- 
ry 1 ddire it. There can be no ufc for the continuance of the detachment after 
peace is conclude*! ; nor will there be anything in the fmalleft degree dilhonora- 
ble in agreeing to its return. 

The objefls of its equipment were to divert Mahdajce Sindia from the opera- 
tions on the other fide of India, or to withdraw him from the alliance ol th*e 
Minillcrs of the Fcalhwa ; and thele objefls having been cITeded, its return be- 
comes a natural conlcquencc. 

We arc under no engagements to protefl the prefent dominions of the King, 
nor thbll; of Nudjilf Khan, and the Rajah of Jaynagur ; and if peace is fettled be- 
twixt Mahdajce Sindia and us, 1 do not defire that he fliould be reftrained in 
Tying into execution any plans which he may have formed sigainft them; at the 

fame . 
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fame time I think it necclTary to caution you againll infcrting any thing in the 
treaty whicli may exprcslly mark cither our knowledge of his views, or concur- 
rence in them. It will be fufficient lor us, and Sindia ought to be fat isfied with the 
latitude implied iij it, if he is only reftrifled in the treaty from making etVr^jch- 
ments on our own territories and thofe of our allies, the Nabob Vizecr, tlie Ka- 
nah of Ghode, and Futteh Sing Guyewar. For their an exprefs provilion niuft be 
made : He muft in dirtft terms engage, that he will never invade or in any re- 
fpefl molell them, as we will in the fame manner llipulate with refped to-, his 
territories, 

In my letter of the 29th ultimo, I inllru^lcd you toobtain the relloratiori of the 
Chundcry Rajah, and to fccure the interefts of the Rajali of Nurwar, and any o- 
ther Chiefe who have been a6live in our caule. Thisfubjed I mull now leave to your 
diferetion, as it is not in my power to fend you fuch explicit inllrudionsas I could 
have wilhed, not having accefs at prclcnt to your and Goloncl ('ainac’s letters, 
which point out the nature and extent of our connedions with each of thefe Ra- 
jahs, and the claims w'hich their pad fcrvices may have given them to our pro- 
tedion; In difcufllng ;heir interefls, we muft make a diftindion betwixt adual 
and implied engagements. No j|,dual engagements whatever exift between us and 
any of thefe Rajalis. Such of them howe\er as have taken an adive part in our 
caufc arc entitled to feme degree of confidrration. You who arc on the fpot can 
bed judge of their feveral merits, and will attend to them as far as you may be 
able without hindering the more important objcd« of your negociations. 

It feeras probable tliat few difficulties will a rife in fettling a feparate treaty 
with Mahdajec Sindia, and this is the objed which I have principally at heart. 
I<(jt it not 1)6 impeded or retarded by the obflaclcs whicli may occur in adjuft- 
ing the more complicated matters remaining in difpute betwixt u.s and tlie Realli- 
wa. * A p<.3C0 with the one muft foon produce a peace willi the other. Fcl an 
opening be lelt lor it in the treaty witli Sindia on tlie terms I have mentioned ; 
and though thefe terms comprehend in our favor every objed wdiich wc could 
dclire, yet they are on the whole fo advantageous to the Pcalhwa that, I think, 
l)is minifters w ill actiuicfce in them rather than continue a precarious and expen- 
sive war, deprived of the fupport and affiftance of Mahdajre Sindia. 

"ft will be neceffary to dipulate, that in cafe they lhall not accede to the pro- 
pofed terms of peace, Mahdajec Sindia lliall not dindly or indiredly affid them, 
or fuffer any ol his tributaries or fubjeds toadift them, witli men or money, or 
arms or any other means of carrying on the war againft us.

This muft either be cxpredly ftipulated, or fo clearly and ftrongly imph'td, 
A-’h-m. po doubt lhall remain regarding it. 


In 
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In the event of a peace being fettled with the Peafhwa, it will perhaps be 
thought j)roj)er to rccal General Goddard’s detachment, and their bed route lies 
tliroiigH Malidajee Sindia’s territories. With a view tofuchan event you will 
with Malidajee Sindia, that he fliall allow them a free paflage, and af- 
lih them in procuring jirovilions and other ncccirarics on the road. 

I inclofe a letter which 1 have written to Sindia informing him of the powers 
whicli I have delegated to you, and dehre that you will urge him to an immedi- 
ate \li;cifion on the propofitions which you have to make to him. Inform him 
that any delay or evahon on his jjart may jireclude an accommodation for ever, 
and thL\t by your anfwcrs I (Jiall b(‘ regulated in entering into another plan of 
connections wliich will not only prove an infujicrablc bar to the views he has at 
jircfent formed on llie northern provinces, but draw fucli a powerful attack on 
his own territories as inufl infallibly end in his expulfion and ruin. 

If, after the conclufion and execution of the feparate treaty with Malidajee Sin- 
dia, lie Ihould dehre to promote a peace between us and the Peafhwa, I will ap- 
point a perfon with full jiowers to negotiate the fame through the channel of his 
introduftion and mediation.

E X T R A C T a letter from the Governor General to the Governor Gene- 
ral and Council, dated Banaris the 22nd Odober 1781. 

I II A V E already exprelled my approval of the orders fent to Bombay, and 
to Brigadier General Goddard on the 24,lh of September, againli a plan of 
olfcnfivc operations, and an augmentation of the military eftabldhmcnt on that 
(^oah. "I'lie rcafoning in favor of an increafe ol their army is doubiieft overlct 
by their own confcflion of an inability to maintain what they have already , and 
wc arc unable 10 iupply them. I have not yet fecn the jilan of ofienfive ojxira- 
tions recommended \ but I am generally agaiiiH it, not being able to difeover Jo 
what ufcful objed it can tend, be it what it may. I'his Government has no ob- 
jed but a peace. Wc liave acquired all that we fought lor when wc were for- 
ced into ihc war, and we have offered to part with a large (hare of that all to ef- 
fed a^])(Mce ; But I am influenced by Hiil furtlier realons for approving of the 
orders lent to Ihigaditr General Goddard; and ihefel (liall now recite, firfl mak- 
ing an apology to tlie Board for not having before given them public infonna- ^ 
tion ^of the fads on wliich they were grounded. 1 allude(,l to them diflaTTLi^m 
an Qi'Iicial letter which I wrote to Mr. Whcler from Chunar but from a fear 

of 
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of its being intercepted, it was exprcfTcd with fo much caution that I fear my 
meaning may not have been exaQly underftood. In a private letter wliicli I have 
fince written to Mr. Whcler I have been more explicit, and lliall be t)briged to 
him if he will bc’pleafcd to lay helorc the Board and record on their proiecdi'ngs 
fuch part of it as relates to the lubjefl. 

1 was made to underftand by a letter wliich I received from Colone\ 
and by diftant advances made to me alter my lull arrival at this jrlace, that J/iah- 
dajee Sindia was very delirous of a peace His wiihes coinciding with thole ol our 
government, I fent orders to (lolonel Muir to negociate, and full p )wcrs ilo con- 
cludca feparate peace with him, ac.eom])anied by inllrudions for the (loloners gui- 
dance in fixing the conditions ol it. Asthele aj^rear to be the orders on wliich a 
treaty has fmcc been prepared, I trarifrriit a cojiy of tlicm indolcd lor tlu; infor- 
mation of the Board, together with a copy ol my credentials to tloloncl' Muir. 
They were both drawn up to go in the fniallefl. compafs jioHiblcon accouni ol the 
danger to which our letters were expoled at that period. Soon alter 1 had difjiatchid 
thefe orders, and before they could reach (lolonel Muir, 1 received from him a com- 
munication of his corrcfpondence with Sindia with refjicfl to the conditions of a 
peace,, and was hajipy to find by it that the (onditions to which Sindia would a- 
grec were, except in very trivial inflances, the lame as tholi; which I hadimpow- 
ered Colonel Muir to yield. 1 have the lionor to tranfmit indolcd lor tlic in- 
formation of the Board a tranflation ol the propi liils made to Colonel Muir by 
Sindia’sDewan on the jiart of his matter, a copy ol mv rejilies, and of a letter which 
1 wrote with them to Colonel Muir on the iith ultm.o. A truce had hem rc- 
fpedively agreed on between the two Commanders, and my inttrudiunsto Colo- 
nel Muir fortunately reached him before the limited jx riod ol it was cxjiind. I 
have been for fometirnc in hourly exjx dtation ol hearing that the treaty w'as con- 
cluded, having had the fatisfadion to learn from Colonel Muir, that ncitlier the 
adsof Cheit Sing, nor the w'ortt ftatc of our affairs in tliis country, even in the niott. 
exaggerated accounts of them, appear to have afleded tlie amicable dilpolltion of 
the Marattali Chief ; but as it will afford the Boaid hune jilc.ifure to know wbat 
progrefs Colonel Muir has made, I have the lionor to fubjoin an exirad ol tlic 
. laft letter which 1 received from him under date tlic Gib ii flant. “ 1 lie tieaty 
“ is at laft fairly made out,' and is this day tranfinitted to Sindia for his njiproba- 
tion. To morrow it will be returned, and if npjirovd Cajitain Ford will be 
“ difpatched to his canip to fee his fignaturc and feal afilyid ; after which intc- 
“ rim 1 lliall be able to write you fullv on every jiart of the important charge 
“ enftrufted to my management. ” To this information I beg tlic Board’s per- 
mifTion to add an exirad of a jirivate letter received from Colonel Muir’s c amp of 
a ftill later date.. “ Lettai i ith of Odober 1781. The treaty is ready, ami Ford 
> is to fet out this morning for the Marattali camp to have it executed by the 
“ Patccl * as he has already approved of the articles in it. ”

To Edward Whpjler and John M‘Pherson Efquires 
Members of the Council of FORT WILLIAM. 

GENTLEMEN, 

1 H A V E the honor to tranfmit to you copies of my inftruflions feverally 
delivered to Mr. Anderfon and Mr. Chapman, the Ibrnier deputed to Mah- 
dajee Sindia, and the latter to Naugpoor. Botlkarc fo confonant to your wilhes 
and to the commands ol our honorable fuperiors, that they will need no comment 
or explanation, Uiilefs it lhall appear that the million of Mr. Chapman is rather 
ollenliblc than real, little being given him in charge, but topreferve the friend- 
fliip unimpaired between the government to which he is deputed and ours, in 
cfleQ the advantages projiofcd by it are rather contingent than fuch as could be 
prelcribcd as determined objefls. An attention was neceflary to an antient and 
approved friend of our government on the occafion of our availing ourfelves 
ol a diflerent inlluence. I have judged it necellary to provide for a new channel 
of corrcfpondencc with that government itlcll, having loll that on which I had 
hitherto placed a confident and efi'eflual rcliain:e in ihe Dewan Dewaugur Pundit ; 
but my principal hope from this deputation is, that it may prove the means of 
quickening the conclulion of the peace witli tlie Marattah Stale by making it an 
objeft ol competition to the two mod powerful members of it. It is not the pro- 
felfcd objefl of Mr. Chapman’s public credentials, and therefore not liable to any 
jull grounds of jealoufy in MaluLijec Sindia ; but from my experience of the ge- 
neral tenor of the policy of the late Dewan, which the veneration jiaid to his jutjg- 
ment, tfpecially by tlic Rajah himfelf, will continue to make the rule of the 
prefent adminillralion, or whatever may decidedly fuccecd to his, I have no 
doubt that cither the Rajah will endeavour to counleracl our endeavours to ob- 
tain a peace, that we may ultimately have rccourfe to him for clferiing it, or 
that he will himfelf precipitate it, if he fees it likely to be accomplilhed by ano- 
ther, that he may have the foie merit of it, and preferve his confequence with-' 
both parties by having been the fuccefsful mediator between n,s. You wilHS'b^, 
fervrf that I have fufllcicntly guarded Mr. Chapman’s inftrudioiis againft the pof- 
' ' fibility 
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fibility of tlicir clafliing with Mr. Anderfon’s. I am certain that Mr.(|liapnvm 
will think it no degradation to a 6 l under the conlroul of Mr. Andcrfon,/lur whole 
abilities he entertains a very high and dclcrvcd rcfpcfl. V • 

Mr. Anderfon left Banaris to proceed on his deputation on the 5 liii of tliis 
month, and Mr. Chapman on the 17 th. The former accompanied byht brother 
Lieutenant Anderfon, whom 1 appointed his airiflani, granting him ti^ allow - 
ance ufually annexed to fuch olhce, and by Tuffuzzul Hoolfain Khan, y ’JfTuvt 
ol the firft abilities in Hindoftan, who had been employed by me undei M. ior Pal- 
mer during his deputation to the Ranah of Ghoile, and had rendered n.atc ial fer- 
vices to our government, and who J knew would be \ery urehil to Mr.jAnder- 
fon in his negociations from the charafler which he bears tliom bout tlie country 
for his integrity and knowledge. His falary I fixed at a thouland rupees per 
month. Mr. Chapman is accompanied by Mr. John White, wliom I liave aji- 
pointed his affiflant witli the fame allowance that is given to I.ienlenanl Ander- 
fon \ and, as tlie lervice on which he is employed is merely temporary, I fliould 
hope that the offices which he holds in (kilcutta will not be confidered as vacated 
by this appointment. Mr. Anderfon is authorized by me to draw the fame al- 
lowances that were given Colonel Upton, when appointed to the court of Poona, 
and Mr. Chapman the fame that are given to Mr. Anderfon. 

I requell the Board will be plc.afcd to communicate to Mr. Anderfon any or- 
ders which they have lately font, or may hereafter fend to Brigadier General 
Goddard that may be necefl’ary for his information ^ or any inllrufiions given to 
our Refident at the court of Hydrabad refpe61ing the Nazim’s mediation of peace 
between us and the Marattahs ; that the whole fubjeft may be completely before 
hjm. 

Colonel Muir having been unable yet to furnilli me with the particulars of 
the late negociation with Mahdajee Sindia, by reafon, as his laft letters mention, 
of the dangerous and continued licknels of Captain ford to whom he had com- 
mitted the execution of that bufinefs, and having Iranfmittcd to me the Perfian 
Copy of the treaty, I have the honor to forward the fame lor your prelent infor- 
mation.

Treat j concluded by Colonel Muir on the part of the Englilli Company, and 
Mah:y Rajah Subadar Madho Row on his own part. 

M l. Warren Hast in os Governor General of Bengal, in virtue of the 
lowers vefted in liim by the Governor General and Council of Bengal, 
having fully empowered Colonel Muir to ftttle a Treaty ol Peace between the 
Maha Rajah and the Com|jany in this manner ■, that whatever he may conclude 
on the part of the Company ihall be binding on the faid Governor General and 
Council ; and the Malia Rajah and the Colonel being both defirous of a peace, 
have concluded one on the following terms : 

Article I. 

Peace and friendfhip being folidly eftablillicd between both parties, each will 
remain to their agreement. 


Article II. 

Within the fjiacc of eight days from the fcaling of the treaty by both parties, 
both armies Ihall at one lime begin their marcli. Colonel Muir with his camp 
Ihall return to the territory of the Nabob Vizeer, and the Maha Rajah with his 
army to liis own country. 

Article III.

If it Ihould be approved, the Maha Rajah ■will mediate a peace with Hyder Ally 
Khan- and the Company, and alll) a peace between the Feafliwah and the Com- 
pany. If peace Ihould take place in confequence it is well, if not the Englilh 
Gentlemen arc left at liberty to aft as they pleafe, and the Maha Rajah will give 
no interruption. 

Article IV. 

Colonel Muir reftores to the Maha Rajah the territories belonging to him on 
this fide of thejumnah, of which the Company have poll'eircd themfelves, and 
the Maha Rajah agrees not to invade the country of Lokc-inder Ranah Chetter Sing 
Behadre, or Gwalliar which is now in his polleffion, or the territory of Mehiji* 
RajahRam SingJ ug-inder Behadre now alfo fubjeft to him, provided he, the faitt Ra- 
nah- 
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nail, lliall not behave improperly. 

Article V. 

The Maha Rajah will reftore Ram Chundir Rajah of Ghundcry now i^ider the 
protedion of Colonel Muir to his government, and will make no demand on 
him whatever. The Maha Rajah will take the whole of the faid Rajah’s Vountry 
from his treacherous Dewan Radjyo Dehcr, wh(j rebelled againll liim, 
will reftore it all to him except what has for a length of time been fubjea to the 
Pealhwah, and the Maha Rajah will expel the faid Radjyo Dehor. 

Tlie above articles are ratified by the feals and fignature of Qilonrl Muir on 
the part of the Company, and the Maha Rajah on his own part, on the i3lh of 
Oftober 1781, anfwcring to the 24th ofShowal 1195 lligerah.

Copy of the Inftruftions to Mr. Anderfon o/i ///6’ 4th of November 1781. 
Mr. David Anderfon. 

Sir, 

H aving already delegated to you by a formal commiflion the full pow- 
ers and authority veftetl in me by tlic Governor (general and Council, ior the 
purpofc of negociating, and finally concluding a treaty ol jjeacc and alliance be- 
tween the Company and the Marattah State ; and repoling the firmett reliance 
on'Vour abilities and integrity ; I recommend to your attentive conlideration and 
obfervanee tlie following inftruQions lor the cafier and more effedual attainment 
ol the great objed of your deputation, and other purpolcs dciiendant upon, or 
connefltd with it. 

The jicacc lately concluded between our Government and Mahdajec Sindia 
Opens a lair pruTpcfl for the laccefs of your niiHlon, by the offer which tlivil j iie 
ins made to interpofe his friendly offices at Poona for an equitable accommodation. 
T he j;rcat credit and influence which Sindia pofleffes in the Marat lah Stale leaves 
no room for ajijirchcnrion that his endeavours will prove inclfeClual if he exerts 
them fincerely and lieartily. 

It is therefore with a view to difpofc him more ftronglv to our intcrefts, that 
Id.eiire you to repair to him, to give him the firongell alfurances of my j^crDnal 
tfteem and fricndlhija, and of my defire to cultivate and imp'rove the cont^dion 
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which las lately been formed between us. The moft efteSual means of accom- 
plilhing ’hefc purpoies would be a perfonal interview between Sindia and my- 
felf; andJ defire that you will endeavour to draw from liim his fentiments con- 
cerning If, and advile it if you find him difpofed to it •, but dp not abruptly or 
formalli demand it. Shoidd he be equally inclined to meet me, you may 
propofe jvllahabad or Khanpoor as the rendezvous ; but if neither of thofe places 
Ihould mit his convenience, 1 will go to Etawa, or any other place on the banks 
■STuSTj^mnah that you may jydge my time will admit of. If Sindia ihould ei- 
ther delline an interview altogether, or not aflbrd you a proper encouragement 
to recommend it, it muft then reft entirely with you to efleft my views, which 
are as mllows : Firft, obtain through the mediation of Sindia, and in concert 

with his agent, if he fliall think proper to depute one for that purpofe, a treaty 
of ]Tcace and alliance ofienfive and defenfive with the Pcafhwa, againft all com- 
mon enemies, but cfpecially againft llyder Ally Khan ; or of jieacc Amply on 
the condition ofreftoring all that we have acquired during the war, except Ah- 
niedabad and the territory conquered for Futteh Sing Guiewar, 

We cannot totally abandon the interefts of Ragonaut Row. Endeavour to ob- 
tain for him an adequate provifion on the conditions jircfcribed in General God- 
dard’s inftrudions. 

You may confent to yield what is ours, and what we can in honor grant , 
but we will never fuffer our treaties to be infringed, nor our iaitli to be violated. 
You will of courfo be attentive to any engagements fubfifling between us and 
other powers in fettling the terms of peace and alliance with the Marat tabs. I 
except from this precaution fhcRanah of Gliodc, who has been guilty ol the moft 
flagrant breach of faith towards us in every inflance, after a moft faithful and 
fcrupulous performance of every flipulation in his favor by us, and after wc have 
faved him and his country from certain deftruOion. Leave him to fettle his own 
affairs with the Marattahs. Colonel Muir will give you complete intelligence 
concerning the Ranah’s conduit, and from this you will judge whether he is wor- 
thy of being any longer conlidered as our ally. 

Referve Balfeen if you can, even though it fliould be with the conceflion of re- 
ftoring all the lands obtained by the treaty with Colonel Upton, except Salfctt 
and the ceded Iflands, and the ceded moiety of Baroach ; but do not infifl on the 
refervation of Balfeen to the liindrancc of peace. We want nothing from the 
Marattahs but their alliance againft Hyder Ally Khan, and that we dif])enfe with 
as the elicit ol a jjofitive engagement to which they cannot perhaps in decency 
agree^ although they may be defirous of availing thcmfelves of any pretext 
which may lead to it without a dircil breach of their public faith. 

Be careful that your engagements do not contain any thing hoftile to the go- 
/ vermnent 
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vernment of Bcrar, or hurtful to our connedlion with it. 

Include Futteh Sing Guicwar in the peace according to tlie treaty cc'ncludcd 
with iiim, of whicji you have a. copy. ' 

Obtain the exclufion of the French and all otlicr European Nations fipm the 
alliance, and from the ports and dominions of the Marattahs. \ 

It rauft be a principal objedl of your attention to prevail upon tlic Ma attah 
government to invade the dominions of Hydcr Ally Khan. They will not enter 
into public engagements for that purjiofe, as they are at prcfcnt in allianct with 
him *, but pretexts will not be wanting, when they fliall perceive the facility of 
making conquefts upon him. 

Endeavour to intereft Sindia in all thefe views with tlie adminifl ration at Poo- 
na, and to engage him feparately, or with Tuckoojee Hoolcar, into elder con- 
nexions with our government by the profpeXs of mutual advantage. I leave a 
large latitude in this inftruction to your difcrelion. You know my views, which 
are for prefent peace and future^ Iccurity. Purlue and agree to whatever may 
promote thefe views: RejeX and Ihun whatever may obftrufl them, and efpcci- 
ally fuch as may draw us into a new fccnc of Hoftilitics. 

Wait upon Gilonel Muir in his camp at Etawa before you proceed to Sindia, 
and obtain from him every information and advice which can be ufeful in your 
negociations with tliat Cliief.

Should any rircumflances occur that may prefen t a favorable opportunity to 
llie Rajah to a61 offenfivcly againll Hyder Ally, and he or his Minifters fliould 
ihew a difpofition to employ the Berar Ibrrrs in doing fo, you will encourage it, 
and acquaint the Board with any rt'afonablc conditions on which fuch aid may 
be proffered. 


The indecifivc conduri of the Berar government, fubfequrnt to its offer of me- 
diation and guarantc<‘ (d' a jicaro between the Onnjiany and Marattah State, hav- 
ing throw'n the credit and lionor ol feeli interference into other channels, you 
can now only accept ol the afliflanco which tlie Rajah’s influence as a member of 
llic Marattah Stale may enable him to afford for effcfling a fpeedy termination 
of the war, unlefs tlic other members of the Marattah hate Ihould require or ap- 
prove his guarantee, of widely you will be advifed by Mr. Anderfon ; and in 
this and on every other occafion w*hich may rcfult from his negociations you 
will aft conformably to liis advice and reejuifition. 

Should the Rajaii, as he declares his inUmtion to be, pay a vifit to Poona, and 
invite you to accomjiany him, you will comjdy with his defirc ; but as Mr*. An- 
dcrlon lias been dejniled by this government witlifull powers to conclude a trea-

T n E mode of colleSing the cuftoms on merchandize palTing througli this 
prgvince being attended with much abufe, and the rates unequal, being 
pro]X)rtioncd to the load, not to the value of the goods, I have illueil orders that 
the cuftoms fliall be hereafter collefled only at three ftations ; namely, Mirza- 
poflr, Banaris and Ghauzipoor, by appointed Officers inftcad of Farmers, and ac- 
cording to a new Table of Rates formed on (he ordinary prices of the goods, the 
duty 'to be levied thereon at the rate of 5 per cent, and in one finglc payment. 

Enclofed are copies of.my orders to the Rajah, and to the Refident, and of the 
Table of Rates.

W HEN I had lafl: the honor of feeing you I more than once urged my 
reafons for thinking, that the rebellion of Rajah Cheit Sing was but a 
part of a larger and more cxtenfive plan, which was, by the good fortune of 
your arrival, prematurely brought forward before all the parties to it were uni- 
ted and properly prepared for adion. In fupport of this belief, and to prove 
that I am far from being finglc in the efpoufal of it, I beg leave to trouble you 
with fome extrads from the letters I received from Colonel Hannay, written from 
the time of the lirft breaking out ol the rebellion to my return to Lucknow. 
His lituation lor obtaining the knowledge he imjiarts, his experience, and his 
judgement to guide what he advances, mufl. make his fentiments of weight and 
authority. 

In his letter of the 8 th of September from Fyzabad, fcarccly ten days after he 
had fet about obeying the Naliob Vizeer’s orders to march with his force to your 
alliftance, he writes — , “ that the whole country on the caft-lldc of the Gogra 
“ was in arms and rebellion ; his own troops deferting, and the Angle companies 
“ fcarcely able to join other detachments The forts of Gooruckpxxir, Bilma, 

“ and Dumrecagunge taken from the Aumils by the Zemeedars ; and that even 
“ Hircarrahs cannot pafs, fo that all communication of intelligence from his other 
“ detachments under Major M‘Donnald, Captain Williams, and Lieutenant 
“ Gordon was cut of and at an end.” He adds — “ I’his town { Fyzabad ) has 
“ more thcaprpearance of belonging to Cheit Sing than the Vizecr. The Begums 
“ have placed guard;t to prevent any of my peojrlc going to the Bazar in it. With- 
“ in thefc few days Sheakh Chaan with near 1,000 horfe and foot has marched 
“ from hence to Banaris, (they were raifed here) and I muft confefs that formyl

In KKeirabad, Sylack, and all tbe country on the (well]!, fide of 
theGogra, between Fyzabad and Kheirabad, Bud-ainly * in perfeflion j ilie 
“ Aumils flying before the Gongwars, and cannon firing at all hours. CheltSing 
“ has fent money to Futteh Shah, Ghinoo Roy, Ajeetmull, Zalim Sing, and all 
“ the refradory Rajahs to enable them (o raife men. I this moment received Gor- 
“ don’s account of the lofs of his detaclimcnt, which puts my marcli to join you 
. “ out of the queftion. It happened by the villainy of the Fougedar ol 'I'aiida, 
“ Shumlhecr Khan, a Cheelah of Bchar Ally Khan, who turned his gur.s ^ip.n 
• “ the detachment ; and an unfordable Nullah in front, and many thoufaiu's oi'Raje- 
“ poots who had fought them all tlie way from Chowra Gliaut, made il c Sepoys 
“ defpair. Zalim Sing, and Puttypaul Sing mean to attack M‘Donnc-<ld to mor- 
“ row with 2100 men. — Bchar -Ally Khan deferv’^es death, as the lols of Gor- 
“ don’s detachment can only be imputed to him. His Cheelah would never have 
“ aded fo damning a part without orders from him. jewar Ally Khan in the 
“ Choke of Fyzabad afks every man who bears the appearance of a Soldier why 
“ he goes not to Cheit Sing ior fervice. I mention ihefe circumftances, that 
“ you may mention them to Mr. Mailings and the Nabob, and the ncccfl’ary Heps

“ hfs adherents to be in arms. Saadut Ally^ a7ui the Begums arc concerned deeply 
“ in the late bufinefs.” In a fubfequent letter, received immediately after the 
above, but without date, Colonel Hannay fays — , “ I have before told you 
“ how violently the Begums people inflame the ])rcfcnt dillurbances •, and, in 
“ addition to this, the principal Zemeedars and Rajahs have all certificates uri- 
der the feal of Cheit Sing, that he will fupply them witli wliatever money 
“ ^hey may require for fublifting all the trooj.'s they can raife. In a very lliort 
“ time I apprehend the greateft part of the Nabob’s dominions will be in the ftatc 
“ we are in here. And it is the general belief of every man in (his part of the 
“ country, that the conduft I have related is a concerted plan for the exterpati- 
“ on of the F.nglilh. What may be the fitualion of (he reft of the Nabob’s do- 
“ minions I know not ; but it is mod certain tliat from Goonda to Manjcc* and 
“ from Fyzabad to the Banaris diftriQ, and acrofs from the Gogra to the Ganges, 

' “ the country is in thp uimoft ferment. Should the prefent dillurbances proceed 
from a plan of*policy, it will be concealed from you as much as polfible, and

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thcnjorr I take all pofTiblc means of communicating to you what I really^ 
‘‘ know to be faft. 1 know not whether the Dawks pafs freely from you to Luck- 
now ; but if they do not, and no meafure is immediately taken to bring about 
order, and draw the troops together, we may be deprived of all polfible means’ 
of ahilling one another, and the army lod. by detached regiments. Wc have 
‘‘ no communication with Pcngal, and the troops on this fide Banaris are at pre- 
‘‘ l^nt too much feparated to yield one another timely affiftance. I hope to God 
a fufficient force is ordered for the reduflion of Cheit Sing, for the people who 
are daily fent to him^ horje and foot^ from Fyzabad and the feat of rebellion, I 
have beibre named, is very great, ” 

In his next of the 13th he fiiys — It is impoffible, in the general infurrefli- 
pn wliicli now reigns almoft unevcrfally, for me to get the force together the 
Nabob demanded, or to force my way to you with a Icfs. '^I'he greateft anar- 
“ chy prevails. The prefent infurrecSion is laid, and believed, to be with an in- 
lention to expel the Englilh. I am compelled to give up all the country be- 
“ low Coonda. Be upon your guard againfl the Vizeer *, for tlicrc are many 
circuiTillances to make me believe he means to cfpoiife the caufc of Cheit Sing, 
‘‘ '^riie Begums liave alnwll ihemfelves recruited lor him.” Jn his next letter of 
the 18th he fays — If you meet but with a check at Banaris, every man in 
‘‘ tlic country is rcad.y to fall u))on your fcattcred jiarlics.” — The Hate of the 
‘‘ Vi/.eer’s Dominions is in general beyond dcfcriplion. The infurreflion is not 
partial, but generally fpread throughout the whole, though it rages moft vi-

Capital examples made ofje- 
waur Ally Khan and Bchar Ally Khan would, I am [lerfuaded, have the very 
heft eflefl.” On the 20th he fays, after re-flating his own imminent danger, 

I have already written you fo fully my reafons of being convinced of the Irea- 
‘‘ cliery praflifed at wliich I am alraid extends to your camp, that 

‘‘ I need fay no more on the fubjed And again mentions the general infurrec- 
tion.*' 

TIic truth of ihcfe j)orjtions I found moft fully proved.upon my return, but 
obferved in particular that the moft vigorous efforts were limited to the Jagheer- 

' dars„ 
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dars, among whom the Begums, FyzullahKhan and Luttaufut Ally Khan, dif- 
tinguillied themfelvcs. However the Nabob’s return, the viQorics gained by the 
troops with you in the total reduflion of Ghcit Sing’s country, and tlie jitarch 
of the two Regimepts from Khaunpoor to our alfiftance here have unitedly contri- 
buted to reftore matters nearly to their ufual tranquillity. 'I'he example moll 
necelfary to be made of the two aflivc and turbulent Eunuchs mentional by Co- 
lonel Hannay remains yet to be done, as well as of a villain now in conlincmenl, 
who had affcmbled 5oooGongwars * for the avowed purpofe of rcfcui)ig two ])rin- 
cipal State- prifoners from their conlinement with the Nabob ; and, as it is uni- 
verfally believed, to make an attempt upon the treafury, lor wh ch lie had fixed 
the day of the Duflarah, but was moft happily detefled, feized only a dey before 
by the vigilance of the Cutw'al, and the fa6l proved by papers found in his houfe.

oned have been ceded to the Honorable I'aft India Company Irom tlic 4th ol Jc- 
maiidy-ul'Auwul ii8g Higerah, or 4th ol. July i 775 i the laid hall Jmlia ( -oni- 
pa*ny therefore, in virtue ol the rights thereby obtained, do confirm unto Kajali 
Cheit Sing the Zcmcedary, Aumcence and Eougcdarce of the Sirkars agreeably to 
theZimmen •, f together with the Cutwallees of.Jounjxior and Hanaris, ai.d the 
Mint of Banarisfrom thefaid date. Whatever gold and lilvcr lliall becointd in the 
mint the laid Rajah fiiall coin confonrably to his Mochulka. He is not t() be in 
the fmalleft particular remifs in the obfervation and execution of the fi veral du- 
ties incumberii on him. He is to behave with moderation and kind r!; to the 
Rcyols and Pco|»le, t’o promote the cultivation, and incrcale of the iniiabitants, 
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and produce of tJie lands ; cxpellin" thieves, nightly aflaulters and robbers, and 
fo enidtually ])unilhing thedifturbers of the peace, that no trace of them may be 
fecn. 'And lu; is to pay a Tribute of 23,4,o,‘2.t,f) Banaris Muchlidar Rupees, or 
2 2,66,1 So Calcutta Biccas, annually to the Company’s treafury. Sliould he 
receive orders to pay the above revenue at Banaris, he fitall in that cafe pay the 
fum of 23,40,2 19 . ianaris Muchlidar Rupes, each Rupee to weigh to Malha, and 
to contain IwoRut tees and iwoChowls* of alloy and no more. Should the weight 
be Icfs, or the alloy more, he fhall make up the deficiency. Whenever the mo- 
ney lliall not be wanted at Banaris he is to remit the annual amount of 23,66,i8o' 
of Sicca Rupees pundually agreeably to liis Kids, and by inontly payments at 
Calcutta ; in confidcration of which he fhall be allowed a deduftion of 2 percent, 
amounting in all to Sicca Rupees 44 j 434 H 5, account of Hoondiaun or ex- 
change, which being deducted the net amount is 22,21,745-1-15 Sicca Rupees of 
Calcutta, which he is to pay at that place. After the fettlcment of accounts at 
the end of the year he fhall in the culloniary manner receive credit for his pay- 
ments, and he is by no means to collefl the prohibited Aubwaub of the Durgah ol'his 
Majefty. This Sunnud being granted is to remain in force, and all form(;r Sim- 
nuds to become null and void. You, the Muttafuddies and perfons abovemention- 
cd, are to regard thefaid Rajah as truly and lawfijilly poireffed of the Zemeedary, 
Aumecnee, and Fougedary of the above Sirkars, and to aeknowledge his autho- 
rity in the fcvcral a£ls appertaining thereunto. Know that wc have here ill'ucd 
the moft ftrid and pofitivc commands, and olx:y them accordingly.

Sovereignty of tht Sirlkars Banaris, Ghauzipoor, Chunar &c. hath been ceded^^to 

Tlie fame as Muclilidar-- Crains^ 
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the Englilh Eaf); India Company from the 4lh of Jcmaudy-ul-Auwul 1189 Hi- 
gerah, or t]ic 4th of July 1775 Chriftian \ and the Company having granted the 
ZcnicCdary, the Aumecnee, and the Fougedary of the albrefaid Sirkars, together 
with the Cutwallees of Banaris and jounpoor &c. and the Mint of Banaris unto 
me irom the above date, 1 do hereby voluntarily confent, and agree under my 
hand, that Whatever coins fliall bi^ liruck in the faid mint lhall be conformably 
to a feparate obligation, which I have executed under date the 25th of Zihidja in 
the lyih year of tlic Ucign, and delivered to the Government lor the Company. 
It fliall be my duty to do every thing that may be necdlul and ufual for the in- 
tereft and fecurity of the Country ; to provide Ibr the welfare of the inhabitants ; 
to be attentive to the encreale of cultivation and improvement ot the revenues ; 
to ufe my endeavours in fuch manner to expel robbers and aflaflins and to punifli 
ofl'cnders of every kind, that not a trace of them may be left •, and I will pay the 
annual revenue of government, being at Banaris Muchlidar Rupees of Banaris 
23,40,249, each Rupee to weigh no Icfs than 10 Mafna, and to contain no more 
alloy than two Ruttces, and two Chawl, any deficiency of the ftandard to be 
made good. If the government (hall not have occafion to receive the fame at 
Banaris, I will in fuch cafe pay it at Calcutta annually by monthly payments 
according to Kiflbundec, and c>)nformably to the.Fuzui Zile or particulars in the 
margin, the fum being Calcutta Sicca Rupees 22,66,180, including Nuzzeranna 
&c. but dcdufling on account of Iloondiaun, or Exchange, a Premium of 2 per 
Cent, which Premium of two per Cent upon the whole fum being Sicca Rupees 
44.434-14-5, I will accordingly dedud, remitting the. remainder to the Com- 
pany’s treafury at Calcutta; lb that, after the dedudion of exchange, I fliall 
])ay net and without further dedudion into the treafury at Calcutta the fum of 
Calcutta Sicca Rupees 22,21,745-1-15 at the end of each year. After payment 
of the fame, and cbferving the conditions agreed upon, I lhall receive a releale 
or difiharge in full ; wherefore 1 have written this agreement to be adhered 
to accordingly. ** 

In the margin follows a lift of the monthly inftalmcnts, dated 25th Suffer 
lyihSun, correfponding with the 15th of April 1776 Chriftian.

E S O L V E D that the Commander in Chic! be requeded to give orders 
to Major (Maniac, or the officer in command of his detachment, for the 
iDda’h of two battalions of Sepoys to Banaris, on the requililion of Mr. Thomas 
Graham the Kelident there, and to remain at that place ipr further orders. 

RESOLV ED that the following letter be written to Mr. Graham 

y Mr. 'Thomas Graham. 

Rejident at BANARIS. 

Sir, 

W E have received your letters of the i6ih indant acquainting us that Ra- 
jah Chcit Sing had declined to pay the five Lacks of Rupees whioii we 

rcquiicd 
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required of him, as his proportion of the expences of the war for the current year. 

Having judged it ncceffary to make this claim, which was fuggefted to us by 
the urgency of the cafe, we cannot admit of any plea which the Rajah may urge 
to exempt him from it. Orders have therefore been fent to Major Camac, or the 
officer in command of his detachment, to march to Banaris, immediately on 
your requifition, with two battalions of Sepoys, and to wait our further orders 
at that place. We have thought this ftep necefl’ary for the purpofe of compel- 
ling the Rajah to pay the quota required of him in cafe of ncceffity ; and we de- 
fire that you repeat your demand, and infill on his compliance. If the Rajah 
Ihould ftill continue to objeS to your claim, and refufe payment, you are to re- 
quire the officer in command of the detachment to march immediately in confor- 
mity to our orders, and advife us of your proceedings. We hope however that 
you will not be reduced to proceed to this extremity, as it would oblige us to 
encreafe our demands on the Rajah by exafting from him the whole expence of 
the detachment from the day of its march in addition to our original claim.

No. 4. COPY of an Arzee yrom Rajah Cheit Sing, received 27th of Auguft 1779. 

I HAVE been honored with your letter calling on me for payment of 5 Lacks 
of Rupees on account of the expences of the war for theprefent year, and un- 
derftand its contents. 

My fituation is well known to you, and I affiire you without referve, that I 
have no ability left, nor is there any mode of relief for me, but in theexertionsof 
your favor. I am fully .convinced that it is your delire, who are my mallerj to 
fupjwrt me who am your fervant •, and lall year you informed Shcakh Ally Nuc- 
ky that I fliould by any means, by difpofmg of my elfefls, or by borrowing 
make this one payment, and I ffiould not be called on in future, and that you 
would take every means for my advantage and fupporL

I H A V E been honored by your orders direfting me to pay five Lacks of’Sicci 
Muclilidar Rupees to Mr. Fowke for the war which ftill continues ; and al- 
though ray diftrelTed lltuation rauR be known to you from other quarters, not- 
withftanding I have been afraid to reprefent it to you niyfelf, that 1 have fold ray 
houfe and borrowed furas of money from which I am not yet releafed, yet in obe- 
dience to your orders I have paid one Lack of Rupees out of the five Lacks, to 
Mr. Fowke, and fhall pay the other four in three Months. I requeft you will 
fend direflions to that gentleman to allow me that time, and it fhall be punc- 
tually paid at the end of that term.

Thefe inftruflions were left behind in the confufion of the retreat from Bana- 
ris and never recovered.

A Budgerow having been ftopi and plundered, and an fairopcan and feveral 
Dandies belonging to it murdered by the Bajah’s people at Ramnagur, you will 
be plcafed to give orders for preventing all boats whatever jaalflng the limits of 
your Garrilbn, either up or dcjwn the river.

The Governor General remarks with particular fa- 
lisiaflion the fpirited and judicious condufl of Captain Spark and (’aptain Blair 
in clfeQing a retreat-, and to the latter gentleman efjxcially, without derogating 
in the leaft from the aj)])rovcd and acknowledged merit of Cajdain S].'ark, the 
higheft acknowledgements are due lor the Ikill and refolution willi whiUi he ex- 
tricated the troops from their dangerous lituation in tiic ftn^^ts of Raninagur, 
until their junSion with Captain Spark’s battalion. The GoV‘:rnor General con- 
fiders the officers engaged in this unfortunate aflion entitled t^iiis w,j"_ncft thanks 
and applaufe for their gallant behaviour, and requefts tliey wi'j pleaft to convey 
to the troops under their command his entire approbatio^ of their cdy,t;;tg!“ and 
difeipline ; particularly to the corps of Rangers, who fo c'mincntly diPiinguifticd 
themfclvcs throughout the whole attack and retreat, and whole lofs willijiis own 
on the death of their unfortunate companions he juftly la^ncnts.

1 liojie to reatli Ghunargur the 27th in the fore- 
noon, where I liope I fhall find boats ready for my crofling. My reafon for 
taking tliis route, rather tlian that you were pleafed to direft, is that rcjjorts are 
circulated here that you, the gentlemen, and troops have left Banaris, and gone 
to Ghunargur. I did myfclf tlie jileafure of writing to you at Banaris, but do 
not know whether you have received my letter. I do not hear of any bodies of 
the Rajah’s Troops witliin 20 Gofs of this place. There is in the villages a num- 
ber of the Zemeedars and Reyots alfemblcd. I have no intelligence fo far as 
Ghunar ; but if there Ihould be any large parties in the roads, I hojx; you will 
honor me width the information. My detachment, when this comjiany joins 
me, will be about 420 men; but we have nothing but bad country -made arms, 
one out of ten of which is the utmoft that will go off. I have three days dawks 
with me. It is reported here that there are troops near lllahabad from Khaun-

1 HAVE written to you many letters all probably intercepted. I arrived td 
14th at Banaris. On the 16th the Rajah having been put under an arrcft^ a 
numerous body of armed men fuddenly crolfcd, attacked and maffacrcd the whole 
party which had him in cuftody, conliding of Lieutenants Stalker, Scott and 
Symes, and 2 companies of Major Popham’s Grenadier Scj)oys. Thefc having 
no ammunition fell without rcfiflaiice. The Rajali efcajjcd, and fled to Lut- 
teefpoor. On the 19th, a large force returned to Ramnagur. Captain Blair 
with his Battalion, and Captain Mayaffrc with tlie remainder of Major Popham’s 
detachment were ordered to aflcmblcfor the attack of that place, and Major Pop- 
ham to join and condud the ojjerations according to a concerted plan. The two 
corps having joined, Captain Mayafi'rc, the fenior oflicer, without waiting lor 
Major Popham, and againft orders, on the morning of tlic 20th marched preci- 
'^itately into the narrow ftreets of the town, where in an inflant he fell with 
Captain Doxat and 33 Rangers, and almott all the Sepoys of Ca])tain Blair’s 
Battalion that had entered wi^h him. The reft of the detachment returned to 
Ghunar, with the lofs of 2 guns, 1 llowitz, and 103 men of all denominations 
killed. I was in Banaris with the broken remains of Major Popham’s lirfl parly, 
confining of about 400 men, in a jilacc ineajiable of defence even with equal 
numbers. Preparations were making to attack me. I wailed until the evening 
for a Battalion ordered from Chunar to reinforce our party. At 7 repeated in- 
telligence arrived that the Rajah’s boats were in motion. No news had arrived 
of the Battalion from Chunar. It was refolved to meet it, and march with it to 
Ghunar. The refolution was iiiftantly carried into execution. We pafled the 
Battalion, which returned and overtook us, and on the 2 2d at day-break we 
gaified the banks of the river oppofite to Chunar, having met no oppolition. The 
detachment crolfcd on the morning of the 23d. The Rajah’s forces are divided 
between Ramnagur and Lutteefpoor. His family is at Bidjeygur. His fixed efta- 
blilhment exceeds 10000 men, and all his Rcyots bear arms. Major Popham is 
encamped on the plain eaft of the fort. I expeft to be joined by a regiment from 
Khaunpoor, one\ordered for my guard at Lucknow, Lieutenant Polhill with fix 
companies of the/Nabob’s guard now at hand, and Major Mofes Crawford’s re- 
giment. My only diftrefs is the want of money, and is ^reat. Bauboos Owfan 
Sing, Doef^i^jev $lng, and his fon Mehipnarain, are with me.

14 Gofs. As a number of the men, and inoft of the cattle of the battalion 
arc to day much fatigued and lame with forced marcJics, I fliall be under the 
neceffity of halting them to morrow ; but next day I will affuredly march, and 
loftfno lime in joining at Chunargur. You may rely. Sir, on my inlorming 
you, as frequently as polfible, of my progrefsand fituation. I propofe marching 
up on the Ramnagur fide of the river to evade repeated crofliug, more efpeeially 
as it is uncertain whether I llioLild be able to procure Boats for crofling the 
Goomty.

A bout the month ol November laft I communicated to Mr. Markham the 
fubftance of a converfation faid to have palled between Rajah Gheit Sing 
and Saadut Ally, and wliicli was reported to me by a perfon in whom I had fome 
confidence. The mode of communicating this intelligence to you I left entirely 
to Mr. Markham. 


In this converfation, which was private, the Rajali and Saadut Ally were faid 
to have talked of Hyder Ally’s viflory over Colonel Bailie’s detachment, to hav^ 
agreed that they ought to feize tliis opportunity of confulting their own intereft, 
and to have determined to watch the fuccefs of llyder’s Arms. Some days after 
this converfuion was faid to have happened, I was informed by the fame perfon, 
that the Rajah had received a mcli’age from one of the Begums at Fyzabad ( I 
think it was from Shujah-ud-Dowlah’s widow ) advifing him not to comidy with 
the demands of government, and incouraging him to exiteft fupport in cafe of 
his refifting. This alfo I believe I cx)minunicatcd to Mr. Markham ; but, not 
being pcrfcftly certain, I now think it my duly to remove the]X)flibility of your 
remaining unacquainted with a circunittance, which may not be unconnefled 
with the prclcnt condufl of the Rajah.

E nclosed are copies of two letters wliich I have had tne honor to write 
to you, the lirfl in duplicate from Banaris, and the la^^m'thi^ place. I 
doubt the poflibility of thefirft having cfcaped the vigilance m the peoplewho are 
ftatioijcd in every part of tliis Zemeedary to intercept my letters. ForHhe con- 
veyance of this ])acket I lhall truft to a light boat, which with a ftrong weft wind 
aiding the rapidity of tlie llream will certainly pafs without interruption, if the 


fears 
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fears of the Dandies do not urge them to quit the boat. In the encIolcU lt<jers 
you will receive a conneScd relation of the events which liad befallen me to the 
27th inftant, though purpofely abbreviated in the laft for the fafer means* of con- 
veyance. , 

/ 

The arrival of Lieutenant Polhill, whofe aSivity cannot be too much applaud- 
ed, has proved of very great fervice in freeing our -communication with ttie op- 
pofite Ihore. Our greateft diftrefs has been in the want of money and provifions. 
The latter has been efleflually removed, and with it the former in a degree, by 
the feizure of a large (lore of grain made by Lieutenant Polhill yclicrday mor- 
ning in a village about three miles diftant, information having been given me of 
it the preceding evening. He was oppofed by a confidcrable body of the enemy, 
reported to confiftof about 130 horfe, 2 companies of Sepoys, and more than 2000 
matchlock-men and Gongwars, or armed villagers, but were repullcd and dil- 
perfed with fome lofs on their fide, on ours none. The quantity ol grain fecured 
is eftimated at 5000 mds. which in our fituation is a moft im|;ortant acquifition, 
\is we have every rcafon to apprehend a total failure of our fujqdics, when the 
troops of this place are reduced, as they foon mull be, to the complement of the 
garrifon. Numbers arc yet alfcmbling to reinforce the delcatcd party of the enemy; 
and they have been ftrengthened by four guns from Ramnagur, witli the prolell- 
ed determination of making one more effort. 

I have received no anfwcrs to the letters which I have diverfely and repeatedly 
written to Colonel Morgan, to Mr. Middleton, to Lieutenant Colonel Ahmuty, 
and to Major James Crawford, to whom it cfcaped me in my laft to inform you, 
that I had fent orders to march to the borders of Bidjeygur ; but I have received 
a„lettcr from Colonel Morgan, written with a knowledge of the late events, and 
cannot doubt that his prudence will difl-ate to him the obvious neceflily on an 
occafion of fuch emergency, of fending a party to my relief, without waiting for 
the formality of orders, which he will know can with difficulty reach him. I 
have accounts, which I truft to as authentic, that Major Mofes Crawford with 
his regiment is on the way, and my latter letters to Mr. Middleton have been 
fafely pafled beyond the borders of this Zeraecdary. Upon the whole lean ven- 
ture to affure you, that my fituation is aftually fuch as, with the refcrvation of 
that influence which under every circumftance muft be allowed to fortune in 
the'‘cvents attendant on a ftate of warfare, will warrant the expeftation of an ea- 
fy and complete fuccefs. 

MajoE- Popham continues encamped on the plain lying to the eaftward of the 
fort, where he will be ftrengthened by all the men that van be fpared frorh (his 
garrifon ; and as foon as the preparations are completed for that fcrvice, he will 
march to the attack of Ramnagur.

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Ip: tlie'nican time I have not been inattentive to our more remote concerns^ 
which I fhail referve for a future detail, and more fecure conveyance. 

* The Rajali’s filualion, and the difpofilion of his forces, except the detachment 
whicli is op]X)fed to Lieutenant Polhill, is much the fame as tliey have been de- 
feribed in my laft. 

Hyder Beg Khan has been fome time arrived at Banaris, but prevented from 
joining me by the deftruftion of the bridges laid over the Burna Nullah, on the 
lower bank of which he is encamj)cd, and by the fudden great fwell of the wa- 
ter, which has rendered it unlbrdable. Yet I cxpe£l him foon, and his prcfence 
will afford me material fcrvice. 

I have ordered to be enclofcd copies of Major Popham’s return of the lofs fuf- 
tained in the malTacrc of the i6th , of a letter which has been written to me by 
Captain Sparks, and the returns accompanying it of the killed and wounded in 
the attack of Rainnagur on the 20ih Auguft, and of a letter from Captain Blair,, 
containing the particulars of that ill-fated enterprizc \ alfo a lift ol the gentle- 
men who were with me in Banaris on the 21ft, and who accompanied me to 
Chunar. 

I cannot clofe this letter without teftifying my fatisfaQion witli Lieutenant 
Colonel Blair for his zeal and attention, and the alacrity with which he execu- 
ted the orders fent to him for the dilferent movements of the detachments from 
his fmall garrifon •, and my entire reliance on the fteady condufl and approved ex-: 
perience of Major Popham, My regrets for the paft are perfonal. 1 fltall ever 
retain a painiul remembrance of that feene of blood, of whicli I have been too near 
a fptflalor, and which no future return of' profperity can ever efface from my 
mind ; but in the profjxft before me, I think I have every reafon ^o exjx-ft. the 
hapi)ictt termination of it in the cxtcnfion of the powers and influence of the Com- 
pany, and that the paft example may contribute to the permanency of both, by 
prompting us to guard againft the fccret growth of the like evil which has pro- 
duced it.

What I gather of this bufinels is, that our j)eo}»lc advanced undt;r a fevere fire 
at firft, but the enemy foon gave way, and left us three of their guns ; one of 
thofe is the gun Captain Mayaffre loft. Mr. Murray and four Europeans are 
fcorched by the explofion of a gun cartridge, and leveral Sc])oys killed and woun- 
ded.

Sir, 

T he third inftant at night Major Popham did me the honor to mention his 
wiili of furpriling the enemy then encamped near Patceta, with an dficr to 
me of commanding the party which was to pcrl<)rm that fervicc. 1 moll gladly 
accepted it, and at one o’Clock in the morning marched off with the greater part 
cf my o(vn Battalion, the grenadiers of the 35th regiment, in all about 330 mcn^ 

and 
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and two fix-pounders. I look my route by the left of our prefcnt encampment 
to avoid tlieir oul-pofts, which 1 was fo fortunate In pafs unobferved, and expe6:ed 
to havc'arrivcd by thefirft appearance of day-light ; but was retarded in my march 
by tlie badnefs of the gun-bullocks and drivers. The enemy y\’cre firft alarmed 
by fomc firing on the weft-fide of Chunar, nearly at the fame time they muft 
have received information of my march and intentions ; for I found them regu- 
larly drawn up on an extenfivc plain, more than a mile to the eaftward of their 
former ftation, and in numbers about 4000, including 400 cavalry tolerably 
well mounted, and fix pieces of ordnance. They commenced the cannonade a- 
bout 5 o’clock in the morning, diftant about three quarters of a mile. I conti- 
nued to advance, and fo foon as our round Ihot would take effeft, I fired upon 
their line, and continued doing both, their infantry and artillery firing very 
fmartly, and their cavalry having furrounded us, which was deterred from charging 
our line by a fliot from our guns now and then. The fire of our artillery and Se- 
poys, which was very quick, obliged their infantry to fall back j to get poffef- 
fion of their guns was immediately neceflary at this critical moment ; convinced 
of it, 1 ordered the whole of the grenadiers to advance for that purpofe, which^ 
they did with fuch impetuofity as overcame all oppofition, and feized two guns, 
which were immediately turned upon tlie enemy, ^^The grenadiers were led on by 
Lieutenants Fallen, Birrell, and Murray ; I muft beg leave to mention them 
in the warmeft manner for their gallant fteady condu6l. The enemy began to. 
give way in every part immediately after : A very fmart fire from all the guns 
and line completed our fuccefs. About fix, or a little after, the enemy obferved 
no regularity •, every man appeared to be guided by his own Icars, and ran way 
to the town and fort of Patceta, which was in the rear of their left flank. An- 
other gun was about this time taken by a party wliich I detached for that pur- 
])ofc ; in another part one ol the enemy’s ftandards was taken, and foon after l 
foLirtli gun. Our guns were well j)ointed and lerved by Lieutenant Baillie, the 
officer of artillery, to whom I am much obliged for his aflivity and cond’uCl 
during the whole of the aflion. 

Taken from the enemy four brafs guns with limbers and tumbrils, with a ve- 
ry large quantity of ammunition of every kind, and of the very beft materials, 
one of each fort I have taken the liberty of fending for your infptftion. It ap- 
pears evident to me from the quantity and quality to have been all prepared 
long before yotir arrival at Banaris, and at a very confidcrable expence, part of it 
being of European materials. I was under the neceflity of blowing up a tumbril 
and two limber boxes full of ammunition, a large quantity of powder, and lea- 
ving t^pwards of fifteen hundred round Ihots and one gun fltotted and Ipiked for 
want of any means to bring them off. 

Three brafs guns, one tumbril, and one limber box of amm uni tion. I brought 
with me. The Sepoys offered their ferviccs to draw them, which I "thankfully 

accepted. 



gccepted, and made them a fmall recompenfc for their readincfs. 


I now collcdtcd my wounded men which were very confiderablc, and mifch dif- 
perfed, occafioned l)y the diftance 1 had advanced. I provided them with Palin- 
keens, officers horfes, Doolies, and every thing w.hicli could be colkfled. Mb; 
Laird the Surgeon was very diligent and aflivc in giving his affiftance on thisoc- 
eafion, as well as during the aflion. About 8 o’clock I was joined by Lieute- 
nants Wade and Malcolm with one gun, the Rangers, and one hundred Sepoys. 
The Rangers made an offer of dragging the enemy’s guns, which I actepttd, and 
employed them with the Sejioys, who had before made the like application and 
were much fatigued. 

Having accompliflied the fervice, and I believe the intention of my being de- 
tached, though I could not furprize the enemy’s camp, owing to their early in- 
telligence, I judged it moft proper to return to our prefenl liation, which I did, 
the enemy not chufing to give me any further trouble. I lake the liberty to 
mention Lieut. Birrell’s conduft during the whole of the aftion as deferving the 
highell praife from me, alfo every officer and foldicr I had the honor of command- 
ing.

Y esterday morning Major Popham detached (Captain Blair with lu's Bat- 
talion and two eonipanies of his own CJrenadicrs and 2 guns { 6 pounders), 
attack the enemy colleflcd at Pateeta. Tlicy were prejjared to receive liim, 
and made a very fpiriled refittance. After a very fevere aflion the fortune ol the 
day was hapihly turned in our favor by a bold but well judged Manoeuvre. Cap- 
tain Blair detached his grenadier companies to attack 2 guns wliich were polled 
on the flank, and galled his troops exceedingly. The attack fuccceded, and the 
2 guns were turned upon the enemy, who were foon after totally routed. Cap- 
tain Blair brought ofl 3 of their guns and fpiked the fourth, the carriage of which 
was difabled. He brouglit away alfo 1 of their tumbrils, and all his own load- 
ed with their ammunition. Three more of their tumbrils, with much loofe pow- 
der, were blown up on the field. Captain Blair having no means of bringing 
them away. lie was alfo obliged to leave about 150a of their fliot piled in a 
vfllage. The eneiny’s numbers are reputed 8 or gooo men, tliough Captain Blair 
judges them from appearance to be only 3 or 4000. They were their prime men, 
Our lofs, which I add with regret, is 105 men killed and wounded : Theirs 
mull be proportionably more though unknown. It is remarkable that the ene- 
my’s artillery and cartridges made at Ramnagur are almoft equal to ours ; their 
cartridges and }X)rt-fires comjxjunded with equal fkill ; and their powder much 
better. This is the fecond inflance in which the fervice is fignally indebted to 
the colleflcd and intrepid gallantry of Captain Blair. Other praifes arc due wlxich 
cikisot be noticed in this.

T n E unufual failure of intelligence from you, and the reports which are 
brought to me by the natives being fraught with alarming accounts of your 
filuation, have determined me to detach immediately 2 regiments of Sepoys, 4,0 
European artillcry-men, with 4 guns and 1 howitz, with orders to proceed with 
all expedition to join you ; and the olTicer commanding the detachment has or- 
ders to purfue fuch raeafurcs, and make fuch movements as he lliall deem expedi- 
ent, according to his intelligence, for effeding that fervice. They will fet off 
bn faturday next September the ift. The artillery, for the fake of cxjiedition, 
is to go down by water to Illahabad, where it is to wait for the arrival of the Se- 
poys. I fhall immediately order three battalions from the detachment at Galpee 
to march to this ftation; and one battalion under Major Gilpin will be left for 
the protedion of that place. A frelli fupply of ammunition has been difpatchdd 
to Lucknow for Major Roberts’s regiment. Though I cannot but imagine that 
were your fituation any ways critical or dangeroys, and you flood in need of mi- 
litary force to affift you, I fhould have remained fo long without receiving orders 
from you to fend troops down, yet I doubt not but the ftep 1 have taken will 
receive your approbation, as there is a poffibility of your orders having mifear- 
ried, and the confequenee of a delay in fuch a cafe might prove ferious and dan- 
gerous. I lhall order the regiment of my brigade, that is now at Futtchgur, to 
march down to tliis flation as foon as |X)flible. As the quick arrival of this let- 
ter to your hands is promifed to be rewarded by you or the officer who receives 
it, I beg leave to requefl that you may be pleafed to order the Sepoys and boat- 
men fuch rewards, honorary or pecuniary, as you may think equal to the merit 
of their fervice. "

His care and attention I muft beg leave to recommend here, 
as from thefe I received the firft authentic intelligence of your being in want of 
troops to aflift you, aud as by the words of Colonel Blair’s note, it appear,s that 
you had difpatchcd orders to me for fending a detachment of troops down to Ba- 
naris, but thefe orders never reached me, and 1 am now at a lol's to know what 
ftrength your wiflicd the detachment. To day part of tlic dctacliment 1 fend down 
to you under command of Major Oabb will embark, and to morrow the whole 
will fet off. It confifts of a party of artillery under Capt. Hill, tlie two Hank 
companies of the European regiment, and tv/o regiments of Sepoys, with 4. fix- 
pounders and 1 howiz, tumbrils, ammunition, draft and carnage cattle. All 
will proceed by water ; but no more boats can be procured licre.

I HAVE forwarded you fix letters by different difpatches, but as I liave not 
yet been honored with your inflru6lions, and am daily receiving rejxirts of the 
fituation of affairs towards Chiinar, I am fearful of their having mifearried, and 
more fo from the difaffcflion which feems to prevail in this part of the country, 
and particularly in the PergunnahSerinjah, where the inhabitants arc aflembling 
in’a fniall fort, and rendering themlclves as formidable as the fituation will ad- 
mit., Aware of the confequenccs which might attend tlicir mcafurcs, I wrote 
a letter to the Aumils, Amur Sing and Oodun Sing, to require their rcafon for 
this appearance of hoflility \ but their anfwcr was evafive from the fubjeft I ad- 
dreffed them on, and tinSured with infolencc. Such Heps therefore as I deemed 
ncceffary for the defence and proteflion of this place 1 have been ftudioully atten- 
tive to, and am now providing a magazine of provifions for the expenfe of the gar-

to 368 rank and file including tlie contiguous out-guards and fick ; and l am 
further deficient in an eftablilhment to work the ordnance of the garrifon. The

THE two following letters were fent from Ramnagur by Teekehund to 
Govind Ram Pundit, at Banaris, and dcUvei-ed to the Governor General by Bene- 
rara Pundit on the 5lh September 1781. 

TRANSLATION of an Arzee from Rajah Cheit Sing to //w Ilon’blc Governor 
General. 

W HEN I waited upon your Highnefs in your pinnace I reprefrnted to 
you every thing which was proper to be rcprefenled, that my life, my 
country and properly belonged to your Highnefs, requefting that you would ofJ- 
, der whatever was your pleafurc, and I was ready to obey it with jdeafure. I be- 
lidos performed all the duties of obedience and humility ; and reprcfenlcd all the 
])ariiculars with a view to tlie ])rcfent time, foi -I well knew that, as fbon as 
Owfan Sing fliould be introduced to your Highnefs, Mr. Markham and the Mou- 
lavies &c, having fettled this plan, would make you conceive difpleal'ure againft 
me. At that time your Highnels anfwcred, that you had no bulinels with my 
life or property ^ that you had not given admifllon to Owfan Sing or any of his 
people ■, that you had no connexion with any of my relations. What crime did 
I afterwards commit that, by the advice of my enenries, you fliould refolvc to 
confine me with fuch difgracc ? However I remained until evening in con%e- 
ment, and behaved in no inftance otherwife than with the greateft humility and 
obedience. I addrelfcd feveral Arzees, expreffing my readinefs to obey your or- 
ders, and that I was your Have, and was ready with my life and property. Ob- 
fevve that Cheit Rarn Chubdar came to me, and reviled me, and with a loud 
voice gave both me and my people the vilett abufe. The j^cople of the Sirkar firfl; 
fired balls from their guns, and difeharged their mufleets : immediately the tu- 
mult arofe, and notwilhftanding my moft earneft requeft for them to defift, no 
one would hear me. Myfclf, after being wounded by a fword in the hand of 
tlie Captain, tfcajicd with life from that imminent danger, and withdrew 
my (elf. If you wifi examine with an eye of juftice, and without liftening to tale- 
bearers and informers, you will find no crime in me, and your mind, wh ch is 
tlie mirror of the world, will, I am certain, approve of it. I have before ad- 
drdted Arzees to you, bul have not yet been honoured with ari anfwer. Owfan 
Sing has not yet ceafed from ruining the affairs. Should now my life and honor? 
be left to me, 1 am your (lave. Bcneram Pundit will have reprefented my fitu- 
ation to you, and will continue to do fo. '

T FORMERLY wrote all particulars of my ftatc to you at Calcutta, that you 
might explain them fully to his Highnels the Nabob. When his Highncfs 
came towards this quarter I repeated every thing to him on board his ])innace, 
that 1 was in every inttance ready ; that my life, country, and property belong- 
ed to him ; and that he lliould do whatever he wiflied. To this he rejilied, that 
he had riothing to do with my count ly, pro|)erty or liic. A day or two alter he fent 
a battalion to vShewallah with Mr. Markham and three other gentlemen, and put 
me into confinement : He likewife fent guns. Notwithftanding this I made no 
oppofition, and remained confined until evening. I addrelTed an Arzee to the 
Governor that I Ihould make no oppofition, and that he might do with me what- 
ever he liked. This however did not meet with his approbation. Cheit Ram 
Chubdar came to me, and gave the vileft abufc to me and my people ; they 
then fired the guns anil difeharged their mulkets. In this inftanl 1 moft earneftly 
I'tquefted them to delift ; but upon the Captain’s ftriking me with his fword, 
the tuVnult commenced. I rayfelf having efcaped with life remained at a diftanee, 
when battalions and guns fent from the fort of Chunar arrived at the town of 
Ramnagur. My people fos^ie prote61ion of their honor and credit defended 
thcmfelves. As my honor is beftowed on me by the Nabob I have therefore ad- 
drelTed an Arzee to his prefence, which you will prelent and procure a fpeedy an- 
fwer. Whatever may be proper do you reprefent, and fend me an anfwcr.

T H E relation of the unlucky accident which prevented my going to Chu- 
nar, and the diftrelTes I have fullered fince, I lhall forbear mentioning 
until 1‘havc the honor and happinefs of feeing you ; I will only briefly acquaint 
you that the Rajah having dileovered the place of my concealment at the houfc 
. of Gopaul Dofs, he fent a number of his people yefterday to take charge of me, 
^d I am now with him at Luttcefpoor. 

Pardon me. Sir, and do not impute it to any prefumptuous liberty if at the 
Rajah’s humble and earneft entreaty, I propofe on liis part terras of conciliation 
and fubmilfion. He folcmnly declares that the misfortunes refulting from the late 
event were contrary to his wifli and intent, his difpofition ever leading hjm to 
. live in pEace and friendfliip with the Englifh nation, and to pay implicit obedi- 
ence to your commands. The Rajah defires me to fay, that he is difjiofcd lo ])ay 
the Hor\’ble Company the cuftomary tribute, and any other demands you may 
in reafon make upon him. To this you will pleafe to reply as the exigency of 

our 
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our fituation and your fuperior wilUom may fuggcft* 

I affure you, Sir, that, though I am now ^n the Rajah’s power, and cannot a- 
void repeating to you what he has requefted, I have taken up my pen with fear 
and trembling, left any thing I liave faid Ihould give you diipleafure, for I am 
confeious of my inferiority, and fcarce dare entertain a hope that any thing that 
comes conveyed through me will be attended to ; but I confide in the goodnefs 
of your heart ; and the bare poflibility of being inftrumental to the putting an 
end to our prefent troubles, mitigates all my fears. 

You will perceive my prefent diftreffed fituation, and pardon every impropri- 
ety and inaccuracy in this letter, and believe me to be, with the fincereft attach- 
ment and rcfjiedl,

1 WAS made happy by the receipt of your Excellency’s two letters, accompa- 
nied by Mr. Middleton’s, acquainting me that you have advanced fome days 
jd.irney from Lucknow, and arrived at Pecpulpoor, and that you would proceed 
from thence towards this place where you would fbon arrive. Before this 1 wrote 
to your Excellency, requefting tliat you would lay afide your intention of com- 
ing here, and return to Lucknow, that you might not fuffer any inconvenience 
on the road from the rebellious difpofition of Cheit Sing’s people, and that I, hav- 
ing fettled thefc matters, would proceed to an interview with your excellency •, 
and that you ought by no means to think of coming to this quarter. But, ..as I 
learn , that notwithftanding this, your Excellency is refolved on coming to my 
aftiftance, I am filled with the higheft gratitude for fo noble a proof of your friend- 
fliip. It is now incumbent on your prudence and circurafpeSion, that you ad- 
vance with the greateft caution, to prevent any inconvenience from the treach- 
ery of (llieit Sing’s people. As foon as I am informed of your Excellency’s ap- > 
proach to Chunar, I will crofs the river with as many troops as I have with md;,' 
and will proceed to meet you. Three days ago Major Popham, with a fmjfil 
part of his detachment, attacked a large force of Cheit Sing’s entrenched near the 
fort of Pateeta, defeated them completely, and took 4 guns, feveral tumbrils of 
ammunition, and a confiderable quantity of all forts of military ftores. I beg 
leave* to congratulate your Excellency on this fignal fuccefs.

B efore this the Arzees which I have repeatedly acldrefTed to your prelence 
will have been perufed by you, but to this time 1 have not been honored 
with an anfwer to any one of them. I am in every way ready in my allegiance 
and duty, and have obeyed all your Higlinefs’s orders, and never liave I been 
negligent in any one point ; and your Highnefs, from your goodnefs and juftice, 
has always been pleafed to prote 61 and fupport your own flavc, and to fliev/ him 
favor. All this time when, from the unfortunate {late of the times, the reports 
of felf-interefted perfons have met with reception at the prefenre, I humbly re- 
prefent that the words of evil minded feli-intereftcd perlbns be not attended to, 
but that your Highnefs, looking upon me as a flavc raifed by yourfelf, will be 
favorable towards me, becaufc I am your fiave and am ready in my duty and al- 
ligiance. Although I have been guilty of no fault, yet the flave is by all means 
criminal, and the bufinefs of the matter is pardon. By the blotting of God your 
Highnefs is the matter, and is juft ; let him confider, that in all the three Bat- 
tles the army of the Sirkar was the aggreflbr. Now matters have patted the ex- 
tremities. Should you even now bettow life upon me, it would not be foreign 
from the duty of a matter.

UTTEH Shah, Gcnoo Roy, and Ajcel Mull, with a large body of armed 
/ men, are come into Huffecjxjor. TJk; two laft have, 1 underlland, joined 
Futteh Shah on a promife of his afhflance in obtaining ])oflelfion for them of their 
Zcmecdarics in Gooruckpoor, which is to be the fecond objedt of this conlederacy. 
I have no force to defend any part of my dillrifls, and have therefore been under 
the necehity of calling on tlic Zemcedars of Sirkar Sarun for their aliillancc on 
this occafion ; and fome of the principal men amongft them arc gone with their 
dependants to Ilufleepoor ; but I confefs 1 have no great conlidcnce in them. Se- 
veral of them are intimately connected w'ilh Cheit Sing ; there are alfe fome al- 
lied by marriage to Doorgbijey Sing, and to Owfan Sing. The names of thefe lad 
arc Gopaul Narain, Serib Narain, Govind Narain, Hirgovind Saw, BonillcrSaw, 
and Ragonaut Saw. Letters to them from Doorgbijey Sing and Owfan Sing would 
^be of infinite fervice, and might in fome degree countcr-a 61 the infamous at- 
temjUs of Cheit Sing. One letter of his (and I have reafon to believe, there are 
many in circulation) addrcll'cd to Durjoo Sing, a Zemcedar of the difiridt at 
prefent employed in Hulfem^r, was by liim carried to the Aumil of that place, 
who immediately fent it uiine.* It is figned by Cheit Sing’s own hand, 'and has 
the Ikrge feal of his government allixcd to it. He therein dcfircs Durjoo Sing 
to kilL every Eurojjcan and Sepoy he can, and join him with all his people. 

In my letter of the 25fh ultimo, I acquainted you with the apjjlication I had 
made to Colonel Ahmuty for a Battalion of Sepop, and with his refufal. He 
wrote me, that the whole force at Dinapoor was nine Companies, tliat they were 
lately incorporated, and the arms they had unferviceable.

European infantry, 30 artillery with Captain Hill, and 2 regiments of Sejwys, 
arrived, and thefe were all tranfported to this lide before the evening. Major 
Roberts with his regiment and 1 Lack of Rupees has pafl’ed lllahabad, and 
hourly expeSed I’lie Nabob Vizeer, whofc conduti 1 muft in juftice applaud, 
arrived this morning at his camp on the opj)ofite fide of the river. There I met 
him. ,He propofes to crofs and encamp on this fick-.^ith a fmall guard.

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The Nabob, ’tis faid, fet out well in^incd to our intereft •, but fince he and Saa- 
dut Ally have come to a proper underftanding. The latter wrote him, he was, 
wron^ to give us any alfiflancc •, that fuch another opportunity might never off^; 
of ftriking off the yoke ; as yet, he need only fland neuter himlelf, and uiW-Tr 
pretence of affcmbling his Zemeedars to attack Cheit Sing, privately dired them 
to obftrufl the junflion ol’our forces, by every j^oflTiblc means. The Hegums gave 
the fame advice, and promife of Money. ‘'Ihis (llieit Sing has already dilburfed 
to a great amount. This plan was the caule of Gordon’s difaftcr, being attacked 
in the Nabob’s country while he thought himfelf amongft friends. My informa- 
tion is from fome Zemeedars, who I have had it in my ])ower to be kind to. Al- 
fo, ’tis the publick talk of Fyzabad, where my jaeoplc arc daily infulted. Idke- 
wife Zalirn, who is with 2000 men on the other fide, and means to crofs in the 
morning, boafts that lie will foon do for us, as tlie Nabob will fend Hannay no 
affdlance, that he is lure of; nor will any of the colKflors pay more money. 
We fliall therelbrc Ihorlly have none to pay onr troops wdth, while they have 
plenty. Hannay is now about 2 cofs below Ry Ghaut, on the Oud fide, with 
only two companies, 2 guns, and ( I believe ) Ibme difalfeftcd horfe. I havb 
written him prellingly to crofs to this place ; lor Ihould Zaliiu be over before 
him, I lhall be liemnied up in a fmall fort with Sepoys, when Zaliin will 
take caVe Hannay docs not get over to relieve tne ; j>.',rha])s while attempting to 
pafs till Gogra, be attacked by the peojile of the Begums with the Zemeedars fet 
on by Vie r. In I’uch an event, he could not jiolfibly cfcape dcllruflion. My 
WaufeVdUt would foon be fettled after fuch an accident. I am apt to think this 
Marattah treaty is only a fetch to gain time, until the rains are over for certain, 
as their horfe could not a£l during that feafon. Look to yourfelf Nat, you may 
be in the Nabob’s jiower. Mr. H.iflings Ihould not leaveCluinar until there be force 
very fufflcicnt at hand, both to check his Excellency, and do for Cheit Sing, left 
he gel into a worfc ferape. A very few days will determine it one way or other 
with regard to us Rulers over thefc. You may think me humming; but it is 
more than odds wc never, never meet again. God profper you ! and jaray take 
care &:.c.

Sir, * 

I MOST heartily congratulate you on the fuccefs of our arms in the conqueft 
of Pateeta, for the particulars of which I refer you to the enclofed letter from 
Major Popham, I untlerftand that large reinforcements both from Lutteefpoor 
and Ramnagur oppofed him in the field. It was intended to attack both Pateeta 
and Lutteefpoor at the fame time, and the former by an inftant affault. Major 
Crabb with a ftrong detachment appointed for the latter fervice marched on the 
night of the i<)tli by a large and, as it has fince appeared, fcarcc praQicable cir- 
cuit towards a pafs which lies behind, or to the fouth of Lutteefpoor. A letter 
received this morning mentions his arrival on the plain which adjoins to the pafs, 
after a march of three days, inftead of one as was expefted. It is the road to 
Bidjeygur, and faid to be the repofitory of all the Rajah’s ammunition. Major 
Popham marched at two of the fame night •, nor did he reach his ground with 
his whole line until ten, and then found the place too ftrong to attempt it with- 
out a regular ajiproach and battering cannon. It fell at fix this morning. I re- 
gard this viSory as a decifive turn of our public influence •, but the greateft pro- 
portioA of my joy is derived from the conlideratiorhAat it was gained with little 
bloodflicd, an advantage which I attribute, as I cxpetled it, to the fuperior fkill 
and ki[own compofure, nor Icfs humanity of Major Popham. Major Crawford 
arrivcoi here yefterday morning much harraffed, but without lofs or impediment 
on his way,

I have acquainted him with the mclar- 
choly accounts I have heard of your fituation, lofing your boats, and Major I’op- 
iara’s regiment being almoft deftroyed. You may reft aflured, Sir, there fliail 
i|ot be an^y thing left undone by me for your fervice that I will not do. I have 
ordered Captain Silt’s troop to march to join Major Crawford as foon as po/liblc, 
Mrs. Haftings having fignified to me that file would fend the filly body-guard to’ 
join tliem. I hope you will approve of this, as it cannot be attended with any 
bad confequence, watever good fo fmall a body of cavalry may do. 1 have yoi 
out one fix-pounder from the magazine, the only one ferviccablc tlicrc, and am 
training upfome of the Sepoys t© work it, two from each company, not having 
any other people here. Our arms are very bad ; but I am in hopes the boats will 
, arrive with the new arms in a fe?w days. Every thing at prefent is quiet in thele 
parts. Mr. Grajme made a requifition the 24,th Inft. for a battalion ; but I Was 
obliged to refufc him on account ‘of this regiment having unferviceabk arms and 
accoutrements, and aifo as it has been fo fliort a time incorporated. This 1 flat- 
ter myfelf you will approve of.

When the enemy heard our attack, a large body poll- 
on the hills to the left of our rear made lor the camj) ; but the European grena- 
diers and light-infantry, whom I had kept as a corps de referve, moved towards 
and totally routed them. Their cavalry at the fame time made a motion with 
Tome infantry towards the right of our camp, on wliich a gun was fent through 
Tome high grafs to an out-poft, and by firing two or three rounds obliged them to 
fly. Could I have afforded a few Sepoys from the camp, or had the cavalry done 
. any thing, numbers of the run-aways mufthave been deftroyed. I juft hear very 
Tew of our Sepoys have been killed, and not an officer hurt. The enemy has fuf- 
tt^ined great lofs. Had you not better. Sir, difpateh Major Crawford’s corps to 
xeljcve Major Roberts’s ?

Saturday, 15 th September 1781. , 

T he following cxtraft of orders ilTued by Major Pophani received from the 
Brigade-major’s office at half paft five in the afternoon. 

“ The ift battalion of the 6th regiment, the 7th regiment with 4, guns and 
“ 1 howitzer, Lieutenant Polhill’s corp and his two guns, to march this cven- 
“ ing at 7 o’clock ; the ammunition for the guns to be carried on bullocks. , 
“ This detachment to be commanded by Major Crabb, who will receive his or- / 
“ ders from the commanding officer at fix o’Clock. ” 


The ammunition and ftores being ready at ten, the detachment marched by 
the right over broken ground to the bank of a Nullah ; the water too deep to . 
admit of the guns croffing without taking off the limber boxes, which were car- 
ried on the Ijafiicar’s heads : This occafioned a delay of two hours. 

Sunday 16 th. 

The rear guard being croffed, I moved on over a ^ain with low jungle about 
one cofe, with a hill on the right, to tlic foot of a very lleep and rugged pafs 
with <(eep gullies and thick jungle on each fide : Near tlie top were two lharp 
turnings, which increafed the difficulty, and added fo much to the delay, that 
the fun was rifing by the time the guns had gained tlie top. The jungle conti- 
nuing very thick, but low for near a cofe, which opened an extenlive plain to- 
lerably well cultivated, and two inconfiderable villages in it ; about a cofe from 
the entrance on this plain a very narrow but deep Nullah delayed us for two 
liours. About three quarters of a Ck)fe further on met with a river, the bed»and 
banks of it exceedingly rocky j upwards of an hour and half was employed in 
croffing it •, moved along the bank under a fteep hill about a mile, the road full 
of rock and large ftones •, recrolfed the river, which was more difficult than be- 
fore, the bed of it full of very large rocks and the bank very high, through 
which it was necefl’ary to cut a road for the guns. About 2 o’Clock every thing*^ 
being crofl'ed, the detachment moved forward through a thick jungle with broke/i^ 
ground and hills on each fide to the bed of a fmall river full of rocks ; on the 
opjiofite fide a fteep pafs, which with much labour we got through ; the cattle 
being much fatigued the Sepoys were put to the drag-ropes to get on the guns, 
which delayed us until near 4, o’clock. A great fcarcity of water prevailed ; Ilir- 
carrahs were font out in fearch, but none was to be found nedXT. Jh*'ce miles 
in our front, where tlicy difeovered a lake ; a thick jungle octween'two high* 
hills all the way to the water, where it became more open. The cattle being 
fo much fpent with' getting up the hills it was fun-fet before rfe got nctfr enough 
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the lake to halt, which I did with it on my left, and a very high hill on my 
right flank, having been upwards of 20 hours on the march, and the diflance 
Ifom Chunar I judged to be about fix cofe. • 

K'Io'nday 17th. • 

The detachment got under arms at 4 o’Clock, and marched through a tliick 
Jungle, crofled the bed of a fraall river, the banks fome what ftcep, the road 
narrow but tolerably good to the foot of a long and ftcep pafs with a very deep 
Gully clofe on the right, the afeent very difficult from the number of large flat 
frnooth ftones, where the cattle could not hold with their feet. Wiih ll.e affif- 
tance of the Sepoys, about ten o’Clock we gained the toj), and moved 011 over a 
, plain with large trees, the ground in many places rocky', but level. About a 
mile from the top of the hill came to a river, the bed of it full o( very’ large rocks 
over which with much labour we got the guns. At 1 o’clock moved on over 
rocky ground, the country opening. About one cofe from the river entered an 
extenfive plain near the village of Koradec. Several villages apjx:ared on the 
]Jain, the inhabitants whereof fled on our approach. The country appeared to 
be well cultivated. The road over the plain led through rice fields. At fun-fet 
encamped. The diflance this day about fix cofe. 

Tuesday i8th. 

At 3 o’clock put the detachment in motion, and marched for the firfl part over 
a plain full of fmall deep holes, which rendered it difficult and dangerous for the 
cattle until day-light, when we entered a thick jungle with many deep dry 
Nujllahs, which retarded us very much, being obliged to cut roads tor the guns, 
there not appearing the Icafl trace of a road. About 2 o’clock entered a very 
l|rgc plain with feveral fmall villages on it The inhabitants fled to llie jungle 
on our approach. About 3 o’clock encamped near a large lake, and employed 
the»fmiths and carpenters in repairing the bullock yokes, and the pintles ot two 
guns. This day’s march about five cofe. 

Wednesday 19th. 

Got under arms at 4 o’Clock, and marched over a plain, the road leading 
through fwamps and rice fields, with high banks which retarded us much ; pall- 
ed through the village of Muddoopoor, a large village which feemed to have been a 
place of tome note, but deferted. Here the Hircarrahs brought intelligence that 
-a large body ofthcRdah’s troops yvere encamped about 3 cofe in our front near 
the village of Lora, with fome guns. The road between us for a cofe was a 
very thick Jungle. I moved on and took poft near the Jungle with a large lake 
on my rigflt flank',’ and a rifing ground and village on the left, from lienee I 
faw thelfortr^of Bidjeygur, which appeared very high, and above 8 cofs diftant, 
The day’s march about 5 cofs.

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TtJESOAY 20thi 

At jlay-light ther detachment marched, entered the Jungle^ which- coplinna^ 
lor a cofe in fome parts very thick where t expcfted to-be aflHfoycdl by fhc eno' 
my. At fun-rife the advance-guard got clear of the Jungle, when' I difcovmJf 
the enemy about 2000 drawn up in a good fituation. with their guns on the right 
(. immediately oppolite the road out of the JungJe) on. a riling groi^nd, and a fmall 
bank thrown up in their fronts a tope and* the village, of Lora pn theic left, a 
deep morafs in their front. They began to cannonade . on the approach of tlie 
troops on the plain, and continued it brilkly until the whole had cleared the 
Jungle and formed the advance-guard. Returning in with one gun as foon as 
the line was formed I advanced as brjlkly as the ground would admit, firing the 
fix-pounders until I had got near enough for the fmall arms to do execution. — 
At the fame time I clireSedLieutcnaat Polhilffrom the right to advance two Com- 
panies, and fecurc the guns of the enemy, but before he could execute the order 
they retreated, leaving their guns, ammunition and about 150 dead and about 
20 wounded, through a Jungle to Luttceljx>or, about ^ cofe. Havii^ no means 
of carrying away the guns and ammunition Ideftroyed it, rendering the guns ufil- 
Icfs, and burying them. The road to Lutteefpoor led through a Jungle, and 
over a, very ftcep and rugged hill, where no watct:^could be got, prevented me 
from purfuing further than Suckroot, an inconfideratje village about- a cole from 
Lora on a fmall plain, ■vyherc I encamped to bury the dead and colleQ the 
wounded amounting to 34* of every denominatio.n. This day’s..difllancc about 
two and half cofe. . 

F R i D AY 2 ift; . 

At 4 o’clock the detachment marched over a good road, but Jungly for about 
2 cofe, when wc got to a dry Nullah ; .the defeent very rugged’, the afeent ftiil 
ijiore fo, the road very narrow and .winding, and full of very large ftones and 
rocks, over which the guns were lifted. With much labor and time wc gained 
the fummit, from whence we faw the fort, diftant about 3 miles. The. fide of 
the hill leading to the town was yet worfe than what wc had palled. The road 
from the foot of the hill to the fort was very narrow, with a thick Jungle on 
each fide, but pretty level. At nopi^ I entered the town of. Lutteefjxior,. which 
had been evacuated; while the troops were getting down the hill, about 800 of 
the Rajah’s people having been all the preceding, night plundering it. i;hey 
left behind tlicm 6 pieces of cannon and a great quantity of ainrtiunition add 
florcs. Three pieces of; cannon were found on the hills i.itendeu to defend 'Ihc 
entrance from Patceta. Tift fort Hands in a bottom with high fteep hills on three 
lides,*’ with thick.Junglc all 'round’ cl ofe to the ditch, which i:.^ep on the Patee- 
la fide, where the wall is of ftene the other fidcs of the wall arS eorupOreil of part 
ftone and part mud. with loop-holqs. The guns were mounted on wooden fwi- 
veJs in the. centre of the baftions. The Citadel has a deep di icl^; and a high ftone 

\ wall. 
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wadi,, with loop-helt^ ia mttay pluees much cracked almoft from top to bottom, 
mek v«ry wide.

had they made any refiftance. The Fort, though I’mall, is of ftone with four 
towers, a parallel rampart and towers, and a ditch of great depth furrounding 
thefc, and the town itfelf guarded by an intrenchmcnt extending far bcyond^i^t, 
and the fpace between, hills, rocks, and jungle almoft impenetrable. At one 
o’clock we had the fatisfadion to receive by a regular falute of twenty-one guns 
the inftant information of the poffcffion of Luttcefpoor by Major Crabb. I have 
taken upon me to grant a brevet commiffion of Major to Captain Lane, who 
commanded the grenadiers of the army and performed diftinguilhed fcrvice. I this 
inftant receive an authentic confirmation of the above intelligence from Major 
Crabb.

No. 105. To Lieut. Colonel Blair. 

My Dear Colonel, 

v, 

T T is with much fatisfaflion that 1 now give you "iin account of our arrival at 
Luttcefpoor after a moft fatiguing march as ever troops experienced, over hills, * 
Rocks, rivers and through J ungles. It docs much credit to the abilities and know- 
ledge of Bundoo Khan his being able to condud us by fuch a road without lofing 
our way. The only circumftancc is that he has been deceived in the length of 
the Cofes, each of wich are at leaft four miles. We yefterday were oppofed at 
liOra Suckroot by a body of the Rajah’s troops, fomething Icfs than 2000 men in 
number and three pieces of ordnance, which we difperfed and took. Their gurifs, 
tumbrils, and ammunition, for want of means to bring with us were deftroyed. 
One fmall gun and limber we have now with us. The quantity of ammuniti- 
on found in Luttcefpoor is confidcrable. The place, in confcqucnce of our fuc- 
cefs yefterday, was evacuated by the Rajah. In the evening the people who did 
not attend him remained only to plunder his houfe, which they have done, and 
deftroyed what was valuable and of no ufe to them. I do not believe therp was 
one man in the fort when Major Crabb marched in. The intention of our march 
in the main point has 1 hope, anfwercd the Governor’s expeSation, the expelling 
the Rajah from a place of ftrength, and preventing his takirg‘‘')) 61 fcfl:on of Ae 
Ghauts leading to Bidjeygur. Under his prefent alarm, ftfappears to me, *tliat 
if meafures are'fpeedily taken- to inveft that place, little reGftance will be made. 

I wa^ during the whole march under much, concern for the fuccefs of the expedi- 
tion, as I confidered myfclf partly anfwcrable for the confequcncds,"tKot^h I had • 
not the command, and I Ihall be much plcafcd to find it has met with tl\e ap- 
probation of the Governor, who I hope will do me the Juftitys to belicwlt have 

done 
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done all in my power to forward the expedition. I have to rcqucft you will 
mention Bundoo Khan to the Governor. I am much fatigued, and have hurt 
ray foot a good deal by walking, otherwifc in perfeft health. I will refsr you 
to Bundoo Khan for the particulars of our expedition till I have the pleafure of 
feeihg you. *

The Hircarrah to whom you promifed a reward of 1000 
Rupees deferves as many lathes ; he accompanied Major Crawford, and was ex- 
aftly three weeks on the way. Major Popham took the field on the 1 fith. The 
forta of P ateeta and Lutteefpoor are in our potfetfion, the enemy routed, and 
the Raia ly1TcJT>«ffidjevgup. I requeft that you will inftantly remand the detach- 
ment from M^or Jatew, Crawford’s battalion, as he will be elfe in danger from 
the Rajah’s whole force alTembled in his neighbourhood, and his corps united will 
be effentially necciTary for co-operating with Major Popham in the rcdufilon of

T II E following troops, Major Crabb’s -TeginMtlt of Sepoys, Captein Tho^ 
mas Blair’s battalion, Lieut. Polhill’s corps, being part of theVizeer’s bo 
dy-c'uard, in all about feventeen hundred Sepoys, fix guM, -two tumOTUs ^ one 
■howitz being ordered on detachment under the coramand of Major Grabb to at- 
tack the fort of Lutteefpoor from the hills, and pafs to the eaft ward of it, wc be- 
gan oar march from the encampment in the neighbourhood of Ghunar about lo 
o’clock in the evening of the 1.6th inftant, crolfed the Jurgau Nullah in which 
there was three feet water, the banks of that partfteep, which detained the troops 
till paft eleven before the whole crofled. From thence the detachment .proceeded 
Foolwauree-Ghaut which is over the hill. The afeent over the hiU is not ^ 
ry fteep : but the large ftones in the way, and the want ctf .a .Sufficient number 
©f Bildars retarded the guns exceedingly. With the affiftance of the officers .and 
■Sepoys the whole of the ordnance and tumbrils were got to the top ot the Inti by 
day-light. The ddeent to the plain is very little •, for fome diftance the road le- 
vel ; fraall villages at a diftance Irom each other, the inhabitants of which tlc^ 
on out approach to the hills. Palfed the village of Dewau on our left, which is 
about two Gofe from Ghunar ; foinc fmall Jungles and broken ground. 
ed on to Byrah about one Oofe. It is a fmall village with a little round l^rck 
tower on the bank of ihcGoordowr river, where the troops ffiould have crolied i 
but on examination finding it unfordablc at that part, turned to the left through 
a Tope and marched to Putpur-Ghaut. The road part of the way very bad; the 
pafl’age might be defended by a few men agamft the whole detachment. The 
guns were obliged to be unlimbered, and the tumbrils unfoaded to bring them 
over the river ; the rocks at the bottom of it very large ; from the call iidc of it 
■thick Jungles for two miles. When the troops came opi^fite to Byrah village the 
diftance .round to crofs at Putpur-Ghaut about two 

Encamped about five o’clock in the afternoon at Bullccah-Ghaut below Suttcafgor 
hills on afpot pretty dear of Jungle, diftant from Ghunar about fourteen miles. 

'ijth September. 

At 'day-light marched by the right. Tolerable road ; ^ImaU Nulla^ow 
and then ; no villages to be feen for two Gofe ; PonfiUah-J^.-iV^t , fi^htUjiei- 
ther high nor difficult to afeend ; a fmall village to tho right named Nicarcaw ; 
all the way Jungle not very thick, diftance three Gofe. Game up^ ffie plains, 
•paired Koradcc which is two Gofe ; marched to Gerfee vilhge which is about 
two Gofe, and encamped at fix o’clock in the evening. Left Smlraw a large vil- 
lage on the right, the country flat and wdl cultivated. From Bullccah^haut 
ho'Cerfee is about eight Gofe. 

18th 
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iBth September. 

At day-light croffed the field and entered the Borriah Jungle, feveral IJullahs 
and broken ground, feme fmall villages, the road bad till out of the Jungles near 
to Borriah, where^ the country is open and cultivated. At the edge of the Jungle 
furprized Sobau Sing a relation to Gheit Sing, encamped for the day, — diftance 
from Gerfec two cofe. 

19th September. 

Marched at day-light', to avoid fome water and bad ground went out of the 
direft road two cofe ; encamped in the afternoon in a clear fpot of ground at a 
fmall village named Butt, - diftance in a dire 61 road from Borriah about three 
eofe. The troops marched about fix cofe this day. In the evening faw feveral 
of the enemy’s horfemcn mounted as our troopers; from my Ilircarraljs received 
intelligence of the enemy being at Lora with three guns, and about 2000 men. 

20th September. 

* Marched by the right. 2 guns in front of the body-guard, one in front of 
the 7th regiment, one gun and one howitz in the center, one gun in tlie rear 
of it, one gun in the rear of the ift battalion, 6ih regiment. The enem,y were 
drawn up on a piece of gro^iid free from Jungle, but divided by fome ditches, ^'hc 
cannonade commenced on their fide. The detacliment formed in their front in 
the fame order as they marched ; the guns as they came up returned the fire. 
Soon after the whole was formed we advanced on the enemy, who fired fmartly 
from their guns and fmall arms, till the line was within twenty or thirty paces 
of 'Iheir guns, when they ran away. Their guns were immediately taken. 
Three companies of the Rajah’s Sepoys and fome Matchlock-men retreated behind 
a' Tank oppofite the centre of Captain Blair’s battalion, who opened and marched 
round two fides of it, and gave their lire which did great execution, and totally 
dil^rfcd the enemy, who no longer made any Hand, but ran as fad as polfible ; 
the troops purfued the enemy fome way. Halted to rolled the dead and wound- 
ed •, the latter were provided with Pallankeens, Dooleys, &c. when we marched 
on to Suckroot about one and half miles from the field of battle, and encamped 
for the day. The Rajah’s troo[B were commanded by Myher, the Commandant 
of his Sepoys, and Sewpurfaud Sing. The former rode to Luttcefpoor in great 
haftp, threw himfclf at his mailer’s feet, and entreated him to make his elcape 
iihmcdijt;rfy7'Sh^a very large force with artillery was clofc in his rear, and 
W(ffIl^i^itamytS 5 !^ alive. He at the fame time arcufed the Rajah of hav- 
ing deceived him, or being fo himfelf refixding the Englilli lurce which he went 
againft. It appears the Rajah’s people had no certain information of the diftina- 
tion of thS^Jetechment prior to its arrival at Koradec, or of its ftrength till the 
cngfigemcnt commenced. Their Hircarrahs feeing the advanced-guard followed 
bv tw^uns, cc«cludcd it was the whole force •, and the followers of the camp 
' ^ • • R r were 
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were taken for feme of Owfan Sing’s people, whofe head the Rajah had ordered 
to.be brought to him, and the others to be killed and left as if of no confequence. 
The Rajah received the melancholy account of the defeat of his troops before noon, 
and evacuated the fort before three. He was followed by numbers ; fome con- 
tinued all night to plunder, and left the place the next morning. 

2iR September. 

Major Grabb marched with his regiment, three guns and the howitz at 4 
o’clock. At 6 o’clock Captain Blair's battalion. Lieutenant Polhill’s corps with 
the remaining guns, tumbrils &c. followed. The road good till we came to 
Tarrapatill, where there are large ftones and broken ground, from thence the 
road very good through trees, till we came to Supdur-Ghaut, which from the 
Hope and large ftones is exceedingly difficult for guns to pafs. Came to a fmall 
village of about ten huts, crofted the Gurriah Nullah ; no water in it. The 
road to the fort through Bamboos and other thick Jungles. Arrived at Lutteef- 
poor. The gate being open and the place evacuated, Major Crabb took pofteffi'- 
on of it about 10 o’clock. The remainder of the detachment arrived foon after, 
when two of our guns were brought into the fort, and light cartridges taken 
out of the Rajah’s magazine, a royal falutc was fired, v^and the union flag hoifted 
on the higheft part of the works. Three guns were found on the hill which over- 
looks the fort, and had been placed there to ])revent an enemy Iroin polleffing 
thcmfclves of a fjwt which gives them every advantage over the fort, which is 
commanded from it. Several pieces of ordnance, and a very confidcrablc quan- 
tity of powder and ammunition ready made up were found in the i>lace. 

I fhall be glad if the foregoing account of our march is fufficiently correS to 
convey a general idea of the roads, rivers and paftes. The diftances are right, 
lb far as I am able to judge without having mealured them. Troops marching by 
that route without guns would find the diftances probably lefs than I have made 
them, as we were frequently obliged to leave the dire6f road to avoid ftones, 
broken ground, and other imj.)ediraents to artillery.

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Gardiner, and of the officers of the detachment for their affiftance in the executi- 
on of It The Governor General expreffeshis particular fatislkaion at the firm and 
intrepid behavior of the Grenadiers under the command of Capt Lane to whofe 
gallant example, .followed and fupported by the fteady courage and difeipline of 
the reft of the troops, it may principally be attributed that a place of futh great 
ftrength has been reduced, and almoft without lofs. 

The Governor General, in teftimony of the merit and condudt of Capt. Lane, 
promotes him to the rank of Major by brevet. 


No. 1 10. To the Hon’ble Warren Haftings Efq ; 

Hon’ble Sir, 

I T is with reftedive fatisfadion I acquaint you, that our endeavours to reduce 
this place, and difperfe the army of the Rajah Cheit Sing have been attended 
with complete fuccefs. 

My intention was to h^ve aflaultcd the town on my arrival before it the 16th 
^ ) inftant ; but I had certain intelligence that a conhderable body oi the enemy with 
fome cannon were within the place ftrongly entrenched. 1 judged it projier to 
encamp till I could gain proper information of the ftrength of the works, more 
cfpecially as great part of the artillery and one regiment were iar in tlie rear and 
not likely to reach me till late in the day. About two hours after the camp 
wJs pitched, the enemy began a cannonade from the towm, which obliged us to 
• file off to the left out of the range of their lliot. This done, w creceived no fur- 
ther moleftation during the day. In the courfe of the night I meditated an at- 
tack with the whole line on their works *, but ray Hircarrahs brought accounts 
that the town was defended by a deep trench, and higli parapet flanked with 
towers, on which there were guns mounted ; and the Jungle behind very thick, 
with a number of troops, which obliged me to lay afide hazarding fuch an un- 
dertaking till better acquainted with the place. I now gave orders for a bat- 
tery, and Major Gardiner fixed on a fpot about a thoufand yards from the works ; 
but foon after, on a nearer obfervation, he judged proper to take polleffion of a 
tank the which would prove an excellent flielter for the troops, and 

ttiToStnffly ctyiimSbsLJihc fouth-eaft face of the town, diftant between eight and 
nine hundred yards, 'l^is poft being gained with little oppofition, a battery was 
formed, and the ef^hteen-pounders carried down. On the igth a fmart qanno- 
dade wassheg^^ij which continued at intervals during the day. vSome fhells were 
alfo thrown ; however’ it was impoffible we could know what execution was 
doni^as the thyknefs of the Jungles obftrufled the view ; yet it being obferved

that our fire obliged the enemy for the moft part to quit their entrenchments and 
retire further into the woods, it was judged by Major Gardiner andmyfelf, that 
an early alTault next morning juft before the dawn of day might be attended with 
immediate fuccefs, and though not complete would gain us a lodgment within 
tlie works, from whence the fort might with cafe be battered. 

This being determined, and Captain Lane’s corps of grenadiers already at the 
battery, at lo o’clock at night the following orders were iffued : 

“ The native grenadiers of the line with the ift battalion of the 19^^? 2d 
“ battalions of the jolh and 35th regiments, to affemble at the fouthermoft bat- 
“ tery at 1 2 o’clock to night. Major Roberts to command this detachment, and 
“ regulate it as he fliall judge neceflary for the attack of the town a little be- 
“ fore break of day to morrow morning. The remaining corps of the line to 
“ clofe the centre ( leaving their quarter and rear guards Handing ) as foon as 
“ the above detachment marches off, and there lay on their arms. The piquetts 
“ of the battalion ordered for the attack to be relieved immediately by the r£- 
“ maining battalions. Major Balfour to relieve Major Roberts immediately, and 
“ Major Roberts to wait on the commanding officer for his further inftru6loins.”' 

\ 

Major Roberts agreeable to orders began the attack juft before the firft dawn. 
At the fame time a heavy fire was kept up by Captain Hill from Major Gardi- 
ner’s fouthermoft battery, which fecured the jungles to the left of the attack, and 
added to that panic which feized the enemy immediately on the entrance of the 
grenadiers, who with the reft of the troops rulhed on and foon made the vi6lj)ry 
complete.

While thofe fuccefsful approaches were making on the town, a party of the 
enemy Tallied from behind the hill in the rear of the battery with two fmallguns 
in hopes that by employing our attention that way the affault on the town would 
be difturbed \ but they were foon routed by the cool intrepidity of a Serjeant and 
one company of Sepoys. Foiled here, they moved round the hills till they came 
round the left of our encampment, where they feemed to meditate an attack. 
On their motions being obferved, the European grenadiers and light-infantry were 
ordered, if poffible, to throw themfelves in the rear and cut them off. I'liis ipea- 
fure was too foon noticed by the enemy, who immediately ry/a-a way;-, jp greft 
confulion. ~ 

By ithis time Major Roberts l;ad driven the enemy from the town and every 
poft ; fo that they had now nothing left, but to move, with their*b 3 ^gige and 
cannon without the place towards- Ramnagur, which they effefled as to^ the 
firft obje£l ; but the only piece of ordnance they had faved from the town W.S ta- 
ken by Lieut. Hamilton, who had a4vice and was long in purfuit of it ; fir they 

had 
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had the folly to fire it from a diftaticc at the line as they were gaining the Ram- 
nagur road, which led Lieut. Hamilton to it. 

Had Almaus’s cayalry obeyed orders, the enemy’s baggage muft have alfo been 
taken ; but not a man of them would move 50a yards from the camp. 

The returns of the killed and wounded on our fide, with thofc of the cannon 
&c taken, will Ihew how fortunate we were on this fervice, during wliich the 
behavior of both Officers and Men was fuch as merits the moft fincere acknowc- 
ledgements. 

Majors Roberts and Gardiner, Captains Lane and Hill were particularly aftive, 
and I feel a real pleafure in doing them the juftice to recommend them to your 
particular attention.

»I have npS-suffioplied'with Captain Maxwell’s propofal for difarming the coun- 
ai'’'«i^'€'r»ipcafure could not be put in execution without caufing a- 
general alarm throughout the diftrift, and greatly obftruding the cultivation 
befides which, as no crime is alledged againft any other perfon, I conceive there 
is no neceffi’y for aSing witji fo much rigour, which would involve the innocent 
’with the guilty, and ftill leave if doubtful on whom punifliment ought lobe 
inflitlSsd. Though I have deemed it improper to authorize Captain Maxwell to 
difarm b^e people,* in which I hojie for your approval, I have recommended to 

him 
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him to ufe every endeavour to difcover if any other perfons, and wno, were con- 
cerned with Baun Sing Roy and Shew Perlhaud Roy in their villainous attempts. 

The punilhment of Futteh Saw’s abettors within the diftriS of Huffy poor will 
doubllcl’s be produfliveof good confequences, by awing thofe who arefecretly at- 
tached to him •, but it is in vain to expefl his apprehenfion., whilft he receives 
protection in a neighbouring country. I am well informed that he is now in the 
dominions of Rajah Gheit Sing, and that hp has been there ever fincc he was, dri- 
ven out of Huffy poor by Lieutenant Hutchinfon in the month of February laft.

I HAD the honor tO' addre&you yefterday from Lora, and I now advife you 
of my having this morning taken pofleffion of the fort ot Lutteefpoor, the 
'Rajah having evacuated it yefterday afternoon, and puflied acrofs the liiils to 
Bidjeygur with moft part of his followers. Thofe remaining, amounting to 
ab«ui fevePv-«»r^5dit hundred, followed liis example at my approach. I found 
Om. ^■ 'hifrPrcr.Lh who informs me the reft were inhumanly maffacred 

about the 4thinftant, that he received a wound, and pretended to be.dead, until 
the barbarous rafeal?. had quitted the place, and then he crawled out to the iiills 
^where he lay concealed for feveral days. It was unfortunate for me the Rajah cf- 
caped ; but the many difficulties I had to encounter rendered it impoffible to reach 
this e^Jicr. Thci roads from their badnefs have ftiakcn all my gun carriages fo 
much th^t it is necblTary for them to be taken to pieces, and have a thorough

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repair before they can leave this. I have given the neceffary orders refpe6Hng it 
I found here four guns of diflferent calibres. There appear to be a good many 
ftores* Particulars of them lhall be taken and forwarded with all exp^ition. I 
have alfo found a cohorn here, which was I believe taken ffom Mirzapoor; it 
feems in good order. Your letter of the 17th is juft arrived brought by the bear- 
er. Bundoo Khan has behaved much to my fatisfaQion in conducing the detach- 
ment. He was miftaken refpe&ing the dittance, as alfo the fituation of this place 
from the pafs mentioned, but I beg leave to recommend him to your notice. I 
hope the roads will be opened between this and Chunargur.

Hon’ble Sir, 

T HAD the honor to inform you of the evacuation of this place and my taking 

pofleflion the morning of the 21ft. At that time could only find four guns, 
but fince have difeovered five more, together with a large quantity of ftores, aniK^ 
ammunition. Every houfe almoft produces ftores or materials for making them. 

I have the honor to prefent you inclofed a return of the killed and wounded of 
my detachment on the morning of the 20th near Lora, in an aSion with a party 
of the Rajah’s troops to the .number of about 2000 of all forts, with their g|ins. 
Their lofs amounted in killed and wounded to near two hundred. The guns 
fell into my hands, together with the ftores attached to them, which for want 
of carriage I was neceflitated to deftroy, having rendered ufelcfs and buried them.' 

Yefterday morning I received orders from Major Popham to fend the ift bat- 
talion of the 6th regiment and the Vizecr’s body-guard to join him at Pateeta, 
and remain here with my regiment, the four guns and howitz, till further orders. ' 

I have great fatisfafiion in informing you that half an hour ago Gontoo Bau- ' 
boo and Mr. Barnett applied for and rece;vcd admifllon into the fort, having yefter- 
day morning been difmilled from Bidjeygur by the Rajah. Thsia^j^o gentle- 
men arc from fatigue of travelling and joy at their efca^p#«l^aph)ble 
ing further before to morrow, when 1 lhall give them all the afiftance in my 
powar towards forwarding them to Qiunar. 

The accompanying letters were found in an old houfe yefterday.

The officer is alfr) 
patic.tlarly inftrufled to affift the Rannee’s people in apprehending the Aume-en 
Pyararn? who, it m faid, is ftill lurhing in the town. Though this ftep exceeds

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my orders, I flatter myfclf it will meet with your approbation, as the delaying 
it till I could have received yoiir orders might have prove«l fatal to the tranquil- 
lity of tlic town, which feemed to require the immediate appearance of fome per- 
fon on the part of Government. The inhabitants of this place arc returning faft, 
and the Rannee acquaints me, that the people, whofe names I trouble you with 
in the inclofcd lift, have all fent offers to her of coining in immediately ; an<t. 
flic requefts me to beg you will be plcafed to let her know whom you would chufe- 
her to receive, as ftie will not venture to give any of them affurances of her pro- 
teftion without your previous approbation. I requeft to be favoured with your 
commands on this head, and will now only take the liberty of adding that I think 
the people in general feem to be fcnfible of their error, and that the tranquillity 
of the country may foon be reftored.

That WHEREAS Rajah Cheit Sing by ' 
many afts of rebellion and perfidy, and the murder of a number of Englilh Offi- , 
cers. Sepoys, and other dependants of the Government of the Company, who 
were unarmed, has totally forfeited his right to the Zemeedary of Banari; &c, 
and become amenable to the jufticc of the Company; it is thg»fe^i!t&^ jenov^ 
and proclaimed that Cheit Sing, and his brother Soojaim STng ami their depen- 
dants liave from this period no further right or intereft in the Zemeedary of the 
faid Province ; and all the Zemeedars and Reyots are required to withhold their 
obedience and fubmifflon from him, otherwife they will be punilhfiiTacl'ording- • 
ly. AND WHEREAS, by the fedition of Cheit Sing, the country has fiillen 
into confufion and alarms, affurances of proteilion arc hereby ‘given to,me Ze-

mecdars and other inhabitants of this country ; and they are hereby invited to re- 
pair to their former places of rcfidence, and refume their ulual occupations in 
perfedl fecurity. AN D left any fliould entertain apprehenfions on account of their 
niifdemeanours, it is declared that the paft offences of all the inhabitants of this 
country who fliall*conlbrm to this order are pardoned. And further every Ze- 
mcedar and Aumil who lhall within the fpace of one month repair to the prefence 
of tlie Governor General, or to Major William Popham Gimmandcr of the Forces, 
in the field, and make their fubmiflion, lhall be pardoned ; and fuch as on ac- 
count of the diftance of the road, or any other valid reafon, cannot attend in 
perfon, muft fend their Vakeels lor this purpolc with proper credentials . BUT 
be it known, that the perfons of Cheit Sing and liis brother Soojaun Sing are ex- 
cepted from this pardon and the town of Goj)tegunge, the inhabitants of which 
have been particularly aflivc in this rebellion, and have committed many afls of 
fedition, and even bloodlhed on many of the dependants of this government, 
lhall be deftroyed, and the inhabitants thereof punilhed on a due enquiry in- 
to their crimes. Such j)erfons as availing themfelves of thefe troubles lhall have 
plundered and oppreffed the inhabitants of the city of Banaris, and fuch as lhall 
have committed murder on peaceable paffengers lhall be rendered accountable for 
the fame in the due courfc of juftice.

Hon’ble Sir, 

1 WAS honored laft night with your letters of the 24tli Inftant, and beg leave 
to affure you it is the fummit of my ambition to merit your approbation of 
my condufl, and. the compliment, you paid the troops whicli I fent you heighten- 
ed my fatisfa£lion with additional plealurc. In confequence of your letter of^he 
Jgth, defiring me to lialt at this place, I immediately ordered that part of m^ 
brigade that had crofted over the joofy to recrofs ; but in order to lofe no time,\ 
I fliall direflly march towards Lucknow, and agreeable to your direftions lhall 
dired Colonel Sir John Gumming to crofs immediately at Khaunpoor and' pro- 
ceed to Lucknow with two regiments and four guns ; and to comply with fuchi 
requifitions as the Nabob or the Refident make to him for afiftance to cftablifti*^ 
tranquillity in his excellency’s dominions: But I have the pleafure to inform you, 
that I learn: bwth. by letters written by gentlemen at Lucknow,, and from my in- 
telligence-writer there, that the commotions have fubfided, and they entertain- 
ed no alarm, but from the fituation of Ghunar ; and I am rea^ jy to conclu(Je' 
that the brigade’s halting here operated in fome raeafure to prodiSse t^tr^ood ef- 
fca : And, I am: now concerned I fent to you that extraiSl from, Mr. Blanc’s let- 
ter, as I apprehend it was written without a, right confit^ation. of circumr- 
ftanefe, and caufed you fome unneceflary alarm. Captain Law wilLfirofs the ri- 
ver to morrow niorning wiith.aU the cavalry fit toi&r,ve on a®ive farvice, andilt 
liave given him inftruflions toufe all expedition on his way dovjn toChunjifr. I 
lhalj'. merely ote this fide the water up. to Rhaunpoor. I will write to MlC Mid- 
dleton 
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dlofon to let me knowr if the alfiftance of my troops is wanted, and fhalJ be pre- 
pared to allbrd him any aid, either with my whole force or any part of it, Ihould 
llic detachment with Colonel Sir John Gumming not prove fafficient for qifcliing 
any dilltirbances in the Nabob’s country ; but in the prefentftate of the country 
I make no doubt oj Colonel Cumming’s force being enough. As the exigence of 
affairs does not feem now to be preffing, I have left it to Colonel Gumming’s 
option either to proceed with the detachment, or to go and command at the fta- 
tion of Futteh Ghur with the two regiments he has left there, till further or- 
ders from me.

Wifhing to reduce as^foon as 
pofiibie the encreafed expcnce attending the keeping in pay the body of Burkan- 
dazes raifed for the defence of thefe dittrifts, I had written to Govindram Mifler 
to fend them in here to receive the arrears that were due to them ; but previous 
to the receipt of my letter apian for attacking Futteh Saw’s intrcnchmcnts had 
been formed. They accompanied the battalion, and did not difa])pbint the ge- 
nerlil expe£)ation of their being ferviceable on the occ.alion ; for tliey diftinguilh- 
^ themfclves greatly. I received this morning another letter from Major Lucas, 
whprein be fays, “ don’t determine any thing about the Peons till you here from 
“ me again : There is fomething in agitation that may require their further 
“ fervices.” In confequence of this I have refolvcd not to- recal them immediate- 
ly, and hope you will approve of it.

I HAVE been favored' with your’s of the 1 6ih. By this Chuprah mufl be rclicv- 

■ ed fttam their fears of Futteh Saw, who I now find has got a nioft complete 
r drubbing. 
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drubbing, and had a very narrow efcape himfelf ; for, contrary to cuftom, he 
was in Jiis trenches, but walked olF on feeing us advance fo firmly. When he 
arrived on the banks of the Jerry he mounted a favourite horfe, who was alarm- 
ed at the fire, and had nearly thrown his mafter into the river, who was obliged 
to difmount and get upon an elephant, and had juft got clear with about twenty 
or thirty favorites, when my grenadiers and fome of Durjoo Sing’s jDeople arriv- 
ed at the river, whofe depth or rapidity did not prevent their following imme- 
diately and, had they known the Ihort diftance the Rajah had got in proper time, 
it is more than probable he would have fallen into our hands. His lofs in killed 
and wounded from every account feems to be nearly 300. Moft of his principal 
men fell in the trenches ; Sittabarie, and a commandant formerly in the Nedjeeb 
battalion, faid to be fent liere by Gheit .Sing, ‘and his colours taken ^ befides fevc- 
ral others whofe names I do not recollefl. From the number of Matchlocks, 
'I'ulwars, &c, &c, picked up by our followers in the Jungles about, and in the 
river ( which is confirmed by fome Fakeers who ftood on the banks) many of them 
inufl have perilhed therein, as it was barely fordable in a particular fjX)t, and 
very rapid. It is fuppofed he had 3000 men in the trenches, and that he has not 
been able yet to collet! 300, fo that his overthrow muft, I hope, be now com- 
pleated. I'he lines we attacked muft not be deemed common temporary in- 
trenchificnts ; the rampart at the baftion was about 14 feet high from the out- 
fidc, and it is very evident the whole was intended as' a fort, wlyrh in a liy’- 
time would have proved very troublefome. His headmen often urged a night 
attack, which we expetlcd for fome time, and have not been able to ftrip fince 
we left Suvan ; fo that it became abfolutely necdlary to dillurbthis troublefome 
neighbour, which I had determined Ihould take place on the arrival of the gem. 
Enclofed is a final 1 Iketch. I had proceeded with my battalion to cl.d. where .we 
received a fevere fire, which neither the gun nor platoons could flacken. Hfere 
1 was joined by the Aumil, who pointed out tlie ford j. on which I formed th^ 
plan ol attacking the baftion with the gun and Durjoo Sing, while Captain Bruce 
advanced with his battalion through the Jungle, fo that the trenches were ftorm- 
ed at each end withtqual fuccefs, and at the fame inftant. Poverty feemed to 
reign among them, for 1 faw nothing but a few temporary huts, and nothing^ 
worth mentioning has been picked up. 

To morrow I march about 5 cole N.E. to a fufpedled place, and hope to be 
enabled to return to Burragong in a few days. The Aumil has behaved very wcU 
on every occafion. 

I hope you are truly fenfiblc of the elfential fervice performed by the Burkan- 
dazes, who have fuffered exceedingly, and hope they may receive fome, mark of 
favor.

Hircarrahs are fent to all quarters. No intelligence of the ^nenty as ^t, nor

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do I fuppofe t\iey will be eafily found. 

I find our Sepoys have not fuffered as much as I expeQcd, only 20 wounded, 

one fince dead, and two or three in danger.

No. 124,. R A N S L A TVO M of a Idler found in Lulleefpoor the 6ih of 
Otiobcr, and forwarded to' the Governor General by Captain Thomas Blair. 

O N thurfday after my arrival at Banaris from Buxar I went to Shcwal- 
lah-ghaut, with a view of reprcfcnting to you feveral circuinflanccs which 
I had learned concerning the oj)p.)nfc party ; but as they had got in before me, 
I was deprived of an opportunity of feeing you. I was prefent at the jdace where 
your friends and people were fitting, and where they alTemblcd together •, and 
vthen. you went into the boat, notwilhftanding it was my earneft defirc to have 
accompanied you, yet I had no opportunity of doing it. The enfoing day the 
paflage of boats to and fro was entirely obllrufled, and I was afraid to fend you 
^teliigence from this plaje, left the letter fliould have fallen into the hands of 
—They remained alterwards four days at this place with a lew men ; 
and if you had tlien attempted to retaliate on them, you would certainly have 
taken two pigeons in one trap. But as all your a 61 ions are accompanied with good 
fortune, there is no doubt but the enemy will be foon overcome. For two days 
the Hircarrahs of the oppofite party came to my houfe to make emjniries ; but 
by ithe bitfling of God no ill confequence enfued. Now that you have taken 
t^is heavy burthen upon yourfelf, you muft truft entirely in God, and fliew on 
^11 occafions the utmoft fortitude. The alliance of feveral Chiefs at a time like this 
is 'fery neceftary, and may be ealily accompliflied ; Yet you muft avoid forming 
any connexion with a Chief of fneh confequence as may afterwards himfelf at- 
tempt pn iuteiTerencc in your allairs. Whatever orders you give muft proceed 
from your own deliberation. I am at prefent perleflly idle here, and I am v^ery 
folicitous of an interview with you, that I may in perfon communicate to you 
my opinions on feveral points which have occurred to me. By a letter from Bul- 
wunt Bow, I underfland that you wilh me to inform myfelf concerning tlic ar- 
rivai*of Hyder Beg, and to write you on the fubjedh I will afl'urcdly make 
every neceflat} enquiry both about Ilyder Beg, and the Nabob Aflof-ud-Dowlah, 
and communicate to you the refult. I have already fent confidential perfons to 
both, Nqiid whatever I may in confequence learn lhall be communicated you 
hereafter^ Mean while the matter is briefly this : You muft never entertain 
* hopes of the attachment of Hyder Beg. His whole ftrength and power depend on 
the oppofite party. Yet it is proper you Ihould attempt to conciliate the favour 
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of the Vizeer, by telling him that you arc defirous of reprcfcntmg fevcral cir« ' 
cumftances to him, that you wilh to perfuade him to detach himfelf from the op- 
potitc. party, and to rofume his former authority over you. Without knowing 
your fcntimcnts on this fubjedt it is not ii^my power to aft fo of mylelf. 

It is however at all events advifeable, that if the ViStecr fhould entirely embrace 
the other party, you Ihould neverthclefs wait up6n him perfonally, and repre- 
Icnt .to him whatever you may deem advifeable. I beg you will believe ine to 
be in every refpeft firmly attached to you. h^ajor Hannay with one battalion 
has left Gooruckpoor, and letters have been fent to Khaunpoor for troops from 
thence •, you fhould therefore retaliate on them as foon as poflible. If Hyder Beg 
without your confent fhould attempt to join the oppofite party, it is proper you 
fhould ftation a fuitable force on this fide of the fort of Ghunar to prevent his 
croffing the river. Ycfterday BajahGobind Ram and Lalla Bucheraje went 
and had an interview with Hyder Beg. What more fhall I fay ? The objeft of 
Hyder Beg is certainly to manifeft his attachment to the oppofite party. 

No. 125. To Edward Wheler Efq; 

Sir, 

M y continuance in this quarter and the events which have liappeh’dQ’havc 
given me an opportunity of becoming acquainted with the fituation of the 
troops beyond the provinces^ and lam concerned to fay that in their equipment 
they are extremely defedtive, particularly in fmall arms and accoutrements. 
The laft fupplics fent from Fort William to Ghunar arc entirely expended, the 
indents from the Board upon the magazine there having exceeded the whole 
quantity originally fupplied. Major Popham’s detachment is indeed amply fuV 
nifhed ; but thofe under Colonels Gumming and Muir arc very deficient. I l^vc\ 
not been informed of the condition of Colonel Morgan’s brigade, but am afraid 
it is not much fuperior to that of the others. 

I cannot afeertain the prccife quantity of arms and artillery which may be re- 
quired, nor is it material ; but the ncceflity of having in ftore at Ghunar fuch a , 
f’upply as may be equal to the demands of any probable fervice on this fide of the 
Garamnaffa is evident, and the immediate want of them is prefling. I there- 
fore eamettly intrcat your immediate orders for tranfporting fuch a proportion 
of fmall arms and accoutrements and of field artillery, twelve an^ fix-pounders, 
as may be adapted to this fervice, and can be fpared from Fort Wiliam ?nd the 
provinces, by water before the fwelling of the river fobfides.‘

T WAS only ycllerday favored by the receipt of your letter of the 3d Inftaiit. f 

have for fome days paft' oeen colleding the papers which have been ihro^trh 
out in the ftreets an<l houfes\ this place. 

I have the pleafure to affurcyou, that the trouble I have taken to collect I lie 
Reyots of the Pergunnahs of Lu|teefpoor and Fatcela has been attended with fuc- 
cefs. In moft of the villages I have deftributed fmall flags, and given them Bee- 
tle, and a Hircarrah, and to fonie a Sepoy to proted and encourage them. I'he 
Reyots are again employed in their fields ; but few or none of the Zemeedars or 
Aumilshave yet come in. I exped the late rain which we have had will, with 
the favorable report of the Reyots, induce them to return to their former habita- 
tions. You may be alTured that nothing fliall be wanting on my part to proted 
and encourage them. The Aumils of Lutteefpoor and Patecta fliall have every 
a'fliftance which 1 can polfibly give them. 

In the Jungles, a little diftance from this, I have dilcovered a fmall fortified 
\j ace. in whi di it apjxtars^to me the Euroj)eans were put to death. Some of their 
bats, Ihoebrufhes and pieces of their coats were found in it. I have not been 
able to difeover any remains of their bodies. 

I fend you Shujah-ud-Dowlah’s agreement with the Rajah, which was found 
yefterday. I am colleding all tlic papers into one room. Two Moonftiees, who 
take Bauboo Owfan Sing’s name, came to take all the papers with them. As they 
„^ad no letter with them, I defired they would get a proper authority for taking 
pojfeflion of them before I could deliver them. 1 lhall be glad to be favored with 
your diredions refpeding them.

APPENDIX. 


It will be renicmberod that a principal object of my journey to thefe provinces 
was to, obtain and facilitate an interviewa i. Banaris withDewaugur Pundit, the 
Miniftcr of Rajah Moodajee Boollah, for th^ipurpofe of effefling a final adjuftment 
of the political concerns of our Government and that of Bera,r. The death of 
Dewaugur Pundit, the news of which reached me twj days before my arrival at 
Banaris, and which I regret with the moft fenfibl^onccrn, difappointed all the 
hopes which I had conceived of forming by his m/^ns a folid and lafting alliance 
with the court of Berar. 

I was attended in my journey from Calcutta lly Beneram Pundit, the Vakeel 
of Moodajee Booflah, with his brother BilTumb^r Pundit. The Vakeel, during 
his long rcfidcnce with me in that capacity, had given me conftant proofs of a 
finccre difpofition to promote the interefts of our Government, whilft he exerted 
himfelf to advance thofe of his matter. 

When I retreated from Banaris, Beneram Pundit and his brother, on the firft 
intelligence of my departure, followed, and unattended by a Angle fervant, joinejl 
me in the march, refitting all my rntreaties, and even injunflions, to return to 
Banaris, where their whole family refided, and where they might have remained 
in perfedl eafe and fecurity. ^ 

On my arrival at Chunar, I found myfelf in great and irremediable diftrefs for 
want of money. The troops were fomc four, and others five months in arrears ; 
and as Gheit Sing had the country on all fides at his devotion, 1 had not the fmall- 
ett profpeCl of obtaining fuj)plics, until the motion of our troops from dilferfcnt 
quarters fliouldopen a communication. It was with difficulty that I found means 
to raife fo fmall a fum as 2,500 Rujxies to dittribute among the Sepoys for their 
preffing neceffities. I mutt add, thougli foreign from my immediate fubje6l, that 
the Sepoys bore their dittrefi’es without expreffing the leaft impatience under 
them. 

Being accuttomed, from my experience of the intereft which Peneranl Pundit 
had always taken in the fuccefs- of our affairs, and as a kind of acknowledgment 
of it, to treat him with a greater freedom of communication than other perfons- ’’ 
in his fituation, I oceafionally mentioned to him, without any expe 61 ation or 
thought of obtaining any relief from him, the difficulties under which I labb’ured' 
for the want of prefent fubfittance. He inttantly, and with forae fagernefs, re- 

} )licd that his family at Banaris were in poffeffion of a Lack of Rupees collcfled in 
jxici^, of which he made me the inttant offer, propofing th?t a battalior/of Se- 
poys fhould be fent to bring it away ; his brother at the fame time offering to ac- ^ 
compay the efcort, and to deliver the money. I thankfully accepted the offer, 
and fliould have adopted the mode they recommended for oringing away t,he mo- 
ney, had I not been fearful of cxjxjGng their family to the vengeance of Gheit 

Sing ; 
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Sing •, and as my Dcwan had beerl^^t at Banaris, I hoped by his means to pro- 
cure the treafure to be tranfported toC^nar, and I received tlieir orders for the de- 
livery of it to him. But in this ex wll^ent I was difappointed, for the Dewan 
was fo concealed tl^at my Itltter could |o£ reach him, and Gopaul Dofs, the bank- 
er, through vvhofe agency tV inteneftd plan was to be eflcaed, was about the fame 
time apprehended and carri^a prifoncr to Lutteelpoor, where the Rajah redded. 
Neither could 1 at that timede^e any other contrivance to avail mylelf ol the aflill- 
ance which had been thus gencroufly prefled u])on me. When I returned to Ba- 
naris Beneram Pundit renewed the fame tender, and although my diflnds lor 
money was not then equal in ai>y degree to that which had belore j)ifmpted him 
to make it, I agreed to accept i(\ willing tofurniflian incomrovt rtiblc proof of 
his fmcerity in the firft offer, anti ftrengtlicn the tcftimoiiy wliich I have herein 
given of his fteady attachment to our Government. The whole fum amounting 
to one Lack of Banaris Sicca Rupees was received between the 301 h of September 
and tft of Oduber. I liave granted to Beneram Pundit a bond for the fame at the 
ufual rate of intereft, and in the ufiial form, except that it lias only my fignalurc 
t9 it. I hope and requeft that the Board will be jileafed to confirm it.

Ho’n’blc Sir, 

T DO mylelf the pleafurc to acquaint you with my progrefs fince 1 left Khaun- 

poor. 

\^ou no doubt heard of my fudden march from thence for the fafely of Luck- 
now, and a few days afterwards of my hally unexpefled march for the relief of 
^Lieut.* Colonel Hannay, whofe lltuation, from his letters tome and Mr. Middle- 
ton, was beyond defeription, and which authorized the march immediately nccef- 
fary. He was ftationed at Sakrora, about thirty cofe from Lucknow, and to 
get to him I had four unfordablc rivers or Nullahs to crofs ; and all the country 
almsfl: between the Goompty and Gogra had moflly revolted, and were alfem- 
bled in a very conliderable body, headed by many of the difafie£led Rajahs, which 
I had to renfovc before 1 could pollibly attempt to crofs the Gogra, in all which 
1 waswery fuccefsful, and relieved Lieutenant Colonel Hannay the 6th in the 
morni^ The reBels, who had occafioned fuch commotion in that country, and 
had occafioned him calling for afliftance, were then alfembled at Bopaul Ghaut 
on the banks of the Tecrah Nullah, which I was informed was fordable, and that 
they Were determinedJ[o maintain their ground. 1 halted a day, andgot an addi- 
^ lion 
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tion of two Six-pounders and two hundretteft the difaffeSed horfe. I marched, 
and fo^nd them pofted, as deferibed, acr/ cs the Nullah with two guns well fta- 
tioned for their defence, which they had’ ^i^en fome where or other. In this fi- 
tuation I advanced the grenadier companife' with tl e four guns, imm^iately 
to the banks of the Nullah with an intention to hav 4 ordered the grenadiers and 
two guns over ; but I found the intelligence wl^ I had received of its being 
fordable premature, and it might have been attcy!ued with that confequence that 
I might have fullered exceedingly. This was an uccident I could not forefee, and 
which took me nearly half an hour to correft, ii| finding out a place where there 
was the leaf! probability of fording, and at this^lace the tailed men could only 
get through. I then ordered the grenadiers \filh two guns down to the ford, 

( having prcvioully provided long and thick ropes to enable me to drag the guns 
through any Nullah where I might not meet with boats ) while the other tWo 
guns were covering their eroding. This obliged the whole to give way, leav- 
ing their guns and two tumbrils, with near one hundred fliotted cartridges &c, 
&c. From the fird of my arrival at the Ghaut, until tliey gave way, was near 
an hour. I had only two men killed and four wounded. 01 the enemy I found 
on the fpot between fixty andfeventy killed, and many more lay fcattered about 
at a didance, which they had endeavoured to carry off. The greater part of their 
wounded were likewife moved away, owing to the (jifficulty and delay that 1/ 
met with in getting acrofs tlic Nullah. They are a fet of the1t.Cy.”..-wbd*.‘:dte 
])eoplc I ever met with ; for fuch of the wounded as were not taken away refufed 
the allidance which I oficred them. Could I have poffibly got acrofs fooner, and 
the horfemen had recovered from their panic, there mult have been very great 
carnage. 

It is impodible to afeertain their numbers, it was fuppofed they confided often 
thoLifand and upwards, horfe and foot ; but the irregular manner in which thef 
were drawn up prevents my forming any judgement. ». 

This circumdance of the intelligence refpe^ting the ford was unfortunate ; 
liowcver, I have taken care in providing fuch people, as will inevitably prevent 
the like happening again. They were natives of this country, and I am almod 
certain it was done on purpofe, for the HirCarrahs that carried me to the Ghaut 
I have not feen fince. 

To deferibe to you the fituation of Colonel Hannay’s own Sepoys, and whidh 
called me to his relief and allidance, I fuppofc you will be acquainted with either 
by hipifelf or from Mr. Middleton ; and, as I have entered upon the re^'Ioring 
this country, and a regiment will be necelTary, I beg the favor I may pJt be re- 
lieved.

I SAAC EATON, Major of lifantryin thefervice of the United Company of 
Merchants of England tradinj to the Eaft Indies makclh oatli and faith, that 
the annexed papers refpeftivcly marked * Num. I. B. C. D. E. and F. are, as 
they purport to be, copies of letters rcfpcdively written and received by this de- 
ponent, and that he did believe, from the belt information which he had received 
at the time of writing the letters purporting, to be written by him this deponent, 
that the fubjeft matter thereof was true, ahd ftill believes the fame to be true. 
A^D'this deponent further faith that he hath at diverfe times written fcveral 
Perfian letters to the Rajah Cheit Sing, containing complaints of a like nature, 
^^nd that he hath not to this hour been able to procure redrefs from the faid Ra- 
either on jjccount pf the complaints contained in the annexed letters, or in 
the laid Pefhan letters ; that the faid Rajah had at different times inveigled tlie 
Sepoys under the command of this deponent to defert, and enter into his fervice, 
and that, from the general conduft of the faid Rajah and his people, this depo- 
nent verily believes the faid Rajah wasdifaffefled to tlie Englilh Government and 
wiflied the fubverfion of the fame.

the company, or oHige me, I lhall here ,^?fition tl^e heads, of two pr three cir- 
cumfl,inces I have had occafion to writ(r'i3 them upon^* About fixteen or eigh- 
teen months ago, a boat with two twe^ilfjflpor-poo^ers, b(;longing to the Ho- 
norable company going to Ghunar, wasiynk a little abovq Beerpoor, on the 
ground belonging to the village of Scerpoor. In co^quence I applied to the Zc- 
incedar of Beerpoor to aflift me in endeavourinff \m weigh the boat, at the fame 
time promifing a reward to fuch people as he coulfl let me have. Inftead of com- 
plying with niy requqft he returned me an infment anfwer faying, he had feen 
viany Fririgees^ who was he? (meatiitig me) that hi was Rajah Bahadre's fervant, mt 
ai}d wo^lfl therefore give me tg) ajfjlance vdttnut his ordm. 

I then wrote to the Fougedar of Imapip^bad, who made a fliew of affiftance 
by fending thirty, or forty men- A? they could be of little or no ufc, I collefl- 
cd together from Buxar and l^Qwipoor as many as I poffible could, with whom 
I went and examined the fpol, and found it impraflicable from the rapidity of the 
river at that time to weigh the gucls, had I been fupplied with the number of 
people required. On my making known to the Board the impoflibility of thfir 
then being got at, I was ordered to fix a buoy to the boat, apd poll a ^uard on 
the banks, neareft to the place, in order to prevent its being cut away, in hopes 
the courfe of the river might alter fufljciently this li :i|bn to admit of their beins 
taken u^i. I gave the command of the guard to a Naick, who fcrr npj-ly rpfi alCa 
at the village of Scerpoor, as I thpught him the likelieft perfon to get the aflift- 
ance of the country people when I might want them. The Naick came to me 
about a month, or fix weeks ago, and informed me, the buoy and maft were cut 
away in the night by fomc of the Mullahs cither of Scerpoor, Beerpoor,’ or 
Barrow ; that if I would permit him to go and refide amongft thofc people for 
a week or a fortnight, he would find out who cut it away, and by what authorivy, 
as he had rcafon to fufped the dilferent Zeineedars ; having previoufly heard thai 
fuch 3, thing was in agitation. I permitted him to go, and in ten days he return- 
ed, and informed me two Mullahs belonging to one of the villages told him they 
knew the people ; but it was as much as their own and their families lives wer^^ 
worth to divulge it, as the Zemeedars had threatened the life of any perfon who 
fliould inform the Fringees •, adding, the guns would be ufeful to themfelves, 
as the Englih would not polTefs the country long. 1 wrote to the Fougedar-' 
BucktSing Toukaury of Serinja Pergunnah, and Mcer Auflin Ally of Imaum- 
abad Pergunnah to deliver up the Mullahs cf the different villages, at lealt' thpfe 
who had cut away the Buoys. In confequence I obtained an ord^r on the Ze- 
meedars and Gutwalls for their being delivered up-, but the Cutwall of Imaum- 
abadVefufed, faying he did not know me ; that if I wanted them or a^ thing 
elfe I fhould fight him for it before i Ihould have it. At the fame tiraeKfi)lleSin|' 
a mpb, he drew his fword and made a cut at one of my people, which he dcr ' 
fended with his firelock or would moll probably have bicn killed. Upon this 
being reported to me, I fent a party of Sepoys with oWers not to make any 

'y difturbance, 
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idifturbance, but if any refiftance Wi|kjjnadc, to bring the Cutwall a prifoncr tomie. 
Before the Sejx)ys could £et there tlJe i^Allahs were fcnt, but thofe who gave the 
information to the Naick^nd which. '’^Ve the people I wanted, were not imong 
number. Upon my e^uiring^(i^rethey were, I was told that one was dead 
id the other gond to Calcutta, -t 

The pra^ife of drawing ihtir fwords upon my people is very frequent wlien- 
rer I have occalion to fend theiji into the country citlier for provilion bamboos, 
raw, or any other article I imy want for my garrilbn, or tlio troops under my 
>mmand, althougli I write to Lem in the molt polite and civil mam er for the 
nallcft article, and never fuffer any perfon under me to take tlie value of a draw 
'^ithout paying for it ; notwithhanding which they will not fujiply me with a- 
y thing by confent ; but on the contrary abufe my people in the mofl grols man- 
er, and frequently when the gentlemen belonging to thisftalion Iia\ c font their 
rvants to purchafe things, they have been beat in a mofl cruel manner. 

The Zemcedars of Narainpoor, Bcerpoor, and Choufah make a common i)rac- 
fe of-ftopping boats, although they have regular rowannahsand pafs-jiorls iicm 
Dvernment. On my fending to know the reafons for their detaining tlicm, they 
lake ufe of llie mofl difrefpeflful invc 61 ives againfl llie Uomjiany and me; par- 
f.ularly the ^emeed.-u cA Narainpoor, who not long ago confined one of the 
hoWdrib ot Duxar for nineteen days in irons, and made him pay for another 
lan fifty-three Knpets. Upon my writing him on the fubjefl; to know why he 
mfined him, he drew liis fword on the Sepoy I fent, and returned a verbal anfwer, 
lat if tlie Chowdry came on his fide tlic river he would cut his nofc and cars off, 
id make liiin pay as much more. 

^Indeed, from the many inflances I have experienced of the infolcnce of the fe- 
eral Zemcedars, and the many complaints I have made to their different Fouge- 
irs of tliem, I have every rcafon to believe they are encouraged by them. 
tail therefore confider myfelf obliged by your procuring for me from the Rajah an 
rder for fuch articles as 1 may have occafion for, on my paying the cuflomary 
rice, as by that means it will prevent any further trouble.

'I'hc contents 
were to requeft he would fend two or three Dookaundars with grain See, Sec. for 
the ufe of Captain Crawford’s detachment. The Zemeedar at the fame time made 
ufe of the groHcft abufe againft me and the people I fent, telling them, he could 
raife four hundred men, that if the Fringetf wanted any thing, they Jhould fight for it. 
This kind ofconduR, if not foon put an end to, will be produflivc of bloodlhed, 
for, it is impolfible in my fituation, let what will be the confequcnce, to fulfer 
it, or the people under my command will be fpit at as they pafs through llie 
country, and, myfelf inlulted at my fort gates.

Sir, 

I HAVE received your different favors, and have feen the Perwannah whicli 1 
am afraid will have little or no effefl, as the whole country feems to be in a 
Hate of ferment. So lately ago as the 14th inftant three gentlemen, who were 
^proceeding to join the army, were infulted by the Zemeedar of Ikerpoov, whb 
Ai-^t only bcat^iind-baiiied^heir fervants and afterwards robbed them, but cut one 
of the gentlemen with a 'I’ulwar acrofs the forehead, and other parts of tlie body, 
in fo dangerous a manner that he was font off from Buxar yefterday morning, to 
have the affiflance of the medical gentlemen at Patna ; but as there is every ap* 
peaVance of a fra^lure I am much afraid he will not recover. The other two gen* 
tlemcn, after this fliocking accident, returned here, and propofe remaining with 
nje until they hear of Mr. Baflet (the gentlefnan wounded ) whetlier he recovers. 

Jioth the gentlemen fliy the ftrokc was made by the Zemeedar himfclf; upon 
which I immediately difpatched a Sergeant and thirty .Sepoys, who are jufl now 
yeturned, having brought along with them a parcel of black fellows from Bc^- 
poor ; *but as I have not as yet had time to enquire into the particulars, I arr un- 
certain whether the ferutiny will be attended with the defired fuccefs. I cm, 
however, refolvcd td keep the ]:)eople I already have in confinement prifoners un- 
til I am able to get to the bottom of this infamous affair. I requeft you will in- 
form.-^he^ Rajah of my refolution, that he may take the proper fteps to liave it 
cleared up.' 

' As 'ffhis is not the only inftance of the daring and rebellious fpirit of the natives 
in Clieii'-Sing’s dillrifls, the inclofcd will fliew you .a new fpecies of fraud, and 
extor.tion committed by Myup Sing the Paranparah Zemeedar, who takes upon 
hirafelf the colleiSion r)f duties on boats palling his flation. The Serang, from 
whom/hc fqueezed mo’iey, has given me the inclofed account of the matter drawn 
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u^y himfelf, and to w-liicl^ I refer

Gentlemen, ' 

A S I have ever confidered it as an eflentiaydoty incumbent on me, as com- 
manding a( lliisftation, to give every information in my power refpedting 
the ])ro[)er and regular manner of diftributing jufticc, and preventing oppreflRve 
afls and irregularities to thcHon’ble Board, I have embraced this opportunity of 
communicating a piece of intelligence, which from the flagrant circuniftances 
and daring fpirit of the natives in this part of tlie world, requires the moll feri- 
ous attention of the Hon’ble Board. ^ 

So very lately as the i'4th of the current month, three gentlemen, viz. Enlignr 
Irvine,' Horne, and Ballet being on their way to join the army, were flopped/ 
by thefe freebooters at Beerpoor, a village diftant froi'ii Bu 3 ;a. nn lv three 
The Zeniccdar at the head of a numerous gang endeavored and was very aflidu- 
ous in picking a quarrel with the gentlemen’s fervanis, two or three of whom 
they cut down with Tulwars, and afterwards robbed a baggage boat. Not yet 
fatisfied with fuch cruel and barbarous treatment, the Zcinecdar ( as two of the 
gentlemen inform me) made a flroke at Mr. Balfet wiih a Tulwar, and cut him 
fo defperatcly acrofs the forehead and other parts of the body, that he was brought 
back to Bu.xar, and immediately font away to Patna io have the afliftance of the 
medical gentlemen at the ftation, though with very little hopes of recovqrjr. 
The other gentlemen are at prefont witli me waiting the ilTue. Immediately on 
ftxeiving the above fliocking account, I difpatchcd a Sergeant and thirty Sepoys 
in quell of the ofienders, and yefterday the detachment returned, and brought a 
number of people prifoners along with them, which I wijl lofo no time in ex- 
amining, and taking every other flep necell'ary to get to the bottom of fo daring • 
an infult. So foon as I am able to inveftigate the matter thoroughly I will 
take the earlicfl opportunity of addrefling the Honorable Board with the.«efalt'pf 
my enquiry. 

As this is not the only inftance of the daring and inlblen,t, I may alip6fl fay 
rebellious, fpirit of the natives in almoft every diflriS of Gheit Sing’s ce^’ntry, I 
have officially made repeated applications to Mr. Fowke. the Refident at Bana- 
lis, to reprefent thefe grievances to the Rajah, but hithevto without efie^. *

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General Coote likew^e addrcfled''Mr\F'Owkc in confequence of my complr^nt, 
a copy ol which I fend il^plofed, alio Mi'l Fowke’s anfwer lo the General. Some 
&ort time alterwards I had a lecond '.x:cafion to addrefe Mr. Fowke on a Iccond- 
infull, a co])y of \7hich I likewife iiiclofc you with. his reply. 

Since writing the above I have juft had a third complaint preferred to me a-' 
gainft thefe people by a Serang, that was flopped by Myup Sing the Paranparah 
iUemeedar, who threatened to nurder him if he did not immediately pay 100 Ru- 
pees'duty on a boat belonging to Major Duff, which he at that lime had charge 
of and was condufling to the Pr^:fidency. The account, as wrote by the Serang 
himfclf, and delivered by him ic’ me, I have inclofed for your perufal. All thefe 
circumllances properly confideretl will evidently llicw the great neceffity there 
is of fpeedily falling upon forae means to put a flop to fucli outrageous condufl, 
as at prefent their is no fafety for the traveller either by land or water.

W ILLIAM PALMER, Major in the fervicc of the Honorable the 
Eaft India Company in Bengal, maketh oath and faith, that about the 
latter end of the month of June laft the Hon’ble Warren Haftings Efq-, Gover- 
nor General of Bengal difcourfing with this dc|joncnt on the fubjed of his intend- 
cd journey lo Banaris and Luckiiow, declared one of the principal objedls of it to 
be, to exa£l from Rajah Cheit Sing a line or contribution of fifty Lacks of Ru- 
pees, as a punifliment for breach of engagements with the Government of Ben- 
gal, and lor aSs of mifeondufl in his Zemeedary. The Governor GenGr,aJ 
^further declared to this deponent, that he knew the ability of the Rajah to 
eontriT)ute fneh a fum to the exigencies of Government, and that he the Governor 
General was determined to convert the faults commit ted by the Rajah into a pub- 
lic benefit. ''1 he Governor General further declared to this deponent, in the fame 
converfation, that an offer from the Rajah, but indireflly, had been made lo him 
ef twTjrity Lacks of Rupees for the public fervicc as a retribution for his failure 
of enga^^emepts ; but that he the Governor General was refolvcd lo infift upon 
_jjic f^rfl mentioned fum of fifty Lacks of Rupees, and if the Rajah fliould abfo- 
.liTfely refufe the demand, that he the Governor General would deprive himHjf his 
Ze^etl^ry, or transfer the fovereignty thereof to the Nabob Vizeer.

To the Hon’ble Warren Haftings Efq 
Hon’ble Sir, 

I N obedience to your commands conveyed to me through Major Palmer, I 
ftiall endeavour to repeat as well as I can remember the purport of what you 
were pleafed to inform me before your departure from Calcutta of your intenti- 
ons regarding Glieit Sing ; but as fo long an interval has fince elapfed, my recol- 
leQion, which has never been ftrengthened by a ilommunication, muft neceflarily 
be fomewhat imperfed. < 

After enumerating fome of the refources which you expefled to find up the 
country for the relict of tlie Company’s exigencies, you mentioned to me the con- 
du6l of Cheit Sing. 

You obferved that lie owed his elevation to the Company ; that he was allo>V- 
ed to enjoy a very confiderable income, the revenue exaQed from him being much 
inferior to the produce of liis difirifls, and that his territories were maintained 
and defended by the Englith army ; that on thofe con.^der.atir>t)s it had been rec- 
koned equitable that he fiiould contribute on an emergency to the luppofT df^ars 
carried on by tliat Government under which he held his Zemeedary, and to which 
he was indebted for its proteQion. Accordingly you mentioned that a fum had 
been demanded from him , that after fome dillicultics he had agreed to pay it at 
a certain period ; that trufting to his promifes you had made an affignment on 
him for the ufe of Colonel Camac’s detachment ; and that Colonel Camac rely- 
ing on his pun^luality had returned a bill for a lefs fum which had been font to 
him by Mr. Middleton ; but that this confidence had nearly proved fatal to the 
detachment, and adually did prove the caufc of retarding the expedition ; that 
Clicit Sing, in fpite of all the reprefentations which were made to him, delayed 
fo long the promifed jiayment that the officers of the detachment were reduced 
to the ncceffity of lelling their plate •, that you therefore deternained to call him 
to an account, and oblige him to make an atonement for ills condufl in this in- 
fiance, and the want ol attachment he had in general lliewn to our government, 
by paying a confiderable fum of money to the relief of the Company’s exiggacies; 
that if he confented, you were defirous of eftablilhing his polfeffion pu the mdft 
permanent and eligible fooling, but if he refufed you had in your power to raife 
a lar^c fum for the Company by accepting of an offer which had been mas^i? 
his diftrid by the Vizeer. You minuted the particulars of Cheit Sing’j.^' 
in an account which you drew up in Calcutta of the ftate of the different' p^ers • 
of Hindottan, though I do not believe that in that pape^* you expreffed the in- 
tentions you had formed : And I remember you told me that you had commu- 
nicated • 
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nicated to Mr. Wheleii your intcntioi'^s regarding Cheit Sing, and I beli/vc 
{ though I cannot poiitiyely recolleft ) you faid he had concurred in them.

Chief Jufiice. Sir Elijah. Impty November 26th 1781. 

W H E N I arrived at the Seray of Saumee the Gov. Gcneral Mr. RaOings 
was in the Fort ot Chunar. I was detained at the .Ser^hy the fwelling 
of-the River Burnau. The Vakeel of the Rajah Cheil Sing came to me, and dc- 
Kvered to me thus the meftage of the laid Rajah. “ 1 (Cheil Sing) have not 
in any manner dtlicicnt in my obedience to the genilemen ol high rank ( llie 
“ Englilh) . The Governor General arrived at Banaris : At tlie inftigation of 
“ OwlanSing Mr. f/I ark ham brought two companies, and put me in arrefl. A- 
“ bout twelve o’clock my peojile, flretching forth tlieir hands, brought me out 
“ from thence. For the fafety of my life I came toRamnagur, and from thence 
“' to Ec^tti^fpoor. After that, a force came from Chunar to Ramnagnr. Ow- 
“ ftm Si,ng wanted to feize upon Ramnagur. My people flood ujion their de- 
yC : An engagement followed, and the troops of the Governor General were 
•, w, wA I ana now determined not to pafs by ought which may be in my jjow- 
Do you (i.e. this deponent) write thus to the Vizeer of tlie em- 
“ ‘pvvy that if fupporf is given to me, 1 will colled together an hundred thou- 
“ fani^mcn ; P will go even to Calcutta; and I will totally annihilate the En- 

glilli 
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“ \jlifli Government. ” I replied-to the Vakeel, ‘ that this condu^f, and ihefe de- 
clarations would be produQive ol evil to the Kajah. W/icn the Gimpanics came 
to coiv-line tlie Rajah, helhould have gone that moment' to the Governor General. 
People lay that he helitated whether Jie Ihould or not attend the Governor. If 
the Governor General had had any intentions towards him. He would have call- 
ed together the Company’s Ibrces wlio were ftationed in diderent parts. To what 
purpofe was it to come alone to Banaris ? Or he would have feized him upon the 
road. Such intentions on the part ol the Governor General, Inim this retrofpec- 
tion, are not to be conceived. It a maftcr and a ruler exerts his authority, ftill 
there is no caufc lor fear and apprchenlion. On thefe fubjedts, with which you 
are unacquainted, I will communicate circumftitntes as they are. His Highneft 
is, in his life and in his fortune, joined and united with the Company and the 
Englilh gentlemen ; the whole of his dominions is from them, (or, is theirs) nor 
does he with that there Ihould be any dillin^lion betwtxn his and theirs. Such 
regard, more efiiccially, does he jiay to the lirm and perfl d fricndlhip which al- 
ways fubfilltd between the Governor General and his Highnefs the late Nabob, 
that he never will be led to deviate, even thit point of a hair, from the fentimenti 
.and willtes of the Governor. As loon as his highnds hears thcle things, he will 
march immediately wjth his Ibrccs to meet Mr. Haflings. Kolwithllanding the 
Governor General lias rcpiatcdly written to the Vi/cer to forbid him, yet his, - 
Highnefs will now conic on his own determination. The Englilh forces too are 
near at hand; They will fptedily arrive, and the punillTment will be feverc. It 
is not well fiir the Rajah ; lie will be torn u]) by the very roots. To tlirealen 
alfo that which is out ol his jxiwer to execute is imjiroper. The rank of the Rajah 
is nothing more than that of a Zemeedar. No one will pay regard to his attempts, 
and a fmall force will be fufficient to chaftize him. Far better will it be for him 
, to lay afide fucli thoughts as tlide, to implore pardon of the Governor General, 
to give up hi§ forts, and fend back to him the boats and the whole of the bag- 
gage ; or rather, it would be better that he himfelf fliould go, alone and with 
his ha'ids bound, into the prcfcncc of the Governor. ’ * 

Again he brought this meflage from the Rajah. “ I can no longer rely with' 

“ faiciy on the Englilh. If you fay thus, do you interpofc, obtain pardon for 
“ my faults, and take upon yourfelf to fettle the fubfidy.” Ufaid in reply, ‘ Your ,, 
crimes have been too great. You have attacked the troops of the Company.- I 
cannot prefume to take upon myfelf to fettle your affairs, and to obtainjp3.rdon 
for your crimes. If you have aSually refolved on a change of condu£l„> .cturn the 
boats and the baggage, and give up Ramnagur, Lutteefpoor and Part eeta. Sup- 
ported by fuch proofs, I will once endeavour to obtain a pardon for you..ii?j^v»- 
grant or to refufc will reft with the Governor General.' The"perfon who hr? 
the meflage laid in anfwer, “ I’he intentions of the Rajah are to feize ttpe^ihe • 
fort of Qiunar, and to extend his government as far aafCa^cutta, and yw tell 
liini to .deliver up Ramnagur, Lutleefpoor and Pateeta ! Tfaid, ‘ TA^n tire 

1 \ 
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Rajah, It appears, afplrcs to the empire ; yet his rank is only that of a Zcinec- 
dar ! Thefc attempts will draw down deftruftion upon him ; he will be oiirpa- 
led in a moment.’ After this converfation he promifcd to return the boats but 
he never performed his promife. An animofity to all the Englilh plainly and 
evidently appeared from the language of the Rajah’s Vakeel. He repeatedly faid 
that he would go even to Calcutta, and that he would expel the Englilh nor 
would he be deficient in ought which he had the power to execute. When he 
found that he had nothing to hope from my interpolilion, he began to ad hollile- 
ly towards me alfo. He denied me boats to crofs the Burna, and he diredt d llie 1 1 ibc 
ofGurkbunfee to attack me in the night. During the few days that I continued 
there, we were obliged to keep ourfelves ready for adion, and be ujxm our guard 
day and night. In the neighbourhood of Jounpoor tlie people of tlie Rajah woun- 
ded feveral of tlie ftragglers belonging to the cavalry in hjs IJighnels’s fervice, 
who were coming to join me, and carried off’fome horfes. And the peojile lla- 
tioned at Azumgur, who came in to me, fet forth, that Nadir Shah the fon of 
Azum Shah, Zemeedar of Azumgur, which was formerly under the government 
of’Cheit Sing, had by diredionsfrom the Rajah gone to Azumgur and raifed dif- 
turbances. And the Vakeel of Gheit Sing, in thecourfc of his converfation, faid, 
V that the Rajah had fent forces towards the Carrarnnafla, and even to the walls of 
^Patna, and that l etters wgj -e gone to the King, to Nujjuf Khan, and to Sindiah. 
ZaulimSing, tormcriy expelled from Amurdeh, was at Budlapoor in the govern- 
ment of Cheit Sing. He alfo went to Amurdeh in the territories of the Nabob, 
and raifed difturbances. It appears that the jieople of Budlapoor accompanied 
Zaiilim Sing. Such were the reports communicated to me by the people of that 
place. Finding it impradicablc to crofs the Burna, where 1 was, without boats, 
I mfirched from thence, and croflingrhigher up, where the river was fordable, I 
proceeded to join the Governor Geneivtl. ^ '>4 

This account of what I heard^'and of what I faw, I have truly and faithfully 
j^latcd. There may be a difference between the idioms of the Hindolfan ahcf'R'^r- 
ilan languages, but there is none in the fenfe. I fwear by the Almighty, that 
I have truly wrote, without diminution or addition, all that I heard and all that 
I faw, and nothing l/ut the truth.

^ ti^TFIOUT the means of efcape, I was obliged to put on the habit of a 

ar/Takcer, and with my brother take flicltcr in. the Hindoo temple Arne- 
7 poorna, 
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powna, where I continued undifcovered for eight days. At length a Fakeer, for^ 
the lake ()I ihe reward, went to Girdhauree Laul, the brotlier of Diaram Au- 
mceii of Banaris, and laid, that lor a recorapenfe he would feize and deliver me 
up. The laid Girdhauree Laul gave five Rupees to the Fafeer, and fent five 
and twenty Peadahs along with him, who took me from the temple and confined 
me for twenty two days in the Aumcen’s Kutcherree. My pen is unable to de- 
feribe the ignominy and the feverilics which they inlliQed upon me. After that, 

I was confined for four days at Ramnagur •, and at length, on the 27tli of Ram- 
zan, in the 23d year of the reign, 1 was lied hand and foot and thrown upon 
a Dooly an<l font away from Ramnagur to Lutteefpoor. On the road, near to 
the houfe of the (ihowdry Sewan, I law a number ulTaddcrs made of wood and 
Bambmis ( about Ibrty or fifty ) lying on the ground. I enquired of the Peadahs, 
wl 10 guarded me, what thofe ladders were intended for. They replied, that they 
Jiad been intended lor the garden of Mehadew Dofs; but it was ordained that the 
Knglilli gentlemen lliould live: They made their efcape, ollierwife Baubdo Soo- 
jauu Sing would not have left one of them alive. Having hcaid this reply, I 
remained filcnt.

Mr. Hallings, but that he Ihould go Irom the place where he was with I’u'ch a 
force, and with Inch preparations as would enable him to aft both by land and 
by water, and imprels the above-mentioned gentleman with an idea of his Ulte- 
rior llrength h.-*'! that Mr. Hallings had with him but a fmall number of troops ;

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Baulkiflien fee. altogether near five hundred horfe, alfo jemmadars of foot, wh 
Match lock- men &c. near two thoufand, ])roccc;dcd along the iuullicrn ba/k of 
the gauges. And by water, the Rajah was attended by alleel ul boats, in num- 
ber about a hundnid and forty, in which were embarked Suddanund Buxey, 
Golaum HoolTein Tay, Mirza Fyz-ullah Beg, Bauboo Doorgbijey Sing, Mun- 
near Sing, Purtaub Roodur Sing, Doond Baliadrc Sing, Ahlautl Milllir, Mcer 
HoolTein Ally &c.

•Moonlhy ifi the fervice of the late Lieutenant Stalker \ the Deponent Jioorn before 
Chief Juftice Sir Elijah Impey^ December 2d 17S1. 

A fter the a rrival of Mr. Markham at Shcwallah, I went in and paid my 
refj)t6ls f <5 rny iWiifler, who alked me if 1 knew whether Mr. Markham 
would come tliere or not. I replied, it was reported fo, but that it dcjjcnded on 
his inclinations. Mr. Stalker then told nic, I might go, but alterwards ordered 
me to Hay. I continued there, and faw Doorgbijey Sing fitting with the Rajali 
in the center apartment, and Suddanund Buxey and others whiljiering to the 
Rajah- Shortly after news was brought to the three gentlemen, litting in the 
adjoining room, that there were difputes without. Mr. Stalker went without 
the Jauli, ( or firft wall ) and alked the Subadar Bilhun Sing, had order- 

ed >the Bayonets to be fixed. The Subadar replied, that numbers ol*>.J(«^^iah’s 
?/mcd fervants had come in, and that they paid no regard to the Comjiany^Kir-:. 
aers. After which Mr. Stalker advanced further out, and alked of the younger 
Mowllavy and me, who amonglt thole jieople v/as the chief. I anfwered, Bau- 
boo Munnear Sing. jMr. Stalker fent for Munnear Sing, and ftrongly enjoined 
him to appeafe his jieople, and enquire why they attempted to difpute and fight 
with his Sepoys. Munnear Sing replied, “ what power have they that any one 
of Xhern'S^snld prefume to fight. We two, lather and fon, are defirous to go 

to the Raj.ilO Mr. Stalker anfwered, “ very well, but you mull Hay here be- 
bi[ftict<i^your people and mine, that they may not come to blows.’ After that a 
fcM^jn-ivcd from the Governor to the Rajah, which Mr. Stalker, havingiqui- 
ct^'^Y^^'foothed the people, prefented to him. T he Hajah then got up, and 
wcil^^t of the Burradilrry to the adjacent bafiion to perform his devotions. At 
this tir^ informalion was brought to Mr. Stalker, that tlie Rajah’s peojile oppo- 
fed, and refufed admitltancc to another company of Sepoys who had brought 
/ • provilions, 
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pr^ifions, a fable &c. for the gentlemen. Mr, Stalker again went out, and 
calling to Suddanund Buxey, alked the caufc of this oppofition, and told him to 
fend direfiions ( to the Rajah’s peo])le. ) Suddanund laid he would go himfelf. 
Mr. Stalker replied, “ No, fend one of your fervants.” Wlijle iHeman was go- 
ing out to filence the people, Mr. Stalker returned within the Jauly. Doorgbi- 
jey Sing was gone from thence, no one knew whither. Cheii Ram, Mr. Mark- 
ham’s Chubdar, informed Mr. Stalker that he had a melTagc to deliver to the Ra- 
jah from the Governor General. ' Mr. Stalker faid, “ deliver it ” He the ('hub- 
dar, faid, at the place where the Rajah was at his devotions, “ the Governor 
fays, your people want to quarrel and fight, it will be better if you lorbid them, 
for every Sepoy is as an European, and every European is as a (or the) Gompany ; 
If a drop of their blood is Ihed you lhall be plundered and deliroyed.” At this 
period there was a rejxjrt of guns at the gate of Shewallah. The aflion was 
commenced. At this time Mr. Stalker and Gheit Ram went towards the Rajah. 
Munnear Sing and others cut down Gheit Ram, pulled Mr. Stalker back, and, 
pulhing him on one fide, began the flaughtcr. The Rajah efcaped through a. 
window by a rope made of I’urbans, got into a boat, and went off. His people, 
by the fame means, drew up fwords and Ihields, as a bucket is drawn uj) from a 
well, 5nd began to engage. I flood near the, Jauly behind my mailer. When 
my mafler was killed I fled toward the place where the Rajah’s viftuals was drell-i 
ed. I continued there a Ihort time, and faw the Rajltlrtr-^Ojirlotjump from the 
walls and the trees with their lliields and fwords, and advance. After this, I 
aflumed the character of one of Gheit Sing’s fervants, fled with his people, and 
c,tme to the prefence. The gentlemen, after this, went toChunar, and I fliould 
have arrived the next day, but I was plundered on the road and confined in ‘the 
fort of Pindcra. Diaram took away from my houfe two Tangon horfes, and placed 
his feal and a guard upon the door. After the flight of the Rajah, the Zemefdar 
of the before t'S'.^iiioned fort fet me at liberty. Without a mailer, every way 
difeonfqlajn, to whom can I communicate my dillrefs ! I now hojje for favpr, 
apd fujjport from the almighty, and from you,

“ and deliver him up ; otherwife, ( upon proof ) in the houll; of whomfoever 
“ a perfon belonging to the Fngli/li fh.ill be found, the owner ihereol fltall be 
“ ( ronfidered ) as a criminal to tlie Government of the Rajah, his houfe and ])ro- 
“ perty fhall be deftroyed, and his belly fhall be ript open.”

W HEN the gentlemen marched for Chunar I was not informed of it. I 
knew it about four Gurries after. In terrourformy life, I lecretcd my- 
felf in the houfiiai^^J^'Jirfo DuHan Ram. I continued undifeovered for one day. 
The next day the faid Bauboo Duffan. Ram faid to me, “ today there has been a 
proclamation through the city to this purport: Whoever han ferreted a follower of 
the Englijh in his houfe, let him produce and deliver him up, othenvife, on difroveiy, his 
hotfe fhall be feized, and he himfelfjhall be feverely punijhed, I cannot kcejj you in my 
houfe; go from my houfe to fbme other place. ” Without reniidy, I ])ut on 
'tlicMiabit of a Fakcer, and took flLclter in the temple of Arnapoorna.

I N the month Pharfun a jemmadar and allavildar in the fervice of Soojaun Sing, 
the brother of Ih^ah Cheit Sing, came to me and faid, Soojaun Sing has 
fent for you.” I.alkcd, “ on what account has he fent for me.” Tlicy rejditd, 
“ We.j^ not know.” I faid, “ I am a fcrvanl to the Englifli, I will not go 
td him.” '’S^dy [then] faid,. “ he has font for you, to take you into his fervice.” 
I anfwered, “ from rny youth to this day I have been the fervant of the Englifli ; 

never gone to any Rajahs or Bauboos, nor will I go to them.” When 
ttr.' wjpeojdc returned to Soojaun Sing, they faid, “ Doond Sing the comm.ind- 
• ant^^, e this dcponenti^ refufes to con;e.” The Rajah Futteh Saw alfo wroie to 
the”l^ah Chcit.Sing to place a guard over my houfe at Banaris, in which cafe 
1 fhoii^d I h^> obliged to) join him with my Sejjoys and guns. This information 
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wasVivcn to me by the Jemmadar Ghaint Sing. I faid, “ my houfc and ray 
wife *id my children may be deftroycd, ftill I am the ftrvant of the Englifti, 
and I am faithful and loyal. By the blcfling of God, in a P'brt time we alfo 
lliall go to Banaris, and plunder that Rajah, and we will fpoil the Rajah Futteh 
Saw alfo.” At Sukroreh I Was informed that a guard was placed at my houfe.

O N the 19th of. Ramzan the Captain* iflucd orders to all the Subadars for 
marching towards Banaris, and dircSed them target in readinefs. The next 
day we marched to Burragong. The Captain had mounted his horle to proceed ; 
and I was in the rear in fearch of a conveyance for my baggage ; when five or 
fix Sepoy grenadiers, and others, came and furrounded me, and demanded thefr 
pay, in confequonce of which a great many more of the Sepoys came and clamour- 
ed lor their pay, and ill ufed me. And they brought me down from the Bungala, 
and beat me fevercly with the but-ends of their piei es, and charged bayonets even ' 
to my breafl, fo that my life was in danger. A HircaVrsntf^carrl^d information 
of this affair to the Captain, who, on receiving it, turned back and arrived im- 
mediately. Ail the Sepoys then turned their clamours againft the Captain, ufing 
infulting language •, and they furrounded him, (and faid) that unlefs they receiv- 
ed their pay they would not fet him at liberty ; that if I fhould pay them, well \ 
if not, they would carry me to Baunfy, wliich is near to Kunkooa •, and tliat,. 
when they fitould receive the whole of their pay from me, they would fet nfe 
free. They rtp.<o'ver placed a guard with fixed bayonets over the Captain, and 
pointed^j:<;"^'^^'^ breaft to ftab him •, and they rufhed upon us feveral tim&s, 
j'(i ti.at we gave up ourfclves for loft. In this fituation, the Captain ordered thcim 
back, and gave them three months pay, and then propofed to them to .march' 
with him to Banaris. The Sepoys anfwcrcd infolcntly, that they would not, 
on any account, go to Banaris. Without remedy, the (^ptain marched from 
thence with the battalion, and arrived at GooruckpoQr. He halted there a few ' 
days, purcliafed grain for the Sepoys, and marched from thence by the way of 
Baunfy. We halted fix days at Baunfy on account of the heavy raim.-.-‘*We af- 
terwanls marched from thence, and, after encountering a thoufacid diftrefl’es, 
arrived at Buikoreh. The paft events, which are known to every one, IRjk? 
thus fclalcd. •

TT appears fron^l he letter of Ram Sing jemmadar, flationedat Mutoholi, that 
the Rajah Ajeet Mull, the Rajah Futtcli Saw, and Genoo Roy liad engaged 
thcmielves to each other by oath to crol’s the rivers (^ogra and Surjoo, for as much 
as they had received a letter froiii the Rajali (.iheit Sing, and the I’um ot fifteen 
thoufand Rupees, to cut off the Englilli in thcdiffrifl ol Surwur, and drive them 
out. And letters have arrived from f'uttch Saw to all llu; Zemeedars, great and 
fmall, to withhold the collei:lions, and not to pay a lingle Daum to tlie Knglilh. 
And the laid Futteh Saw fent near two hundred men with matehlocks into the 


Jungle of Burragong and near to Kunkooa. 

Alter three days the three Rajahs eroded the river and incainped in thejun- 
glc ; and it was refiorted from all cjuarlers, that the Zemetdars had fliut up 
all the (Riauts on the rivers, and funk all the fonts. And I wrote an account of 
thefe things to Major Macdonald and (laptain Williams, and told them that there 
were great didurbanccs in the country, and that there were reports allb that the 
Rajahs would crols the river. And I wrote thele things to Major Macdonald, 
that he might inform the Colonel that the road to Banaris was fhut up, for fear 
the Captain fhould march from that quarter towards Banaris. It w’as allb report- 
ed among the n cuyJ AJhat^'Jirce pent k men had been killed at Banaris. Alter Ibme 
days the Captain arrived at Kunl.ooa, and altera halt ol three days, gave orders 
for marching, and dire fled all the Sepoys to get ready ; and about nine o’clock 
in the morning on the lixth ol ScjiUmbtr he marched, and came to the bank of 
the ’river Khaukhi. It then rained cxcelflvcly. Wlun we arrived at the Khau- 
khi, the Captain ordered the troops to be trolled over the river. Agreeable to 
tn^nrs I crolled them ovct. When, after a thc,ufand diftrcflcs, we had cToficd tlie 
river, the Captain faid, that tlicrc were many rivers in the r«*^^d no boats on 
any of them ; that the Ghauts w'ere fluit up, and no grain to be'pnsjjiurcd on the 
iwirch liir the people •, hew’ then would it be jolfilile to pals the guns' .'ievidj^rojis 
yirough fuch a country. It would he better, he faid, to go to Banaris by ■'^ay 
of Buiftir, therefore we again cn-fied the river Khaul hi and encamped alter march- 
ing half a cole from \j. He ( then) gave orders lor marching toward Kunkc oa.. 
•.Moving from the Klaukhi, the Captain wuih the troojs a; rived at Kunkooa ; 
He then told all the Subadars and Jemmadars, that the Rajah Futteh Saw, with 
his forc^, was pofltd on the rc}a.d, and that it was ncceflary to attack and drive 
hlYn from'tAten'de ; that he would half a few days at Nuddy Katinoon and tlien 
march t®wam Banaris. It was now known that the Sepoys ot the battalion l:nd 
yfeld, let them give us our pay, and wherever they go w'e will go with tl^em. ’ 

' Tc) wuich tlie Subadars re].'licd, “ they might take it wlierever they found ii.” 
•Th^^id Subadars neither confined thofe Sepoys, nor informed me oi the ( ir- 
cumifa^cc. I received llie information from Chaint Sing Jemmadar. d]:(; Su- 
badar of grenadiers Ilationed a Sepoy behind his Hackery, and told him lie m'ght 
e either 
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protect and convey it to his, ( the Subadar’s ) houfe, or he might leave it 
to be'»j)lun(lered by the country people. The Sepoy told him I mind at 

reft, for that he would convey it fate to his dwelling. At n^ht, after twelve 
o’clock, I made my report to the Captain, who ordered me ifo go with Bukhta- 
WLir Sing Subadar to the Sepoys, to fatisfy and explain to them, that he would 
give them their pay when they arrived at Burragong. In the morning we mareh- 
ed a iinall diftance toward Burragong. Firft, a Sepoy pulled olF his coat and 
drew his bayonet on the Captain ; the Subadars and Jemmadars did not inter- 
])ofe, (or check him). The Captain faid, “ I will pay this Sepoy and difmifs 
him \ do you march on.” lobeyed his orders and marched •, but the Sepoys quit- 
ted their colours and their guns, and affembled at Kunkooa. The Subadars and 
Jemmadars faid nothing ( to prevent them ). Seeing the fituation of things, I 
dircQed the jemmadar Kihaul Sing to take with him twelve Sepoys, and go to 
the Captain, that he might know how things were^ after which orders from the 
Captain came to return back and join him. I went back and faw that tiie Se- 
poys had mutinied violently ; that they had drawn their bayonets, and were 
threatening the Captain ■, moreover, three of the Sepoys loaded their pieces >10 
lire at him, and they demanded four months pay ; and mod of the Sepoys faid, 

“ let him pay us all our arrears, and he may go were he pleafes.” When thc^ 
Sepoys liad nxeived their j)ay, they faid, one and all, “ We will not go to Bur- 
ragong. We will go to the Begum at Fyzabad. If iffeii^iTrrefSin us, we will 
liay, if not, we will carry the gun, (or guns) to the Rajah Cheit Sing andSaa- 
dut Ally Klian.” The Sepoys after his, direfled the Subadars to tell the Captain 
to march. The Caj)tain replied, that the two companies and the gun, ftationed 
at Nuchlole, were coming \ he would march as foon as they had joined. The 
Sepoys faid, “ let the Captain march, we fltall meet the companies on the rqad.” 
However the/lapt^in halted till the two companies arrived. He then fent Hur- 
deaul Sing lT.-ffiTitandant to the Sepoys, to tell them that the people ( i. c. the 
two ^^^Vdriles) were fatigued ; that they fliould halt one day, that thofe pctjplc 
might receive their pay alfo ; and then he would march. The Sepoys refufed t)- 
liften to Hurdeaul Sing. The Captain then fent for the two Subadars, and told 
them to go and perfuade the Sepoys to make one halt, that he might give the two 
companies their pay. The Sepoys were prevailed upon tojhalt by the Subadars, , 
and the Captain paid the people. 

The next morning the Captain Pent a man to the Chucklahdar, m^it^ed him 
to march alfo. He lent word, that he was collc 6 ling cattle for the<»Sggage, and 
that he would march as foon as he had got tlicra. It Was afterwards heardij^^hai 
the Chucklahdar had given twelve thoufaud Rupees to Futleh Saw. The fj^d Ba^^ 
jah demanded twenty thoufand from the Chucklahdar, promifing to protc^iim., 
And it was currently reported through the country that? Saadut Ally Kj;»dih-was 
the Nabob, and that the Englifti Government was over throwfi. After this wc 
inarched from Kunkooa. The Captain purchafed grain for the Sepoys ; the wa-^

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icrs were out Vfom the heavy rain, and whoever loitered behind was plunAred 
by the villagwjijL When we arrived at Baunfy, we were obliged to halt fij/days 
on account of thNpins ; after that we marched and arrived at Bulkroreh ; but 
there were many ftvers and Nullahs in the road. 

■ Doond Sing CovMnandant^ not knowing to write 
either Perjian or Hindoo^ has made his mark. 

['Num. III. ] Translation oJ the Depojitionc^ Ahlaud Sing Subadar 
Jiationedin the fort ^Gooruckpoor ; the deponent Jiwrn before 
Chtf Juftice Sir Elijah Imp^^ 26 th November 1781. 

I HAD confined under my guard in the fort of Gooruckpoor, one liundrcd and 
fifteen Burgomauls, inhabitants of Surwaur. On the i5fh of Ramzan, the 
Rajah of Gooruckpoor, the Zemeedars of Ouloolch, Bcchouly &c, &c. great and 
fmall ; likewifeall the inhabitants of Gooruckpoor, with fix thoufand matchlocks 
an(l great numbers of country- people armed with clubs, at four gurries ol the 
night, furrounded the fort, and made an attack by furprife •, but the Sepoys on 
^ guard at the baftions were awake, they began to fire, and an aflion immediately 
^followed. Seeing that the country people were in great numbers, I went to 
each of the baftr.eaK“-stii«»icouraged the Sepoys, and called them to me into the 
body of the place, and formed them together. I left a Havildar and ten Sepoys 
at the Rung Mahul to protefl; the baggage ; but it was night-time : The coun- 
try-people made an aflault with ladders and entered the Ibrt, and both parties 
fought refolutely. At this time they placed ladders againfi; the inner fort toward 
the foLith, and entered upon the baftion. I feized an advantageous opportunity 
(aWaVked) and killed feventeen of the enemy on the baftion, and wounded feveral 
others. About half after ten at night they made an attacHT'af-ai the weftern 
baftion. ' As there was a ftraw Chopper on that baftion, I took flieWNander it, 
threw down with all my force a part of the brick battlement on the erfcmy 
by which four of them were killed ; one other fell by a mufquet ball, and they 
retreated. A third time, about three o’clock in the morning, the country peo- 
ple raifed a great flicjit and attacked us again. I was then engaged on the in- 
‘ner fort baftion. Se^unfe Havildar was pofted with twelve Sepoys to guard the 
Burgomauls. Thfey rulhed upon him in a body, and Scubunfe called out to me 
with a Hud vo\aef that the Burgomauls had attacked him. I gave him orders 
to put thenfVIio the fword. He inftantly ftruck off the heads of eighteen Bur- 
gpnja»i.ls,* and threw them out and he wounded feveral others. The morning 
/flow broke, ^nd I entertained a hope that the enemy would fly, and that* the 
people nf the tbwn would certainly join me ; but the country people, the 
Foogedar fcc.were all uf 5 ited with the Rajah. They lifted up their arms and faid, 
“ the Ctoway * x)f the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan and the Begum has fpread 
through the country ; for the Rajah Gheit Sing has deftroyed all the Englilh, and

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let(^rs liavc come to the Rajahs to put the dependants of the Englij|t to the fw'ord 

whoever they may be found.” And he faid, “ where will they The coun- 
try is mine ; I am a Bhoncar Rajah v how long will they (be abjCto) bppofe me ? ” 
In fuch difeourfe two Gurries of the morning had pafled away!" From the eaflern 
to the weftern gate, within the Mahul, they furrounded the inner fort on al|. 
lides, and theaflion was renewed. We continued engaged for five Pahr (15 hours) 
with the enemy, without tailing either food or water. At this time Furhaud 
Beg came from the Rajah Bhoncar to. make propofals, of which he informed me 
by one of my people. The Havildar Seuperfaud faid, “ perhap the Rajah has 
fent him to fapport us •, no matter let him be called.” So I fent for him, and 
• he came up to the gate of the inner fort, and when he faw me, he faid to me, 

“ you have no mailers, the Englilh are all killed, and the Colonel and Mr. Gor- 
don are confined by the Begum.” I gave him infulting language in reply to this, 
and told him to tell this llory to the Sepoys who were with me ; and he did re- 
peat it with a loud voice to the Sepoys and faid to them, “ you have no mailers, 
give up the Burgomauls that lliey may enter into the Rajah’s fervice, or go where 
they think proper.” In reply wc faid, “ tlie good fortune of our mailers is on our fide, 
and while wc have life we will fight •, and we will not give up the BurgomauIs'’^ 
At this junfture Selamut Khan Jemraadar of grenadiers, with nine Sepoys, un- 
expefltedly arrived in the town from Nerownah. My people from the inner forfe^ 
faw that a company had arrived near to the Gutwall’v£l»bl»ws4re. They gave 
a loud Ihout, and faid, “ a company of grenadiers is arrived from Kunkooa.’^ 
And their fpirits were raifed, and we opened the gate of the fort, and Selamut 
Khan joined us. The bravery and rcfolution of Selamut Khan are not to be def- 
cribed. When tlie enemy beheld the arrival of Selamut Khan Jemmadar, 'they 
turned their faces to flight. I purfued tliem with my people through the weftern 
gate, and many of the enemy were killed and wounded, and numbers were lul- 
led, and nij(j2lb^‘3 were drowned in the river ; and by the blelFing of God we 
obtainedV’tc viflory. I returned into the fort, and immediately fecured Ferhaud 
B^g-^Yfff Fyz-Oolla Beg, who had come to make propofals about the Burgoma'^s. ^ 
I wrote an account of the whole of this affair to the Ojlonel and to the Gaptain)^ 
After a few days, an order came from the Colonel to Munnowur Khan diredling, 
that if the Rajah Mullapha Khan had been put to death, \yell ; if not, llrike oft* 
his head. Munnowur Khan Ihewcd me the order. I fatid, “ the order is not' 
written to me. I will write to the Colonel on the fubjefti” 'And it was under- 
flood from the country people, that the Captain was marching towarjjjj- Banaris 
(but) tlrat the grenadier Sepoys had mutinied and demanded their thatihe 
Captain gave them three months pay and propofed to them to marA.with .hirn . to 
Banaris. The Se|K)ys all anfwered, that they would go tq Bungulla, apd deTK 
ver up tlieir arms at the gate of the Begum \ in confequence of which the Cap- v 
tain was obliged to give up his intentions of going to Banaris, and returnA to Goo- 
ruckpoor. And he gave orders that the head of Muflapha Khan Ihould be flruck 
off! And he was beheaded accordingly, and a proclamation was made through

puniflimentjghe Captain halted forfome days, and brought up grain fc/the 

Sing, Pulwaun Sing, iith a fhou! 
fand matchlocks affi others, country people, was atGooruckpoor ; and they rai- 
fed an outcry and Taid, that the Englifli fliould not remain in the town. And 
they prepared for aflion. So the Captain crofled tlie Raubty. A bullock-man 
belonging to the artillery, who returned into the town to buy lodder, they put 
to death. Marching from thence, in four days the Captain arrived at Kaunfy. 
The Ranny of Baunfy came to fee him; but her fon prepared for holtilnics, he 
laid, they have ttruck off the head of our Rajah at Gooruckpoor, and I will 
be revenged.” We marched from thence, and the Rajah of Rulrarni cor with 
ins people had thrown up an intrenchment acrofs jhe road ; and he Ih d “ It is 
the Begum’s orders that you lhall not march by this road.’ With (he’greateft 
liazard and caution we marched from thence, and arrived at Koonda ; and the 
country people retired into the fort. 


This is a true account which I have fet forth. AIILAUD SING.

O N the 16th of Ramzan an order came to me from the Commander of the 
Battalion, that a jemmadar and Sepoys belonging to ilie Company of Out 
Sing were coming to me, that I Ihould deliver over to him the fort, and the 
gun, and the Burgomauls, and that I myfelf fhould march and join Mr. Gordon 
^^•*^K?^i^dch. On the 13th the faid Jemmadar and Sepoys joined me at Dummoo” 
reah Gunge, and being relieved on the fame day, on the i4tlj-.'.'jr_ik faid month 
1 marched toward Taundch. The Zemeedars and villagers lurrounayik.us all the 
.^y from Dummoorcah Gunge to Ruddouly, and they faid, “ the Govefmwntof 
®e Colohel. is at an end but they had not the refolution to attack us. They 
alfo faid, “ the Rajah Cheit Sing has cut off the Englifli forces at Banaris. Di- 
liyer up your baggag/, it is the order of the Begum.” In this fituation I re- 
• plied, “ the baggago belongs to us and we have ammunition to defend it, if any 
one choofes to attaej/it let him come. We lay the whole night on our arms at 
Ruddouly. Wej;darched the next morning, and arrived at Bufty ; but got no 
intelligencc,-,}jf*Mr, Gordon to enable us to join him. Ghuffbor Beg, Subadar 
of thejj^ob’s artillery, told me that Bauboo Dhun Sing, with a thoufand match- 
blocks, had t^en poll in the Jungle of Bufty ; and that he had moreover /unk 
all the boatsW the river. I halted fix hours at Bufty, fearching after boats, at 
''laft I procured a very finall one ; and when I was about to crofs, the Subadar 
Bejy Sing arrivetl after a march of twenty Cofe, in which march a Sejioy and 
three horfes were killed, and four Sepoys wounded. Bejy Sing defired I would 

ftop 
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ftop L two or three Gurry, till his people had ate their viaualsj 
mar& twenty Cofe, At the time tliat Bcjy Sing’s Sepoys u^^-i^thcir Com- 
murbunds ( laid afide their arms ) the country people with B|f:^o Dhun Sing 
came and furrounded us in the village of Bufty, in confequen^of which I refol- 
vtd to feize upon the fort of Butty, and take poft there. The Subadar of the ar- 
tillery beforementioned, and others of the people faid, “ accounts have arrived 
from the Begum that all the Englilh are cut off, why will you feize upon the 
fort and take polTellion of it ?’» 1 defired the faid Subadar to join and fupprt me. 

He replied, “ whoever is appointed Aumil oi the Pergunnah I will join him. I 
will not go with you. ” At this time a man arrived and brought news that Mr. 
Gordon was at Sunjur Ghaut in the Pergunnah of Ruddowly ; fo I marched to 
Meer Gunge, intending to go from thence to the faid Ghaut, and I lent a Sepoy, 
naked, to obtain intelligence of Mr. Gordon. The faid Sepoy returned, and 
brought word, that Mr. Gordon and the Subadars and Jenamadars were impri- 
foned at Taundeh by orders from the Begum ; that many of the Sepoys had deler- 
ted, and feveral had been killed. When I heard this news, and tliat the Ghauts on 
the river were Ihut, and that tlie Rajahs with fix thoufand matchlocks had lur- 
rounded Ahlaud Sing in the fort of Gooruckpoor, with an mtentitm to fet the 
Burgomauls at liberty, I determined to march to Gooruckpoor. On the road, 
news arrived that through the good fortune of our Matters, all the country peo- ^ 
pie had been put to flight, and that Ahlaud Sing ha<i^£iljtaia«Lthe viaory ; m 
confequence of which 1 went to Mukhur, and there Ifaw that all the Pergunnah 
Aumils of that country had taken Ihelter in the monument of Kubbeer Daus. 
From them I learned, that it was tlic Begum’s orders to cut off all thole who 
were conneaed with the Englilli in Surwar, wlierevcr they might be found'. 1 
alfo heard that the Rajah Cheit Sing had dettroyed all the Englilh troops, and 
that three of the Englilli had been killed. It was alio reported, that the aiKhp- 
rity of the N^iolj^-Saadut Ally Khan and the Begum was cttablilhed throughout 
all the cour>y. I marched from Mukhur and arrived at the fort ol Goor^ofckpoor. 
Aftej^^iii^ a letter came from Bauboo Ajeet Sing to Ahlaud Sing, to .this P^r 
por"^ ‘‘deliver over the Burgomauls to me, and I will caufe you to le tondudeff 
wherever you think proper to go ; or ( if you think proper ) enter into foy fer- 
vice, for you have no Matter. Why will you give you\felves up to aeftrutli- 
on ?” We and Ahlaud Sing fent a verbal anfwer, that the fortune of Our MaH • 
ters was on our fide, if he thought proiicrhe might come ; Ifha-t while we had life 
we would not give up the Burgomauls ; but that we would them^ to the 
fword. We wrote an account of thefe things to the Colonel, iii^#<eceived flic 
following anfwer, that we Ihould maintain our poll in the fort, anej^^ tliat-. jvfr 
Ihould march toward him with the Captain ( when he arrived ). jIt was now<^ 
known that the Captain intended to march to Banaris by the road*tJi Nuddi Kau- 
noon ; but that the grenadiers had mutinied, and oblig^him to return. It watf 
alfo heard that Futteh Saw, and Genoo Roy, and Rajah Ajcc,t Mull &c. had 
refolvcd to attack the Captain, becaufe letters had come from the Rajah Cheit 
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Zemcedars, to this purport : “ Wherever there are dcpcnd.jnts of 
the Engllhi 0 ^ and drive tlicin oat.” It was moreover reported, that^hen 
the GaptaJtfm^hed to Kunkooa, on his way to Banaris, the grenadiers made 
a difturbantc, a^ demanded their pay \ that he gave three months pay to the 

* Sepoys to prevail upon them to march with him to Banaris, but that thofc cow- 
ards would not confent ; They faid, “■ we will not go to Banaris •, we are the 
fervants of the Begum and Saadut Ally Khan \ we will dcliv^er up our guns and 
our arms at the gate of the Begum.” Without remedy, the Captain was obliged 
by the difobedience of his troops, to march to Gooruckpoor where w.e joined him. 
Moreover, Pulwaun Sing, the brother of the Rajah Soobaun Sing, came with 
a thoufand matchlocks, and he and the inhabitants of Gooruckpoor raifed a cla- 
mour, demanding that the Captain lliould march from thence, and they killed 
the brother of the Chowdry of the bullock-men who went into the town to buy 
fodder. At this time half the troops had crofled the Raubty, when the foregoing 
accident happened. The Captain marched by the way of Baunfy. After our ar- 
rival at Baunfy it rained 6 days without intermilTlon. The Ranny of Baunfy came 
to fee the Captain ; but her fon Hood prepared for hoftilitics. After fix days we 
--nlarchcd from thence to Purtaul Buckra, from thence to Dummoorca Gunge. 

^ Marching from thence we halted at Chunderdeep for two days. When we march- 
cd from thence, the Captain went on in front ; Hurdcaul Commandant' was in 
the rear ; a Ikijgiilh e^ed between him and the country people ; two of them 
were taken prfloners, and one was killed by a mufquet Ihot. We marched from 
that place to the Nullah of Attroleh, three Cofc to the weft ward. We marched 
from Attroleh, and were oppofed near Bulrampoorby about two thoufand coun- 
try-people ; but when the battalion and gun were drawn up fronting them, they 
gave way and fled. The road cleared, we marched and encamped at the Noddy 
KjOaubeh. We continued there one night, and marched to Gonedch. When wc 
arriv^ at Gonedeh, the country people quitted our rear,

HE Rajajj/F^itteh Saw, anrfGcnoo Roy and Ajeet Mull umted thcrnfelves 


T he Rajah/F^itteh Saw, anrfGcnoo Roy and Ajeet Mull umted tncmieives 
thre^t^cther, and bound themfelvcs by oath ; and thefe were the im- 
p rpner y folutions which they had agreed to : That they would crols the river 
-tJoSiT^d eftablilli their own authority there for letters had arrived froyi the 
Rajah CheicSiog af Banaris, in which he faid, “ all the Englifh are cut off; 
the government of tl^ Englifh is overturned ; I have taken poffeffion of the 
country ; do you, the Zemeedars, eftablilli your authority alfo in thofc diftritts. 
It was likewife publickly reported, that the Rajah Clreit Sing had fen^ fifteen 
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thouA'nd Rupees in fpecie to the faid Zemcedars to raife men, and 
out thr- dependants of the Englilh wherever they might be. It i0§,^o report- 
ed, tliat Colonel Hannay and Captain Williams were in coajfir^/lnt'^ The Ra- 
jah Futteh Saw came to inform himfelf of this ; but, not obt^hing any certain 
intelligence, returned, anti determined to go to Kunkooa to cut off the people 
and plunder the place. At this time the Captain returned from Lucknow, and 
arrived at Kunkooa. I alfo arrived at Kunkooa agreeably to orders. In the eve- 
ning, he informed all the Subadars and Jemmadars and Sepoys that they were to 
march towards Banaris the next day. In confcquence of which the Sepoys went 
to the Subadars and faid that they had no money. The Subadars replied, their 
pay was in the Sirkar, it they could get it, they might take it. Early the next 
morning we marched, the companies faced to the right. Four or five of thefore- 
moft grenadiers ftept out, furrounded the Captain, and faid, “ give us our pay 
and we will go with you.” The Captain replied, “ you are only four or five 
men, take (your jiay) and I will pay the Battalion when we arrive at Burragong,” 
which is only eight cofe from Kunkooa. The battalion had gone on about a 
cofe. On hearing the above, numbers of Sepoys returned, and loaded their pieces, 
and fixed their bayonets, and pointed them at the Captain, in contfequence of 
which, he recalled the whole battalion, and told them to take their pay, and 
march with him to Banaris, to which they all agreed : But when the Captain 
had given them three months pay, the men who wene. the routineers raifed a 
clamour (and faid) “ we will take our arms and the gun to the Chuckladar, and 
receive our pay from him ; for the Chuckladar is a fervant of the Begum’s, and 
we alfo are the Begum’s fervants and Saadut Ally’s.” The Captain faid to the 
Commandant and the Subadars, “ I have paid them all, what then is the caufe 
of this improjxr behaviour.” But what he faid had no effefl upon them. How- 
ever much he urged them to march to Banaris they ftill refufed, and only faid 
that they woifid g.t'to Bungulla, and attend the Begum and Saadut AllyK^ian: 
And thatj -^hbe Captain attempted to cfcape, they would put a guard o\«(iV him, 
and d..fW^r him up there. Without remedy, the Captain marched this*way. 
That which was true has been written. ' ■' *

[Num. III. P.] Transi.ation of the Depojitwn of Hurdeal Sing Ccanw&n- 
dant ; the Deponent fworn before Chief JuJlice Sir Elf^h Imp^, 
November 26th 1781. 


H E fervant Hurdeal Sing commandant of Major Macdonald’s katt’Jinri 
gives the following account. I was flationed in the Pegunnah.efl Beelpoor 
in the diftrift of Narrain Buttool, with two companies of Sepoys ef'Captain Wil- 
liams’s battalion, three hundred and fifty Nejecb and Sdibundy men, and on6 
gun, and aded in the bufinefs of the Sirkar agreeably to my orders. From the 
a 5th of Ramzan I received feveral letters from Mahommed Shufiee Khan, the 

Chuckladar 
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from the Captain, who were then at Kunkooa, to march i^edi- 
ly with and join them, ibr that the power of the turbulent country 

people and was become excelfivc. At this time I colkaed together the 

people who weri^ftationed at different places, and on the 19 th ol the faid month, 
notwithftanding the waters were very much out in the road, I marched toward 
Kunfcooa. W hen I arrived at Ram Kolah, which is about fifteen cofc from my 
fituation, I heard from the general reports of the people, that tlic Rajahs Ajeet 
Mull and Futteh Saw and Genoo Roy, who had been expelled from their Zemee- 
darics, and refided with the Rajah Cheit Sing in the country of Banaris, had all 
three, by orders from Saadut Ally Khan and Rajah Cheit Sing, marched from 
thence, and crofled the Gograh, and taken pollcflion of their lands •, and that 
the Rajah Cheit Sing had allifted the faid Rajahs with five and twenty thoufand 
Rupees to drive out the Englilh, [direfling ] that they fhould drive them and all 
their dependants out of their diftrifls. When 1 came to the next flage, I heard 
that the grenadiers who were with Captain Williams at Kunkooa had mutini- 
ed, and confined the Captain and cruelly beat his Moonllty, that they had got 
their pay and intended to go off to the Vizeer, and that no one attended to the 
"orders of the Captain. As the companies with me had been informed of thefe 
circumftances, I foothed &kperfuaded them not to thinkof afling in fuch a manner ; 
that pay was never withheld or loft in the Englilh fervice ; that they would 
received every Ji^aui».Q£»that which was due to tliem ; but that it would be im- 
proper for them, at that time, to afl as others had done. Tlie Sepoys alfented to 
what I had faid, and notwithftanding the oppofition of the country jx:oplc on 
the road we arrived in fafety, and with the greateft expedition, at Kunkooa, and 
atfended the Captain and the Chuckladar. And I then faw with my own eyes 
what I had before heard on the road. The (!)aptain faid when 1 went to him, 
‘i ^u have without doubt heard how things are here. What arc the intentions 
of tht people with you ? ” 1 faid in reply, that the people with me, bolli 

the Sefoys, the Nujjceb, and the Sehbundy men, had no other j 1 Mentions but 
/fiofe oi| obeying his orders, and that he might at all events make himlcil eafy as 
^o thofe'^n. The Captain then faid, “ it was my intention to have taken the 
grena*dief3[cora panics and the two guns and to have marched to Banaris and joined 
the Governor, by t/e way of the Niiddy Kaunoon, and to have chaftized the 
fln^e RajaUs, with avhom we Ihould have fallen in on the road ; but the grena- 
.'aiers>sa»d!d not'^^fent to this. Do you inquire of them what tlicir intentions 
.are.” AgfceahJiyTo the orders of tlie Captain, I went at. night to the line, to the 
Ib'ubadars ainjl'^mmadars, and Sepoy-grenadiers, and alkcd what tliey wiftied for 
gijd4aj!infted. Tlie Sepoys all replied, “ If the Captain rcfolves to march to the 
"^aftward^^ot one pf us will go with him ; moreover we will march early to 
morrow mbi'iTing to the weft ward, to the Vizeer. Whoever choofes to go that 
way may accompany tts.” The two grenadier Subadars then told to me to go 
to my tent, for that thefe matters the two companies had already talked upon 
with the Captain. I again endeavoured to prevail upon the Sepoys and Suba- 
dars 
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daw And told them to continue, and fet their minds at reft ; thXVpQJsi^d 
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and^eak to the Captain; that if he approved of it he would _ 
him and march to the weftward ; that at all events it would^ better to obeyr 
him At laft I foothed and appeafed them, and went to tk Captain and told 
him what had paffed. After this the Captain ordered me to go to Mahommed 
Shuffee Khan the Chucklahdar, and tell him to prepare to march. I went to the 
Chucklahdar and delivered the meffage. In anlwer the Chucklahdar, who had 
fent a perfon named Munftian Ram on his part to the Rajahs Ajeet Mull, Fut- 
teh Saw and Genoo Roy before-mentioned, on a private bufinefs, made the want 
of cattle for his baggage an excufc, and defired that we would halt two or three 
davs longer, and thlt he would then collea bcafts of burden and march. The 
faid Chucklahdar told me the next day, and told the Captain alfo, that a man 
of his was returned, and had brought information that four companies of Sepoys 
and four guns were come from tlic Rajah Chcit Sing to the affiltance of the Ra- 
iahs Aieet Mull, Futteh Saw, and Genoo Koy, and moreover that they would 
crofs the Gograh and join them that day. At length, two days after my arrival, 
our whole force marched toward Gooruckpoor, and notwithftanding the Rajabi 
and the country people molefted us on all lides on the march, and the waters and 
Nullahs were out, yet in fix days we arrived in fafety at Gooruckpoor There 
I heard from the people, that orders from tlie Begum had arrived to all the Ra- 
jahs of Pergunnahs not to permit any Englilh gentlen»». er ai^f their depen- 
dants to pafs in fafety through their leparate diftnas ; and that they had hir- 
rounded AhlaudSing Subadar, who was iiationed with a few Sepoys in the tort 
of Gooruckpoor ; but that, through the good fortune of our matters, the cnany 
was repulfed and obliged to retire ; that no Englilh letters or others, or Hircar- 
rahs, were permitted to pafs, and that if the country people difcoycrcd any En- 
glilh letters or others in the hands of Hircarrahs they fcourged them with^tnc 
greateft feveri'y.^ In confequence of thefc ( accounts ) the Captain fent iSr me 
and faid, ‘>'me people have raifed great dillurbances m the country ; .be|bnd tbs 
no grain will arrive, lliercfore we mull buy grain here, and carry it ^ ith us.\ 
In the fpacc of eight days grain was procured for the march, and %/locks got 
together and in four days, notwithftanding the heavy rams, we/:rofled the 
Raubty and marched toward Sukrorah. From the day thatXwe arnvel at Baunfy 
for fix days fuch heavy rains fell, both day and night, that^^ one md the rOvv-* 
er to ftir from his place. Without remedy, we halted dO^g that U.n.e, ano 
on the firft day that the rain fubfidcd wo marched, and in todays arrived a^i 
Dummoorca Gunge. At that place there was a Nullah in the roa^r which wds 
over flowed by the rains and ftopt our progrefs ; and we were at ‘aft 
halfihere one day to make a bridge, over which the troops were ^aPSd. While 
we were crofting, the country people Ihowcd themfclves, but wtre repulftd and 
obliged to retreat. We proceeded from thence the nexf day, and march alter 
march to Bulrampoor. As the river Kuwannah croffed our way at that pace, 

we were obliged to halt there for one day. At laft we paffed that river in faiety

deponent Jworn before Chief Juftice Sir Elijah Itnpey^ November 26th 1781. 

O N the 13th of Ramzan I received orders from Mr. Williams to join Mr. Gor- 
don at Taundeh, and to deliver over the gun and the Burgomauls to Kauin- 
dar Beg. Agreably to orders I delivered over the gun and the Burgomauls to 
Kaumdar Beg, and fet out. When I arrived at Naurood, the Ilooly rejoicings 
had commenced, and the country people gathered together on all fidc.s and fur- 
rounded me. Making an effort, I pullied on from thence about a Cofe ; but the 
enemy were now cncreafed to a prodigious number. Till nine o’clock at night 
they continued to infult us, and when the moon got up they began to fire with 
matchlocks ; and they faid, “you have ftruck oft' the head of the Rajah Juggut 
Sjng ; where will you go ? We will ftrike off your heads in return. It is the 
orders of the Begum, that whoever ftrikes off and brings in the head of an Eng- 
liftiman fliall receive a reward of a thoufand Rupees ; and fbr the head of a Suba- 
^ar or Jemmadar a hundred Rupees ; and for every Sepoy’s head ftruck off and 
brought, that ausewa-rd^' ten Rupees ihall be given.” The attack continued 
through the night, one Sepoy was killed and feven men and three horfes wound- 
ed of my party. The country j)eople faid, “ give up your baggage and arms 
and coats, and go naked where you pleale.” But I ftood firm and we fought 
with them, and marched on, night by night, to Baunfy, where we were quit- 
ted by the enemy. Having joined Dhoon Sing Subadar at Baunfy, we marched 
frcAT.v thence witli him. This which is related is true.

I r^t^ERUNi&c. coi^idering God and the Prophet of God as prefen t, do fwcar 
updtiiitiye facrecMMraun to the following, fafls, which I give in writing . That 
the 7th of th^<month of September Mr, Gordon, with four companies of Se- 
poys and a lojifured horfe of the Ruffauleh of Ruzza Beg KJian, did march from 
‘t^9*€Jia,ii^ehoora fqr Taundeh ; and at that time, from our fetting out till our 
arrival at iS^ndeh, jthoufands of country people aflembled together, and attemp- 
ted to cyt oft trcjops and the baggage, fo that there was a continued afiion 
’both with fwords and mufquetry all, the way. But as the order of march was 
well regulated, «and the Sepoys were not deficient in firmnefs and refolution, 
many of the enemy were killed ; and on this fide, not a finglc article of the pro- 

Xx perty 
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per^ofany one was plundered *, Mr. Gordon conduQitig therr^l^^TOgBroer 
withMhe whole of the baggage, in perfeft fafety to the Nullah oOi^ah, which 
runs beneath Taundeh. On our arrival there, he intended \fi/CTo\s the Nullah 
and encamp at Taundeh, and he gave diredtions for the t/bops to pats over. 
When they were about to crofs, f it appeared tliat ) all the boats were on the; 
oprjofite fide of the Nulkh. And the j^eople of the. Taundeh Fougedar, whofe 
name is Shumfheer Khan, Rood guard oyer the boats, and faid, “ it is the orders 
of the Fougedar that the boats fhall not pafs over to that fide.” When Mr. Gordon 
heajd of this, he wrote a letter to the Fougedar, and fen t it by a Hircarrah. 
The contents of the letter were, “ I am a fervant of the Nabob, and am going 
to join the army by his orders ; where is the propriety of Ihuttingup the Ghaut, 
and refufing to permit people to pafs?” The faid Hircarrah took the letter, and 
went to the Ghaut, and endeavoured to get over, but the Fougedar’s people 
would not allow him to crofs. When I faw that they would not permit the 
Hircarrah to pafs over, I gave Mr. Gordon’s letter to a fervant of the hoi^gedar s, 
who had fwam over to our fide of the Nullah to fee one of his friends, and I told 
him to convey it, by fome means or other, to the Fougedar. He put the letter 
in his Turban, and fwam back acrofs the Nullah and dclivered.it to the Fouge- 
dar, who read the contents ; but returned no fort of anfwer. At tlie time when 
the letter arrival, Mirza Ruzza Beg Khan Ruffaulchdar, who by chance had 
arrived alone on fome bufinefs, and had crofled over before thr^afl'air, was fit- 
ting by Shumfheer Khan, and is an evidence that the letter arrived. The faid 
Mirza declared to me and confirmcd.it by oaths, that the letter came to the f ouge- 
dar when he was prefent, and that although he endeavoured to perfuade hirn, it 
was to no purppfe. At laft he fent for three guns and fome Torauns of Match- 
lock-men who were flationed at Taundeh ; and he pointed the guns acrofs the 
Nullah at the troops, and flationed the men at the (^haut, and ordered 
to jjcrrnit a (ingle perfon to crofs. In confequence thereof the Fougcdar^/^ople 
flood at the Ghaut and ufed infulting language, and faid that if any on^ttenm- 
tliftv would fire uuon him. When Mr. Gordon ffaw thnv. 


t«l to crofs the river, they would fire upon him. When Mr. Gordonjlaw thn^. 
that no anfwer to his letter had come from the Fougedar, and that hisW^aplc were 
inclined tohoftilities, he direfled me to go and explain things to Shunjeheer Khan 
3 nd perfuade him to defifl from fuch improper conduft. According j4) the orders 
I had received, I went to the Ghaut and demanded a boatV and fais that bwas' 
fent by Mr. Gordon to the Fougedar on bufinefs, and defiretf^at they .Viftild allr 
low me to crofs over alone ^ but they would not liflen to me^**^ fend a boat^p 
carry me over. Without remedy, I returned to Mr. Gordon and informed him 
of the behavior of the people at the Ghaut. He faid, « If they will Jh'.wyon 
ft boHt it is no, matter, mount an elephant and fwim him over. ” obeyed and 
mounted an elephant, and went and endeavoured to pufh the cldpljant jnto the 
Nullafi. The Fougedar’s jxople at once levelled their pietes at me and faid, “be- 
' ■ • • ware. 
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elephant into the Nullah we will fire upon you, ani' kill 

you.” PerfiLir 4 ,\J returned to Mr. Gordon. It was now almoft fun-fet. VVhcn 
the country people faw this affair, that the Fougedar of Taundeh was our enemy 
^ alfo, tliat he had)(fhut up the Ghaut, and would not permit us to pafs, they 
charged us on all fides. Our Sepoys feeing tlioufands of the country people af- 
fembled on one fide, the Ghaut Ihut up, and Slmmfheer Khan difpofed to hofti- 
litics on the other ; and being alfo much exaufted by the Ikirmilliing and labor 
on the march, gave up their refolution and firmnefs at once, and, throwing a 
fide their arms and their coats, difjxjftd thcmlelvcs to flight, and nolwithftand- 
ing Mr. Gordon uffed every means of perfuafion, both to the Sejjo) s and ilie of- 
ficers, no one either heard or obeyed him, until Mr. Gordon was left with only 
ten men and the baggage ; all the reft were fled. At this time (>ally Perfliaud, 
a Bengaly of Mr. Scott’s, who was ftationed at the Kooty, by a thoufiind entrea- 
ties and fupplications, obtained an order to fend one boat from the Fougedar, 
and fent it over. Mr. Gordon then faw that none of his people had remained 
with him ; that continuing there alone was to no purpofe, and therefore was 
obliged to crofs over. All his baggage and the baggage of Ins fervants and fol- 
\ lowers' was plundered ; that which they carried over with them, when they 
crofted, and delivered into the hands of the Fougedar’s people, who promifed to 
proteft it, was afterwards taken by them and never returned. Some days after 
fome firelocks w^re pro<ii*ced from the houfe of the Fougedar, and many of the 
people’s efiedls were feen there ; but the Fougedar’s men did not deliver them up. 
In fliort this is the fubftance of the afl’air which happened at Taundeh, and I 
have wrote this account upon oath, that whoever reads it may know it to be true.

E Meer Ahmdd Ally Subadar in the battalion of Captain Williams, and 
Doepd Sing 3 ubadar of grenadiers in the battalion of Major Macdonald, 
fw^SM?-'f^e) upSf the facred Koraun, and ( the other ) by tlie Ganges &c. to 
t^e (truth of thcj^itmlowing depofition, which we give in writing. That on the 
7th of the naprfth of September Mr. Gordon with four companies of Sepoys and 
‘^.hwTjAcflOorfe of the Iluffauleh of Ruzza Beg Khan, did march from the Ghaut 
of Jehoorai^oward Taundeh, and we ( the deponents ) were along with him. 
From oijr fettiiig out till our arrival at Taundeh, ihoufands of country people 
lurrounded us on every*fide with intention to cut off the troops and the baggage, 
fo that we were wntinually engaged both with fwords and.fmall arms the whole 
way ; but as the order of march was well regulated, ^ly: enemy could not fuc-

cccd m tlicir attempts upon the army. Aftet ftirmiftiing through^Vi? 5 rw!! 6 lg 
march, by which feveral of the enemy wete killed, we arnved^i^ety aboht 
two o’clock in the afterilooti on the bailk of the Nullah of l^rah "vi^hich t'Uhi 
beneath Taundeh. After our arriviil there Mr. Gordorn wdnted to crofs thg 
Nullah and halt in Taundeh, and he gave Us orders to crols (he Nullah. We 
attempted to pafs over j but the Fougedar of Taundeh, by name Shumiheer 
Khan, hearing that Mr. Gordon was about to crofs the Nullah, prepared three 
guns and three or four Tomuns of matchlock-men, who were llationcd wi th him, 
and pofted them at the Ghaut ; and they pointed the guns toward the troops oi 
Mr. Gordon ; and the Fougedar gave orders not to permit a fingle man belong- 
ing to that gentleman to crofs. Although Mr. Gordon wrote a letter to the faid 
Fo'ugedar, it made no fort of impreffion u]X)n him. At laft evening came : It 
liappened that Ruzza Beg Khan had arrived alone on fome bufmefs belbre this 
aflair, and crofled over to Taundeh. Tlie cavalry, belonging to the faid Ruflau- 
lehdar, before any one elfc, fwam their horfes acrofs the river and fled^ Tlie Se- 
poys leeing thoufands ot country people advancing on one fide, the (^haUt flltit 
up by the Fougedar, Shumiheer Khan, who would allow no orte to pafs, on th<; 
other ^ and that tlic eavalry who accompanied them were difperfed and gone, 
gave up at once their fteadinefs and refolution, and taking off their coats, and 
throwing down their arms, turned (hemfelvcs to flight, until Mr. Gordon was 
h it with only ten or eleven men ; for all the reft had ftsd. Arthis time Cally 
I'cTfliaud, Mr. Scott’s Bcngally, who refided at the Kooty in Taundeh, by a 
ihoufand fupplications and intreaties, obtained an order from the Fougedar for 
one boat, which he fent over. Mr. Gordon was then alone on the bank. lie 
was forced to crofs, and all the baggage belonging to liim and his followers was 
plundered.

a follower of Ramjewun, and Ram Sheweh a follower of Ajayb^g, and Dildarf ' 
llooflcin Khan, and Nuzzur Alhriff with their own parties. On thi-. next morl- 
ning, which was monday the 28th of Shabaun, the above-named 
engagement at Ramnagur with the companies which came from the for^tTof Chunan 
At two Pahr and a half of the day (4 paft one P.M.) thofe companies*drhere dicleated, ^ 
and the intelligence was immediately fent to Lutteefgur, and at and one Pahr of the 
night (q o’clock ) Bauboo Soojauri Sing having left Lutteefgufwith Gholaum

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whole day He was employed in preparations, and In ftaticaiing 
the abovciilentK'kTjed chicls, and in loading Bamboo laddcri5 on the boats and guns 
upon the pinnace.

.twelve at night ot\wedncfday they flibuld crofs and attack the Governor-General 
a4id the other Englilh gentlemen who refided in Meludew Daufs’s garden. All 
the inhabitants ot RamhagUrj as well as, I faw and heard thefe particulars.

With refpeft to Cheit Sing’s having, from of old, an improper correfpon- 
dence with the Begums at Lucknow and the Rajah of Bheraich and Gooruckpoor 
the declaration of the above Kanny is as follows. 

Since two years, on account of the enmity of Cheit Sing to me, I liad left Ram- 
nagur and refided in another dwelling ; and Cheit Sing had always afled towards 
me with fuch enmity and oppofition as cannot be dbfcribfed. How therefore fhould 
he.,havc acquainted me with his Gorrcfpondences ? But 1 have heard from report 
that he had in many places improper corrcf|X)ndcnccs. However it is very jjlain 
that he had enmity towards the Governor-General, becaufe whenever he learned 
anything to the prejudice of the Governor from the letters of his Vakeels, or 
the reports of ilLdefigning perfons, he ufed to rejoice. This is known to all (he 
inhabitants of Ramnagur. Aca)rdingly, when the Governor General was late- 
ly coming from Calcutta towards this quarter, the Rajah and his companions ufed 
to fay, “ the Governor lias been difplaced and is making hiscfcape to llindoftan.” 
Befidcs, from the Rajah’s going to Buxar to meet him with the greateft prepara- 
tions his intention plainly appears.

I GuDGEnAUGK SiNG, the ancient Kelladar of Ramnagur from the time of 
the deccaed Rajali oulwant Sing, do declare and give in writing, witliout 
i-cfcr^te, ( ^fiderinc^od to be prclcnt and a witnefs ) all that I have done, fctn, 
uj- hcaritf^o the fblpwing effed. 

On the da>^^hat (he engagement happened between the forces which came from 
the troops of Rajah Cheit Sing, I was in readinefs in the fort of Ram- 
nagur witnHie Burkaifidaafcs with their matches lighted. When the Clu^nar 
army had been tibfea ted, a budgerow from the weftward came near (he Gliaul of 
Bu'jley Suddanuftd. HaVing obferved it from the fort, I went out by the wicket 
gate, 'Vh'ichf is <0>thc Southward, with feven or eight Burkandazes. The row-’^ 
ils and bthtf pcdplc belongihg to the Bud^fbw on feeing this leaped into the 

water. 
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watci, and the gentleman was killed by the ftroke of a fword fro^tl^iflftn wild 
accompained me. About this time I received intelligence th^he |lajah’s ca- 
valry, who oppofed the Chunar army, had fled. Upon this I ^s greatly con- 
fiilcd, and was dcfirous of carrying the Budgerow under the IJfirt ; but the peo- 
ple of Buxey Suddanund took poflefllon of the Budgerow, and declared that they 
would keep it, as it bad come to their Ghaut. Two Burkandazes brought from 
the Budgerow two mufquets and fome cloths ; and one of my people took one 
iiiufquet, whilft the Burkandazes took more cloth and arms. From thence I 
went to my charge in the fort. 

My further depofition is as follows. 

On the night of the fame day that the army from Chunar was defeated, about 
two Gurries of the night remaining, Bauboo Soojaun Sing arrived from Lutteef- 
gur at Ramnagur. I heard from feveral perfons that the faid Bauboo had given 
orders to his troops and -chiefs to make a night attack on the Governor General 
and the other gentlemen who were in Mahadew Dafs’s Garden. Accordingly ^ic 
employed his troops in bringing bamboo ladders and loading them on boats, ana ; 
every one was preparing for the attack. ^

T H E depofition of Hindoo Sing Adjutant at Buxar fays, that the people * 
under the government of Cheit Sing gave many proofs of (lif^ffeQion to the 
Englilh. That about two raontlis before the arrival of the Governor General at 

BuxaT, ' 
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Buxar, t^o ^poys belonging to the fort of Buxar obtained leave of abfencc and 
did not return..; ,'lhat Soojaun Sing, the brother of the Rajah Chcit Sing, took 
them into his fcrvice, and made one of tliem a IJavildar and tlie other a Naick ; 
^ that he received undoubted information, which was afterwards confirmed bv de- 
Icrtions from the garrifon, that Soojaun Sing tutored the two deferters to entice 
away the Englilh Sepoys from Buxar promHing to make them Havildars and of- 
ficers it they would enter into his fervice, in confequence of wliich feven Sopoys 
dclerted and entered into the fervice ot the faid Soojaun Sing ^ and that many more 
would have followed, but that proper meafurcs w'erc taken to prevent them The 
deponent alfo feys, that long before this, when Sir Ityrc (k)otc was on his way 
to Lucknow, three Seixjys were fent to purchafe grain at Balleah in the coun- 
try of the Rajah-, that they applied to tlic Fougedar of tlie place for his afliflancc 
in purchafing the grain, which he not only refufed, but he caufed them to be 
beaten almoft to death; that their turbans and bayonets w'cre taken away, and 
that no fatisfadion could ever be obtained for this injufticc and infult to the En- 
glifli government, nor was the Fougedar called to account for his condufl. The 
deponent further fays, that when the Rajah came to Buxar to meet tlie Gover- 
nor General, he had with him a fleet of boats, in number eighty or eighty-five, 
on which were embarked, according to the information which he obtaaned, 
two thoufand' or two thoufand five hundred men. Sepoys and Matchlock-men, 
with four guns ; thaWie came to, and encamjied on the northern fide of the 
river oppofite to Buxar, and that he hadfeveral bodies of cavalry on tlic road on 
the fame fide of the river -, fays that the Rajah came to Buxar to fee the Gover- 
nor General ; that he brought with him only fifty or fixty ix:o])lc, but (hat tliey 
were all his relations and particular friends, on whom he depended, and that they 
were all armed: The deponent further fays, that when hoftilities commenced- 
^tw<pcn the Rajah and the Englilli, the Sepoys and others who happened to be 
in thevRajah’s country, were all driven out, and the road on both fidcs the river 
fo compleatly fhut up, that no individual could pafs -, that four or five llioufand 
matchlock-men were to be collefled by two brothers, Deir Sing and Bcir Sing, at 
Serinjah iNpuJ^able to orders from the Rajah ; and that the faid Rajah wrote di- 
reflions loW faid Dei;* Sing and Beir Sing, and to the Kclladar ofSerinjah to re- 
duce the foat of Buxar, and to eftablifli his government in that country. 

TheS^tr^nent t^her fays, that about twelve months ago three TCurCqjcan 
gentlemen werp.«macked at Beerpoor in the country of the Rajah, about live cofc 
from Buxar \ that one of the gentlemen was def|jerately wounded ; that a fijr- 
jc’wty.a^mmadar and fifty Sepoys were fent from Buxar to feize the Zemiidar, 
but withoul^ffeR •, that complaints were made to, the Rajah, but no redrefs ^uld 
ever be obtained*.

D E P O S 1 1 ’ I O N of Sheakh Mahommed Aumeen Meyher, late a Gom- 
inandant in the lervice of Cheit Sing. Upon his oath fays, he was thp fer- 
vaiit of Cheit Sing ; that he commanded a battalion oh^levcn hundred and fifty 
Sepoys in his fervice that he accompanied Cheit Sing when he went to Buxar 
to meet the Governor General ; that there was with Cheit Sing at that time the 
following armed force : Two hundred and twenty-eight Sepoys under the im- 
mediate command of this deponent, fix hundred matchlock-men under, llie cppi’' 
mandofSeuperfaudSing, and lliree hundred Pcadalts, orfwordmen, called Hpz- 
zoory or guards ; that the abovementioned tretops accompained the liejahnn boaks \ 
and that tlie laid Rajah Clieit Sing was allb attended by a Ijody of fix hy^dred 
cavalry under dilTcreut leaders i that the cavalry marched down on the fouthern 
bank of the Ganges, and direbled their movements by the motion of thi fleet 'bf . 
boats, in which the Rajah and his infantry were embarked. That the Rai 
jah Cheit Sing arrived at Ghauzijjoor he w’as joined by Bullum Da^ the Au- 
mil, and the Dewan Ruggoobur Dial ^ and that, when'"he proceeded on, from 
thence, a detachment of cavalry and matchlock-men (ftation^y troems at Gha^i-. ‘ 
zipoor) in number about live hundred accompanied tfie Ra_pi^ marphiijg' along 
the northern bank of the river, in the fame manner a? the trobjjg^on ibeoppolito 
fide, moving when the fleet moved, and halting when t^at balCtd, That the 
Rajah arrived and encamped on the northern fide of tl^ gapgcs, oppofit^jjjfiifltC 
of Bv.xar : That the Governor General arrived at Buxar the next the' 

Rajah crolfi d the river and waited upon him •, that he returned t^s camp, and 
about three oclock in the afternoon put his people and flset in motion, return- * 
ing as, he had went, and the troops on the banks of the rivcf, accompanying the 
boats. That the Governor General proceeded the. next morning and came up 
with the Rajah at Zemenejsah, about twenty c,ofc frppi Bux^ir, That the Ra- - 
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jaK again, waited on tlic Governor General on board his boat, and that the Gov. 
General t]ien proceeded on before the Rajah, the Rajah following at the diftance 
of four or five cofe until they reached Banaris : That the Gov. General went to 
the garden of Mfchadew Dafs, and the Rajah to Shcwallah Ghaut, his armed 
people taking their ftations in their neighbourhood : That his, the deponent^ 
people, did not arrive with the Rajah, but that he joined him with fifty Sepoys, 
and took his Ration near to Shewallah *, that two companies of Sepoys alfo joined 
the Rajah from Ramnagur. The deponent further fays, that on (he day that the 
three gentlemen and the two companies of Englifli Sepoys came to the Uajah, and 
the circumftance of his arreft was known, the Rajah’s people (who were then Ra- 
tioned round Shewallah) to the number of about four thoufand were armed and 
prepared for aftion ; that at this time Munnihar Sing, Seuamur Sing, and Nunkoo 
Sing went to the Rajah ; that the diRurbahec and difpute at the gale ran high 
and cncreafed every moment ; that the Huzzoories, Peadahs, and others with their 
arms, got upon the Ghuppers which were ere£led againR the wall on the outfide ; 
that the matchlock-men fired upon a company who were without Shewallah ; 
tljat the deponent counted feven matchlocks which were fired, and faw a Sepoy 
fall by the firR Ihot ; that the moment the firing was heard the Rajah’s people for- 
ced their way fword in hand into Shewallah, and cut the gentlemen and Sepoys 
to pieces : That the Rajah Gheit Sing cfcaped during the.conflift to Ramnagur, 
and from thence to LuMcefpoOr. 

The deponent further fays, that after the detachment from Ghunar was rc- 
pulfed near Ramnagur and obliged to retreat, Soojaun Sing and the Buxey Sud^ 
danund arrived With troops at that place, and that by orders from the Rajah they 
prepared fcaling ladders &c. in order to make a night-afl’ault on the garden of 
Mahadew Dafs ; that boats were prepared and guns and troops marched down to., 
the Ghaut of Aufi Sungum : That the Sepoys belonging to the deponent refilled 
to crofs the river until they had obtained fome rcfrefhment, having been without 
food for two days ; that the night paffed away without any thing being done, 
and that the Governor General on that night quitted Banaris and arrived at Ghu- 
nar ; that Soojaun- Sing and Suddanund Buxey wrote a complaint to Gheit Sing 
againd thd,^ troops unt|pr the command of the deponent the next morning, and 
that Soojauh Sing fent a company of his own Sepoys to take poffclfion of the gar- 
den of MaMdew Da^ ; that they plundered the property of the gentlemen at that 
place, ‘an\r rcturne^to Ramnagur. 

The deponen|ij»xurther fays, that the following is, to the bcR of his memory, 
a true liR ofirhe forces with Rajah Gheit Sing; thofc on the regular eRablilh- 
iT'ORt’f. .thofe newly entertained, and thofe who came in to his afliRance.

T he deponent upon his oath fays, lie was one of thofc who attended Mr. 

Markham and Lieutenant Stalker, when they went to the Rajah Cheit 
Sing at Shewallah Ghaut, with about fifty orderly Sepoys armed with fwords 
only •, that a fliort time after, two companies of Sepoys arrived under the com- 
mand of Lieutenants Scott and Symes ; that Mr. Markham returned from the Ra- 
jah’s with about thirty of the orderlies *, that he the deponent continued during 
the whole of the fucceeding tranfaflion near to Lieutenant Stalker ; that he faw 
Lieutenants Scott and Symes enter Shewallah with their fwords drawn, and port- 
ly after obferved guards poftqd in different places, from. which he dilcoveicil, for 
the firft time, that the Rajah was in aireft ; that after the departure of Mr. Mark- 
ham there were prefent Mefl" Stalker, Scott and Symes, with feven or eight Se- 
poys ( orderlies ) attending juft without the apartment where they were feated 
with the Rajah : That fcveral of the Rajah’s people, all armed, to the number 
of forty, were feated without the purdahs. That centries were pofted round thc^ 
buikling, and that the two companies remained without the inner gate ; that 
many of the Rajah’s Peons, to the amount pf about three hundred, were affem- 
bhd in the fame place that fevcra’l notes were fent oQ^ by Lieiitenant Stalker, 
and one note received by him; j||^ at about twelve o’clock at noon the Rajah 
dclired permiflion to perform bW^i^ons, which was refufed, unlefs he would 
lend for water and perform the^ W, the fpot, which he did accordingly. That 
before this period, the Rajah’s people between the outer gate and that which' led 
immediately to the building, made two different attempts to force their way 
“through the inner gale, but were kept back by the two companies who were ^oft- 
ed there : That Lieut. Stalker once went himfelf to the gate, aud ftruck one of 
the Rajah’s jieople who was endeavouring to force his. way in •, that the Rajah’s 
people appeared to be highly irritated, and that theSubadars of the companies found ^ 
it neceffary to fix bayonets. Says that Mcff. Scott and Symes accomp^/td Lieuf. 
Stalker on this occafion, but that he the deponent continued near the Rajah, with 
ihree or four Sepoys, by orders from Lieutenant Stalker ; that he nev^rthcltfs faw 
what paffed through the ftone lattice which furrounded the l^lding : (iThat at tlii^ • 
period the Rajah fent his Buxey to forbid his people from mfcfig anjndifturbance 
and the affair fubfided \ that the gentlemen returned to the najah. The depo- 
nent further fays, that alter the Rajah had finilhed his ablutions, 'h^ retired to a 
ftone pavilion, or fort of baftion, to ))crform his devotions ; that thi^f 
orderly Sepoys were diredled to attend him at a fmall diftance, to obprf^ his mo^ 
tions ( the officers continuing in their places ) ; that a*t this p^wod a Chubdar 
( named Cheit Ram ) came from Mr. Markham, and delivered a meffage to Mr.' 
Stalker, and that the faid Chubdar afterwards went to the Sing, 

who was ftill at his devotions \ that he appeared by his manner, and the loudnefs 
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of his voice, to be fpeaking infultingly and paffionately to the Rajah ; that at this 
period a report of matchlocks was heard ; and one of the Subadars, Bifhen Sing, 
called out to the officers that they were fxred upon by tlie Rajah!s people from 
•4he outer wall. That the gentlemen ftarted from their feats and drew their fwords ; 
that Lieutenant Stalker ruflied forward toward the gate, and that Lieutenants 
Scott and Symes attempted to follow him ; that the moment the firing com- 
menced from the outer wall, the two companies were attacked by tlic: three hun- 
dred Peons, in the fpace between the two walls with tliem. At the fame in- 
ftant the officers and their orderlies were attacked by the forty of the Rajah’s peo- 
ple ( faid to be within the building at the beginning of this depofition ) ; that

has no further knowledge of what paffed during the remainder of the a61ion, or 
how the Rajah made his efcape ; Tliat when he recovered liis fenfes, he faw Lieu- 
tenant Stalker lying d«ad near him, with many of the Sepoys ; that he heard 
a firing which one of the wounded told him proceeded from a company of Sepoys, 
who were driving off the Rajah’s matchlock-men ; that lie, the deponent, con- 
tinued on the ground the whole night, but was removed the next morning to 
the garden of Mahadew Dafs.

That LieuJenant Symes with one company took poft within the firft gate ,' that 
the coijipany Oftidcr Lieutenant Scott ftationed thcmfelves at the inner gate; that 
Lieutcnan^talkcr ordered him to poft a guard of a Ilavildar and twele Sejxjys 
at the fmm g£rte leading to the river, and another guard at the gate opening 
from thence into Shewallah j that he pofted guards as he was ordered, and that

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he fent out a Havilclar to fee what number df nicn were in the neighbouring gar-r 
dens and cantonments, and what they were about. That the Havildar brought 
back information, that the iRajah’s people were all arming thcmfelvcs, and load- 
ing their matchlocks j that he communicated this intelligence to Lieutenant StaL 
ker, and added that the Rajah’s people were certainly preparing to attack them ; 
that at this period the Rajah’s Buxey arrived j that he went in to Ghcit Sing, 
and that he faw him make a motion with his hand as one ftriking with a fword j, 
that the deponent faw this from the inner gate where he was {landing. That 
Gheit Singes people became turbulent, exclaiming on all fides, that they ( the 
Englifti) had made their Uajali a prilbner, and calling out to attack them. That 
he found it neceffary to order the Sepoys to fix their bayonets, and that he fent 
information to Lieutenant Stalker that they were about to be affaultedi in con 
fequence of whicli Lieutenant Stalker came out to the place where Lieutenant 
Symes was potted with his company.

dar, the Moulavy, and Gheit Ram (Mr. Markham’is GhuMar) were cidt down 
that Munnear Sing (truck at Lieutenant Stalker with his S^yinetar, but .without 
effe6l i that Lieutenant Stalker made a thruft at Munnear Sing witji his fword 
without elfc6l alfo , that Lieutenant Stalker threw the fwor^gfrom Kis hand and • 
took a feymetar from one of his orderly Sepoys, with whi^ he cemtinued tfie^ 
aflion ; that Nunkoo Sing afterwards made a ttroke at LieutenahkStalker ; Tb»t 
the Rajah’s people who were now aflembled in great numbers, bofth within anci

not remember, being a newly enlifted Sepoy, that thofc two officers came in and 
continued with the Rajah and Lieutenant Stalker ; that he, the. deponent, was 
dircQed by Lieutenant Stalker to attend with three other orderly Sepoys in the 
apartment where the officers were fitting with the Rajah ; that the reft of the 
orderly Sepoys remained without the Purdahs, which were let down in the front 
ofilthc apartment.

T H E Affidavit of Lieutenant Colonel William Blair taken before Sir Eli-- 

jah Impey, Knight, Chief JuftiQe of the Supreme Court of Judicature it 

Fort William in Bengal. Tliis deponent on hk oath faith, that on the 21^ ^ 

Auguft 1781, to the beft of his.recolleSion, about eight o’clock m' t^,mqriw>5»^ 

and fome thing near an hour after he liad illucd orders for the ad battalion 01 the 

6th regiment to crofs the river and march with all poffible expedition to Banaris, a 

man was brought to him, who faid he had Ibme particular intcHigence to deli- ^ 

ver : that upon hearing, what he had to fay, he acquainted the deponent, that 

hs hadTeft Ramnagur ih the night, and that it was there detei mined to attack 

!(hc Fort of Ghunargur the following night. He mentioned fcvcral of the leaders 

nam^r' 
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lULHie? whom the deponent does, not remember, and laidlhsit ladders had been 
prepared at Pateeta for that pur^fe, and tliat a confiderable force was expe£led__ 
to join thofe at Ramnagur. The deponent further faith, that^t the time this M- 
mJow gave him the above information, he was going to the beach to fee the batta- 
lion paraded, and to expidite the boats, and that. he faw tlic fame man upon the 
road as he was returning from the river-fidc. Lieutenant Colonel Blair further 
faith, that a Ihort time before dinner on thefaimeday, anotlier man wasbrouglit 
to him with intelligence, wIkj was drefled like a Fakcer; helecincd a middle aged 
man, and appeared very folicitous for the falctyof the Englilh. His ii. formati- 
on correfponded with the former as to the lime that lire fort was to be attacked ; 
the forces, he faid, could not in allconfift of lelsthan between twenty and thir- 
ty thouland men with artillery ; that they were to be. fed oti by )lia Rajah in 
perfon, and were to come from I^utteefpoor, Raihnagur, and Pateeta. Tlie de- 
ponent remarks, that this man fpoke fo much more Uian meerly anfwering quef- 
tions that were put to him, that this joined to his feemiug anxiety for Uie fafety 
of the Engl-Uh, created in the deponent’s mind great doubts of lus . veracity, though 
l^e did not totally rejed his information. Tlie deponent here obferv.es, that this 
man, and alfo the perfon that delivered theiirfl: intelligence, were perleft ftran- 
gers to the deponent and every perfon about 'bi;u, and that among other quefti- 
ons he alked him what was his inducement to come to hiju with foch particular 
information ; to which he anfw.ercd, that he was a poor man and expefled a re- 
ward. The deponent then told him, that if he called upon him next day he 
would moft undoubtedly reward, him accordingly. The deponent further faith, 
that as far as lie recollcfts, between three and Tour o’clock the fame. afternoon he 
was obferving the laft of the before-mentioned battalion crofling the river, his 
Jemmadar Hircarrah came to him and told him, that it was tlie gcne.ral belief eve- 
ry where, that a large army was upon the marchy and it was fuppofed would reach 
Ghunar that night, and that vaft numbers of the inhabitants were flying the town : 
That he the deponent warned the laid Jemmadar Hircarrah to beware of bring- 
ing or fpreading falfe intelligence, as he flioiild anfwer for it with his life. His 
anfwer was, that he fpoke nothing of himiyf. 

The deponent aftej having fecn all the battalion acrofs the river, and bt^n 
their march, ordered the Jemmadar Hwearrah to attend him to camp ; that as 
. the deponent was on the road he met a ynungn nan feemingly much out of breath, 
ybut could not underftand what he had to fay (Wii.he reached the camp, when he 
1 called Capt. Blair to interpret for him. The rinformation this man gave was, 
friat he was ah iahabitantoffrPateeta, and ufed J‘tej:juently to come tp Ghunar up- 
on hh own btjfinefs ; that ‘the deponent’s Jenwftaiiar Hircarrah knew him, .which 
was acknowledged the Jemmadar hirnfclf : IJe foid, that when djevleft l^atecr 
ta theijc was absut fijt ithoufend ambgetling hearty to >march towards-^hnnar, and 
that he underftcibd that a very large bo«ly was to follow from Luttepfpopr. Thp 
deponent further faith, that upon reflefting upon the the various intelligence he

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and Cipt Blair with his apprchcnfions df an attack being made that night ; that he 
the deponent faw dut-pofts placed, and-gave every neceffary inftruaiot^ to prevent 
a turprizc, and to opprte the enemy with vigour; as he was confcious- that every 
thing depended upon being able to keep the field. The deponent after this, whe» 
the troops were turned out at roll-calling, direaed Captains Blair and Sparks to 
thank their men in the name of the Qwernor General for their late gallant be- 
havior at Ramnagur, lamenting at the fafote lime the great lofs that they had fuA 
tained by being imprudently, led into a place where they could not aS ; but that 
he the deponent was confident they could in the fair field beat any force that the 
Rajah could bring againft them ; that the men exprefled a perfedt confidence and 
rcadinefs to oppofethe enemy if attacked, and the Chaffeurs expreffed the greateft 
cagernefs to embrace the firft opportunity of revenging the death of theircorapani- 
ons and Commandant ; and they remained upon their arms all night with the utmoft 
cheerfulnefs. The deponent further fays, that when the Goveror General arrived at 
Chunargur next morning, and that he was told the danger that threatened^ him 
and all the other gentlemen at Banaris, which he was perfeaiy ignorant of before, 
it then trouded on his mind, as no enemy had made the leaft attempt cither up- 
on the camp or fort, that all thefe pieces of intelligence, which had been brought 
in the day before, were entirely calculated for the purpofe of detaining the troops

N athaniel Middleton Efq; on his oath faith, that he left Luckiiow 
on the 19th Auguft and joining the Nabob Vizeer at about ten cofe 

diftant, proceeded with him towards Banaris with an intention to meet the Go- 
vernor General, who Was expefled fliortly at Lucknow. 

That about three or -four days after his departure, he heard of the difturbaftcc 
at Banaris, and of the maflacre of three European Officers with a number of Se- 
poys at the inftigation of Rajah ^Gheit Sing, which preventeef the Governor Ge- 
neral’s fetting out for Lucknow as he had intended ; and on his arrival at Uoud- 
nagur, on the 24th of the fame -month, he received imperfeft accounts, through 
the channel of the Vizeer’s publick intelligence, of the retreat of the Governor 
General and his party to Chunargur ; and the fame account as well as many o- 
lliers fet forth, that the Rajah Cheit Sing had iffued his moft pofitive orders to 
all the Zemeedars and officers of his government fo put every European to death 
that -they could lay hold of, to feize and feverely punilh any natives who Ihould 
be found in the fervice of, or conneded with, the Englifti; and in gencral to 
ufe every means in their power to promote an infiirre&ion throughout the coun- 
try, for which they fhould be liberally rewarded^ That he had alfo written 
Perwannahs, or letters, to many of the Zemeedars of the Vizeer’s country, en- 
couraging them to raife difturbances in their refjpefiive diftrifls, and to affift him 
with troops, for which he promflal them large- fums of money. That this re- 
'port was made to him repeatedly, through various channels, and.implicitly cre- 
dited, not only by himfelf but, he firmly believes, ^by the Vizeer and every man 
in his retinue. 'That in confequence of thefe occurrences, the Vizeer who had 
left Lucknow with a very fmall force, determined to wait for reinforcements be- 
fore he proceeded, and accordingly fummoning his troops from all quarters, halt- 
ed at>Huffan poor* until they joined him. That on the 31ft of faid month he, 
this deponent, in company with the Vizeer left Huflanpoor and proceeded to- 
wards Chunargur. That on his arrival at, or near the village of Gopec Gunge, 
he heard from fijveral different perlbns, whole names he docs i*&t at prelent recol- 
that a number of dead bodies were feen, fome in a well fituated near the road 
and others lying on the open. plain, partly covered with loofe earth or fand 
that bjd been thrown over them : That thefe bodies were fuppofed, and gene- 
rally believed, to be the bodies of Dauck Hircarrahs, and other travellers de- 
pendant on th$ Englilh, who hadlieen feized and murdered in confequeflee of 
the aforefaid ordV^f of^ajah Cheit Sing. That this deponent did hot fee the bo- 
dies, but had not a doubt of the truth of the ftory, as it was mentioned by feve- 
jpl perfons at the time they were paffing the place, and afterwards by others who 
had ftopped to fee them.

had feen the dead bodies pf .fwq Europeans, Who they fup]^^ had been murder- 


ed by the inhabitants of that place : That he heard at the time, and believedj 
and does ftill believe, that much encouragement, and'fome adilial aid in the raii^ 
ing of troops was given Rajah Cheit Sing by Behar. Ally, Khan, and Jewar Ally 
Khan, the two principal eunuchs, and counfellprs of the Vizeer’s mother atFyz- 
abad •, and that tlieir condtiQ, as well that of their dependants, during the 
continuance of the difturbances at Banaris, manifefted a ftrong difaffeftion to the 
Englilh. That he further h'pard froni his own news-writer Rationed at Fyzabad, 
that a Vakeel or agent from Rajah Cheit Sing had been received at that place, 
and allowed to remain under the prpl,e£lion of the faid eunuchs ; but for what 
particular purpofe, or what was, the hature of hjs commiffion or negociations^ 
this deponent has not been able to difcover.

A lexander IIannay Efi(; Lieutenant Colonel commanding a corps of his 
Excellency the Vizeer Aflbf-ud-Dowlah’s Sepoys, on his oath declares, tO' 
the beft of his remembrance and belief the following circumftanccs refpefting the 
ftate of the country he was Rationed in, and the reports that prevailed there du- 
ring the months of September and Oflober 1781. That in obedience to orders 
he received from his Excellency the Nabob Vizeer for that purpofe, on the 28th 
of AuguR 1781 heiffued orders for forming a detachment confiRing of one thou- 
fand Sepoys, four guns, and five thoufand Horfe frotn the^troops under liis com- 
mand, to afl’emble at Akbarpoor, on the road leading to Jowanpoor : That 
eight companies o^^Sepoys, two guns, and about one hundred horfe of the faid 
detachment were ordered to crofs the Gogra at the Ghowra Ghaut, and procetc^. 
to Akberpoor ; that two companies of Sepoys, two guns, and the remainder off 
the Horfe were ordered to crofs at Fyzabad, and encamp on the Rumna, urflu 
the arrival of the deponent, who was from thence to march them to Akberpoor,' 
the ^pointed rendezvous of the detachment. That the deponent arrived at Fy- 
zabad on the evening of the 7th of September with the intenjkin of purfuing 
his march to Akberpoor the next morning ; bu^ was detained ftpm the Horfemen 
having been feduced into the town, where they were tamperedvwith by the fer- 
vants and agents of the Begums to dedine proceeding further with him : Th 4 i: 

■ tho 
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'the Subadars of the two companies of Sepoys rcprefented to bim, that guards were 
plac^', ( faid by the authority of the Begums ) to prevent the Sepoys, or any one 
conne6ted with the Enelifti, from entering the town ; and upop enguify IWp- 
*jjparcd that fucli reprelentation was true : Th^t the deponent learnt from vari- 
ous, and what he deemed information to be depended on, that the agents of Ra- 
jah Gheit Sing were publickly fulfercd to raifc troops in Fyzabad, and that the 
eunuchs of both Begums encouraged the people to enter into his fcrvice, parti- 
cularly Jcwar Ally Khan, who was rcprefented to have gone into the Chouk for 
this purpofe : That the deponent was credibly informed> that two or three days 
before his arrival at Fyzabad, a man naiped Sheakh Khan, had marched from 
thence in order to join Rajah Gheit Sing with about a thoufand horfe and foot, 
and that feveral otlier detachments had before proceeded from fhence with the 
fame defign. Thefe tranfadlions were of fo publick notoriety, and fo generally 
believed, that the deponent deemed it his duty to reprefent their impropriety to 
the Bow Begum,* but could obtain no anfwer. On the evening of the 8th of 
September, the deponent received a letter from Lieutenant Gordon, who was on 
hjs march to join him at Akberpoor, informing him, that he had been attacked 
on his march from Ghowrah Ghaut by great bodies of men aflembled to oppofc 
him ; and that, on his arrival at Taundeh, the condu 61 of Shumflieer Khan, the 
Begum’s Aumil of that place, had effeSed the lofs gf'bis detachment, as appears 
from the following copy of his letter to the depOt^eAt relating the circumftances 
of that unhappy difafter. J 


Copy ^ a letter from Lieutenant John Gordon to Lieutenant-Colonel Hannay, 
dated at 'taundeh the loth of September 1781. 

I HAD the honor to write you on the 8th inftant acquainting you with the 
“ difafter which happened to my detachment, and I now beg leave to lay before 
“ you the particulars of that unfortunate affair. 


When I croffed the Gograh on the 6th at Ghowrah with tlic four compat- 
nies of Sepys and .about eighty horfe { in all near 400) Ifaw that the coun- 
“ try was difaffefled i my force, however, I judged to be quite fufficient to join 
.“-you at Akberpoor : Indeed I did not conceive that his excellency’s troops 
“ marching to join him by his order could meet with any interruption. 

On tlift^h at day-break I marched, and about half a mile from Ghowrah^ 
wliftrf’ crofting a Nullah where I had lent boats over night, I obferved great 
“ bodies of men afdbmbled to oppofe my march ; I immediately made w 4 iat I 
“ judged to be^ft^ beft difpfition of my fmall corps, and the behaviour of the 
men did them j^aferedit, for, thoughduringthe whole of the march of eight 
“ , cofe we were attacked and often furroupded by incredible numbers of people, yet 
we conftantly beat them off, killing and wounding many of them, and arrived

The Nabob Vizeer’s mother, called in the Narrative Navaub Allca* 
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“ with very little lofs about one o’clock in the afternoon at the Tercca Nullah^ 

“ which runs by Taundeh, bringing the whole of our Bazar and baggage in fhe 
“ mbii compikd fafety. I now imagined myfelf in a friend’s country, and in- 
» tended crolfing the Nullah, that my people might halt for the day and refreftp* 
“ after theri: fatiguing march ; for this purpofe I ordered my Bazar and baggage 
“ to be font over, and part of the Sepoys to ftand to their arms. A great num- 
.ber of our. enemies were ftill in fight, but judge of my furprize when I was 
informed that the boats were all on the other fide of the Nullah, and that none 
“ of them were, permitted to crofs. I immediately wrote to the Begum’s Au- 
mil, Shumlheer Khan, acquainting him that I was marching with the Vizeer’s 
“ troqps by his orders to join him ; that I was attonilhed at his flopping the 
« Ghaut, and defired he would fend boats for the tranfport of my detachment. 

« To this no anfwer was made, but immediately three guns were brought near 
“ the Ghaut and pointed to us ; and a number of Nujjeebs were pofted on the 
“ banks of the Nullah, who threatened to fire if any body paffed. It is proper 
“ to remark here, that near the Ghaut there were a great many large boats be- 
” longing to Mr. Scott, whofe Gomaftah notwithftanding his moft earneft en- 
“ treaties, was prevented from fending them by Shumlheer Khan; and even 
“ the plunder of his fafioiiy, and his life were threatened if he attempted it. — 

“ When I found this to b^ tb(?,cafe, I took pofleflion of a very ftrong ground 
“ furrounded on three fides W the river and Nullah; on the fourth fide, where 
“ only I could be attacked b^lhe country people, I ordered the Sepoys to make 
“ abreaft-work, by piling up planks, of which there were a great number ; and 
** as I had ammunition and provifions, 1 intended to wait there until 1 could pro* 

“ cure boats, or difeover a ford. While I was thus employed, I found that Ma- 
homme<l Ruzza Beg, thejemmadar ol liorfe, hadfwam acrofs the Nullah, apd 
“ procured penniffion for his people to follow him, which they immediately did. 

“ No anfwer coming from the Fougedar, I defired my Moonlhy to go to hint 
» and explain the matter. He accordingly went to the Ghaut, and demanding 
“ a paflage, he was refufed and infulted in terms the moft opprobious to the 
“ Englifli. lie returned, and telling me this, I ordered him to take an elephant 
and fwiin over ; but when he attempted to enter the Nullah with the animal, 

** the Nujjecb pointed tlieir matchlocks at him, .and obliged himtodefift. Xl)®, 
“ Sepoys feeing this., and that the horfe-mcn were, permitted to fwira acrols, ' 
“ naturally imagined that the objeflion was to the Englilh only and their ad-* 

“ herents : .They thought it fefsft to abandon me, whom they tpuft have qo ^. 

eluded to be devoted, and throwing down their coats and arms, they fciU'wecT. 
“ tlif example of the horlc-men in fwiming acrofs the Nullah, making a merit 
with Shumlheer Khan of giving me up to my fate. One of the Subadars re- 
“ prolentcd to two others the folly of their fuffering for ojae i^/Aon, and propo- , 
*• fed to them to deliver me up to Shumlheer Khan, or to th(r country people ; 

“ but this propofal they rcjeQed with fcorn; the defertion however was almofjt 
“ conipletc, for in a little time, of the four companies not twenty men remained 

. “ includipg 
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^ including officers. It was now almoft evening when Mr. Scott'« Qomatlah with 
“ great difficulty at laft obtained permiffion from the Fougedar to fend one boat ; 
“ but it came loo late to render any cfTcftnal fcrvice ; for witb/ifce-fe\? Sepoys 
V** who remained corhmand was at an end, and as molt of my feryorits hai gone 
“ off, my baggage was left a prey to the banditti, who foon cairicd off and def- 
“ troyed it : Some things which a few of myfervants brought With them, they 
“ gave in charge of the Fougedar’s people to take care of them ; but they refer- 
“ ved them for themfelves, or rather for the Fougedar ; and though many of my 
“ things were feen in his houfe, I never could recover a Angle article. I am 
“ ftill in Mr. Scott’# faflory, which there is every rcafon to think Will be attack- 
“ ed, as numbers of people are affcmbled in the neighbourhood for that purpofe ; 
“ and as the Fougedar pofitively refufes to grant the Icaft affiftance, God knows 
“ what may be the confequence ! However, as it is evident that Shumlheer 
“ Khan was the foie caufe of this difafler, I hopo that exemplary punilhment 
“ will be inflifled on him ; and if I furvive^ I doubt not but I fliall be reim- 

burfed for what* I loft by his villain yt

The deponent further faith, that both froi^ obfewation and information, he 
doth believe, that a general and univerfal infurreS^n look place before the 15th 
of September in all the country to the caftward of the Gogra, from Mangee to 
Bafaitch ; and on its weftern banks from the borders of the Banaris dillrids to 
the extremity ofKheirabad. 'That it was created aud fomented by the agents of 
llcjah Gheit Sing, difaffided people at Fyzabad, and about the Vizccr’s court ; 
and that the expulAon of the Englilh was its objeft. In the diftridyof Gooruck- 
poor, and indeed in all the pergunnahs below Fyzabad, it was gen<^lly affericd, 
and the deponent never heard the affertion contradi£lcd, that the Raj^ Chtit Sing 
furnilhed the principal Zemetdars, particularly the Rajahs Fut^-Saw, Genoo 
RbypAject Mull, Zalim Sing, and Perty Pall Sing with cotrfracrable lums of 
money, in order to fubfift the force they collefled on this ocaaCon ; and that he 
gtanted them oftenfible certificates under hisrfeal engaging to difiharge whatever 
ejs^^nce they might incur in the fervice of the infurrefiion. Thcfe certificates and 
Pytwannahs, they received, or pretended to have received, under the feal ol the 
’^l^s&r.eonfij^ing them in their hereditary Zemeedaries, and appointing them 
AuimkLortthe part of thoSirkarj in their refptSive Pergunnahs, gained them 
an unbounded influ«nee«ver theinhabitants. The Aumils of the country i^ ge- 
neral were obliged io fly fronti their ftations, the Nujjcebs and Sebundy joined 
t^e infurgents oiSdffpeifed ^ alt ferry-boats were funk or deftroyed *, many of (be 
Dauck Hirdarra^ were flain, and the reft obliged to fly, which cffcfiually cut off 
aU correlpondencev as well as communjicationt and, the country remained in a fiate

J OHN MCDONALD Elq ; Major, commanding the Nabob ?AfFof-ud-Dowlah’s 
third battalion of Sepoys, on oath faith, that he the deponent was ftationed 
Rt'Atnora to affift the Aumil in colleding the Company’s Tunka, alfo to proteO: 
tthte lulyc&s of' his Excellency the Vizeer from the depredations of Zalim Sing, 
the rebdl Ridah of the aforeinentioned place Amora ; alfo the attacks of others his 
adherents ^ Tlidt- the ifiiid deponent had been detached by Lieutenant Colonel Han- 
nay fome time in Februa'^y 1780, with a body of Horfe and'foot in purfuit of 
the abovementioned Rajah Zalim Sing, who, befidcs fcqueftering the rents of the 
Pcrgunriah had- eompcUfed the inhabitants to quit the diftriQ, and further wan- 
tonly and without caufe/ murderd two of the principal Cannoongoes of the Per- 
gunnah afbrefaridi The ^onent could not, come up with the flying Rajah, but 
followed him until he tooL.*' 3 -v, 1%-ge bungle that bounded the country of the 
Vizeet tb the ettftward, anJ is the'iweflermoft limit of the>Zemeedary of Cheit 
$ing Rajah 'of Banaris : Zalim Sing was there 'redeived- in ithe raoft friendly man- 
ner, arid'prbleflion promifed him: On this the deponent lent proper fpies to watch 
the motions of Rkjah Zalim Sing, and returned himfelf' wiith the troops to'his 
flation al-Ahiora : That the deponent learned by the Ibies left abont- Zalim Sing, 
that he waif allowed to refide openly under the proteflion;ofGheit Sing, and ha<i 
villages, alf.!' lands alfigned for the maintenance of himfelf and followers. 

About tl^': twentieth of Au^ft laft the deponent was informed, Chert Sing had, 
after putting v»o death three Englife ofiloere, and two hundred and fifty Se^ys, 
Red from Banaffi, and openly fet up the ftandard of rebellion, inviting all j^r- 
fons wlro could procure arms to repair 10 hifflytmd by fighting under his banner, 
extirpatfc the Fringies. The road by whiclv the poft ufually travelled from. Ba- 
naris became impaffable from the numerous ptlrties it was faid Cheit Sing had 
fentouttociitofi’ all cortmunkation betwixt thpHonfole Governor General and 
the diffitieht ftalions of the army. As the deponent could not obtarirj any auths!^' 
tic account of the ftatc of affairs, he thoughcit heft to fend out j^rfary’to all 
parte for in'formiation, that he might judge from the Rate of the bouhtry how mat- 
ters 'flood at the place of the greateft iflt^ent. ^ The cot^tr jr of the daring rebel

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h?icl been cut off on his way to Chunart At laftit was faid, thp Hpu’ble Go-*)^ 
vernpr General was in Chunargur, but muft foon fall into the hands of the Ba- 
naris rebel, as no relief could poffibly reach the place in time j«^ve it j^and 
^at fhortly the deftrufiion of every Englilhman in thefe parts wmW bc effefied. 
^jam the Banaris diftrift the deponent learnt, Cheit Sing had funpiohed 'the Ze-, 
meedars of his Raje to join him with all the troops they could raife, promifing pre- 
fent pay to thofe bearing arms, and a remiflion of a year’s rent to all who repaired 
to his ftandard. Many rebels who had fled the Company’s and Nabob’s territo- 
ries, and taken refuge in his Zemeedary, were furnilhed with money, and joined 
by fuch Zemeedars belonging to the aforefaid Banaris rebel as lay too far diftant 
from the principal feene of aSion, to make a diverfiort, both towards the Com- 
pany’s lands and thofe parts of his Excellency’s dominions under the charge of 
Engliih officers, and endeavour to cut them all off, and thereby prevent any af^ 
liftance being fent from either Gooruckpoor or BahraichA His Excellency tlip Vi-*, 
zeer repaired to Sultanpoor about this time, which ^evented tlie rebel Zalim 
Sing, alfo Perty Pall Sing the rebel of Bufty, from quiuing tlie Jungle t but they 
were bufy in making the neceffary preparations, by r^fing of men with the mo- 
ney faid to be fent them by Cheit Sing. In Fyzabad, me Khajahs* of the Vizeersr' 
grand-mother, as well as thofe of the Bow Begunt, vfcre railing men undq/^- 
rious pretences, and making every preparation that Wight be neceffary either for 
offenfivc or defenfive v^ar. During t)f^ma^Jj|e 4 lajpob lay encamped at Sultan- 
poor, the deponent’s people were inful tedji^ill-med in Fyzabad by the Peons, 
Sepoys and other fervants of Jewar Ally I^an ant/the two Begums, as were all 
who made ufe of the Englifh name, or were fuppofed to have any conne^h 
tK8 kind ; but on its being known there, that his Excellency had moved^wards 
^Chunar, no one who was a fervant of the Engliih could get admittautJe into the 
city but by ftealth, pr in difguife ; even the Dauck from Lucknow /was not al- 
lowed to pafs through as formerly, but obliged to make a large cinAait, and the 
Hircarrahs put on dificrent appearances to pafs unnoticed to Amora. After the 
departure of the Nabob from Sultanpoor, as before-mentioned, thd rebels, who 
l^d been driven from the province of Gooruckpoor, began raovi^ towards the 
The Zemeedars ot Amora, where the deponent then f^d^, affo thofe 
of the adjacent Pergunnahs, held frequent meetings, and feemed big with fome 
.^seat plan. On or about the 29th of Auguft the deponent received a letter from 
Lieutenant Colonel Hannay informing him, that his Excellency the Nabob had 
■yritten to him Colonel jHannay, to join him immediately with a thoufand Se- 
4 gmjaj and five hundred horfe. Four hundred Sepoys of the deponent’s 
^aUaiwrf'we ordered for this fcrvicc, alfo his battalion gunSj and a hundred 
horfe that belonged to the Amora llation, were withdrawn to make up the uum- 
.ber required by^is*Exccllcncy. No fooner was this made public, than the Ze- 
meedars abfenteoj^rofclves, and the deponent learnt from all parts of the coun* 
try, that cver^a man was getting ready his arms, and that Cheit Sing’s name 
idWas in every body’s mouth *, that every Rajah in the country had declared foc 
* Eunuchs. A aa him t 
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: That the deponent endeavoured ti get foipe Nujjeebs to fupply the plac^ 
of the troops called away, but all in vain. Every attempt was rendered abor- 
tive' by the /flptihinations of the Khajahs belonging to the two Begums at Fy- 
zabad^ and' every foul in thait city fecmed from their conduft and converfatiorifc 
to look upon th^ Englilh as on the very eve of extermination, forbidding any: 
one to fcrve the Fringies •, but to repair to Cheit Sing and Saadut Ally Nay every ■ 
methcxl and way were Iryed to feducc the Sepoys from the deponent s battalion, 
which however did not fucceed while remaining under his eye, but had the de- 
fired effeS upon the Nujjccb and Sebundy. After the Sepoys, guns, and horfc 
had croffed the Gogra, there was an end to all government in that part of the 
country where the deporieht refided ; not an article of any kind was to be had, 
and but for the deponent’'? having forcfeen the fituation he Ihould in, and pro- 
■^ided accordingly, he waul'd have been under the necefiity of leaving his ftation 
from the want of prbvifiOns. Thus ftirrotmded on. all Tides by'lurking enemies,. 

( for there was no knowingVho to treat otherwife) the deponent knew not when- 
or from what quarter the plow was to be ftruck but on the 8th of September 
it broke out in all parts, all out-pofts were driven into camp, the roads in an in.- 
P?nt fecured by armed panties, Hircarrahs murdered, Sepoys attacked, and the 
intehded deftruftion of every Englilhman openly declared, not only throughout 
the Pergunnah, towns, a^ village^ the city ofFyzabad.- Tofuch 

lengths was it carried by thVjxio^^l^^T jpVar Ally Khan»and other Khajahs be- 
longing to the Begums, thaUhe wBSL^Sn of the deponent’s camp that were-fent- 
acrofr the Gogra to be out ofuic way of danger, being obnoxious from the con- 
neaioh, were refufed that proteftion which the fex in every country meets wi^b»

"^at his Excellency fet out with the in^nt of adhering to his treaty with the 
Company ; but that Mirza Saadut Ally wrote him he was to blame if he gave 
any affiftance ; that now was the time to ihake off the Englifljrt^e ; that it 
.^ight not be prudent to declare himfelf at once ; that he had on^ tA ftai^ neu- 
. and under pretence of defending themfelves, direft his fubje/s td^fltlce arms, 
and endeavour to prevent, the junflion of the Englilli forces, when the matter 
would work ef itfelf : Further, to direft the Aumils to fend no more fupplics 
of money, which would caufe the Sejjoys to leave the Englifli fervice lor want of 
pay, while themfelves would have plenty of money. In the city ol Fy/abad the 
fame language prevailed as to the money part, and flopping of the Tunka, un- 
til the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan thought proper toHime the grants. During 
the night of the loth of September, Rajah Zalim Sing crofled the Gogra, and 
advanced within four cofe of the deponent’s camp; on tlie evening of tiie nth 
the aforefaid Rajah pulhed three pofts to within a mijb of the deponent’s lines, 
and was to have moved from his camp with his main iSody, when the moon rofe. 
Thus (ituated it was though expedient, for the fafew of both parties, that the 
(jeponent ftiould join Lieutenant Colonel Hannay, wtfile yet a paflage was open ; 
accordingly about two in the morning of the 12th pf September the deponwijr 
quitted his camp at Amora, and marched to RyeGhauk; thedejwncnt wa5.i.arcc- 
ly out of his camp, when the Rajabiiu|^oplerufhed imo it, Icizing all they could 
find, and murded fome unhappy jjerronpfj^A^^ttMjiegltfted to move in front ol 
the deponent’s party. The deponent redlipra Ryefchaut at fun-rife of the i2th. 
As foon as it was known at Fyzabad that Zalim Sihg was in poflclfion of Amora, 
.Jhe whole city was in an uproar from joy, and the deponent heard the^eport/ 
and faw the fmoke of guns that were difeharged at Fyzabad, he bclicv^ on the 
occafion. The deponent faith he believed the reports as before related a/that time, 
tfnd flill is of opinion the threats therein contained were intended 10 be carried 
into execution, had the league been fuccefsful ; nor did the dejxj^nt then, (or

D Av iD^^S^liams Efq CajSt. of the firft battalion of his Excellency the Vizecr 
l^flblfuairDowlah’s Sepoys, on his oath declares, to the beft of his remen)i»/ 
brance alpf belief the following circyimhances rcfpeQing the ftate of the coui» 4 <;jr__ 
he was ftationed in ; the reports that prevailed there v and his own fituation in 
it during the months of September and Oflober one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty one. Upon hearing that the rebellion of Rajah Cheit Sing at Banaris had 
become of a very feribus nature, he deemed it rcquifite to repair immediately to 
his Ration at Gungowah in the diftriS of Gooruckpoop. Accordingly he left Luck- 
now by Dauck on the fim'^f September, and reached Sakrora the fame evening. 
On the fecond he arrivep Amora, and on the third at Gooruckpoor. Upon the 
road between Bufty and Meergunge a Sepoy belonging to Major M‘Donald’s bat- 
talion overtook him, aM 8<^ve him information that the rebels had attacked a 
poft in the Jungle, whicKithey had carried. On his arrival at Gooruckpoor the 
Jemmadar who commanded in the fort acquainted him, that the Rajahs Futteh 
Saw, Genoo Roy, and Aicet Mull had received a very confiderable Sum of mp- 
from Rajah Cheit Sinj^ to enable them to commence hoftilities in Gooruck- 
pooV^nd in the Gompanw^ diftrifls, and that they had croffed the Gogra ; and 
alfo that they had promila of coniyeraUC'^ms of money, and fupplies of men, 
upon commencing their opaa^ff8k^^''^^0ife fourth in tha> eveniqg he arrived at 
Gungowah, and had the rcpor>®fonfirmcd to him by his Commandant, and 
moft^f the people of that plfte.

Ota the feventh he marched’ with two companies anti two guns, having previ- 
oufly fent orders to the fcattered detachments to repair to Gungowah, there to m;/ 
main under thediredions ofthc Aumil, agreable tO'^Gomnel Hannay’s orders. ^Un 
tlie eighth continued his march ; oQi^J^evening cd" th^fame day certain accounts 
were brought him, th^t the boats were deftroyed, and 

the whole country to the Gogra up in ariSS^: AnJ having alfo received intelli- 
gence that Futteh Saw, Genoo Roy, and Ajeet Mffil, with their banditti, yirere 
encamjied on the road to Burragong,. it determined him to return immedfal^. 
to^ungowah, and proceed by the way of Burragong and Chuprah to B>txar, to 
join Major Crawford’s regiment, with- tho two Companies and two^^uns, by 
talking wihichr route he would have had an opportunity of driving that par- 
ty, which would have freed the country from the principal rebel. Mti the ninth 
he returned to Gungowah, and as the commotions in the country fee»cd evidently 
to incrcafe fince the detached parties, who were direfted to repair to G^gowah, had 
been feverally attacked on their way as they came in, he fent mjders to Hurdi- 
"afslng Commandant (Rationed at Itchmul, to repair with all expedition to Gun- 
gowah, with two companies and guns belonging to the Fougedar of that place;. 
Md in the evening informed the Aumil Mahommed ShufFy Khan of his intenti- 
on of proceeding by Chuprah to Banaris, and gave him advice Ecfpedling the de- 
Felhce of the country during his abfence. The detachment was ordered to march' 
i«>ihe tent^ About one o’clock in the morning the Jemmadar attached to- 
and informed him, that the companies had mutinied, and would 
not march without Jiaving their arrears paid them. In the morning he went to 
ithe parade and-^ered the men to fall in : They paraded with reluflfance and 
difficulty, particptarly the left, hand company, commanded by Khan Mahommed 
subadar. Wh/i they were got under arms, he acquainted them that he was 
^bncecned.they were not paid fo regularly as he could have wilhed, but if there 

were 
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.were any of them that were diftrefledyor fubfiftance, he would advance thenyrf^ 
much of his own money as they required as foon as they came to their ground 
that day ; h^that it was indifpenlably neceffary that they IKould march with 
all expeditj^ to attack a party of FuttehSaw &c.’s troops which had taken p pf - 1 
fellioiT-elj Iwie^haut in the Jerry Jungle, before they ihould have time to foc tify 
themfelves. Tihey were filent j he direfied them to march off. When they had 
gone about one hundred yards from the parade, one of the men ftepped out of his 
file and demanded all the arrears of .pay due to him. He immediately feized 
the bayonet of the mutineer with ah intention of putting him to death \ when 
fix or feveh men turned out, fixed their bayonets, and made the, fame demand. 
The black officers remained filent, and inaflive ; he ordered his Commandant to 
march on, and ordered the mutineers to take off their coats, as they were not wor- 
thy of being foldicrs, ^d that his Moonfhy would pay them their arrears that 
inftant. Many moje joined them in a few minutes, loaded their pieces, layed 
hold of the Moonfhy, ^ weregoin,g to put him to death. When he found that 
to be the cafe, and that almoft the whole two companies were engaged in the mu- 
tiny, he ordered the parly to return, as it was in vain to proceed. A Ihort time 
after the whole party furiounded him, fome with loaded arms and fixed bayone'ts, 
^Tti ying alfo loaded the.giJis with grape, and with>one voice demanded' their ar- 
rears might, be paid off. xJe remonftratedjp^^hat it was impolfible for him to com- 
ply with their demands i money he ha^j or could get ihould be 

difttibuled amongft them, jjTthey^^j^d obey his orders. For about three hours 
.they behaved in the moll liSy;itio,us manner, and were proceeding to break open 
rcafure cheft ; at laft however he prevailed upon them to receive three months 
pay. \Upon this being given them they returned to their lines, but kept ten- 
tries aiShc Bungalow. After this he fent for the two Subadars, and defired- theip 
to found t^e men, and try if they could induce them, upon promife of forgive- 
ihey had done, to return to their duty. They came back and report- 
• would confent to obey upon tlwfc conditions. He went to the parade 
and promifed them forgivenefs, upon which they took an oath to 
upon condition that they were not to march to Banaris •, fq,it|at 
it became inipW51icablc to profecute the intentions he haej^ formed ; however in a 
few hours more they again mutinied, ‘and to the bell of his recolkflion, they pro- 
pofed to march to Banaris and join Gheit Sing, and Saadut Ally, who as they^fiad 
would pay them tlieir arrears and make them great men ; adding, that all the 
Europeans were cut off, and that he, meaning the deponent. Was the only {Jef- 
fon left in the country. In the evening the two Subadars, Khan MahpmmdtJl^ 
Buctour Sing, came to him and propofed to carry him prifoner to Ba'?Steii^ On 
the .twelfth he reprefented to them, that if they did not immediately march to 
attack Futtch Saw &c, who had already polled detachments wthin fight of the 
cantonments, and as he was informed was lying near Hufl«np^|r with near fevQf» 
thoufand men, they would be diftrefled for provifion, fince She Whole eountV/. 

. was in arms. He fent for all the black officers, and begged and intreated of th6 J 
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ra^ic their influence over the men upon*This occadon ; but they were deaf to 
all he could fay. Had they complied he was confident of fuccefs^inft the re- 
bels, as Dadjoo Sing and Gobindram Miffcr had engaged to mak/^iverfion in 
h's lavor upon their rear, whilft he attacked them in front. In tl^^^njjj^ they 
came to a determination to march to Fyzabad to the Begum, wljb ili^ alfo de- 
clared would pay them their arrears, and take them into her fervice ; but on the 
thirteenth, before they had carried thefe intentions into execution, he was joined 
by Hurdial' Sing with two weak fickly companies, and having borrowed mo- 
ney ftifficient to py them the three Months pay which the others had received, 
and thereby render them upon an equality, they remained ftauncH, though every 
poflible means had been taken by the mutineers to corrupt them. Shortly after 
this he received information, that the fort of Gooruckpo'or had been attacked by 
near fix thoufand rebels. There was a Jemmadar and about fifty men in the fort, 
whb behaved moft gallantly. The attack commenced near nine o’clock in the 
evening,' they carried the outward fort which was tod extenfive, and. the party 
were obliged to retire to the citadel, where there were upwards of two hundred 
prjfoners confined ; they endeavoured to leize the Sepoy^,, in which attempt nine- 
teen of them were put to death, and many wounded! The attack continued 
till near four o’clock in the afternoon ; when Shawmult Khan, a Jemmadar and 
nine men, who had' been ordered tojiitajcl^Jre froral^uroonah at the beginning 
of the difturbances in tke country, amy!r^*m/K!icVwn, the people told them 
to throw down their arms and run oft' to VyrjunglJs, to fave their lives, for it 
was impoffible for them to get into the fort, as it was furrounded by fix thou- 
fand rebels who muft carry it in a few minutes. The Jemmadar with admirable 
pmcnce of mind replyed, that he was only the advaneed patty, and that the 
^^aptain and the guns' were clofe after them, called out to a man, to run and 
bring them up, that the whole of the rebels might be deftroyed, an^mmediate- 
ly fired upon the rebels. The report inftantly fpread, a panic feiz>^ the whole, 
and they ran off in the utmoft confufion.’ He joined the Jemmad^l in the fort 
with his nine men : They fallied out after the rebels, and cut oj^ about two 
Jyjjasired of them. During the attacks, the rebels frequently calloiii!^ to the Jem- 
madar to deliver up tfee place to them,, as they had Perwannahs from the Be- 
gum, Cheit Sing, and Saadut Ally for what they did. 

, 'Having received orders from Lieutenant Colonel Hanoay to proceed' towards 
him, and alfo a letter from Lieutenant Gordon acquainting him that it was Co- 
wilh he ftionld join him at Amora, informing him of the lofs of 
Kvto cofcspinies of his battalion which were with Lieutenant Gordon, on the fif- 
4eenth he marched fr^Gon^owah with the Aumil and Fougtdars of the country 
and all the ftorestj^^is battalion. The march proved exceedingly fa-tiguing on ac- 
feunt of the courf^’s being under water and moft of the Nullahs un fordable, and 
m proper boats ufonihera for crofting. On the twentieth arrived'at Gooruckpor, 
Micro he found two compnies belonging to bis battalion,, which were direfled

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to join Lieutenant Gordon j . bu) not t^ing aWe to offca it, they ^ J^n un^ 
the ncceffity of returning to Gooruckpoor, alfo a company of Major M‘Donaid’s 
battalion, N^iv^h had been obhged to retire from Bufty. On the nineteenth re- 
ceived a IcrtA* from Lieutenant Colonel Hannay, which determined him to re- f 
main aV^riitkpoor till he received further orders, and wrote a letter in anfwer 
propofing to inkrch by the route of Mugger, and BuHy, to c^ftifc Zalim Sing 
it Amora, and Lieutenant Colonel Hannay fliould advance by the route of Ma- 
hadcah to Amora, which he thought would be the moft pr^icable means of quiet- 
ing the rebellion in the country. He was under a neceffity of borrowing mo- 
ney to pay his companies at Gooruckpoor , and alfo Major M‘ Donald s company , 
and to make up the ammunition that was damaged by the weather, and rej^ir the 
tumbrils & limbers j his battalion being ill furniflied with arms & ammunition, & 
the draft cattle very bad, which retarded him much during his march to Gooruck- 
poor. The thirteenth received a letter from Lieutenant Colonel Hannay, and 
wrote for anfwer, that he would march for certain on the fecond of Otlober ; 
but the difficulty he found in procuring a fufficient quantity ot proyifions, and 
carriage for it, as the whole country was hoaile and bodies of armed men to the 
amount of feveral thoufands were afltually in the town, added tp the heavy ram 
which fell on the fourth and fifth, rendered it imprafticabie for him to march till 
the fixth. During the time he remined aL^ooruckpoor it was currently report-

was under of mSking bridges, added to the interruptions he fuffered from thTTrc- 
quent fitirmilhcs he had with the people of the diflerent diftrias he palTed through.

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nbtwithftandingliisutAoftcArcaties, was prevented froift lending thea^ 
by Shumlheer Khan ; who threatened the plunder of his fafiory, and even m*. 
life if he aifK^iptcd it. This was toM the deponent by the faid Gomaftah re- , 
peatedl^^nXthe deponent believes it to be true, as it correfponds entirely with/ 
every other pYrt of Shumtheer Khan’s conduft. The dcponerlt, upon being re- 
fufed a paffage, took pofTeflion of a very ftrong ground furrounded oa three fides 
by the Gogra, and the Nullah on the fourth fide, whence only he could be at- 
tacked by the country people \ he ordered the Sepoys to make a breaft-work, by 
piling up of planks, of which there were a great number *, and, as he had ammu- 
nition and provilions, he intended to wait there until he could procure boats, or 
difeover a ford. While the deponent was thus employed, Mahommed Ruzza 
the Jemmadar of horfe,. had fwam acrofs the Nullah, and procured permifr 
lion for his pe^le to follow him, which they immediately did. No anfwer com- 
ing from the Fougedar, the deponent defired his Moonlhy to go to Wm and ex- 
plain the matter. *He accordingly went to the Ghaut, and demanding a paffage, 
he was refufed, and infulted in terms the moil abulive to the Englifbi-. He re- 
turned, and telling this, the deponent order^ him to take an elephant and fwim 
over •, but when he attempted to enter the Nullah with the animal, the Nimabs 
pointed their matchlocks at him, and obliged him to defift. The Sepoys l^ing 
this-, and that the horfe-men werSpenpif^M to fwim acrofs, naturally imagin- 
ed that the objeflion was to the En^s^phly,- and their adherents : They thought 
it fafeft to abandon the deponentT'^l&om they muft have concluded to be devot- 
ed, and throwing down their coats and arms, they followed the exarnple of the 
horfe-men in fwiming acrofs the Nullah, making a merit with Shumlheer Khan 
of giving the deponent up to his fate. One of the Subadars reprefented to two.

other imnYtliately to the deponent the defertion, however, was almoft com- 
plete, for w a little time, of the four companies not twenty men remained, in- 
cluding omjbfg, It was almoft evening,when Mr. Scott’s Gomaftah witl ^. great 
difficulty at laft obtained permiffion from Shumlheer Khan- to fend one boat; but 
it came loo late, to render any effeftual affiftance, for, with the few Sepoys who 
remained, command was at an end, and as moft of the deponent’s fervantirhod ' 
gone off, his baggage was left a prey to the banditti, who loon carried, off,, and 
deftroyed it : Some things which a few of his fervants brought with them, they 
gave in charge to the Fougedar’s people, who pdmifed to take-raye (ffjthcn?'’; 
but they referved them for ihemfelves, or rather for the Fougedar; 'filHnthougl^ 
miny of the deponent’s things were fecn in his houfe, he.coiild never recover 4 ' 
fing)c article. For many days during the flay of the deponent in Mr. Scott’s 
fadory, it was threatened to be attacked, and Shumfhter^^an, though 
applied to by Mr. Scott’s Gomaftah, conftantly refufed to grant the leaft alra>^'^ 
ance. Notwithftanding this, Shumlheer Khan was, and w deponent belidv^ j 
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continuod in office •, andj while tl!ie deponent was at Fyzahady , 5hum- 
fliMr Khan, came Aere, and was well received by the Beguim, and her ihinifters j 
from all which circumftarices the deponent is convinced that Shnmffiecr Khan 
could hot have dared to aS as he did, had he not been authorifed bv ^hc Begnm 
and her miniftera, or at leaft had he not known that fuch condud w^uld he agree-r 
able to them. i . .

A lexander HANNAvEfq; Lieutenant Gdonel in the fervice of the Hon’blc 
United. Eaft India Company, maketh oath and fayeth, that in the month 
of September laft ( 1781 )he commanded a body of troops ( horfe and foot ) in the 
I iervice of the Nat^ Vizeer, that on the loth of that month being encamped at 
^ Ryegunge near Fyzabad, employed in tranfporting the faid troops .'aerpfs the ri- 
ver Gogra, in order to ad againft the infurgenta to the northward of that river, 
in the evening he received intimation from a peribn living in the.Zehnana, tliat 
" the Nabob Begum ( grandmother to the Nabob Vizeer .^^|ih£lt|^-y||bw]ah ) had 
through her agents prevailed upon the principal Jemm^r of horfe to engage to 
A detach himfelf from the faid deponent, and to abandon him ; and further warning 
^the faid deponent to attend to his own perfonal fafety, as there was an intention 
'.‘of detaining him at Fyzabad : That this intimation was given to the deponent 
;in the prefence of Lieutenant Charles Middleton, to whom the deponent did com- 
t'fliunicate it,‘ and that during the whole courfc of that day (the loth of September) 
he the deponent had not been able to prevail on any of the horfemen to crofs the 
river, a matter which he could not until^ then account for, but which feryed to 
imprefs him fo ftrongly with a belief 01 t>\.t.im*» of the information he had re- 
ceived, that he fent for the principal Jemm';, y*of ho“He, circumftantially com- 
municated the faid information to him, and as forcibly as he was able ftated tn 
him the treachery, dii^race, and infamy inleparable from fo unmanly a behavi- 
btir •, that the faid Jemmadar of horfe, appeared much affeded at the converfation, 
and acknowledged that the information was tru^in every circumftance, except that 
*<*f his having acceded to the propofals that weft made to him, which he declared 
he had rejeSed ; but faid they had alfo been made to the other jemmadars of horfe 
by the agents of both the Begums, ( the Nabob Vizcer*s mother and grandmother ) 
and the truth of this alfertion was afterwards affirmed to the faid deponent by 
two of the faid Jemmadars, and feveral of the inferior officers and private horfe- 
'iii^. The deponent further declareth, that the above recited converfation palled 
in his, the deponenti, tent to the beft df his rccolleftion and memory, on tht 
j^ight of the loth of September in the prefence nfLieuteriant Charles Middleton;, 
and that as the faid Lieutenant Charles Middleton did not perfeftly underfbuid 
the Mooriffi language in which the converfation was held, he, the deponent, ex- 
plained the^ature andlubjed; of it to him as loon as the Jemnuidar left the *tcnt. 
The depohent further declareth, that he is refttained from mentioning ^the names* 
Jemmadars alluded to, from an apprehenfion that. their names bec<^ing 
^public might onerale to their prejudice, if not ruin, but that 'tlfe fafts which he 
^th depom areit*‘ptli.
